After the uimvailinK effovts of tlic JJaiiisli mon- 
arch to prescribe lioiiiids to tlic tvraiiiiv of the im- 
perial court had failed through that monai ch s in- 
capacitv- Gustavus Adolphus was the only sove- 
reign to whom the protestants of Germanv could 
reasODablv look for protection. Various causes, de- 
nvea irom me most aciivo priucipirs mat can rouse 
tdl the energies of tlie liiiinaii Ltiii't. combined to 
render him the inveterate enemy <jf rerdinand. An 
unshaken attaclimeut to the opinions of Luther, to 
which he owed the possession of the Swedish 
crown, an enthusiasm for liberty, that characteristic 
passion of exalted soiils, resentment excited hy per- 
sonal injuries, and the ardent desire of military re- 
nown, stimulated his ambition to the atduoos under- 
taking of redncing that power which had gradually 
become the bane and tetror of Europe. It was an 
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380 liisJOiiY nr ger^.iany. 

Rchieveraentworlliy of heroiccourage, and, if crown- 
ed witli succes!^, might <:vctitiially civilize the semi' 
barbarous ptDple ivliicli lie governed. By talciog a 
^leadiug part in tlio politics of Germany the rude vir- 
.tui^s of till! Swedes would be broiij;ht in contact with 
tlie habits of a nation, among whom the arts and 
comforts of polusjieii society liad made no cooteiupt- 
iblo. [KOgtess. The admiration of niannerB more 
refiaed t^an their own, wag calculated to awaken a 
spirit, of. emulation, which might civibze the rnde 
inhabitants of Ualecailiii. Thus policy, keying 
pace with ambition, impelled him to the esecu- 
tiou of that arduous enterprise which had been long 
the favourite object of his meditations; for little 
doubt can be entertained, thai even at a TSry eariy 
period of life, he anticipated the glory of becoang 
the champion of protestantism.* 

Previously to the commencement of the troubles 
in Bohemia, at a tiuie when the members of the 
rclornicii church were not only tiTing in perfect se- 
curity, but were daily acquiring such additional 
strength as migli t render tbem. formidable to the par- 
tisans of Rome,t he wrote to ti>e leaders oE the pn- 
testant party, expressing his zeal and attachment fbr 
tbeir.&vanrite tenets, and assuringthem tbat in erery 
emergency, th^ might rely securely on his aasiet- 
ance-t In 1620 he renewed the offer, but still with 
no better tocccsb; as either the hero's character was 
too .little known to inspire confidence, or pride, or 
ectHiomy, .or some other motive, equally contempt- 
ible, opposed an insuperable obstacle to hiswtshes.§

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Tliese repeated repulses, however disheartening, 
were far from cooling his ardour. Whatever were 
tbg OGCupatiDBB in which he was enguged, hi* 
tkonghtS' were fixed wiUi steady attentlou od the 
tranuctionB of Germany, ae the only theatre where 
his transcendent talents could be displayed with 
appropriate lustre. The humiliation of Austria was 
alike the subject of liis sleeping and of his waking 
breams ; it accompQtiied him to his pillow at night, 
kiid returned again >vil!i the dawnii^ day, tefresh- 
'ed and invigorattd by repose. 

The reader is acquainted with the event of the 
oegociation carried on in 1625, between Gustavus 
Adolphus and the English cabinet, and with the 
fully of the allies in giving a mercantile preference 
to the cheaper talents of Christian. The sagacity 
of the Swede anticipated the danger to which the 
treachery of his confederates, or the uncertain issue 
of a campaign, might expose him, unless put in 
possession of Wismar or Danlzic, or some other 
port, which secured a comiiuuiicalion with his 
hereditary dominions : but, unfortunately for the 
world, he had to do with men, some of whom either 
w^ntad penetration to discover, or honeaty to ac- 
lUMtwled^, ■ the pEopriety of the demand.; whiljB 
otliers would hare preferred the loss of independ- 
ence to that of a single coinmerciat vessel, and 
might possibly have felt less repngiiaiine at relum- 
ing under the pontihcal yoke, tliuu in opening a 
new and unfrequented channel to the natural pro- 
ductions of Sweden. 

No sooner, however, was the contest with Sigls- 
mtmd conclude^, through the mediation of Fnafx, 
thBfi OnstBTUs directed bis undivided attention to- 
ward acoomplishiiig his favourite pseject; and.

luckily for Europe, the coDV«Dtion yii&i Pokuil 
was signed at a ipoment when the distress of the 
protestants had silenced evny scruple that distmst 
or Tantt7 had rormerly inspired, sad induced them 
to implore the protection of Sweden ae tiieir lut 
and only resourcp."' 

NolwithstandinE' tlie justice and necessity of the 
slrui^ie in w liich lie was about to en^aiie (for ne- 
cessary and just in reality it was, provided any war 
can merit that appeltation, not expressly under- 
taken to repel an invader), ihe prosipect which open- 
ed before the Swedish monarch was far from allur- 
ing. The gigantic strength of Austria, the valour 
of her troops, and the skill of her commanders, 
appeared to raise aronnd her a fbnnidahie rampart, 
which it would be the hei^t of temerity to assail ■ 
and so universal was the terror which accompanied 
her amis, that a genius less enterprizing than that 
of Oustavns, would have shrunk Irom the conflict, 
overwhelmi^d by the sentiment of cosscious infe- 
riority. Bnt, instead of suffering himself to be in- 
tiniidaterl by the difficulty of the undertaking, his 
courage kept pace with the danger, w hile his pene- 
trating discernment (licovered some weak and vul- 
neralile paits, wfiich inigiit have escaped a less ac- 
curate obsernT. Circumstantially informed of the 
minutest occurrence which took place in every Ger- 
man court, lie knew that the emperor was no less 
detested than feared, and diot the indignation of the

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pnttaotants. coinpreiwed by tyraaay,'va8;:r«ad7 to 
explode; faewas sensible that victory would con- 
firm the wavering minde of the timid, and by aug- 
nieating the uumber of liis adherenis, open fresh 
resources for the prosecution of the contest ; while 
«Tery league of country, rescued from the opp^s- 
sira doDiiaioii of Ferdinaad. would cripfde-bis r»- 
' Murcee, and ckcuascribe tim sphere of extor- 
tions. 

An- accurate examination of those resources 
tended materially to diminish tiie dread which they 
inspired. When calculated according to the mili- 
tary returns, the force of her armies appeared tre- 
uieadoos ; but it was not 1^ the Giiilac^ of offidfi 
reports that tlte courage of G^stanu ceald be ap- 
palled. The wealth collected by plunder had ren- 
dered many of the imperial generals proud, disso- 
lute, and inattentive to duty ; wtiile tlie troops were 
consumed by various maladies, the.fniit of liber- 
tinism, and of uawholesome nouiishmeut. Difier- 
ii^ no less from each othev in lu^uage pid mao- 
am tbaa ia the &sbioB of their sccontEemrata and 
the use of their arms, they were nather aniumted 
by the spirit of national glory, nor by the more po- 
tent charm of religion." 

The troops of the League were unquestionably 
maintaiaed upon a better footing. More regularly 
paid, more warmly clothed^ and supplied more 
abaBdanHy whli all the necesaaries of life, they felt 
that attachment for their native land, which nothing 
can extiipate out of the human heul, except wanton

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opprcssinn, excessive laxalion. or the iiifeniai prp- 
cepts of modem philosophy. Ute iiilriiiueri of 
Riclielti'u bad, however, greatly dimiiiislied the 
penl which might have rcBulted from the I'ordial 
co-operation of al) the cathohc states i hopeh e* eo 
vere eatertained that ihey might he induced to 
preserve the strictest neuiralitv. provided no at- 
tempt stLould be made lo alter iht; nalioiial wor- 
ship. - 

The diBcontent. which tilt then had fornieiited in 
i^ecrt'E, watt no luiigt-r cuiiceiueu iruin public nuin.-c 
With the interei^ts nliich originally gave birth to the 
coiitebt, the spirit of hostilily had siibsiiled ; and 
many, even among those who Imd formerly shewn 
themselves the most 'inveterate enemies of the Paia- 
tine, were become strenuous advocates for a general 
pacification. A due regard to personal safety cont- 
doced also to render the Duke of Bavaria more 
jealons than ever of Austria; for he knew that 
Ferdinand attributed entirely to his opposition his 
recent disappointment at the diet of Ratisbonne; and 
that his resentment was kindled lo such a degree, that 
lie would probably attempt to pnnish his ingrati- 
tude, were he tiot deterred bythedread ofGustavuB.f 

Neither were the catholic priDces io asituationta 
viaintain their numerooa armies, without the aid of 
fresh contribntioas. Determined toadopt a difibr- 
ent system, :md, by a vigorous discipline, to re- 
strain the liceotiousnesB too natural to a victorious 
army, tinstavus felt secure, if successful, of being 
universally hailed by the enthusiastic acclamationa 
of gratitude and adntinrijon aa a tateluy deity. 
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it was liot, however, to the resources of his own 
comprehensive genius, unbounded as tlioy wore, 
nor to those which he foresaw must ineiiliibly 
arise at every slep, that he trusted entirely for a 
prosperous issue : prudence pointed out the iieces' 
sity of foreign alliances; he endeavoured fo secure 
the co-t^eration of every stale, whicli jealousy or 
fear rendered hostile to Austria; though he looked 
to their exertions with the diffidence of a man who 
had tracetl, in the eventful pages of history, the 
imbecility, the gelfiihnese, uid the dupliclt]>^.of 
courtiers : bat vfaile he guDjded against the &tal 
effects of credulity, he was aware that dangers no 
less destructive may arise from the opposite ex- 
treme. A judgment less penetrating might have 
led him to queslioii the siucerify of France) from 
the inability to conceive that the persecutor of the 
protestanta in Languedoc might became their etre^ 
nnons champi«B in Saxony : hut the King of 
Sweden was aware, that in the estimation of Iliche- 
lieu, though decorated with the splendour of the 
Roman purple, the prosperity of the church was a 
secondary consideration, and that the ainbilioiis 
cardinal would prefer the reputation of an enlight-- 
ened minister to the remoter honours of the calen* 

Supposing even tliat the event should prove less 
propitious than the sanguine monarch expected, 
the sea would afford hiin a secure retreat, and the 
rocks and shoals, by which his dominions were 
surrounded, presented iiiKuperahle obstacles to an 

Convinced, howevtr, ih^it it "as scu.rcL'lj possilile 
for any War to succeed, tliiit should be waged in 
contradictioii to the national feeling, the king post*

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poned his final decision till he had collected the 
aenliineDts of his people. Diedaining the paltry 
wts of iotnguee, bo efficacious in influencing po- 
pular debatep, and nnwilling to rneet with a public 
afiront in the senate, he privately convened his 
ablest Btateamen and most experienced generals, 
to consult witii them respecting the practicablli^ 
and policy of the undertaking, before he v en tu r e d ' 
to submit it ti) Uie uatiooaJ sufirage. The counsel- 
lors being assembled, Gusfarua contplained, in an 
art&il speech, of the injuries he had suslained from 
the emperor, but which it ia utmecessary to enu- 
merate on the present occtkeion, because they have 
been fully detailed in his meinoriai to the diet. 
The subsidiary offers from France and England 
were nejit esplained, M'ith the a^suraiice that he 
wished to avail himself of his contidentiul friends 
Jiefore he entered into any specific agreements. 
The necessity of asserting the dignity of his crown 
he considered to be no longer a doubtful question, 
but to have been decided by the arrogance of Aus- 
tria, He conjured them, however, seriously to de- 
liberate on the plan to be pursued in conducting 
■the contest ; whether it would be most conducive 
to the interest of Sweden to confine themselves en- 
tirely te a defensive system, or boldly lo penetrate 
into the heart of the empire, and endeavour to 
strike a decisive blow, before the enemy was aware 
of the peril.* 

The impossibility of continuing an amicable in- 
tercourse M'ith a prince so ambitious as Ferdinand, 
was admitted witJiontthe smallest hesitation; but 
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the same unanimity did not prevail respectiDg tlie 
mode of conducting hoatilitieB. In the estimation 
of some, and among Uieir number we find the dis- 
ti^Biahed >nanie of Oxautiem, the resources of 
Sweden were deemed inadequate to the under- 
taking. The. united armies of Ferdinand and the 
XjCague were calculated at upwards of one hundred 
and fifty thousand men ; a force three times more 
numerous than what the king's utmost exertions 
could bring into the field, though he should drain 
bk dominionB of men and money. They accord- 
ragly snggested, that the wisest poUcy would he to 
concentrate his troops in Polish Prussia, a country 
abounding in strong military position, and easily 
defended against superior numbers. For the in- 
ternal security of the kingdom there was nothing, 
they thought, to apprehend, because the want of 
*A navy must prevent the aaperor from extooding 
hia conquests beyond the shores of the B^tic 
Another aigument adduced in support of tbia 
opinion, was the iinpOTerished condition of the 
northern provinces of Germany, so completely ex- 
hausted by the rapacity of the imperialists, as to 
be totally unable to furnish supplies &jr the Swe- 
dish army.* 

Whether these arguments were the result of se- 
rious meditation, or offered merely with the view 
of affording an opportunity for displaying the su- 
perior sagacity of Gnetavus, it is immaterial now 
to inqnire. Far from being intunidatcd at the 
ataraing picture presented by the advocates of 
de^aire operations, the king asserted, that Ma 
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only motive for wishing to avoid the impending 
conflict was derivird from the impulse of humanity. 
" The power of Austria," he said, " did not alarm 
him: but when he contemplated the miseries occa- 
BioDcd by war, his bosom paoted for peace. To 
have diminished the burthens bo long endured by 
his faithfut people, with exemplary patience, would 
hafe afforded to liis licart iiiore exijiiisite satisfiic- 
doD than the proudest triumphs could begtow. 
But once admitting the necesiiity of commencing 
-hostilities, he was decidedly of opinion, that they 
ought to be prpucuted with the utmost vigour in 
Germany." The danger, he contended, was more 
than compensated by the advantages. A defeat 
would b<^ nlteniled with more disastrous conse- 
quences, if sustained in defending their land, than 
in invading that of the enemy. In one case, it 
would expose their wives and daughters to the 
brutality of undisciplined barbarians ; in tfte other, 
the loss, however severe, might be shortly and 
easily repaireil. It ought also to be considered, 
that iiotwiflistiiiiding his solemn professions of 
amity, the King of Poland wonid be ready to 
break the truce, whenever he could do it with 
safety ; he would, of course, be ready to avail him- 
self of the first reverse of fortune to unite with 
the enemieB of Sweden. The impolicy of matit> 
taining an army in Prussia was clearly illustrated ; 
because the famine, tvhich actually alDiclcd that 
unhappy country, must necessarily prevent it from 
becoming the theatre of hostilities. "The event 
of the coutest," he said, " must deprad upoa thq 
energy with which it was commenced; itwonld be 
far better never to unsheath the sword, unless tbey 
resolved at once to peiietrate iato Fomerania, and 
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piisliiii^ forH iiid with unabating activity, to endea- 
vour at once lo Iransport tlie seat of war into the 
herpditary dominions of Austria. Tbe possession 
of Stralsund wonid not only secure the sovereignty 
of the Baltic, and keep the coasts of Germany in 
continual alarm, but would preserve a safe and 
easy communication with Sweden.''" 

Argument* like these, when eiiforceil by the 
charms of royal eloriuence, were calculated lo pro- 
duce the most enlhuaiastic efTects on minds not in- 
sensible to tlic scdnclio[i:s of glory, and attached 
to a young and hi roii' soicreigii by tlie united im- 
pulse of love and iid mi ration. 1' Having thus con- 
vinced the understandings of the leading members 
the king no longer hesitated to submit his plans to 
the consideration of the senate. In a numerous a:^- 
eembly, many of which were of course unconnected 
with the coiirl, some difierence of sentiment might 
he expected, and wi; accordingly find that a con- 
siderable number expressed a decided preference 
for a nc^ociatton. It was ui^:ed in support of a 
pacific system, that the national revenues S^ere sd 
corai^etely exhausted by the Polish war, as to be 
utterly incapable of afibrdinj; supplies for a foreign 
i-xjieditimi. AiKi^riiiis; to the arguments which 
they cxpoclcd to h. ;ir from the partisans of ener- 
getic measures, they observed that economy held 
a promiaent station among the most sacred duties 
of a eoTere%n. " In a country like Sweden, where 
the comforts and refinements of civilised life had 
never peiietruted, it was not titej said by the lustre 
of military renown that a monarch ought to aim at

immortality ; the path which conducted to the tem- 
pie of fain« was fiir more straight and accessible : 
let liim aspire to glory b; directing his attention to 
the eatablishmeDt of manu&ctnroB, &e improre- 
meots of agricuUnre, die extendon of commercei 
and the encouragement of the arts and scieoces." 

The idea of hazarding the happiness and pros- 
perity of the nation in a contest in which the honour 
of the king, or the safety of the states were not 
immediately Implicated, was treated as chiTalrosH 
«nd romantic. "The preserralion aitd extension 
of the protestant faith depended " they sud, " upon 
the will of the Almighty. He had hitherto nnrBed 
it \vith paternal solicitude, and would never sufief 
it lo jierish tiy human |ierversily." Admitting that 
the Dukes of Mecklenburg had been unjustly d«r 
posed, and that it was highly desirable to rescue- 
their dominioos from the rapacity of AoMtia, th^ 
strenuously contended that this might be ejected 
with greater facility by an amicable discussion, than 
with the sword, or the firelock. The idea of an in- 
Taeion was treated with merited contempt, as they 
would never admit thai a country virtually enjoy- 
ing the blessing of insular security, could have any 
thing to dread from the threats of an enemy, com- 
pletely destitute of maritime resources.* 

It cannot be denied ^at this mode of reasoning 
was both plausible and popular; the arguments 
adduced were upon a level with the meanest nn- 
derslanding, and accorded with the practice of 
ordinary stntcNinen in common times. But there 
sometimes occurs in political afTairs au alarming 
crisis, which baffles all precedent. In such situa- 
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tions, trail 'Jueink-iit gftiiius, liisiUiiniiig llic Iriiuimets 
of puiJjiili'y, c\plari'« imw jiulhfi of action, ciilouii- 
teriog the ililiiciilties witii wliicli it is surrounded, 
„90t with official documents, or logical deductions, 
.Jbut wilh Eb spirit and cajtacity comitiensurnlewitli 
the danger. Such was now the caso witli Gus- 
tavus; and tlie enei^y whicii he had communi- 
cated to men capable of a|)|)reciati\!g the wisdom 
. <if his projects, was displayed in Iho argULLieLiI^ 
ffviOi which they supported bis iiteasures. " It 
difficult," th:ey said, " impartially to examine 
l^be emperor's inroceedinge, and still to retain the' 
.^maliest doubt respecting the nature and extent of. 
,Jiis designs. The subjugation of Germanv, so 
^nearly con.pUtrd, inu,l uiia^oidahly l^ad lo the 
ijtotal depression of (irutestantisiK ; htcuiihe. ii ilh thi; 
gproaperity aiid independence of the northern ua- 
ftioDB, its deatiuy was indiasolubly connected. They, 
must flouneh or fall together. Wherever thai 
i^^guwal armies had penetrated, everv vestige of 
SmMUn was abolished. The hereditary states of 
Austria «<n; -Jn-.ul-.- diMioil.-ii of all their privi- 
lege t i I „ I 11 ler 
■_inmed. The aiubitious schi^uies. entertained by 
^||he cabinet of Vienna, were no longer concealed 
^ uoder the veil of mvstery. but blazoned forth with> 
^presumptuous arrogance. A plan was in agitation 
^for the mamtenance ol tour ."eparate annu s h>r the 

.^ preventing them iroin inierkruif; ni lamnr oi any 
jijpeople. whom Austi'ia wished to enslave, f he 
^firet stationed la Uua|^rv. was mtepded to guaid 
^^e eastern, frontiers agaiost the Ottonian cohorts :. 
^be seeond was desbaed to intniudate the Vene- 
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IcDtatest; tiie lliird uas to occupy the banks of the 
Rhine, aiKl, tlip fourth to be eiicainped on the 
sliores of the Jialtic. The objects contemplated 
required no fartlier illustration, nor could they be 
CDunteracti^d, except by a general confederacy of all 
the protestant powers." 

So much stress bad been laid by the opposite 
party on Iht inlenial security of Sweden, that it 
became rv(|nifsite tf> canvass that important ques- 
tion, nnili^r all its various bearings. According to 
the opinion of Ihc advocates fur peace, nature had 
erected so ilirniidable a barrier in ttie surrounding 
rocks, tiiat all fears of invasion were nugatory, pro- 
vided a warlike pi'Ople wonki condescend to ECulic 

ranijmrt. " liut is tliis," they asked, " an attitude 
becoming a martial nation? Is it even consistent 
with their interest to assume it? we may possiUj 
escape the swqixl of the enemy, but it will be 1^ 
abaodoning every thing that gives value to exist* 
ence. Our commerce will be aupihilated, oiur ehs" 
racli-r inj|>i ;ichi il. and we shall be no Iwiger n* 
gard.ii :i> 4l(ClI|)^i1>g a place ammg the iodepend- 
ent nalions of Europe." 

"It bus been urged," oontinued they, "by ths 
opposite party, that Austria haa lately awomed'a 
tone less presumptuously offensive. The &ct is 
admitti'd, but the inference which our appoamibt 
have attcmplid to draw is coinj>letely erroiKoiUL 
It is a change of language, but not of priaciplsi It 
is the ( ffect of hypocrisy, and not of moderatioD ; 
for white the tide of Tictory swept all before it, the 
arrogance, of her commanders was insupporlabW. 
Various causes have combined' to excite her ftars, 
an4 the ap[u«hetieioH of danger reiid^ hex um- 
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ious to weaken the general abhorrence, which the 
insolence of deepotism lias created. The strength 
«f Sftrslannd has hitherto baffled her efforts ; the 
freMBTM of America, captured by the Dutch on 
tlieir ^msmge to £tirope, have crippled the exer- 
tions of Spain ; and tlie &1I of Rochelle has ena- 
bled France exclusively to dedicate her immense 
reeotirces to the Maiituaii war. These are circmn- 
staaces which have given a different aspect to affairs; 
these were the motives to which Denmark was in- 
debted for tbe recov«7 of Holaleib, and which now 
piBMribe tbe neceeeitj' of a temporal^ comptoinise 
wiU) Sweden. Let ns not be deceived by profes- 
sions contradicted by uniform practice. With 
peace in her month, she not only continues to for- 
tify her ports on tiie Baltic, but is busily occupied 
in creating a navy. In the empire her proceedings 
aie equ^y arbitrary ; state after state » subjected 
to ha domiidOB, so that every veatige of iudepend- 
ence will be shortly effaced." 

After minntely dwelling upon every incident 
which could tend to eliK'idid-^ llie tyranny of Fer- 
dinand, they proceeded to esamine llie interests, 
tbe resources, and the political connexion!! of 
the other European powers. The views and prin- 
ciples of tiie Sp&uidi govenrntent cmneidiog ox^ 
actly with thme of Austria, Spain mast ever be 
r^arded as the decided enemy of freedom. Dis- 
cord and timidity, the fruit of ■ oj-nijitifjn, com- 
bined to- reader the fertile provincet ot iuly nti less 
weak than oontemptible. Three powers, they in- 
mated, wtd only three, pouetsed the streogtb and 
fiowrage requisite- to resist the overwhelmii^ tor> 
rent, france, Holland, and Sweden. Of the dan; 
get reuUilg from euch a confederacyj tlte cabinet 
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of Vieana was perfectly aware, and was exerting 
every artifice to impede their union, from the con- 
viction that sucli an alliance could alone uphold 
the liberties of Europe. Could Sweden and Hol- 
land be lulled into aecnrity, Auatria might employ 
her undivided force for the humiliation of France. 
Thk would pave the way for the subjugation of 
Holtasd ; and Ibat accomplished, the fall of Sweden 
could not long be retardeid ; for what could she ex- 
pect, except to be abandoned by all the world, if 
she Ibraook her friendB in their distress? 

Having once undertaken the protection of Stral- 
snnd it would he disgraceful to leave it to the 
mercy of an indignant conqueror. The possession 
of Wismar, and of the Isle of Rii^en was snffici- 
«itly imp<»1ant to justify temerity ; because, if they 
were once in the occupation of Sweden, tlie im- 
peri^Bts mnst be compelled to abandon their posi* 
tioDS Ml the coMtB of the Baltic. In valour and 
discipline, and the patient endurance of every &- 
tigue, the ijwedes were exceeded by no iiafion in 
Europe; and these were virtues which in great 
measure compensated for numerical iiifi^'ioiity. 
But it was not alone to the national resources that 
^y night cosfidently loc^ for snccese. Let onr 
viotorions monarch once set his foot in Oermany, 
Uid hii standard will be joined by those veteraa 
bands, who have lately been dismissed fVoai>tlM 
Austrian service; and as the army proceeds, it wilt 
be rapidly augmented by the balTed of those whom 
the tyranny of Ferdinand has driven to despair.* 

The ardour of the nation being now in unison 
with the wishes of the Icing, preparatioiis wero

It would tndaed have been totally iacansisteut 
widi the dictataS'ttf prudence-, for GoMarus to bsve

Louis. Every tranaaction of his life at this critical 
period evinces the earnest desire of ascei taiciing 
correctly, how&r he might rely upon the assistance 
of emxy power apparently interested io the tiuini- 
liatioa'of Austria; it is therefore highly improbahle 
that fae>Bhould have neglected that, whose decision 
was of the greatest imporiance. Unwilling to de~ 
prive himself of a single ally, whose friendship 
could be secured by negociation, he dispatched 
Sadler upon a mission to the Helvetic diet, at that 
time Httingi^ Baden, with directioite to explain 
with unrcaefred frenkoeM the- motives of' his ua- 
ctertskii^. and the extent of Us reaotvcea ; per' 
suaded that the ancirat spirit of ibe. Swiss would 
revive at the prospect of humbling a monarch, 
■whose claims to supremacy had never been formally 
surrendered.. The terror inspired by the depreda- 
tions of WalleBstein, however, completely silenced

Meanwhile FnlkeDbei^ had been sent to Hollwd 
fi)rthe purpose of raising three additional regiments, 
and in order to concert with the Dutch ^veromeBt 
a general plan of operations. In his way thither, 
he was directed to etop at ('openhagen, in order to 
sound the intentions of Christian, and, if possible, 
to secure his neutrality. Though eory excit«d by 
the transcendent taisata of Gustwtn was the pi«- 
dorainaot passion ia Christiait's breast, he was war 
■trained for the present to stifle his peraonal feeli^p, 
because he plainly foresaw that he could not openly 
attempt to embarrass liis projects, without incur- 
ring the indignation of protestant Europe ; but, 
while he dealt in professions of unbounded amity, 
he secretly resolved, by daodestine iBtrignee, to 
frnttrate die plaoe hia rival ; aBd, in (vder to 
e&ct it with greater focility, he otfered his medi- 
ation to accommodate the differences actually sub- 
sisting between the courts of Vienna and Stock- 
holm. This proposal coinciding with the limid 
policy of the sovereigns of Brandenbui^ and Fome- 
nuiia, tbeyjoiiiedia recommeBding a pacific system 
from motives equally aelfisb.f 

TboMgh resolutely bent upon cbastisi^ the te- 
merity of Sweden, when the fovonrable moment 
riwald arrive) Ferdinand was delighted at theidea 
of poet|ioniiig the conflict till he should have ter-

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minated hostilities in Italy. To tfae pressii^ noli- 
citBtions of bia treacherous friendi it was impos- 
sible for QostaTus to object without exposing liim- 
«rif to the cenaarea of an mgeaeroua world, too 
prone to attribote to intemted motiYes the moat 
exalted efforts of virtue.' Howerer insidious the 
conduct of the imperial court, Or insincere the pro- 
fesf ions of Christian, one important advantage ac- 
crued to Gustavus from the congress at Dantzic, 
because it mwifested his unwiltiDgness to resort to 
arms, till every hope of accommodatioa was frus- 
trated. Neither did it escape the praetratioD of 
that sagacious monarch, that in the course of the 
negociation various circumstances must occur to 
elucidate the secret views of the Austrian cabinet, 
as well as to ascertain the real intentions of Kidie- 
lien. In both these objects hecompleteiy succeeded. 
The duplicity of Ferdinand waa demonstrated io 
colours too clear to be defended, «»«) by tbeyu>- 
tial sophistry of friendship; while the efforts of 
Chamuce to impede the treaty, effaced every sus- 
picion of insincerity." 

Too prudent to expect any favourable results 
from a negociation coiidiicted umier similar aus- 
pices, the King of Snptlfd had liCTpr relajicd iii hia 
preparalioiij), fully detiiruilrnd to commence iius- 
tilitiesthe moment his forces should be in readiness. 
During the conferences at Lubec, a clandestine 
correspondence was opened with the Germanic 
confederacy, desirous of bursting the galling fetters 
which tbe despotism of Austria had imposed. While 
the eeifiah |iolicy of the {trotestaat electors tempted

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tiiein to submit to every mdigoity rather tiiaii re- 
sort to tlie hazard of arms, the Langrave of Hesse, 
the T>uk<'s of Mecklenherg a.i)d Liineberg, and the 
administrator of Magdeburg, gave poeUive as> 
Buratices, that tliey would openly declare in favour 
of Sweden, nhenerer it could be done with iat- 
[xitiitv. The wealthv merchants of Lnbec and 
Hamhiirir engaged also to advance a considerable 
loan, and coiibcitted to accept the copper of Dale* 
carlia Jor its gradual liquidation.* 

'•Nothmg now remained for Gustavns except to 
provide fcr die govanunent of the kingdoin during 
hia absence : the danger of the contest in which he 
wae about to engage gave jteciiliar importance to 
tlte measure; the sfiiles wert convened at Stock- 
faoltn, and never perhaps did any assembly meet 
undoi circumstauces more awfui and iiupre^ive, 

.The execntiTe audiority was veate<l in a council, 
md tbe department of-tiie finances entrneted to 
Jeiln CdBinir Co^nt -Palatine, who had married a 
SiradiBh pTincesB ; for, notwithstanding his tender 
afiecllDn for the queen, her wAit of caiiacitf for po- 
litfcal aflhirs affi>rded a powerful motiTe for her ex-, 
ctmion. 

Having thus related the internal adDiini8tnt> 
tion of government, Gustavns presented to the diet 
his in&nt daughter,* as tbeir future sovereign, ex- 
acting from them a solemn oath, that in the event 
of his <leath, they nould preserve llieir fidelity to 
Chn^iliiiu. He siraiiltaiieousiy delivered to them a 
maniisi'ript, supposed to have been written by him-

H^, wtlh the advice mi anistuiM of OxensMrn, 
coBtftiniiig r^idBfione to be obserred by the coun- 
cil of state under every possible eraergencf , No- 
thing- seems to have been omitted, irbiBh » mfail 
anticipating its melancholy desdoy was Mo to 
provide,* eith^ respectio^ the bappiness of &e nsr 
tion, or the, safety of his daughter. 

The solemnity of hia manner, which clearly indi- 
cated that he believed himself addressing them for 
tbe last time, drew tears from all the spectators ; 
the fedingg of tbe mnarck - were ia muKn with 
those of his -peapto'-liiB nnee fcidtered, and it WM 
some time before be could conquer bis senaayoDS 
sufficiently to contiaiie : " It is not from thirst after 
military renown that 1 am about to plunge my 
country in a war. I call Heaven to witness, that 
the contest on my part has not been voluntary, i 
bare been publicly insulted in the person of my 
ambassador by the Emperor of Germany ; he has 
assisted my enemies, oppressed my friends, perse- 
taUA my religion, and even attempted to deprive 
me of that exalted dignity to which the bounty of 
Providence has elevated me. Groaning under the 
yoke of tbe most grievous tyranny, the protestants 
in despur in^lore my saoconr; and, by the bless- 
uig of tbe Almiglity, I wtU avenge their injuries. 

" It is, I confefw, ao undertaking replete with 
danger; but, in proportion to the difficulty, the

TurDiug next to the nobility, he thus continue^ 

''acccptthe thanks of your grateful sovereign, illusr 
trioiis nobles, for all your services : may the admira- 
tion of the world, and the delightful feeling of con- 
scious integrity, reward you for them ! Be true to 
daughter, whom I entrust with confidence to 
your protection. Be to her, what you have ever 
shewn yourselves to me; remember, that you are 
the descendnnts of those iieroic Goths, by whoiu 
the Roman <li^1o vvf,s humbl.-d! 

■■ To you, servaiiLs of the Most High" (lookintr 
stedfastly at the miuislers of the Gospel), I reeom- 
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toead candoBr, unaonnity, and forbearance. 
living evMBples of those exalted, virtues which it is 
yonr peculiar province to inculcate; but, above all, 
beware of abusing the influence, whiob your pt^o- 
fession gives you, from the desire of riches, or the 
love of domination." 

-" Deputies of the towns and provinces, may the 
Almighty prosper all year undertakings; crowa 
with prosperity yonr honest industry ; aud make 
you long enjo}- the blessinga and comforts which 
are inseparable from morality," 

Having thus emphatically exhorted all the dif- 
ferent classes steadily to persevere in the peculiar 
duties of tfaeir respective stations, he tenuinated' 
tius-fihort and pathetic harangoe with a ierreat pe- 
tition-for the happiness of his people cooclnduig in 
the foUowing words : " My heart is too full for ut- 
terance. My prayers, my blessings will ever attend 
you. Farewel ! perhaps for ever."' 

GuBtavus having thus fulfilled an obligation 
Dearest his heart as a tender &ther and an a&c- 
tiontB tovardgn, hta thoi^bta were directed ifjA 
nnreimtiing attention to the final equipment of the 
amament. The troops were embarked at Elfs- 
naben, araid the tears and suppUrations of innn- 
merable spectators, attracted by the- norelty and 
maguificence of the spectacle, or impelled by the 
teittl(»est affection s of nature. Admiration and 
vonder, veneration and sympathy, prevailed alter- 
nately, as they suncessivoly contemplated the mag- 
iHtttdB' of the pre pariit inns, tiio danger of the en- 
mpris^, or the heroic character of its leader, who

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appGared in the midst of surrounding warriors, no 
less conspicuous for tlie manly beauly of hia per- 
son, than fbr the commanding dignily of his station. 
He was attended by bia generals, whom he hsd 
traineif'to'^ btigbea 'of a nrilitny life ; tat tbm 
was not one among them, with the exceptioD of 
Oxenstelm,' who was hot yonnger than himself.* 

Toward the latter end of May, the fleet weighed 
anchor, but was prevented from sailing by con- 
trary ^vinds, s6 that it did not reach the coast of 
Pometaniatii) thet«RMty.ft>u)rthof Jtme, isatk The 
nnmber of the fbfces, with which GnstaTiu xtaA^ 
, took to hmbUe .Austria, was little calcalated to ex- 
cite the fhans oTbiB ateams, or to inspire confldenee 
to his partis all* ; as, according to the most authentic 
docuiuenti^ the^ amounted to 'no more than twelre 
thousand firelrandred ioiaiitry, and two thousand 
c'avaiiy. To ttese which accmnpaoied the king 
imtst be added the garrison of Stralsund, compre- 
hending nearly' six thousand men, and abont as 
many more which serred in Prussia, under the 
coiiiniand of Oxensteirn.t Wliat an enormous 
disproportion to the resources of Ferdinand ! The 
forces of the League, nonsisling of between thirty 
and forty thousand men, were stationed in West- 
phdia and Lower Saxony, under the ordm'of 'Klly 
and Pappenheim. An Austrian army, scarceiy 
lees numerous, was employed in Itiily, under Gallas, 
Aldrioger, and Colalto; but, the momeitt peace 
was coiicluded with France, it »ould bo ready to 
enter Germany. Montecuculi and Qssa at the head

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of ten thousand veteran troops dictated laws to 
8uatHa and Aisace; while the Spaniards, io nearly 
equal strength, repressed the discontents which Ihe 
tjranny of tiie emperor had excited in th^ Palati- 
nates. Eight thousand in the pay of t^^ j^t^jeaias- 
tical electors, were deemed sufficient for the safety 
t)f their own territories: thns an luiintevrupted 
line of defence extended from the Alps to the Bal- 
tic. The eastern provinces, though less strongly 
guarded, were by no meana destitute of protection. 
^Saee regiments under Baltazar di Marrad^, were 
raore than adequate to repress every murmu): in 
^ohemia, where the spirit of the inhabitants w^s sp 
entirely subdue^i, that they tta^ j^b^jiLdQi!e4 er^ry 
^ope of emancipation; while. Ti^^enl?aj^,.jvit)l 
i^^ijy an equal {brce, kept ^ilegia 'in subjeq^pp., . 
j«f roD) this sketch it appears, that the only rulne- 
jPUe point was in the northern frontier, thongh 
,ana there the rapacity of Torquato Conti, seconded 
by sixteen thousand veterans, had reduced t^le 
country to a desert, and the miserable inhabitants 
to a state of slavery, so abject and hopeless, that 
they hardly dared to indulge the flattering expec^- 
lion of finding a deliverer in Giistaius.* " 
i.The sun was rapidly sinking beneath the horizon' 
when the Swedish fleet entered the harbour of 
Penuemond, in the Isle of Usedom. After super- 
intending the preparations, for diseniharking his 
troops in flat-bottomed boats, each capable of con- 
taining two hundred men, and two small pieces of 
artillery, the king leaped on shore, and falling upon 
his knees, tmptored the God of Hosts to favour an 
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enterprise," undertaken in defence of retigiOn vAd 
liberty. This pious duty being fulfilled, he seized 
a pickaxe, and, with the activity of a piobeer, 
began to throw op an intrenChmeot! The ex- 
ample of their sovereign kindfing the emnlatiott '6f 
all hia officers, Btlmnlated them to labo'ni' with Su^h 
indefatigable zeal, that, before the dawn of day, a 
breast- work was completed, affording security 
against any sudden attack.'}' 

Conscious tliat in a situation so highly critical, 
the first impression is frequently deciiaive, the king 
issued an order enjoining the strictest discipline, 
and menacing with the severest pnnishn^ent Vhb- 
^ever should venture to infringe it. This salutary 
precaution was no less consistent with his natural 
humanity than with the wisest policy, since it was 
highly important to his future success to convince 
the natives, that he c^nie not with an intention' to 
augment their sufferings, but. to rescue tfaaoi from 
the rapacity of their plunderers. J 

At a period of the ivorid, when fhe human un- 
der8tandill^■ ivn- nol siiliitiently iltumineil by the 
ray of pliilu>(>iiliy Ui n jtct the mjslenefi of divina- 
. tion, it was almost universally regarded by his sol- 
diers as a certain presage of future victory, that the 
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'firet intdUigence which greeted his arrival nas that 
afaconqaeat. > 
■ ThelocEtl importance of the Tsle of Riigcti, ee- 
parated firom Stralaund only by a narrow cLannel, 
luld not escaped the attention of the imperialists, 
"trtiOi'as tt necessary precaution, h»d erected three 
smalj 'fortresses at the most accessible points, 
rWhi^ while they gave them apparent secnrity, eit- 
abled them to interrupt the traffic of Stralsond. 

With a inercantilfi people, the most imporlBiit 
cbond^Tftlioii ii usually the fecility of comtnercial 
intercouTBe. Ittho^fore appeated tHghty prababtc 
to the Austrians, that an ofler of neutrality wonld 
be eagerly caiiglit at by this wealthy republic, 
witliout considt't'iiig the disadvantages which miiiit 
eventually accrue to their generous protector. For- 
tunately, however, Lesly, who commanded the 
- Swedid; garriaoo, wtu) too alert uid too s^a«ioii6 
tff'be deceived. .Not content with Tweeting the 
inridions proposal, he meditated iu secret' a decr- 
aiVeblow, which proved highly injurious to Austria. 
Having received information that a plan was in agi- 
-^tion for selling the island, which formed part of 
-tlie Pomeranian territory, to the King of Denmark, 
Bndi aware tliat the treaty, if carried into effect, 
must dtfaer deprive hia master of a strong miii'tory 
stotioii,' or involve him in hostilities with Christian, 
he resolved to stop the nesiociiifion liy a vi:i(jrnus 
attack. A select body of vi-lfiiipis irtinn' xni-liy 
embarked, before the ii!ij)eriali'-i- h;id llif ^nli^llest 
intimAtion 'of their design, the enemy w as driven 
wfth'litOe- dflBeulty from all - their poets, and tom- 
pelleb-to eracofete tbe island.* 
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As it was no longer possible far. the Anstriaiis to 
enterlain a doubt, tliiit the first operations of the 
Swedish &rmy would be directed against Fome- 
rania, Torquato Conti .proposed to the dnjce to un^ 
derive the defence of hia, dominioiu, prorided be- 
would allow hini to garrison Stetin. Bogialatw was 
too prudent to consent, foreseeing that a meaeuie 
so decidedly hostile could not&il to expose him to 
tlie resentmeut of Gustavus. Timid and irreeoiute, 
no less from the weakness of character than from 
the indecision natural to age, Bogislaus wa« re- 
duced to a moat distressing dilonma, because it 
was impossible for bim to avoid offending one of the 
belligerent powers, and by no means improbable 
that he m^ht give umbrage to both. But as the 
Austiians were already masters of the greater part 
of the duchy, the danger that was nearest appeared 
the most alarming ; and be accordingly dispatched 
a confidential agent to the King of Sweden, wbp 
was still detained by contrary ninds, to endeavour, 
if possible, to deprecate his resentment. Gustawi 
received the messenger with bis wonted beniguitjr, 
but positively refused either to suspend bis opera- 
tions, or to admit the neutrality of Bogislaus. This 
harsh declaration, however, was tempered by the 
assurance, that in case he should experience no ap- 
position in landing, he would be ready to enter 
jnto a treaty with the duke, and to take bis do- 
miiiioiiB under his protection.* 
:;^No sooner had Gustavus, by rendering himself 
. nuatm ot the month of the Oder, secured a com- 
iDDnicatioa with Sweden,, thaa crosnnK the nurow 
triib, which separates Usedom from tbe contuMot, 
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he invested Camtnin. by the- eaptoi^ of vbiqh if^ 
procured an abnadBut nq)pl7 of provisiona jfii^ 

amtnnni tinn. * 

This rapid succew, obtuned witbont'lhe l^sp .of 
« ringle moB, bj^dtng to tibe loatre otf^e Sweii^K 
arans, encoura^d their secret adherents ; ant], in 
proportion as it augmented the fame of Gustaviis, 
it contributed to effiace the impression of terriir 
which the cruelly of Torquato had inspired. The 
pre«umpljOD of Ferdinand, in diiidaiuiiig to ein|>luy 
the'inest <uitimon precautions against an eneiny 
wbM^he aflfected io despise, ^vhioh, in the event 
flOiti^i would have been attributed by flattery to 
wisdom and mngnanimity, now exposed him to ridi- 
cule and contempt. Aisiiif. win u t«'< of the 
fatal mistiiku »hidi lanlly liiid . induced him to 
Gomimt, and resolving if possible by vigorous mea- 
snns te repair it, the emperor sent orders to.ToF- 
qoato Coati, who cmtnnanded in PoAerania, to en- 
deavour to retard the progress of the invaders, till a 
more formidable force conid be iissenibicii. Tilly 
at the same tiiin; received iliiecli<i(is to i.chai.ce inlo 
Misnia, and octu|(j tht; wiuKtiy hel«eeu the .Saal 
and the Elbe, from whence he might watch the mo- 
tHMH of the Swedes, aad secure by bis presence 
the {HmiariouB fidelity of BraDdenbu'rg «id &ftf:ony, 
both of whom were ready to shake off their fetters. 

Having disarmed the Pomeranians, whose ven- 
geance he dreaded, iinil lallf d in his !-callered de- 
tachments, TorijUiito ilii iiltd liis litlle arnij | into 
two separate bodies; and, iiAving left one in a strong 
camp near Anelam, he advanced towArd Slelin at 
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thebeffd of the other, hoping by his activity to inti- 
midate Bogislaus, whose behaviour had excited his 
snspicioBB. Foreseeing, also, that Gustavus would 
leare notiiing tutaClmpted to raider humelf intstor 
of die Oder, he threw a bridge acrosa -ttte riteri - ta 
preaerve'a conAmmicatipn between tbe corpa «i- 
camped on the oppoeife banks, rod with the view of 
dispuUng the pasaage.* The plan of the AostriauB, 
if tb^ force had been larg^, woitld have confined 
the Swedes within a narrow tract, where it wonld 
hare been difficult for them to procure suj^lies, And 
would likewise have covered Francfort, an import- 
ant fortress, and (he key of Silesia, while Torquato 
was at liberty to r^ulate his operations as circum- 
stancta would require, f 

The King of Sweden was too welt aware of the 
advantages arising from vigorous exertion, to allow 
the tmalleet re^te to tbe enemy, and he resolved 
in consequence to mdeavour to p^toate into the 
heut of the empire, before the catfaoUcB ahonid 
have recovered from their constemattOB. Thia 
plan, however, coiikl not be ^fecfed without pre- 
viously liberating the navigation of the Oder, and 
occupyisg Stetio, the metropolia of Pomemda; 
Tlie maolent treatment which B(^lan8 had r»- 
ceived ii^m the court of Vienna, combined with 
the misery to which his subjecta were exposed, 
from the depredations committed by the imperial 
troops, left little doubt in the mind of Gustaviis, 
that the hearts of the natives were universally fa- 
vourable to his enterpritie ; (lioiigli the feeble cha> 
racter of their sovereign precluded evaiy hofte- of 
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Ms acting with decision, while the event <if the con- 
test was <loubtful. Gustaviis, therefore, resolved 
Tio loo™er to lempnrize, but to secure the fidelity 
of BogislaiiK, by ijlaciiii? a Swedish garrison in his 
capital. The possession of that stroiij; and popu- 
lous city would afford a commodiouB asyimn for 
his mas-azincs, as well as a place of sufety to which 
he might retire, in case of aOy Budden rerverse. Be- 
sides, it would have been highly imprudent to have 
adventured hi-^ army at a distauce from the coasrt, 
■whih' the fiile of .Stetiii was undecided; because 
nothing would have beeji easier, during the a.hsence 
' of the Swedes, than for the Austrians, by blockad- 
ing Stratsnnd; to have ojbetrncted their communi- 
Gf^on with the fleet. Sticb ia event noBt-liaTe 
immediately compelled the king to suspend hia 
operations, though marchiiiir forward in the full 
career of yirtorv. The.-^i' fiinKideijinons Imviug 
be'-n .iecnied coiicliisive. Guslavns embarked his 
troops at the close of day,* and taking advantage 
of a favourable breeze, arrived in a few hours be- 
f<H-e the walls of' Stetin. The armf was instantly 
landed, and prepai^ationa made for investing the 
city ; when a trumpeter arrived, to inquire the 
cause of this hostile appearance, and to caution the 
soldiers not to approach within reach of the bat- 
teries. The messenger being coiidncted to the 
rby'al presence, Gtietavus demanded by whom he 
'■was sent; and being told that he came by order of 
' Damitz, the governor, he commdnded him to r^rn, 
and inform hia general, that It had never been am- 
tonary firt the King of Svreden to nf^ciate with 
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persons of inferior rank, through the intervention 
of an interpreter. 

Terrified at the apprehension of having offended 
a sovereign who a»erted bis digni^ witb m> mmik 
firmness, Dacnnitz hastened to ibe Camp, aad sab- 
etitating humility in the place of mOgaase, BiibmLi- 
sivdjr requeated that his master might be permitted 
to cotitinue neuter. He was proceeding to explain 
the. distressed situation to which the Pomeranians 
were reduced, and their inability to engage io a wa7, 
whoi he was suddenly interrupted foy the kkig^' I 
treat with none except pnndpalsi' sud GustaT^ 
indignantly, " and will either visit the duke in his 
palace, or meet Iiitn here in the open plain." 

The ] 11 a is traits and citizens, whom curiosity 
had atlracte'i to the Sw edish camp, were delighted 
with the aifiibility of Gustavus, who addressed his 
coaversation to all who approached him, widi fre^ 
dom, and even familiarity. To the hurgomaeter be 
Was particularly attentive, assuring him that he en- 
tertained no hostile designs against the German 
nation, and would prove his sincerity by his ac- 
tions." 

Bogislaus, being made acquaiutcd with the an- 
swer of Guslavus, thought it prudent to comply 
with his incliiiatious, and immediately set out, with 
a few altiiiidauts, for the royal pavilion. The 
Swedish monarch liasluTicd to meet him, atid ad- 
dressed the duke with ihe i-haracleri^lir Ijankiicss 
of a soldier. " In approiiching j our l ajtilal, good 
cousin," said the king, as he saluted the sovereign 
of Pomerania, " I come with the olive branch in 
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my hand ; for I am an enemy to none, except the 
enemies of freedom ; of course, we are destined to 
be Iriebds, luid a» a convincing proof that I speak 
Ibe iKD^age of truth, I will deUver you from the ■ 
deapotitm of Austria. In order, howev^, to rendor ' 
my alliance €9Be«tially serviceable, it is indispen- 
sably neceutu'y for me to secure Stetin against the 
dangers to which it mi^^ht be exposed, while my 
troops are engaged in distant coziquenta. A Swe- 
diah garrison shall protect it for the present ; and, 
spoil the word of a kii%, I promise to restore H 
wWi the mccess of my anus, or the conclusioii of 
peace, shall enable me to do it with pTudence," 

Bogislaus, confounded at this unexpected de- 
mand, or more probably affecting surprise, reite- 
rated the prayer whicti iie haii tbrmcj'ly made by 
the mouth of a delegate, that he uu'ght be per- 
mitted to abstun from acta of hostiUty toward 
either of the bdligmHt powm. To this Gustanu 
laconically replied, in the language of scriptur^ 
" He that is not for us is against us."* 

Observing tlie palace windows to he crouded 
with ladies, (for the conference took place just 
under the walls) and desirous of giving a less 
serious tnm to tilie conversation, Gnatavua said, 
with a smile, " I think it would be difficult for 
fliose Mr champions to resist the impetnosity of 
my Dalecariiati in&ntry.''t 

The good humoAr and 'gallantry of the king 
iodncing Bi^slans to make another attempt, he 
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began Id expatiate, with the prolixity of age, upMi 
the danger which awaited him from the implacable 
resentment of Ferdinand. Gnstavus, however, 
soon <lispcilp(i his hopes, by declaring, io a firm 
nrid^oli.'iiiii loici', " That he should deem himself 
.unworthy to commuod the bravest troops which 
erer faced an enemy, if he shfTered himself -to be 
diverted from the patl> of prudence by any ai'g<i>- 
tneDls." This declaration was too plain to be 
misunderstood ; and Bogislaus, convinced of hiti 
inabiiity to resist; or, what is still more probably 
persuaded that he had done enough to secure hitR- 
self froiij tlic iiiipntalion of treachery toward the 
imperial throne, contented himself with adding, m 
Ihe tone of humility, " Then nothing remains but 
to submit." 

The negociatton being concluded, the duke pra- 
pared to return to his palace, under pretext cf- 
making the necessary arrangenieniB for the recc^ 
tion of his visitors. A gnard of honour was ready 
to escort him, commanded by Lord Rea, who, as 
hfl entered the town, secured the gates, in con- 
formity to his secrut instructions. The fafe of 
Stetin being thus decided, the garrison, consisting 
ofabout twelve hundred men, enrolled themselves 
under the banners of Sweden.' 

The king's principal object being to conciliate 
the affections of the Germans, foy proving to then 
that their own bappiDe^B-^nd- security was ins^ia- 
lably connected vith his auccew, he directed both 
officers and soldiers to pitch their tents upon the. 
lanipartB, in order that the citizens might not so*- 
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J>,pd,4^.it waq l^is inyariabie.coatom to partalw' the 
ha^a^ips which necessity compelled him to im- 
pose, he prelerred passing the night on board one 
of his vessel:! to a loagniticcnt apartment prepared 
for }iiti reception ia tlie ducal palace, dcclariug to 
tbg <^urtier^,,who pressed him to accejit a more 
c.9W^2^ji^ile iodgiug, ^t| » fur clo^k for a general. 
tiilfa^^afm.f)f straw $)r, >,<9Pldi^ made excellent

The vicinity of the iiuperi^lists rendered i^ ne- 
cessary to provide against , ai)y sudden atb^; 
capnpn latere accoT^ioglj pl^H'teit on. t)i^ n»mpjffts, 
attl evfa-y itrecaiiilpn w^f^fe«tfipJ^ fbii^ .eaal^ 
tend to pteaenp,.tb^ city ^aust a noctnrital ja]p^ 
ptjsf. 0» the foilowinit day , a convention waa 
signed, by which the ancient compact, conchulcd 
in 1570, betiveoii llie pi'e.lecef-sor of Bugislmif. and 
the crown of Swwlen. was fornjallj miewefl. and 
an alliance concluded fur tiie mutual protection of 
theii tfspectite.domiaions^ . Id, cpmplimei^t t^ the 
ireakneas m an infinn old man, it was expressly 
decjlared, by .a separate article, that this treaty im- 
plied no hostile de^^igns toward tlie chief of the 
empire, or any of its, nieniliers, hut ^vaa intended 
solely to preserie tlie fundamental principles of 
the Gurmanic coiistitutioii in all their original pn-

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rity. This clause, however, was perfectly illusoiy, 
as Bogislaus engiaged to employ nil the resources 
with which Providence had entniBted him, in order 
to obtain complrtc redress for the variouft inEiills 
offered to his authority, in direct violation of the 
legitimate privileges of an independent sovereign, 
r.uslavys, on the other hand, solemnly covenanted 
to restore all the towns and forti'es^cs belonging to 
the duke, which he might eventually occupy ; bnt 
in case Bogislans should die without male issue 
before the conclusion of peace (an event by no 
means improbable), then his domiaioDS were to re- 
main in the hands of the Swedes, till the Elector 
of Brandenburg, the presumptire heir, shonld ra- 
tify all the articles of the present (reaty, and in- 
demnify Gustavus for every expense incurred in 
defending Pomcrania. No specific term was as- 
signed for the duration of this alliance, but it was 
expressly stipulated, that it could not be abro- 
gated, except by mutual agreement. By an addi- 
fional clause, Bogtslaiia engaged not to enter into 
any negociation without the permission of Gus- 
tavua.' 

The extreme facility with which the duke had 
consented to every proposal, created a auBpicion 
that there was more of artifice tfaau of sincerity in 
hia opposition. Many even believed, that all the 
articles of the treaty had been previously Eettled.f 
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Neither was this impresBion in the least weak- 
eaed by the subsequent conduct of Bogialaus, who, 
in a juatificalory letter, addressed to Ferdinand, 
endeavoured to vindicate his behaviour, by shewing 
that any attempt to resist the Swedes oiust inevi- 
tably have completed the ruin of Pomeranla, with- 
out retarding the progress of the invaders; be- 
cause the Austrian general had disarmed the inha- 
bitants, and left the coasts of the Baltic unpro- 
tected * " What then," he asked, " was the pro- 
ceeding; which prudence would dictate, when his 
capital was invested by a force too powerful to be 
withstood ? Was it not to endeavour to avert the 
storm by submission!^ 

The possession of Steliu appeared to Gustavus 
so essential to'the prosperity of his future designs, 
that he tost not a moment in repairing the walls, 
and strengthening them by additional fortifications ; 
and (his laborious task was completed in a few daya 
by'the diligence and activity of his soldiers.* The 
king, during the int^aj, received deputies from 
lUaD^ of the ^acent towns, 'desirons to deprecate 
the horrors of a sic^ by early marks of attack- 
ment: 

It is unavailing to follow the victorious monarch, 
with circumstantial minuteness, through all his ca 
reer of glory, or accurately to enumerate all the 
towns forbvsses, with uncouth names, which 
were soccesrively Bnbjngided. For, howereritn- 
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portant the operations of an army may appear to 
COD temporary politicians, the re^ulta alone can in- 
terest the curiosity of posterity. It is not to the 
nnmerical returns of killed and wounded that aa 
enlightened underBtandinf resorts for infonnation, 
but to the chains produced by the event of a 
campaign in the relative Ettuation of the bellige- 
rents. Froru the mutilated carcases which strevr 
the Held of battle, humanity turns away in disgust, 
to inquire how far the carnage may have been fo- 
Toarable to the eztanMon of cuntnerc^ to the pur- 
anita of adence, and to the gcna^ welftre of mut- 
kind. These are. the most useful lessons that hiatory 
can impart ; and it is only hy inculcating the pre- 
cepts of virtue, encouraging the practice of rational 
piety, and kindling the flame of enlightened patriot- 
ism, that the task of the liiatoriau becomes delightful. 

Eagur to avail fatnuelf of the confiiraon into 
which bit actiTity hod thrown the imperialiats, he 
extended his conquests on the left hank of the 
Oder, while Marshal Horn, who had lately arrived 
with reinforcements from Livonia, was occupied 
in reducing the eastern provinces of Pomerania. 
Dam, Stat^rd, Camin, fieerwald,* and Wolgaat, 
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aacceauTely into the faanda of the Swedes, 

though the two former were defended by the emi- 
nent talents of Piccolimini.* 

The invasion of Germany, however mucli it 
might excite the fears, or stimiilittc the hopes, of 
those who were placed contiguous to the scene of 
action, was jar from exciting a eunilar Bensotion at ' 
Vienna. It would have been derogati^ from the 
presumptuous arrogance of Austria, not to have 
treated with contempt the menaces of a sovereign 
who, from an obscure comer of the north, pro- 
Toked the resentment of a mighty monarch, whose 
gigantic power threatened Europe with fetters. 
Ndtber were the former exploits of this warlike 
barbnian (for so the flatterers of Ferdinand de- 
nominated Gustanis) less an object of derision, 
because his military fame was supposed to have 
arisen, not from the transcendant powers of ge- 
nius, but from having contended against adversa- 
ries more ignorant and weak than himself.* The 
hnmitiatiog picture which Wollrastein drew of the 
tactics and retonrces of Sweden, contributed to 
cherish this &tal delusion : it was natural for pride 
to contemplate with scorn the pretended achieve- 
ntrats of a pigmy hero, whom the presumptuous 
Friedlaud confidently boasted he could repel with 
a aconrge. Even his uninterrupted triumphs in 
Pomerania were noable to open the eyes of Ferdi- 
naad. GnttaTss was caBed, in derision, a king ^ 
note, whose strength mutt dissotre in the wanner 
r^ons of soathem Oermany, though it preservod 
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its Mdidity anud tfae north em fbmts. Thii itrasge 

infetuation, which hlinded the emperor, obscared 
also Ihe intellects of the electors, who, flattering 
(heir chu t with the serviiity of slaTes, r^sed the 
regit! title to the otily monarch, whose talents did 
honour to a sceptre. But while Gnslavos was sa- 
tirized at Vienna and Rati^bonne, he was diligently 
employed in laying Ihe foundation of his future 
glory, and had actually made himself maeter of the 
greater part of Mecklenberg and Pomerania.* 

The imperial generals endeavoured to compeit- 
sate, by energetic measures, for the supineness of 
the court ; and as rigour and activity are synoni- 
mous terms in the despot's vocabulary, they in* 
dalged tfae soldiers in the most wanton excesses of 
lust and rapacity. Under pretext of distressing 
the Swedish army, the country was plundered with 
remorseless barbarity; many towns aud Tillages 
being reduced to ashe-t, lest tliey migbt afford an 
asylum to the invaders. These enonnities, however, 
^ far from being attended with essential benefit to 
the Austrians, contributed to render the enperor'a 
name more odious, if possible, than ever, while the 
Swedish monarch, regularly paid for every siilicle 
delivered to Iht- i.'Omuiissarics, and ncvi-r indulged 
his troops in the .smallest excesses. The conse- 
quences, arising from the different bebaviiiur of 
the belligerent armies were sacb as might Data- 
rally be expected; fbr, while the Swedes were wel- 
comed with gratdiil acclamations, as men deleicated 
by Heaven to rescue an impoverished country from 
the granny of ita oppressora, the imperialists 
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were exposed to the farj of the exasperated pea- 
sants,' and, when fonnd in parties too weak to re- 
nal, were massacred mthont the smallest compas- 

Torquato Conti, being unwilling to risk the event 
of a battle, before ail his reinforcements were &r- 
riTed, intrenched himself in a strong position near 
Gvtz, where he completely covered the eontiguons 
provinces, and was ready for an attempt upon the 
capital of Pomerania, should an opportunity offer 
to attack it. Sogislaus was fully senxible of the 
danger which threatened iiim, during the absence 
of his gallant defender; and he accordingly im- 
plored him not to abandon Stetin, till he had com- 
pelled the enemy to retire. The difficulty of an 
undertaking was never a reason with the Swedish 
monarch for declining it ; but being convinced, that 
nothing could induce the Anatrians to i^uit their 
intrench men ta, he resolved to endeavour to get 
possession of Garz, which covered the enemy's 
Sank. The attempt, if successful, would give lus- 
tre to his arms, and compel them to change their 
position ; neither could the fiiilure be attended 
with important results. At the close of day, the 
Swedish detachment began its march, and arrived, 
without interruption, i[i the vicinity of Garz. The 
dead silence which prevailed inspiring confidence, 
the scaling ladders were applied to the walls ; but 
no sooner had the men began to ascend, than the 
enemy, having obtained previous intimation of their 
design, attacked them with the most resolute 
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bravery. UndiBinayed at the danger, the Swadiidi 
commander collect^ hi> forces, and havii^ cut a - 
passage throtig;h the enemy ngoined the army. De- 
lighted with his success, he presrated himself 
fore the king; and, laying at hb feet two Austrian 
standards, as irrefragable proofs of superior prow- 
ess, expected to receive his highest renWd, a hm's 
conunendation. But how severe was hu disqi- 
pointmoit when, inttead of aiqiroTins deape- 
rate courage, GnstaTUS, who suspected that the 
feilure had arisen from his inadvertence, said, with 
a look of reproach, " Though no man admires a 
gallant action more than myself, I can never regard 
it as a satis&ctory atonment for want of discrfr 
tion."* 

The same generous spirit which animated the 
bosom of the Swedidi monarch, was fer less con- 
spicaouB in the behaviour of the Anstriaiu. The 
old Zifttin adagef was eonaidered by Torquato as 
a satisfoctory excuse for the greatest atrocities. 
Treachery and anasHuation were alternately em- 
ployed by the crafty Italian; and had Aej ' 
snctxeded in ddivering his master from an ene- 
my too fonmdable to be defeated in hononraUe 
varfere, he would probably have been extolled 
both at Vienna and Madrid as the most pa'fect of 
heroes. 

Quintio Alighert (or del Ponte, as he is mart fre- 
quently called), under pretext of having received a 
si^al a&ont, went over to Gostavus a deter- 
mination to destroy him by poison, or adsasdnation, 

in case he should fail in his infamoos plan of de- 
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liveriag him a prisoner into the hands of Torqunto. 
A taind eqimlly depraved having designated a. cap- 
tain in the Swedish service aa a fit accomplice, it 
wn resolved between them that the most probable 
Beans of effecting their purpose would be, forQain* 
tio to endeavour to acquire the confidence of his 
maater. Being gifted by nature with a qniclc nn- 
dentandingi an niuiaanted courage, and a coastito- 
tioB equal to the sererest Aitiga^ he soon attracted 
the notice ot a monarch, who was never backward 
to recompense merit ; and, being rapidly promoted 
to the nmlc of lieutenant-colonel, was consulted bj 
Goatavaa upon various occaeions. The king being 
denrons of reconnoitring in person the AuBtriaa 
lines, selected the Italian as a companion ; becatua 
be ttatoTBlly concluded from his former sttnatioo 
tbat be must be thoroughly acquainted with the 
adjacent country. Quitting the camp in the even- 
ing, with an escort of only seventy horse, be left 
part of them at the entrance of a defile, in order to 
secnte a retreat Aliglieri, having underta]<en to 
exflbae the environs, rode full speed to the impe- 
nd campi and informed the general that the fortu- 
nate moment was at length arrived ; and, that if be 
. would entrust him with the command of live liun- 
dred horse, it would be impossible for Gustaviis 
to escape. Unsuspicious of treachery, and attri- 
buting to accident the protracted absence of his 
friend, the king was surrounded on his return. 
Notwithstanding the immense disparity of numbers, 
hedtsdained to yield ; so that the pertidioui^ Italian, 
despairing of being able to take him alive, rr^^olved 
to effect his hellish purpose by niurdtr. He is 
said, however, to have confessed in the sequel, that 
at the moment he pointed fais pistol against the 
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Swedish hero, he was impre-sed with a kind of 
supcniatiirni awf, which preveriled his drawing 
the tnjt«er. Falling at length with his "ounded 
horse, Ihi- kin;; was seized liy the enemy, who 
wen- conducting him a prisoner lo the imperial 
camp, ivhcn the party which had been left behind 
arrived unexpectedly to his succour. The officer, 
who commanded it, alarmed for the safely "of a 
beloved sovereign, advanced to meet him ; and 
hearing the report of fire-arnjs, hastened to the spot 
from whence it proceeded. A violent charge over- 
tamed the Austrian horse, and gave liberty to the 
illustrious captive. The intimacy, which had pre- 
vailed between Aligheri and the man whom he had 
chosen for his confederate,* having rendered the 
latter an object of Buspicion, his papers were eX' 
amined, and proofe being found to substantiate Ibb 
gailt, he was condemned to the gallows by a raili- 
taty tribunal. t 

Not many days elapsed before a monk in diB- 
gniae vas arrested in the Swedish camp ; and, being 
interrogated respAiting the motive of his appearing 
under a fictitiouB character, he confeeaed that be 
had undertaken to assassinate the king. Snob 
were the methods employed by Austria, and such 
the nefarious policy of the Jeauits.J 

Being equally deficient in money and in man, 
Torqnato resolved thai nothing should induce him 
ta hazard a battle till the arrival of Tilly. No 
MKiner however was be assured that Guslavus was 
advancing into Mecklenbei^, by hasty marches, 
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than he mailc iiii eftmt fur the recovery of Sfptin. 
But lln' eufmy too vi^-ilaiit to ho take-fi by 
surpriiiL' ; so thai the nH.eptiou he met with was by 
no means calculated to make him. eager to renew 
the iitiempt.* 

Allowiiiif iill to gptiins which it is ahle to accom- 
plisli. it is still fnir to ackriowledse, that every thing 
combined to lavonr the operations ofGtislavus; 
and thonsh Tnrr|n Lfo is usually accused of inca- 
pacity, it miglit not have proved easy for a more 
experienced ^ener;d to have supported his reputa- 
tion under similar eircuiiistances. ExpOBed by the 
neglect or imhecility of the Austrian ministers to 
extreme pecuniary distress, placed at the head of 
an army diminishing rapidly hy the ravages of dis- 
ease, and entrusted with the defence of a country 
so entirely drained by the e^iactions of his prede- 
cessor-, and his own insatiable rapacity,t as to 
be utterly incapable of furnishing additional sup- 
plies, he seems to have adopted the only method hy 
which total destruction could have been avoided. 
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t^iotu. Id this trying situation, Torqnato pro- 
posed an annistice as his only resource, under pie- 
text that it was incoDaiateat with the principles of 
hnmaaity to keep the field in a season so uncom- 
monl; rigid. The offer however was r^ected with 
disdain. " My troops," said Gustavus, " have been 
accustomed from their cradles to a colder climate, 
and can subsist without oppressing the natives. 
The imperiahsl's are at liberty to retire into winter 
quarters, but they must not expect to be left in 
repose."* 

A campaign, conducted with such manifest dis- 
adviuitage on the side of the Austrians, could 
hardly fail to terminate unsuccessfully. True to 
his promise, the king perpetually harassed them 1^ 
desultory attacks ; and the greater part of Fome- 
rania being now subjected by his victorious co- 
horts, he resolved no longer to defer an ralerprize, 
which would manifest to tlie world his future inten- 
tions in hnguAgB too clear to be misinterpreted. 
The duchy of Mecklenburg had been treated by 
Wallenstein with greater lenity than any other pro- 
vince of Germany ; and he appears from the com- 
mencement of his military career to have r^jarded 
it with the partial eye of a parent, as the seat of 
his future dominion. Various motives therefore 
combined to influence the Swedish monarch, in 
directing thither his triumphant career. It was 
aile^ied in his manifesto, that he entered Germany 
Jbr the purpose of reinstating the Intimate eove- 
reigDB of Mecklenhei^, to whom he was dlied by 
ties of consanguinity, as well as by treaties ; nor 
could be longer postpone the hononrable eBTort, 
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without mttterial injury to his reputation. Thus 
far he was prompted by glory, and iiitcreat asserted 
even a stronger claim, were it possible for interest, 
in a hero's estimation, to be distinct from glory. 
In proportion as he advanced, he was secure of 
finding more aimndant supplies ; and every pro- 
gressivi; step brought him uiarer to the dominions 
of the Landgrave of Hesse Case!, who was ready 
to join tlie Swedish army with eight Ihonsand well 
disciplined troops. To dislodge the imperialists 
from Wlsmar and Rostock was likewise an object 
of infinite moment ; because the occupation of tbose 
commanding stations enabled them to carry on & 
piratical war iu llie Baltic, exlreniely injurious to 
the commerce of Sweden. Botli Lubic and Ham- 
burg had promised reinforceniPiits. in addition to 
a pecuniary subsidy, and he was aware that the 
proximity of a victoriouB army would operate more 
efiectoally for the encourag«nent of religious zeal, 
than the moat fervent exhortations from the pulpit. 
He felt also (he impolicy of abandoning Magde- 
burg, which a premature declaration in fauii:i- of 
the Swedes had exposed to the resezilnient oi Aus- 
tria. But, above all, he hoped by his presence to 
aic<iurag« the Elector of Brandenburg to declare 
againit Ferdinand, whom he equally feared and 
detested.* 

As the troops he expected were not yet arrived 
from Xiivonia, he could spare no more than twelve 
thousand menf for this important expedition ; the 
remainder Imog requisite for the defence of Pome- 
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rania, a small sqnactron was directed to cruise on 
the coast, to second the operations of the land 
forces, and to supply them, if necessary, with pro- 
visions.* 

Damg;arten and Ribnitz being taken by storm, 
the garrison of the former was put to the sword Id 
retaliation for the atrocities committed by the im- 
perialists, after the capture of Passewalk ;t that of 
the latter, being for the most part composed of 
mercenaries, wanted little inducement to enrol.j: 

Gustavus having thus fay his rapid conqnoati 
secured the keys of Mecklenburg, Wdr^ssed a 
proclain^itinn to the inhabitants, assuring them, that 
his only object in invading the duchy was to re- 
store the authority of their legitimate sovereigns,^ 
unjustly deposed by a tyrannical decree. All faith- 
ful subjects were in consequence exhorted to assist 
in expellinj; the partisans of the usurper, for so the 
Duke of Friedlanri was called. To the zeat of the 
well affected an adequate recompense was pro- 
mised, while against those who should adhere to 
the adverse party, the severest punishment was de- 
nounced .|| 

This was of course the proper moment for the 
Dnkes of Meckleubnt^ to declare themselves, be- 
canse the only chance that ronained of recovering 
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llieir dominions was hy the assistance of Sweden. 
To the generosity of the emperor they had ioeffectU' 
ally resorted, after haTin°; repeatedly appealed to 
his equity. They had likewise tried the effects of 
subniL^iijian, had employed the mediation nf power- 
ful friends, and even secretly offered to prove un- 
faitlifui to Gustavus. But the resentment of Fer- 
dinand was implacable ; he had resolved to reduce 
every member of the empire to the most abject state 
of tiependance, and hoped by the severity with 
which he punished his opponents more effectually 
to accoinpiish his purpose. 

The general detestation in which the Austrians 
were held,, leaving little doubt that the natives 
woald return with alacrity under the more lenient 
gOTernnient of their ancient sovereigns, Savelli was 
sent to oppose the invaders: but as little hope 
could be entertained of a prosperous campaign, 
without the possession of Rostock, and as the inha- 
bitants were supposed to be warmly attached to the 
ducal party, he endeavoured to get possession of it 
fay the following stratagem ; — Having obtained per- 
missioD from the magistrates for an Austrian de- 
tachment to traverse the town, tlit y seized the gates, 
disarmed the guard, planlrd Ciiniii.m mi (he walls, 
and prepared for a regular (]i;:fi iir,'.' 

This treacherous action, which the imperial gene- 
ral attempted to justify upon the ph-a of expe- 
diency, impeded for a while the operations of 
OuBtaTUS, and obliged him to advance with greater 
caation. Determined, however, that nothing should 
be left to the caprice of fortnne, he strengthened 
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Ribnitz and Dambgarten by additional fortiflcft- 
tioTis ; for, nottvithBtaiiding he had been joioed by 
large bodies of deserters from the Austrian armies, 
Lie was slil! too feeble to uudertake the sulijugation 
of Mei'kii.'iibt rg, and at the same time to leave a 
sufficient foi ce to secure his conquests in Ponierania 
against the attempts of Torqiiato. 

The only prince, who had openly declared in his 
favour, was Christian William, adniiniRlrator of 
Mag'lehuT^, who had been forcibly deprived of 
that liicrativc see by the injustice of Ftrdinajid. 
N" sooner was he apprised of the preparations 
making for the invasion of Gerniaity. than he in- 
dulged the hope of recovering his bishopric. Re- 
solved to identify his fortune with that of Gustavus, 
he viaited Stockholm in secret ; and, giving way to 
(he chimeras of a sanguine imagination, he offered, 
with the assistance of his naiiieroiis addereuts, to 
surprise and disarm the Austrian garrison; and 
should the undertaking, he anticipated, be 
crowned with success, he proposed to levy a con- 
eiderable force in Lower Saxony, and by desultory 
enterprizes entirety to occupy the attention of the 
imperialists. In return, he required a sum of mo- 
ney for completing his military preparations, to- 
gether with the promise of being reinstated in his 
former dignity, whenever circumstances should fa- 
vour his pretensions. This proposal was far too 
agreeable to Gustavus to be treated with indiffer- 
ence; butaa the zeal of the administrator frequently 
tempted him to contemplate events tlirough a delu- 
sive m'*dium, and might consequently lead him, by 
a premature deelaraliou, to frusliiite a project, 
ivliich, if conducted with sagacity, could hardly 
fait to prodaoe easeati^ benefit, the Icing exhorted 
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Ilis enterpriaing friend not to hazard success by te- 
merity; bat for the present to confine himself to a 
clandestine negociation with the disaffected citizeni;, 
preparing them by degrees for a general insurrec- 
tion, when circumstances might justify the attempt. 
The plan of operations being thus arranged, Christ- 
ian William returned into Germany, in order to 
carry it into execution ; and that be might more ef- 
fectually elude the vigilance of his enemies, he im- 
mediately entered into a negociation with Ferdi- 
nand, (^bring to teapi alt pretennons to the qtis- 
copal TereniKB, in conndnRtion of an adequate 
pension.* 

The long expected momeut being at length ar- 
rived, the king sent Stralman, an odicer, on whose 
prudence and fidelilty he could perfectly rely, to 
attend the administrator, under the character of 
envoy, but in fact to restrain the impetuosity of 
his temper by cautious counsels. Delighted at the 
prospect of entering upon a more active career, 
and having gained admission into Magdeburg in 
disguise, Christian prepared liis adiierents for the 
decisive scene, and then repaired in triumph to ttie 
town-house, where the principal burghers were as- 
MOtibled.t In & studied oration, he expatiated on 
Ilie miserr produced by the tyranny of Austria; 
explained, in language well calculated to inflame 
his auditors, the ambitious projects of the imperial 
court, whom he accused of having formed a deii~. 
berate scheme for the total extirpation of the pro- 
testant. religion, and the destruction of the Ger- 
manic conatitDtion. As the only means of escaping

the impending; dangpr, he re coin mended an alliance 
wit!» the King of Sweden, the champion of freedom 
and religious toleration.^ Perceiving tiiat his ex- 
'horbttions vere likely to produce the desired effect, 
he presented Stralman to the assembly, as the coa- 
iidenti^ minieter of Gustavus, and empowered by 
him to conclude a trenty, upon terms of mutual 
conTcnience, Seduced U\ ihc |irospect of recover- 
ing their independence, and the Ireo enjovment of 
the Lutheran worship, the citizens and clergy re- 
newed with aiacrily the oatb of fidclitvto Christ- 
Jan, and signed a conventton with the represent 
live of Gnstavns, by which he obtained the disposal 
of all their military resources, together with per- 
tiiisaion for hie troops to traTCrse the city, whenever 
occasion might require. lu return for these advan- 
tages, the Swedish monarch solemnly engaged to 
■nccour die town, in ease it shouhl be besieged by 
the imperialists, and farther promised never to ter- 
minate hostilities with the common enemy, witiiont 
stipulating for the independence of Magdehorg.f 

Notwithstanding the confidence reposed by Gns- 
tavus in the bravery and attachment of his soldiers, 
lie coold not bat foresee that, without the ca^pen- 
tion of the protestant states, no durable impreuira 
could be made npon a country so popukms, and 
every where abounding in strongly-fortified cities. 
No man was more capable of justly estimating the 
TCBonrces of the nation with which he contended ; 
he knew it to be invincible, if firmly united; and 
wasp^ectty aware th^it he ought not to cherish the 
ftintesl hopeof ulliBiKte snccese, wilets should

be'lbrtunate enongh to arm the discontented mem- 
bers agninst their tyrannical chief, and thus con- 
quer Cennany with the assistance of Germans. Ap- 
preriaiiiii; the fee!iiio;3 of other men by those of his 
own, lie sci.'ms scarcely to have entertained the 
smallest doubt that the enthusiasm of liberty would 
operate more forcibly than the timid suggestions of 
ftar; and that, in the arduous stru^te for religion 
and independence, every meaner passion would 
snbsiile. But he quickly discovered that he had 
calculated entirely upon erroneous principles, in 
attributing to others those elevated sentiments, 
which rendered glory the idol of his own adoration. 
Restrained by the apprehension of inevitable ruin, 
the unavoidable consequence of a defeat, many of 
the protestant princes confined themselves entirely 
to barren vows for the prosperity of an enterprize, 
ill which they were too cautious to engage. The 
vacillatiDg timidity of the Electors of Saxony and 
Brandenbarg, encouraged by the weakness or tlie 
venality of their ministers, prevented them from 
acting with decision or vigour. Yet so violent was 
the resentment excited by Austrian despotism, in 
the bosoms of both, that they were equally Inca^- 
pn\>\f or acting with the circumspection necessary 
ia elude suspicion, though fear deterred them frtim 
openly declaring in favour of Gustavus. Convince 
that nothing could be expected from their voluntKTy 
exertions, while the event of the contest remained 
uncertain, that sagacious monarcli embraced &e 
design of overcoming their scraples by coercion, . 
and compelling them to become likft' tbe timid 
gislaus, the unwilling ins:biithents Of their ovn 
emancipation.

essentially to the seeuriiy of ili^' (j(i)|urc, ivire tlie 
pbntingeiitS' f^ishcd by the different merabers to 
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be iacpeaaed: ana be accordingly exhorted both 
SSaxwy and Brandenbq^ to meet the necessity of 
the tidieB with augiAented contributioDB. Indignant 
at expeiiencii^ insult and diBr^rd.'Wli^n 'he look- 
ed tor pnise and atleiitioD, John Geol:|^ renewed 
bis exbortatioiu in more eneig^c ' lang''uag:e, ai- 
cusing- Ferdinand of beboldii^ with insensibility 
the many calamities, which his improvidence had 
occasioned, imputing to him the nefarious design 
of subverthig the liberties of Germany, and up- 
braiding bim with requiting his former Services 
with the blackest ingratitude. As the only means 
of appeasing the ferment, he propbsed the conven- 
tiou of a general osaembly, for the tomination of 
-all religions disputes, and for securing to the mem- 
Iters ot the reformed church, the full enjoyment 
of every pririlege to vhkh they were legally ei^ 
litled. ~ 

It is nmonK the greatest misfortunes which have 
befidlen mankind, tiiiat according to the present 
constitution of society, various classes of men de- 
rive cniolunitnt from the sniTerings of their fellow 
creatures. In tlie (lays of Ferdinand superstition 
and avarice were no leas vociferous in their cla- 
mours for war, than connBercial speculatkm is tit 
jires^nt. And so great was their influence, that 
this second remonstrance was received at Vienna 
withno less indifference than the former* 

The affairs of the enqteror daily assuming a more

l^rgt bodies of the impraialiats having taken 

foge in the march of Braadenbnrg, thitt unrortunat« 
country, though subject to a priripc " ho h^d never 
offended the einperor, was exposed lo plundir and 
devastation, it is, however, a frihiite due to the 
memory of the gallant Scliomberg, distinctly to 
iWtt, that no exertions on his part were left untried 
to curb tbe licraticroaBMs of die soldiery ; and, find- 
iog that hunger had rendered them deaf to the 
voice of authority, he -oflered to restgn the com- 
mand. Too weak to o|ipose the ovenvheiniing 
torrent, trembling for the safely of his capital, the 
elet^r removed bis plate and jewels to ijpandau. 
Cornier after «oorier was dispatched to Vienna to 
solicit KdreeSi-bnt it was tiw' policy of Ferdinand 
to exhaust the resources of those whose power he 
beheld with jealousy, and the sufferings of heretics 
he always contemplated with the pious ineeu^tdiility 
ef an ioquisitor. Convinced that nothing could be 
expected either from the justice or the compassion 
of the imperial court, theelectorin despair isnued a 
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proclamatiun, authorizing his subjects to take up 
arms a^iost the violators of tlieir domestir repose, 
aud to employ those means which nature furnishes 
to all her children, to repress the rapacity of the im- 
perialists. Por so deplorable was the condition to 
which he found himself reduced, that the pn!y ex- 
pedient which pjT^sMited itself to his disti&eted ima-

surprising lo find them so often confounded in the 
apprehensions of men, unacquainted nilh the sub- 
tlety of metaphysical distinctions. This mental 
confusion hml po entirely clnu(fcd the judgment of 
Fei<liu>in<l, (ti;.t «ou)d have rcsiirded himself 
as surrendering' llie nio^L valnablc jewel in the im- 
perial crown, had he consented to annul the unpo- 
pular edict which had created such gaosral alann.

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By a partial compliance with the wishes of those, 
whose unioD witli Sweden was most to be appre- 
hendeil, the humiliation of Austria might havebeeit 
prevented ; but such condesceusion was no leas iu- 
consLstent with Ferdinand's ideus of royal preroga- 
tive, than it was repugnant to his religiouti preju- 
dices. He accordingly continued with unreuiitling 
severity to enforce the edict : the love of power had 
origioally indnced him to resort to that improvident 
act. and botli pride and inclination now prompted 
him to persevere. Trom the euibarrassment ex- 
cited by arbitrary uieaanres, be attempted (0 extri- 
cate himself by others no lette ELrbiirary auil ioipo' 
litic. Religion and vanity were equally iuiplicuted 
in the reniilt ; nor could he retrace his etepe, as. he 
absurdly believed, without exposing his authoiity 
to urjiversal derision, and Ihiliiig in duty Inward his 
Creator.* 

With no less surprise than indignation the pro> 
testant princes beheld the venerable fabric of th« 
Germanic constitution prog restively ntjdermiiied; 
but as the terror occasioned by the de^potiiim uf 
Ferdinand had in lome degree abated, they re- 
fifdved to avail themselves of the only opportunity 
that might ever occur, for atteniptiug to recover 
their independence. The unexampled severity wittf 
which the imperial tribnnala persecuted the ad- 
herents of the Elector Palatine, had greatly irritated 
a numerous party. According to the established 
principli's of jurisprudence, the conlisealed proper- 
ty, so far from reverting to the imperiul crown, be- 
longed exclusively to the sovereigns in whose domi- 
nions the sequestrated fiefs were situated. Yet, in 
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spite of tlie repfesentationB of the diffei'f nt slales; 
Ferdinand not only refused to revoke (he poMer^ 
granted to (he coiiimiwioiiers, hut eveti to siibjert 
their proccorliiigs to revision." 

Ti]oun:li the Elector of Saxony Iv.id viewpfl «itli 
iiiiliflereiice this tyrannical conduct, while hia per-

Though ndtlicled from iiabit to tlic most de- 
grading vict's, .Tiilm Gi'Oige was nii[ lutally ilf^sti- 
tute of anibiliou. His pride reviiltf;(i at the idea of 
having been reuiiered the dupe of Austrian cunning, 
and behcdding, in return for squaadered honour, his 
SOD. deprived of tlie archfai^o|mc ot Maffi^mg, 
and the city of Augsbuig stripped of all its ftvnh< 
\ese», in defiance of his I'epealed remonstrancea. ■ ' 

It did not escape tlie peiictralioci of Amheim, 
that tlie arms of Gustavus must be rendered isvini 
cible, if fimily supported by all the protectant 
states ; but as the asc^daucy of Swedeo: woold. 
hare defeated his schemes for the exaitaifein ot 
Wallraslein, he persuaded tbe elector to. embrace a 
plan of intricate policy, which, if wisely condncted, 
might have raised his fame and autliority to the 
highest pitch of elevation, while it lendcd equally to 
fritstrate the ambitious designs of .Sweden and 
Av$t>^^ With this view he represented to John 
that he held in his baud tbe important 
bdance destined to determine on which side the 
belligerents should prepondoralc. That nothing 
could bo expected frmii Ihe i;euerosity of Ferdi- 
nand, had Wen '.iitticipnllv nianiffsted by his re- 
cent ingratitude ; it was, therefore, to his fears that 
he must in future apply, and from them he had 
every thing to expect. For this purpose it became 
neces.'iary to alarm him with the apprehensioA, that 
the -protestants would unite their interests Avith 
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Ibose of Sweden ; and, iu order to give probability 
to tlie report, it was expedient to court tbe nlliaoce 
of Gutituvus by every external- denionstralion of 
amity ; liut eUidiousJy lo avoid for Ihe prest^nt, at 
Least, to coutraRt auf epecilic obligation that mtgbt 
prevent his ultimately adhering to that parly which 
presented tbe greatest advantages.* 

Tliiif projeni was exactly conformable to the 
wisbts of the elector, though be waoted Bteadiness 
and ability to carry it into execution. Howerer 
iuixioas iie might be to revenge bimKcIf on the an- 
peror. still his pride recoiled at the idea of render- 
iag himself dependant upon the bounty of a prince, 
whom he treated as a. semi-barbarian. Thaiii;b to- 
tally destitute of talents to become the head of n 
great political confederacy, . bis vanity aspired to 
pre-Mniuence ; aud he accordingly resolved to 
aniuBi' ibe Snedes with illusory bopce, in order to 
awciken ibe feara of Ferdinand, but caiitionsly to 
adheri- to the illiberal system which bis un«orlby 
favourite recomnit.'uded.t 

Tho plan of operations being Snally settled, was 
coiiiinunicated to the Elector of Brandenburg, 
who^e political opinions were in unisOD with hia 
own. and whose co-operation he considered as c6- 
aentiiil to the success of this deep-laid scbeme of 
deception. Duri&g an interview at Annnberg thsBe 
princes agreed to avail themselves of the opportu- 
nity presented by fortune, for setting bounds to tlie 
tyranny of the emperor. J 

These preliminaries being arranged, John George, 
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ill an assemljlv of the 8a\on stales, convened at 
at' Torgau, si'cured the support of the diflercDt 
orders, whose concurreitce was requisite to give 
sti«ilgtb sod legality to his intended proceedingB. 
'Y^iMi tfa«jr apimbation he addreraed circular let- 
tnvto'All the protectant princes, inviting fheiti fo 
be present at a general convention to bo held at 
Leipsic, in the mouth of Fclirnary, for the purpose 
of taking into serions eonsidiTiition the degraded 
state of their religion, and providing a remedy ade- 
quate to the danger ivhicli thN;atened the Germanic 
cMutitution.'" 

= While Jotin Geoi^e was thus unintentionally for- 
warding the views of Gnstavus, that sagacious mo- 
narcli laid the foundation of his future glory, by 
contracting an alliance with France. The reader is 
already actjuainted with the overtures made the 
preceding year by the accredited agent of Rich©, 
lien ; for, in treating of the reign of Louis XIII. it 
is not to the puBillanimous son of Mary of Medici, 
but to his enlightened minister, that every transac- 
tion ought to be ascribed^ 

After persuading his master publicly to disavow 
the proceedings of hie ministecat Ratisbonne, it be- 
came the primary object of the cardinal's policy to 
conclude a subsidiary treaty with Sweden. The 
first proposals for that purpose having been con- 
veyed to a tone of protectioD, the noble soul of 
GaBtawB spumed at the- idea of rendering himself 
tributary to any power, ^owerer aHuribg; the ad- 
vtrntages presented. • He eGcordo^ty replied to 
the French plenipotentiary with cantiovs reserve. 
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though without positively rejecting liis offer. Tliis 
prudent behaviour contributed essentially to exalt 
the character of Gustavus in the cardinal's eatiina- 
tion, and proportiouably augoieuted fais anxiety Iff 
conduct the negociation to a proaperous ii)Bu& 
Convinced of the impossibility of overreachii^ ft 
monarch no less conspicuous for judgment than 
for courage, he directed Charnace to seize the first 
opportunity to conclude the projected alliance, 
though he catitioned him to beware of compro- 
mising the dignity of the Gallic crown by any un- 
necessary condescensions. . - 
It would have been equally inconaiatent with the 
prejudices- of Louis and the sacerdotal functions 
of his minister, to have entered into a league with 
a heretic for the extirpation of the catholic faith ; 
for, whatever may have been the indifference of 
ly^jgbeB with regard to spiritual affairs, he was 
too politic to offend the delicate scruples of thQ 
dag^ b^f ftu open avowal of bis sentiments. Char- 
uwx was accordingly instructed to introduce a 
clanse in fitTOur of the catliolicB ; b; which it was 
adpolated, that ia the prorinc** occupied by Ihe 
Swedish troops, no innoration Mbould take place 
in the established worship. Gustavus at first took, 
fire at tlie proposal, declaring that retaliation' was, 
absolutely necessary, in order to compel the jin>. 
pet^ oommaBd^ to act toward the mcmbera.'Of' 
ht» own oooHinuiitw witti craatar h«await|r.-- 
indoce him to' ralax on tUa inpoilmt point tc-- 
qnired consuamate addr«a; Cbaroace however 
at length succeeded : for, when he found it ugnMs- 
siUe to convince his understanding, he decide4 
the question by appealing to his magnanimity^ 
" Evm suppoai^ Louis less warmly attached to 
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the ])apal see," sucli wero tlie arguments adduced 
by the plenipotentiary, " it »oiild be impossible 
for him to have acted otherwise, without in- 
juriog bis repulBtioD in the eatimation of those, 
irhose good amnion it waa esseotiat to concilia^ 
By preserving to the catholics the free exercise of 
their rel^oa he rullllled the duties of a faithful 
son of the church, and must therefore stand ac- 
quitted in the eye^i ol mankind. In a polilical 
point of view," be likewise contended, " thatthecon- 
duct reconmieiided was equally eli^ble ; because, 
■whta it should appear b> the world that Uie only 
object in contea^tation was to rescue from oppres- 
sion the German people, and to renovate their en- 
feebled constitation, it might not be difficult to 
detach the moderate catholics from the Austrian 
party. Besides," added Charnace with delicate 
flattery, " terror and persecution are the resort of 
bigotry ; but to become the champion and pro- 
tector of a mighty nation, groaning under the yoke 
of the most intolerable tyranny, is the noblest ex- 
ertion of heroism."* 

This mode of reasoning was too congenial with 
the feelin|!;s of Gustavus to fail of producing tlio 
desired effect : but scarcely had Charnace over- 
crane one obstacle, when he created another by hi^ 
inadvertence. In drawing up the articles for the 
iotesd^ ti«aty,i he proposed, with tiie character- 
istic noity- at a Freaduma, that the danae nl»- 
tin 4o .lhs snbrid; abonld be vorded m terms 
highljr oflbnaya to the dignity of an independent 
sonK^gri ; aa he wi^ed it to be nnderstoodi that 
it wasnotmerely tbefliendsbii^ but the/)n>i«cfjM 
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of Fraiirr (liul Giistiivus was ambitious lo obtain. 
IiiMiisf J at ail attLiiiipl mii Jorogatory to the glory 
of their master, the Swediah plenipotentiaries,* 
though on the point of siting, threw dona their 
peiM, iadignantly exclaiming, "The King of Swe- 
den disdains to ask protection of any except the 
Almighty. By the favour of Heaven he has hitherto 
supported himself throii^'li fviiy difficulty, and 
doubts not of being eu.iljlLd pLi-form his allotted 
tusk without applying to man for protection." 

Though foiled in the eodearour to degrade s 
Otonarch, as far superior to the deg«ientte son of 
Henry IV. as genius and courage are to timidity 
and superstition, Cbarnacc started fresh difficulties 
respecting the titles lo be gueu io tiie only poten- 
tate in Europe, whose virtues did bonoui- to a scep- 
tre. " The appeltatton of Majesty,'' lie said, " was 
never accorded by the court of France to an elec- 
tive monarch, and as such he affected to consider 
Gustams, because the national diet had never for- 
mallv renounced tlio right of suffrage-t The 
French nej^oeiator adhernis pcrtinneiouslv to this 
ridiculous prelcnsiou, the d[S|)itte was referred to 
the king, who instantly declared, "that he dis- 
dained to purchase the alliance of France by an 
act of baseness: and that he had a thousand times 
rather forego the advantages which her co-opera- 
tion might afford, than sacrifice the dignity of s 
crown which he had Intherlo worn with unsullied 
lustre.-^; Besides, a precedent assisted precisely 
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applicable to the point in question. GustavUp 

Vasa, the grandfather of Adolphus, had concluded 
a (reaty "illi Francis I. i[i "liich the right of pru- 
cfdeiicy liiiil Lillcniiilety varied according to tlie 
usual furiii.s of diplomacy. This species of arjju- 
ment appeurud too conclusive even for official arti- 
fice to controvert; and Chamace being now re- 
duced to silence, the convention was signed on 
(he twenty-third of January, 1631, at Beerwald, in 
Krnndeiiliurg.* 

This alliance, v l,ich was limited to the space of 
five yearn, unless peace should be previously re- 
slored to Europe, coiiipreheuded the following 
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clauses : " That in consideration of the sum of four 
bundred tboasand crovns,* to be annnally furnish- 
ed in two separate paymeuts, eitlier at Paris or 
AmsEenlum, according to the option of the King of 
Sweden, that monarch should maintain in Geniiany 
an army, consiatlng of thirty thousand infantry and 
six thousand cavalry." Tlie obiects to which this 
imposing force was to be particolarl; directed, were 
distinctly specified : " To protect die albes of the 
contracting parties against all illegal attiii'ks : lo 
reinstate in their ancient and legitnuatt^ pn lot^a- 
tives, those princes who had been dispos sensed, 
either by force of arms or by arnitrary ana niegai 
edicts ; to restore the constitution of the German 
empire to its original purity; to re-establish &e»- 
dom of commerce in the northern seas ; and to pro- 
cure the demolition nf every fortress erected in fon- 
tradiction to the ri^'hts of naliim.s, either upon the 
shores of the Baltic, or among the mountiiijis of the 
Valtaline; in a word, to recover the balance of Eu- 
rope, alarmingly deranged by the overweening am- 
bidon of Anstria." — " Each of the contracting par- 
ties was to enjoy ample permission to recruit in the 
dominions, or to frequent the ports, of his ally; 
whilfi ^esl^ds lj;.luMj;ing to any hostile state were to 
be rigorously cicluilcd from their harbours. It 
was farther agreed, that no innovation should be 
aUempted in the national worship, but that it 
sluNild be left entirely in the same situation under 
which it existed prior to the conunencement of 
faostilitiee." By aa additional article probMsdoo 
was ofibred to the Duke of Bavaria, as well as 
to the other members of the CatboHc Leagut^ 
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provided they should abstain from all acts of kos- 
tiiity."^ 

Ad effort was aiade, on the part of France, to 
prsrail npon GuBtams to keep the treaty a secret 
fbr the present, lest delicate conaciences. ifaonld 
take nmbrage at an alliance contracted by the ad- 
vice of a cardinal and tlic agency of a monk, with 
the avowed champion of a religion, against which 
emy zealous adherent to the interests of the Vati- 
can professed eternal hostility. The publicity of 
the transaction, however, was too essential to his 
repnlation for Gustavus to agree to the proposaJ.'f' 
Notwithatandiag the outcry of bigotry, whijse pious 
ecmples were ofTended at the encouragement thus 
openly given to heresy, this alliance unquestionably 
forms one of the most brilliant features in the ad- 
mtnistratioD of Richelieu. Neither did it prove 
leas beneficial to the King of Sweden, who tras no 
longer r^arded as a daring adventare^, settiiig 
feme and fortune on every cast, and whose chime- 
rical projects a single reverse might overthrow. 
The opinions of mankind underwent a sudden and 
decisive revolution ^ so that the timid prudence of 
those who adopted prosperity as the criterion of 
friendship, no longer hesitated to declare in &vour 
Of a canse, which they had hitherto trembled to em- 
brace: even the fears of the papists in some mea- 
snre snbuded, when they were convinced that their 
reli^on bad fimod a protector powerful enough to 
check the animosity of the victorious Goth, should 
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he vpnture. in \ intoxication of zeal and conquest, 
to transprefjs Ihe IioundH of moderation.' 

Though Gustavus allowed bis troops a few days 
repose, in order to recruit Umw «xlwi8ted stioigth, 
be was far lees indulgent to faimMlfl Hi& actira 
genius was never linowi) to slumber; and, while he 
considered the jjroposals of Charnace, he inspected 
the fortificiitioRs <if (iart/, and reused a I'lirt to he 
ereetcd on thr rii;hl hank of the Oder, in order to 
render the posKesaiiin of Custrin less advantageous 
to the enemj'. Already he eatcrtaiued the most san- 
gHine flKpectafions of conipellkis them to evacuate 
^Ponieraoia, hy which Lusatia aiid Saxony would 
be open to liis nicursions. where he was sure of 
procuring abundant .supplies, and from wlieuce he 
might turn his yictonons arms as circuiii^^tauees 
should requiie. either against the luembei s of the 
Caitiisbe League, or the hereditary dominions of 
Anstna. The approach of Tilly, however, sud- 
denly constrained him to suspend the execHlion of 
this bold design, and to assume a dcfenRivo attitude. 
Alarmed ior the saletv ol Franrfori and l.aiidsberf;'. 
the general of Ferdmatid havmg entrusted I'appi^ii- 
heim with the blockade ol Magdcbui;;. proceeded 
at the bead of twenty-two thousand veterans to the 
defence of tboie important , fortresses. Pursuing 
his way by hasty marches, in spite of the incleiueBt 
BeasOTV, he appeared before Fraiicfort ; and being 
satisfied, from the movements of (lie Swedish army, 
that it was in no immediate danj;er, he increased 
his strength by draughts from the garrison, and 
piarched away, with the decided resolntitm of hnof^ 
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ing the war to a speedy issue, by giving battle im- 
medialely to Gustavus. But, iu pro|)ortioB as it 
ap)>earedadTaDt(igeoiti for the Austrian commander 
to buaid an tofsngaaeBt, it wat for the interest of 
his ojqHMMiit to dechne it. Deeini^ it higMj' peril- 
ons, in the bee of an eoerajr superior in numbers, 
to niaice any attempt upon the adjacent fortresses, 
the king rt^crossed the Oder, hoping, by the appa- 
rent uncertainty of his plans, to embarrass t'il'y. 
He also foresaw the poseibility of inducing liiin, by 
a fnnt, to hurry back for the protection of tbe 
blodcadinf amtjr; in th» tmat of wlucb. be pro- 
posed to commenee the siege of Francfort, so much 
weakened by the reinforcements afforded to the ge- 
neralissimo, that he did not abeotutely despair of 
carrying it by assault, ^tall events, these move- 
ments wonid harass the imperialists, who were 
obliged to pnceed hy a cwranitoiis ront^ while the 
pwsession of nost of tiw coiMigvMia towns moUad 
the Swedes to-confeoe their operations within a att- 
rower circle.* 

Tilly DO sooner heard that tlie Swedes had cross- 
ed the Oder, than he trembled for the safety of 
Pappenheim; bnt, however anxious he might feet 
to afiiard him relief, the want proTimnw obliged 
htm to continue for seveml days in the position be- 
oocn]Med, till stores eould be collected for the army. 
Conclnding that the efforts of the enemy would be 
directed against Damiii, in order to open a passage 
to Magdebui^, he sent orders to Savelli to defend 
the town to tiie last extremity, promising within the 
qace of three weeks to extricate him fran firnry 
difficult- 
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The apprehensions of Tilly were shortly verified. 
The Swedes inveBled Damin with an iinpetuusity 
which Burprided and confoundeti the tiniid Italian, 
aeQiMtomed only to the inert regularity of Austrian 
taetltM. It is but fair to acknowledge, that the 
atrepgth of the town was greatly impaired by the 
intenWDess of the frost, which renrlered perviouH the 
flkOn^BM by which it was surrounded, and enabled 
4he Msailanta to render themselves masters of a fort, 
«hi(^ in a milder seasoo, woald have been impreg- 
DBble. This appears to have been accompliiibed in 
a sii^le d«7 ; and, on the following morning, while 
Ihe iiiag was examiiting the fortifications, the ice 
gare way, and he fell into the' water np to the 
shoulders. Terrified at his situation, as he was ac- 
toally within reach of a musket-bail, his aid-de~ 
ca(Bp» ran to his assistance; but, with unruffled 
MtMrity, he forbade them to approach,, and bang 
loft ratirdy to bis own exertions, soon extricated 
himsriffrnm nrrry prril Thetemerity with which 
he risked his life, having; induced the generals 
n a body to represent to him the loss which the 
|H«teatant religion would snstain, if deprived of 
its only defender, the king calmly replied, " that 
M homan erenta wrae under the control of a Being 
who wisely regulated them for the geaer^ benefit 
of mankind. Confiding implicitly in his nnerring . 
wisdom, he should continue, as long as he was per- 
mitted to live, to perform the task allotted by Pro- 
vidence. Besides," added he with a smile, " I have 
the vanity to believe, that no observations are taken 
with so muck accuracy, as those which 1 make 
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A lodgment liavinj been effected on one of the 
priiLrip:ii bastions, Savelli took frigbl, and offered 
to (:;i|jitnla(c. This dastardly resohitioii was «ni- 
Tt^rsiLll v attrihiite<l to avarice, as the duke was sup- 
jiOM'd to bf far mon- anxious for the preservation of 
his ill-^'olteii wealth, than for that of his military 
character. Tempted by the importance of the con- 
quest, the king readily permitted the garrison to 
retire withthe honours of war; but the cowardice 
of the commander was so repugnant to hia feeling*, 
thai lie was utterly unable to conceal his contempt. 
^Vilen SavcHi .sainted him, he conld not refrain from 
saj ing, with sarcastic severity, " that he was happy 
he had abandoned the pleasures of Rome for the 
laborious proression of arms ; but that he would 
advise him, In future, to renounce an ocCupatioa, 
less suited to hia talents than the splendonr of a 
drawing-room." Then. tnrning to his officer*, he 
added, indignantly, in his native toi^e, " Had that 
coward so dishonoured the Swedish name, be^ionld 
instantly lose his head ; from his presoit master, 
however, he has nothing to apprehend ; for; iiiileBs 
r totally mistake the emperor's character, trill' 
easily make his peace at Vienna."* 

The capture of Damin supplied the Swedes with 
immense magazines, and a numerous train of artil- 
lery. Among the baggage belonging to the imperial 
officers were (he valuable effects of Aligheri, who 
formerly attempted to destroy Guatevas, as the 
reader has been already iuformed, and who tiad 
been rewarded fbr the perfidiom act by the tank 
of colond in SaTcUi's regiment Delighted kt tfa^ 
prospect of puniahfaig a traitor, tbe Swediab eota- 
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manderii represented to tiie king that the property 
of an assassin miglit not lo be sacred. " My 
word is pledged," said the heroic monarch ; " and 
I bad ntther suffer twenty sack Tiltnins to escape 
with impnnity, than expose my veracity to the po»- 
aibilityof a rt^roach."" 

Meanwhile Tilly directed his coursi^ through ihe 
Electorate of Brandenburg, the only routn dial re- 
mained, without exposing the troops to a tlioutiand 
bardsbips, front wantofprorisiona.in an exhausted 
country, all the fortresses of wfaicb W^ occupied 
by a vigilant enemy.. Doring the march be was 
joined by Savelli, who first commiinipRted the in- 
telligence of his now irrepanible disgrace. Justly . 
exasperated at an action ro truly iiiyloi ioiis to the 
imperial arms, thu iudign^uit vi trnm lojiiiil liim 
witb repnra<^es, and ordered liiio immediately to 
npur to Vienna, to answer for his conduct before 
8 militsry tribUBBl. The tribtmni assembled, aud 
tiie complaists of Tilly were fully substantiated; 
yet, in spite of proofs the most nntguestionable of 
peculation and cowardice, Gustavus'a prophecy was 
completely fulfilled ; the illustrious poltroon being 
not only permitted to escape, but soon afterwards 
entrusted with an important mission in Italy.* 

No ■ooner was Gusta^ns assured that the impe- 
rial gmml bad feUen into the snare, than he re- 
solFed, by the reduction .of Fr^ncfort, to open a 
passage into Silesia. Leaving Banner to repair the 
fortifications of Damin, and walch the imperialists, 
he hastened to Stettin, to superintend the prepara- 
tions necessary for the execution of that important 
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design. Mcanwliile Golberg surrendered, after a 
vigorous defence, by w Jiitli tlie \* Loie of Pomerania, 
excepting Grypswald, ineffectuaJly assaulted by the 
eU^jMrisiog valour of Btuiaer, was rescued from the 
oppreHaion of Austria.* 

These repeated disasters exasperated Tilly al- 
most to madness, because they not only deranged 
hi- fiiliirc jivoji'tls, but sullied llit- glory wfiiuh that 
veti;raii li^id ticquired by lon^ arid uieriturious ser- 
vices. Uncertain ou which.side to direct his atten- 
tion, he at one mooient proposed to diapel the«ioud 
by tbe'capture of Alagdebarg, ood tbe nuitdctu- 
miaed to mt^et the yonthfnl Imo, whose rising con- 
stellation ohscured the lustre of his setting sun, 
and trust tbe fate of the «npire and liia own renown 
to a general engagement. All the movements of 
the enemy, however, displayed suchBtriking proofs 
of sagacity, th^ he cotild scarcely indulge a r»- 
tioual hope of cotapelling to . fight to dimdvaa' 
tago. He therefore, at length, resolved to eadats 
the resentment which rankled in his bosom, by 
some memorable act of revenge. The castle of 
Feldsberg being carried by storm, he iabumanly 
ordered the unresisting soldiers to be put to the 
sword. Proceeding tbrwaid io his sangoinat]' ca< 
reer, be invested New Brand^ibni^ defaidal'by 
Kjupbiuisen, a consnramate warrior, at the bead (rf 
a veteran garrison. The loss of a courier, unfortu- 
iiattiy intercepted by llie Austrian cavalry, leaving 
the governor ignorant of bin master's intentions that 
b(! should evacuate the to^vn if attacked, he re- 
solved to defend it to tbe last extnmity. Baffled 
in rq>eated attempts to carry it by auault, Tilly 
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was preparing to abaadon the enterprise, when » 
party of Walloons, impatient for plunder, mounted 
a breach, which wu deemed impr»cticabl« by the 
ablest a^nwM, aad nuhing into the streets, pnt 
e»ery thing Hat opposed them to die sword. Ex- 
cept the giallant comiBander, and the wives and 
daughters of some of the principal' citizens, not a 
soul escaped ; tlit: wretched inbabitaiils having in- 
curred the rcsentineut of the victors, by submiting 
to the Swedish dominion, with a facility bordering 
upon disaffection.* 

Incensed at these acts of savage barbarity, the 
king proclaimed his resolution of behaving in future 
to the imperial troops exactly as the Swedes should 
be treated, till he should have taught his Bdversary 
to respect tiie rights of bamaaily, as practised by 
civilized uutions. 

The mystery which enveloped all the schemes of 
Gustarus continued to puzzle his antagonist. Too 
proud to tolerate the ascendancy ofawarnor, whom 
he still presumed to treatas a stripling, and pant- 
ing after an opportunity of ascertaining more mi- 
nutely the extent of his military talents, Tilly sent 
Coloredo to reconnoitre the position of the Swedes, 
resolved, if his report should justify the desperate 
undertaking, to attack them in theirintrenchments 
atScbwedt. The result, however, being in no re- 
spect encouraging, the entei^rise was abandoned as 
impracttcable.-|' 

The indecision observable in all the operations of 
the Austrian array, convincing the king that Tilly 
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had been unable to penetrate }iis designs, he de- 
termined no longer to delay bix plan for the reduc- 
tion or Franckiort. Having called In his detach- 
loeats snd^ Horn and Buuer, and embarked his 
haay astillery upon the Oder, he appeat«d nnez- 
pectedly before the walls of Francfort Upon re- 
ceiving intimation of the enemy's approach, Tieffen- 
bacli, an officer of yrtat rvpulation. threw himself 
into Llie i^itj. \\ illi a enrrison exceednig tight thou- 
sand men, accoidiitg lo the opinion of the ablest 
tactilians, Tiefleubach ought to have taken po^oa 
an emineoce, whicli commanded the Odw, trom 
whence it would have been practicable for bim to 
have ctDharrasued the operations ot the enemv- till 
Tilly could march lo his rfliel". TiffTenbach. how- 
ever, was of a dilierentopiLLion, and lelrred behind 
tlie waltij, after causing the houses in the Faux- 
boui^to be levelled with the ground; by which 
he allowed the Swedes to continue tiieir works 
without molestation. Activity is perhaps the most 
distinguishing feature in the character of Gnstavus, 
and is tlie most essential quality a general can pos- 
sess. He never wasted a moment which could be 
employed advantageously; aud never entrusted lo 
(4kcrs wbat he was able personally to perform. 

. To stonn a city, surrounded by well -constructed 
fortificattons, defended by a numerous garriMm, 
was an enterprise no lea* difficult than daagerotis; 
yi^iiiwa^ hardly possible for Gnstania to cberifh a 
hope uf succeae, if be allowed time for Tilly to 
arrive. 

A tremendous fire having been kept up for seve- 
ral days, a breach was eflected, which, after pe^^ 
aonal inspection, the king resolved to assault. The 
preparations Te<iuistle for ibis desperate attempt 
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Iiaving occasioned the besiegers lo slacken their ef' 
forts, the garrison, concluding that Tilly was qp- 
pToaching tu effect their deliver;, inaulted the foe 
v'rib taunts nd rcproacbes. 

'Incensed at becinnuig; an object of derinoa, 
vheii he flattered himself to inspire a difTerent stm- 
liment, a Saxon lieutenant, wlinse name v ns Auer, 
proposed to his commdes lo a\i ii^:(' intuit in 
the blood of the offraders. l'iTi t-i\ ing thai \hc sug- 
gestion was received vith applause, tie leaped into 
the ditch, and placing a scaling ladder ag^st the 
vail, in utter defiance of a shower of balla, tnonnted 
it at the head of bis gallant followers. The temeritjr 
of the attempt havin;; luckily attracted the attention 
of Gusl^ivus, he ordereil the assailanls to be sup- 
ported liy coutiiHial reinforeeinenfs, till the Aus- 
triatis, aner almost incredible exertions, were com- 
plied to retreat This succesa, however briUiaiit, 
might have proved only niomentary, iaA not' the 
imperial commanders been culpably remiss in the 
discharge of their duty ; for, while the Swedes were 
employed in stormitig the works, they were engaged 
in the pleasures of the table; and, though alarmed 
at the tumult, not one of them chose to teave bis 
dinner, that he might ascertain from whence it pro- 
ceeded. Intelligence, however, at leiq:tb arriviiig, 
that the enemy was actually in possession of the 
principal streets, TielTenhach and Montecuculi 
iDOuufed their horses; and, attending solely to their 
pei'sonai aalely, fled precipitately toward Glogau, 
in Silesia. The gallant Schombei^, on the contrary, 
forgettii^ the utmierited traotmebt wliiob be bad re- 
ceived, to remonber only (be duties of « striker. 
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exposed his life with tlie temerity of a voliinlcer. 
His attention, however, was soun Httracled lo an- 
ollier quarter, where Luinsdel * aiui Hepburn, two 
gallant Scots, after bursting a gate, wen- putliing 
forward with resistless impftiiosily.-|' Convinced 
that no efforts of courage could any longer avail, 
Scbomberg abandoned the city in despair ; upon 
whicb the soldiers iiiimediately threw down their 
veapons, imploring quarter. The conquerors, how- 
erer, proved totally insensible lo llieir introaties ; 
and, hewing them down with remorseless fury, ex-

(■onducted with shcIi savage barbarity the carnage 
of course iiiiiBt hiivebeen iimneiise; more than three 
tlioitsand were slain in the streets, besides a con- 
siderable number who perished in atteniptinf; to 
swim across the river, when they fbnnd.the bridge 
obstructed by bi^gage. All the rRbrts uf the king 
to preserve the town fVoin pillage were for a long 
time inefiectual. and he was even obliged al last to 
cause several soldiers lii be shot, liefoie order and 
discipline could be restored." He had, however, 
the satiafitctioQ to learn, that notwithstanding the 
excesses in which the victors had indulged, not 
a woman had beeo violated, and only one citizen 
killed, who hftd provoked his fiite by his own im- 
prudence^ Bdnginfeniied Ihiit [lie iiih^liitaiits were 
in want of proviBiods, hv <,idi icil i-mu and vine to 
he distributed amon^r iln III irum ihr iiii|jei ial iiia- 
•jaziiieii, thuK subjiigalii]^ l>y liis generosity those 
whom hiw valour liud so lately siihdued.f This 
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astonished the world," opened a passage into Sile- 
sia. and Bohemia, in cane the kiii^'' sliouhl incline 
to turn his victorious arms agaiiis! the lieretJilary 
dOTuiuions of Anstria. And M faiourable was th,; 
mouK'Ut for some decisive alft>ini)t, thai it «(mld 
have been impOMsibie for 'I'illy to liavu delended 
Vienna, without abandoning the empire lo the re- 
■eDtment of the protestants, wlio hejtan to arm id 
every direction ; and, in case he rontinetl his 0|)era,- 
tions to the Rhine and tlie Elliu, fficre ivas nothing 
to prevent the Irinnipliaiit Goth IVoni f^xttiiding- lii.i 
conquests to the Danulju. 

Such was the dilecnma in which Tilly was placed, 
wheu he heard that Prancforl was invested. By 
folloning Gustavus, he coald hardly fail to impede 
the execution of his designs, and might even find 
au opportunity of attacking him to advantaj^e ; but 
by stedfastly persevering in the siege of Magdebui^, 
tliei-e was reason to hope that the king might be in- 
duced lo relinquish his operations upon Uie Oder, 
it) order to hRst«n to the rehef of a city so essentiat- 
to his fufeire prosperity; the loss of which, might 
detetraine the fluctuating politics of Saxony audi 
Brandenburg, and give a decided siiperiorily lo the 
Austrian arms iii the nortliffl]) proviiici; of Germany. 

Such were probably the consideralions which 
presented themselves to the imperial general, he- 
fore he resolved upon sucwiunng Francfort ; but

lost.* Overwhelmed with conatemation at the as- 
surance of an event so contrary to (dl hie calcula>- 
tione, that it almost tempted him to attrifaute the 
ascendancy or genius to supeniataral agency, he 
immediately altered his plan; and, meditating in 
gloomy silence a, memoruble revenge, decreed the 
destruction of Magdehurg.'l' 

But before we follow tJiis barharous veteran to' 
the consummation of an enterprise, destined ever 
to render the name of Tilly an object of execration 
to all who sympathize ia the uufferiiiga of their fel- 
low creatures, it is necessary to advert to the trans-

Ib CQB&imdtf to tbe wbhes of the Elector of 
Saiwoy, RB well aa to tbe preTatling opinion of the 
limes, that the fortunate moment was at length 
arrived for prescribing bounds to the tyranny of 
Austria, the meeting was calculated, both from the 
number and resources of those who attended it, to 
excite the apprehensions of Ferdinand. In addL 
tion to all the members of the Saxon family, it 
comprehended the bead of the bouse of 'Branden- 
bui^, the Landgrave of Hesse Cassel, the Mar* 
graves of Bareiitti arid of Baric n Dourlath, and the 
Prince of Anliult. Many also of the friends of tbe 
Kefonnation having been prevented from attending, 
either by personal or worldly prudence, sent their 
representatives; viz. the Arclitgshop of Bremen, 
the Margrave of Anspach, the Dukes of Bruns- 
wick, Lunebnrg, and Mecklenberg, and the ad- 
ministrator of the Duchy of Wirtemberg, the sove- 
reign of which was still a minor. Deputies likewise 
appuiircd froHi the circles of Swabia and Fntnco-

tended so far, that no strungur ^vas perriiitled to re- 
main in the city, whose business was not clearly 
ascerttuned ; and the more effectually to prevent

chamber.* TkreaU, promises, and caresses were 
Irawerer aucceaeively employed by the court of 
VienDa, to suppress an as^einbiy, which in the in- 
toxication of power it dcenied uiicuiistitutiuua], be- 
cause cODvened wilbout the aulliority iif the em- 
peror. The victories of Gustavus, however, had 
infnsed vigour aud animation into the breasts of the 
moat timid; so that many who lately trt-mbled at 
the name of Ferdinand, now ventured ojienly to 
brave bis authority. 

Though the ostensible motive for summoning the - 
convention viua to counteract the scttemea attributed 
to the catholics, for the total suppression of the re- 
formed religion, and whicli they were exjiecttd tii 
bring forward at tlie approacliitig diet, Jolm George 
aecretly flattered himself, to be able to establish an 
Mdi|ie^eDt psrty, uncouuected alike with Swedes 
aaA AnstruL, and thus hold the balance between 
them. But as it seemed essential to succe^^a, that 
ambition should be disguised under tiic mask of 
patrtotii^m, he opened thi' ii^hi-iul>l\ in a ^tlldied 
oration, proposiiig the folloMinj.' ijl)j(cls Tur its de- 
liberation : The first consitleration to whicl) hp 
•Erected its attrition was the calamitous slate to 
which Germany waa reduced by the desolation oc- 
casioned by the hostile armies. " It could hardly 
fail to occur," he said, " to all impartjal observers, 
tliat under this pressure of misery, the princes of 
the empire could not long support their indepeud- 
ance, unless some remedy could be deviaed com- 
unnaiiiate with tiie magnitude of the evil and ha 
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aceordingly conjured his hearers " to nnite in re- 
itoring the violated laws to their ancient purity, 
and in endeavouring to promote a general peace, 
which could never be accomplished without pre- 
Tiously establishing a good understanding between 
the rival religions of Home and Luther, more ex- 
asperated against each other than ever, by the fatal 
edict of restitdtioQ. Nothing," ht protested, "could 
be farther from his intention than to attaclt the legi- 
timate prerogatives of the iuiperial crown ; but 
while he was ready to acknowledge its legal-au- 
thority, he deemed it essential to tbe h^qaneM and 
security of the nation, that it should be confined 
within constitutional limits." 

He next adverted to the intolerable taxes, by 
wliicli Iheir revenues had been exhausted. This 
oppressii e system, he said, had been carried M so 
great an excess, that many sovereigns were com- 
pelled to reduce their expenditure, and forego va- 
rious coniforts which habit had rendered essential ; 
the reiiuuriation of which could not fail, in a little 
lime, lo <le|>rive thi^ui of tliiit jiowerful source of au- 
thurilj M liieli re,-ls on public opiiiioii. Among the 
most prominent evils, lo which they were ^posed,, 
was the arbitrary conduct of the imperial geneinlai 
who' levied contributions with insatiate amdity, so^ 
jecting the dominions, even of their firmest frieqds, 
to all the rigour of military execution. "Thistreafc- 
meut," he iuhli'il, " wiis rendered Still more intoler- 
able, in' <j(i[iipa[ iin; it « illi the mild and parental 
behaviour of Ferdinand towards his hereditiu^ sub- 
jects, who were not only exanpted Itom the bur- 
thens of var, but were never called npon tofiimish 
the smallest snbsidy, till it bad .undergone a full 
and impartial diacnasion in an assembty of national

(Iciegates. By tliis unequal distribulion, the taxes 
imposed upon the other provinces were necessiirily 
augmented far beyond their proper proportion," 
At his recommendation, a memorial was trans- 
mitteil to Vieniia, recapitulating in firm, but tem- 
perate language, all the grievances of which they 
complained, and imploriug the emperor to termi- 
nate them speedily by a total change in the whole 
military system, a revocation of the edict, and a 
due attention to the fundamental lawB of the empire. 
It coDclnded by slating in respectful terms, that if 
contrary to fbm expectadons, this humble petition 
should be treated with neglect, they should feel 
Ihemsetves bonnd by that paramount duty, which 
they owed to tliose whom they were appointed to 
govern, lo vindicate their riglits by every means 
with which God and nature had armed them.* 
- Tboi^^t ev«ry Bll^tioti reposed on fiicte, which 
it vos imposrible to controvert, this address could . 
not have been presented at a more inconyenient 
season, both for the emperor and the Lea^;ne; be- 
cause the abandtniiuent of the piinciple of arbitrary 
imposition and ftee qoarters, would inevitably have 
destroyed the maiti sinews of the war. It was in 
vain for either of them to look to its internal re- 
sources for fands sufficient for a^ressive hostjllties, 
and to concentrate their armiea within their own 
territories would be the means of exposing them to 
ceitHin iiiTasion. Besides, by evacuating the pro- 
iestaitt states; they aflbrdcd an opportunity to that 
restless sect to assert those principles of universal

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toleration, whicli were the fruits of their dangerous 
theories. 

Prudence, Iiowcvpr, having (ieliberalely weighed 
tin; (li lniiitiil liltfly (u ri'siilt from Irtattiig (hi; re- 
itii)ii.il[;irii-<- willi f-ilciit iicglecl, aj;aiii8t tlie disgniM 
;itli:LL<iiij^' (:i)LM|)li;iLice, Ferdinand judge<l it e.xpe- 
(licsjit to return an answer, which, though it difiered 
litUe in snbslsnce frgm that deUvered at lUtisbonn^ 
was couched in language ftr leas reprdiensible Sat 
its insolence and asperity. Too zealously attached 
to the interest of the church to cancel the unpopuhir 
edict, he boldly contended that, in i.^suing that fatal 
decree, his condnct was not only sanctioned liy the 
divine aulliovity, but, according fo the opinion of 
llie profonndi'sl riviliiins, was perfectly conforin- 
ahle (o the j)rai'lice of his predecessors, as well as 
to tlic spirit of the Germanic constitution. With 
respect to the misery occasioned by the prolonga- 
tion of hostilities, he endeavoured to shield ambitioD 
under the convenient plea of necessity, insisting 
that on his part it had been solely a ivar of defence, 
and that he had been compelled by ilie nnpnuoketl 
aggression of the enemies of social order, to vindi- 
cate the purity of the catholic religion, and the just 
prerogatives of the in^enal diadem. "Mo man," 
he affirmed, with aflectod hamanity, " coald laroent 
more sincerely the degradation of agriculture, and 
the niin of eonimcrce ; but snch were the inevitable 

just than to attribute eartlnjuaiiL's und storms, and 
the disorders observable in the moral world, to an 
inherent defect in the general organization of the 
universe. The crisis in which they were placed 
called imperiously for energetic measures, and the

supported hy strenuous e\trtioiis, and even oc- 
casional deviadons froin ihe rigid liue of coosti-

to have confuruiecl. Ilaviiic tiius rittempted to pal- 
liate lii- ilc.|v.(ir |U-(.r( rdiii--. li,. lilii [ I v |>r<uiiis,.(l 
that dirr,.li,)iis slK.ul,i iif iiiuueiliiilrlv s^'iit to the 
difleroTit commanders, eujoiuiiig tlicni to establish a 
severer discipline, and to punish everf excess, of 
which the soldiers might be guilty, mth exemplary 
scFerity,"* 

After replviiif^ tims iniiiutdv to everv inculpa- 
tion, lie condiHl.-.! witb a .Ifciaration liighly ho- 
nourable to lus f'l eliiig.-', Iiad it rioveil from con- 
scious integrity. "A thotftand linits rather," ex- 
diumed tbe crafty tyrant with chiiraclcristio hvpo- 
cnsy, "woidd I how my neck to tlie axe oi tlie 
executioner, than afford room for posterity to re 
proacli uiv nicmorv with havnia' suflered the luatit; 
nl the t .ernjnTiic empire, which has existed for ages- 
the adniirution and terror ol surroundiiiK nations, 
to be sullied by inv inadverlenre. 

This aiw«er was to ihc full as niiki and mode- 
rate US the petilJOiiers had a rii;hl lo expect; and 
probably more so than they anticipated; because, 
the momeut selected to preter their complamts. 
was (^calated to excite a strong suspicion that 
they acted in concert with Gustavus. This, how- 
ever, ID fact, was an unfounded conjecture ; for 
Ihoagfa they' had artfully taken advantage of the 
panic created by his victorions career, to extort 
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from the appi'lieiisioii^i of Fur din and those conces- 
sions, for till' ac<|iii^inon ol' wbii li tliey had in vain 
appealed l<i liis yi'in'iosity, t!ie niiijmity of the as- 
sembly Wiiiitcd cDuiiige ov honesty lo lichavo with 
consistf'ncy. Tiuit sasai^ions monaiTh, who never" 
iiejr'ected an opportujiiiy of promoling the welfare 
of the protestant chnrch, dispatched a conMeatial 
agent to Leipsic, with directions to communicate 
to the aRsembled princes the treaty recently coa- 
cluded with France. He was further instructed to 
propose their uniting with the crovrn of Sweden ; 
and to employ those arguments, which reason and 
- interest so imperiously dictated, in order to con- 
vince them, that the fot tnnafe moment was at last 
arrived, when it \vould he easy in establish the 
liberties of Germany njjon u. liasis too solid for 
despotism or silperstition to overturn. But as he 
anticipated the difficulty of persuading an assembly, 
composed of persons whose views and attachments 
_were so widely difTerenf, to act with unanimity and 
vigour, and was apprehensive that a pedantic ad- 
herence to ancient forms might inspire a veneration 
for their constitutional chief, which neither insults 
nor injuries could obliterate, the Swedish envoy 
was instructi^d lo urge the necessity, at all events, 
of raising an army lo oppose the encroachments of 
the common enemy, in case he should invade their 
dominions ; but this latter proposal was not to he 
made, unless he should discover that the fomfer 
plan was too bold and decisive for such timid poliy 
tician' lo rmlirai e. Under these circumstances he 
was onli-ii'd lo demand supplies in men and money, 
wilh ihf i)i:;rniisii<in of retiring- to any fortress in 
Saxony, where fie might be obliged to take refuge 
by a sudden reverse. As it was &r from impos. 
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Bible, liowever, that Ibis second measure might en- 
couuter opposition, lie was in the last place to ad- 
monish them, in the strongest lerms, respecting the 
po!icy of entering into a. general confwU'raej' for 
tlieir mutual jiroteetiun. wliich might he ^^tutJionsIy 
concealed, till impending destruction should im- 
pose the necessity of more active exertions.* 

Hoping that his recent triumphs might tend more 
efRcadously, than all his remonstrances, to obviate 
the objections which folly or presnmption had al- 
ternately started, he imparted to the meeting the 
capture of Francfort. Yet, notwithstanding his 
proposal was strenuonsly seconded by the influence 
of France, he had the mortification to discover, that 
no cordial co-operation could ever take take place, 
unless inspired by the dictates of despair ; because 
their views were too opposite, and their connecting 
link too feeble lo giu- uiiiii of action, and that per- 
severing courage whii'h parl!t:ipatea in the expenses 
of a protracted contest, unbiassed by the inti^igues 
of short-sighted jealousy, or the baneful ispecnla- 
tionsof aTBiice; ever prone to sacrifice a distant 
advantage, however important, to the attainments 
(rf' an immediate, though comparativ ely inconsider- 
able benefit. 

Notwithstanding many of the nieuibers were se- 
cretly inclined towards an alliance with Gustavus, 
no progress was made in the negociation, because 
theElcctor of Saxony damped the rising dame by his 
cautious or crooked policy ; admonishing Ids allies 
that, by a prematnre declaration, they must neces-. 
sanly ^pose themselves to inevitable ruin, in case. 
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the imperial arms iiboald reoover their ascendancy.* 
His iiioti?es, hovever, were more fully explained 
in a confidential couversafioii will] Clianiace, to 
wliom he lairlv rotlfcssoil IIkiI liis [i-.na o( (iustiivus 
».'n. jrr,.„liT Xh.iu (lio,e ■vvltii.li lie ciitMluirif)! of 
FeriliiiaTid; hecjiuse lie was confident, thut theliUter< 
would bealways ready to receive him favour,, 
should he feel disposed to solicit a recoocilifttioa ; 
whereBB the former, when he should have leaKaed 
his amhilions projects, by the aasistance of thepro^ 
testaiit^-, nii^ht abandtm them to the indication ot- 
Ibe emperor, w ithout even defining to intercede in> 
their favour."!" 

After Uiia clear expoeal of hie private opinions,' 
it was in Vftin to hope fur vigorous exertion on the 
part of the elector, till insult and op|)ressioii, car- 
ried to excess, wiionld compel liim to adopt a more 
libraal systcu] (>r policy. Giisluviis, Ijoweier. bad 
the salisfactiori to lliid, lluit Wi^ ailiiiuiiiliuns were 
net thrown away, since, hy a voli' ol' llic diet, an 
army Mas ordered to be immediately levied, coH' 
sistine of forty thousand effective men. for the ex- 
press ptii-pose of tndntainiiig " the Confesubn of 
Augsburg," in all its purity ; of opposing tin; pas- 
sage of the imperial troops, hiioiild riicy r otiliime 
to violate the rights of neutraU ; and, finally, lo re- 
sist, a most important point, the execution of the 
" Edict of Restitntion." 

These prelittiinaries being settled, a committee 
was appointed, consisting of some of the most ac- 
tive members, for the purpose of superititmdiug 
such business as might require immediate di^atcfa. 
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tnvitatidDB were also nmt to the King; of Denmarit, 
t'he Dnke of Holstein, and the Hanseadc League, 
soliciting them to join thp ronferlpracy, wliicli w;h 
pulilidy amioiiiiped, with dipfomidii s iltniuiiti, iit 
every European court inclined ki"ar<is tliu lior- 
trines of the reformers.* Secret assuraiieea wera 
likewise transmitted to Guetavns, by sevenil of Uie 
princes, iind in particular by those of Heese-Caaeel 
and Lnneburg, declaring their resdtness to hazard 
their Uvee and fortunes, in defence of the cause 
which he had so generonsly undertaken to delend,+ 
No sooner were the resolutiona of die diet offi- 
cially communicated to the protestant soFereigns, 
th.111 Ferdtnmiil inJi»ii;tiLtly titrew aside tite mask, 
and, in a tlmndcjinj!; moiiitoiy, annulled thdr pro* 
ceodin^rs, commaiiiliiix the members imme^atety to 
snspend their prepuralions, under pain of iHcnrring 
his jnft displedsiire, and forbidding their subjects 
to pay any taxes imposed for military purposes. 
The M-it rest penalties were denounce*! against all, 
who, ;iH('f the promulgation of this decree, should 
adheiv to the linion ; while all foreigners, fonnd in 
the protestant ranks were to be instanlly ronduet- 
^ to the gallows. This violent denunciation of 
imperial wrath commenced, as is uAoat in iiimilar 
cases, with the wannest expressions of patemnl af- 
feetion ; the arlfnl monareh pvofessinir to be ani- 
iiiated with (he sineere^^l ri-^;ti il for ttic prosperity 
of a people « horn he piousl\ u islinl hi i'\ terminate; 
and to entertain a veJieraiion, bordering lipon ido- 
latry, for the Germanic constitiitiou, which it was 
his earnest desire to orertum; while be solemnly 
declared, in face of the world, that bis onl;^ object 
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was to reclaim Itic forciier from those dangerous 
errors, which tf;uded lo the ruin of their souls, and 
to rgHlore the latter to its original beauty, which 
hail beeti gradually impaired bj' tb« impiotu auda- 
city of Taiiaticism, and the liceotioiu freedtun of 
philosophy.* 

To these priilcsliilions the coii federate! rqiUed« 
ill laTigu-d^c c(|ually iiiaincerc, disclaiming the im- 
putation of raiining the ilmne so rapidly spreading 
over their desolated country; or of atteoipliiig lo 
slrij) the iinperial erowii of iiiiy of its legitimate 
prerogatives. The sole iuducemeiit, they protefited, 
ivhich tempted them to coalesce, was to secure their 
dODUDioiiB from'tuBuU and depredation; a precau- 
tion iadispeuaable to th^r personal tahty, as well as 
to the prosperity of their dominions, and which 
could not be repugnant to the principles of any well- 
regulated government, because it was sanctioned 
by an authority anterior and paramount lo every 
civil institutioa — the law of nature and of God.f 

While the protestants were striving, by wariike 
pr^taratioDS, to render their opposition more for- 
midable, the imperial commander was no less ac- 
tive in proieecnting the s'lese of Magdeburg. In the 
success of this important eiiti>L'j>n~<.'. the \w:irt ot 
Tilly was deeply interested ; siiire lie HntleiL<l him- 
seK.-by its ca|rfure, to recover tlie 1 iistre of the nn- 
fOcitH arms, and to regard hi.q Nold'ers tor all their 
fatigues, at die expense ol men. wlioje vicked 
apostacy ttota the papal see had lustly exempted 
them ftoai the rights of humanity. 

Upon the return of the generalissmio from his 
fruitless attempt for the relief of Fnincfort, Falkeo- 
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steiu proposed, in a couiinil of iviir, to destroy the 
bridge and tUi: fJulmi bs ; :iijd lliis project, Ih'iiji^ re- 
ceived with universal approbation, was ingtantly 
carried uito execution. The strength of the garrison 
b«i^ 'tbiis concenirated wilhia a oitrrover cotn- 
pnm, &ie besiegers were suffered to proHecute their 
labours with lifllc interruption ; for that able cotn- 
luander «iis unwilling to lavish the lives of bis 
soldiers in fruitless sallies. Indeed his weakness 
prescribed a system of caution, as the greater part 
of fats litde garrison consisted of raw recruits, in- 
dUTeieBtly accoutred, and paid with liute r^u- 
lutty ; because the vigilance of the enemy presented 
Gwstavns from Ailfillin? his promise of sending pe- 
cuniary supplies. 

Another diflicnllj arose IVuni the mercantile spirit 
which aimostuniversallyprovailed among the higher 
glasses, makii^ them contemplate with horror the 
cMtingent misery of a protracted defence, and in- 
ducing &eni to listen with disloyal fm^lity to the 
secret overttires of Tilly; while some even regarded 
the wages of treachery in the light of a profitable spe- 
culation.* Hence neglect, or perlidy, having omit- 
ted to replenish the exhausted magazines, the only 
rational hope which presented itself to the governor, 
was in the courage and humanity of Gustavus. 

In order fo supply Uie deficiency of regular

corps, and iii^tmi led in the management of artil- 
lery; a desperate expedient, and nalculcated to. 
produce irreparable misrhief, when men cease to 
be animated by the generous spmt of pnlriotisni, 
frhtch prefers to perish under the ruins of expiriuj; 
freedom, rather than submit to the yoke of an in- 
Tader. Accustomed to the proiits and the comforts 
of trade, few of tlie inhabitants manifested dther 
the zeal or the intelligence of soldiers. Instead of 
nnitina; hand and heart in the romiiion cauMe, they 
divided into fuetions, opposini; ihe wise>l ;indmast 
salutary schenies, if ihcy origiiialed with tlie eon- 
trary party. The poorer elapses complained that, 
by an unfair diMtrjlmtioii of labour, they ivlui bad 
least to lose were compL-lled to inake the irrealer^t 
exertions, fort^ttinp; that their snperiurK were per- 
niilled to remain inactive, only beeanse they paid 
liliei'ally for sulintitutes. Fonientetl elundt'slinely 
by the factions and disaffected, this danirerons 
spirit s;ra(iiial!y pervaded all ranks of society, fre- 
(juenlly shewinfr itself in nnitinons tiinnilts.' Vet 
notwilhsliinding f\e.ry symptom of culpable indif- 
ference, religions enthusiiisni, tliat infallible charac- 
teristic of a lisiug sect, fomented by the zeal of 
popular preachOTS ; a strong attachment to lUiertjr, 
thongh valued by the greater iinmber only on ac- 
count of its abuses; a rooted detestation of Austrian 
tyranny, inspired by recent oppression; and the 
expectation of seeing the Svvedisli hero arrive to 
their succour, animated the nityority with the firm 
resolution of defending their ramparts to the last 
extreiiiity.* 
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The confidence reposed in the valour and gene- 
rosity of thi! Swedish moDarcb was not destitute of 
solid foundation. The foil of Francforf, and the 
confederation of Iieipsic wfire known at Magde- 
burg ; and. being justly regarded by the citizens as 
highly favourable to their future prospects, tliey ex- 
pected every moment to behold the besiegers fly 
before the victorious legions of Gustavus. Tilly 
also was too well acquainted with the magnanimity 
of that illustrious monarch, to doubt hts employ- 
ing every possible expedient for the protection of a 
dty whicb had declared bo early in his favour. 
This conviction m^ht have averted the impending 
calamity, had ihe inhabitants been gnided by the dic- 
tates of reason, instead of presumptuously reject- 
ing her warning voice; which taught them to listen 
to the olfers of Tilly, who exhorted them to avoid 
tlie ruin which mipende<l bv a speedy surrender.* 
Too ca^itious to nicnr the licavv re.sponsibilitv of a 
refusal, Falltenberg requested permission from the 
Austrian commander, for an officer to pass with 
dispatches for the Electors of .Saxony and Urand- 
enburg, whom he wished to ronsiilt as hc;ids of the 
Leipsir oonfedoracv. Tillv at first sreiiieil di.-posed 
to acccdo to III |ip 1 I ut in iiLliriijit d I »,r 
havitii,' fall.'ii mU, Ins jiamls. tu,ntLimtn-i- an iir^sur- 
ancefrom the King oi Sweden that he would march 
to their aaaistance the moment his preparations 
were completed, he r^nled external commuDica- 
tionas bi^yinexpedienti and returned a positive 
refusal.f 

The spirited reslstaBce 'which he continued to e:t- 
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perieiice. logeliier with tlie intelligeiire received of 
Giistaviis's arrival at Potsdani, templed the imperial 
general to renew his offers ; but iucreasing inodera- 
tioD, by confirming the expectation of approaching 
relief, rendered the citizens more obstinate than 
ever. Neither waa the hero, on ^hose exertions 
they so firmly relied, inattentive to the danger which 
awaited them. IN'o Booner bad Lansbei-g f^iirreii- 
dered,* than putting himself at the head o( all his 
cavalry he began his march towards Magdeburg, 
leaviog the infantry to follow with the utmoRt ex- 
pedition. It was bowevar an infariable principle 
m his military system, never to advance without 
securing his rear; and this precaution became more 
necessary than ever, at a lime, when he was pre- 
paring to traverse a country, where he was equally 
exposed to the treachery of inconstant allies and 
the attacks of an enterprizing foe, and where ooa 
imprudent step might blast the fruits <rf ao many 
Tictories. Neither was the conduct of his brother- 
inJaw, the Elector of Brandenburg, calculated to 
dil^i these apprehensions, whose timid policy had 
Opened the gates of Cuslrin to the Austrians, when 
flyii^ before the victorioua Swedes, while he re- 
futed admittance to the latter. No con£drace 
coolt^be placed in a temper so unsteady, because, 
in case of a reverse, Ihe venality of his ministers 
would not fail to take advantage of their master's 
timidity, to induce him to declare for the stronger 
party, and to place ail his fortresses at the dispo- 
sition of Tilly ; an event utterly sabversive of all 
Gustavus's plans, as it would have cnt off tfaecom- 
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mtanicafion between the Swedkh utny and their 
magaiinee in Fanterania. 

The possession of Custrin uid Spandan could 
alone enable him to advance nlth security, and 
Marshal Horn was in consequence dispatched to 
Berlin,|to require that boti) should be placed under 
(he protection of ft Swedish garrison, till Hi^»- 
bai:g Bhoold be rescued from destruction ; after tbe 
delivery of which he solemnly engaged to i-eetore 
tbem with their stores and artillery. Unwilling to 
oflTeiid the delicacy of the elector by openly ques- 
tioning his integrity, Horn was inetracted to de- 
clare, that it was not from the suspicion of George 
IVilliam'a veracity that his master's apprehensions 
arose, but because he was unwilling to endanger 
the stability of the protestant cause, which might 
be utterly ruined, should the venal commanders of 
Prussia refuse him a passage, as they had ungene~ 
rously done during the preceding winter. The king 
fajther solicited a month's pay and provisions for 
the forces employed agiiinst Tilly, solemnly pro- 
mising, that they should observe the strident disci- 
pline during their march through the electoral terri- 

Wbaterer mig^t be tite opinion entertamed at the 
conrt of Berlin respecting the pretensionit of Gus- 
tavuB, it is impossible to deny that, if not rigidly 
conformable to the principles of justice, they were 
authorized by the practice of all belltgei ent powers, 
and enforced by motives so transcend en tly qsgent, 
that hesitation might have past for a proof of in- 
capacity. The important services rendered to the 
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Prussian?., in liWraliiig tliem from the extortions of 
the iniijerialisls, justly entitled (jiistavus to the 
firatitutie luid contidenre of tlie dprtor. That irre- 
solute prince, however, was niifortiiUtitely guided 
by the perfidious counsels of Schwart/enberg, a 
mai) of noble extraction, but devoted to Austria 
with venal servility. Convinced that, in order to 
carry bis poin^ he had only to alarm dte fears of 
his master, he artfully insiDuated that, by ceding his 
fortresses, he would virtually surrender every claim 
to indepenilencp, and become in fact the vassal of 
Sweden, By a measure so decisive of political at- 
tachmeat, his fortune in future must be inseparably 
united with the precarions destiDy of a sovereign, 
whose temerity indeed astonished mankind, but 
whom a single reverse might overwhelm with irre- 
trievable ruin. 1'oftelher with Gustavns therefore 
he must fall or triumph ; siucc, jifter deserting the 
emperor at iliis illouil-iiIous crisis, lie could never 
flatter himself to escape with impunity, in case the 
adventurous Goth should ultimately meet the dis- 
astro ns &te to which his raslmess had so often ex- 
posed him. This mode of arguing, however con- 
trary to the suggestions of rational policy, accorded 
so exactly with the fears of George William, that 
he embraced it as tlie voice of inspiration. Un- 
moved bv the destruction of a rich and commercial 
citv, one of the strongest bulwarks of the reformers, 
and callous to the cry of freedom and hiunanity, 
be at^uded to nothme; but personal security, 
though he attempted to palliate his dastardly be- 
haviour by the most pitjiul and ridiculous excuses. 

Gustavus, bemg now completely satisfied that 
no impressmu could be made on the generosity 
of the elector, resolved to appeal to a stronger 
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passion, his timidky. Accompanied orAy hy an 
inconsiderable escort,* lie set ont for Berlin, deter- 
mined to iiegociate this important business in a per- 
sonal inter»ii;w. Thi^ plector was no sooner in- 
Ibmied of tlie king's approach than he prepared to 
receive him with reluctant urbanity. Attended by 
Jus ministers and principal officers he met his illns- 
trious guest at the distance of half a league from 
die capita), flattenng himseif to atone for his past 
misconduct bv external marks of respect. It was 
not loiii; however before he discovered thai, the 
heart of Gnslavus was no less iiiseiisihle tii u.(lula- 
tion tlian it was incapable of disgqise. Unable to 
reply to a hero, whose natural eloquence rose to 
subtimitv. when animated in the cause of humamty, 
George William replied in the ambiguous language 
of duplicitv. requesting time to consult with his 
coniideiilia] advisers before a dehmtive answer was 
returned. 1 his demand being acceded (o 'vithout 
prodiK'in^^ ariv lliicig ljut addilional proofs nt etjui- 

contempt liir :i <iri;,'T),T!ilL' n'lalive. " I lio iiilixcst 
winch 1 leel lor the distressed liihabilants ot Mag- 
deburg is inspired by compassion, and a sincere 
attachment to the protestant religion: but, if I am 
unsupported by those wlto have far greater reason 
than myself to be alarmed at the triumphs of Aus- 
tria, that uijfortiiiialc Hty must fall, !iu<i personal 
safely shall henrefortti become llii' only oliji et of 
my consideration. This instant I « iir.-oimuenee 
my retreat, and open n licalv wiih tlic emperor, 



foMltto&igblcn lbs ronit of Boriiit, irUdi in Ihc conn^ of lillls luoro 
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wbo vill be liapi^ to accede to any proposals 

which the interest of my kingdom may rei^uire. 
But tt lu-n (iiii: af the sirongest bulwarks of protes- 
taiiiisiu Jii overluriK^d, and (he Swedes shall 

lio loij:;t.T sh(-lt(;r you Hgainat the resentment of Fer- 
dinaud, wliat expeclatiOQS can you form from his 
cleuiency The humiliating convictiOD (rf internal 
debility flashed atonce upon the mind of the elector, 
and combining with the approach of the Swedish 
army haHteniiig rapidly to tlie seat of negociation, 
and sufficieiiily powerful to efiectby coercion wh&l 
their sovereign solicited as a pledge of fraternal 
amity, soon terminated tlie discussion, and pnt 
Gnstavus in posaesRion of Spandan.* 

Desirous of dividii^ the attention of the enemy, 
and securing the frontiers of Pomerama against the 
incursions of tlie troops assembling iii Bohemia, 
'tliat prudent nionaiTli left Horn to repel their desul- 
tory inniiiiU ; .irectirif; liiin to incorporate into the 
ancient legiiiieiits ilic recruits which progressiveiy 
arrived from Stockholm. 

T«o ditFerent roads conducted to Magdeburg ; 
one through the sanrly plains of Brandenburg, the 
other by Dessau and Wittenberg. The former 
however presentrd so many local impediments, 
that it could not nudertaken with safety. Be- 
sides ihf; dearth of provisions, which every where 
maikul tltc desolating career of the Austriaris, it 
would have been absolutely necessary to pass the 
£lbe in sight of a superior army- By crossing that 
rirer at Dessau, or Wittenberg, tdl these difficulties 
'Would greatly diminish. The commanding sitaa- 
tion of the latter pointed it out as the most proper 
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receptacle for provisions and military stores, which 
mijrht be abundantly snpplied from the fertile pUina 
of SiLxoiiy. But in order to rentier this project 
feasibli-, the consent of the elector was indispen- 
sable, and Gnstavus accordingly addressed binifielf 
to John George, requesting that directinns might be 
issued for his hospitable reception ; a reasonable 
demand, because the service to be performed was 
equally important to all the friends of the reforma- 
tion. Being intimately acqnaiiited witii the charac- 
ter of the man from whom lie was compelled to 
solicit a favour, he cautiously forebore to urge the 
expediency of beinj; allowed to S'irLis<in Wiltem- 
berg, though he did noi hesitiile to declare, that as 
a triHing conijieiisatioii tor all hi*, exertions, he 
hoped that the elector wonhl provide for the sub- 
sisteace of his troops during their passage throngh 
bia domiDioDB. These demands were urged as uu- 
donfated claimsjbut he farther Insinuated, thatadue 
regard for his personal glory, as well as for the sta- 
bility of the conft'ieracy over which he presided, 
ought to awaken in the breast of John George a 
spirit of bolder cnterprize, and prompt him to par- 
take ia the glor; of d«liv«riag a city, the loss of 
which maateodanger the solidity of the febric; which 
it had beea the study of hie ancestors to erect." 

To these salutary admonitions the degenerate 
descendant of the iUuPlriiiiis M;i«iicc pioved totally 
insensible ; for his narrow uiidi rstniidiug was un- 
able to comprehend that souls might exist so dif- 
ferent from his own, as to be capable of beholdiii|f 
with virtuous disrlain all the paltry interests of the 
world, when religion and glory were concerned.

: Meanwhile the king's anxiety augmented hourly, 
and witli it his roiileiiipt for tlie despirahle policy 
of the Saxoi). Yot whilo lie viKweil liis supineness 
wiri. i.^r-fhihie sconi. coniiKus^ioii for Ihe rlovoted 
1 h I tiHsofMag.lchurg sfiUiiKiuct.l hull to make 
one eRort iticirc, to rouse the leader of the protestant 
party from the disgraceful torpor into vhich 
was Huak hy conslitutional iadokiiGe, bratal aeor 
sualitv. and the shameless venality of his ministers. 
In a second address he accordingly cautioned him 
against lisleuing lo (he treacherous .suggeslions of 
men. who fiom interested motives luiiguilkd tlie 
resources of Austria, and impressed his loiiid with 
exaggerated respect for the exalted d^nity of the 
emperor. '* His TQieradon toward the chief of the 
Germanic body had been fully manifested," he said, 
■■ hv loiiL' iiiid iiassive subuiission, but he was now 

II J I lo fiillil moiT iii.pcrioijs duty— the 
duly ol" 11 sincreign lou^ud lii^ iailhful subjects, 
and of a creature toward his alniiglity Creator." 
. The urgency of the occasion not allowing lime 
fiirtbelbrms of protracted negociation, he proposed 
a personal interview, most probably with the inten- 
tion of recurring, if necessary, to those resistless ar- 
guraentH which had proved so efficacious at Berlin. 
This offer, however, bemg Joimediately declined 
with evasive duplicity, so incensed Gustavus, that 
be indignantly exclwmed, " since nothiDg can ronse 
these tlmkl potiticiuis, it is time to abandon then 
to their destiny, 1 will retire to Pinnerania, and 
wait there till imp«idiog destrnction shall force 
them to implore my protection."* 

So many days had been wasted in ineflectual 
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commuiiicntioim, that before tlie kiii^; could em- 
braro a definitive resolution, tbe fatal intelligence 
arrived, tliaf. tlje once wealthy Magdeburg was 
iio loi)Ei.-v iiiindjeied among the cities of the earth. 
Tho dreiiii ol' hdrig luterrupted by the activity of 
his opponent gave additional energy to the opera- 
tions of Tilly. By the end of April, Pappenbeia>, 
baving pashed the trenches to the loot of the raiB- 
paj-ts, proposed to the generalissimo to attempt an 
assault, though no practicable breacli was effected. 
Tilly, Wewr, iiliii:; to c\poM> lii> tmoijs i,i so 
desperate an uiidsrtiikiiii;, and tiiiiikinii it (iioliable 
tliat the dreadful prospect before them migbl in- 
duce the citizens to listen t<j reasonable terms, defr- 
-patched anotlier messenger with proposals lees 
rigorous than the former.' But so embarrassed

»'ilIiout leadiu^ U> any decisive result. £.\pectin!> 
hourly to behold the besiegers retire, the magis- 
trates scarcely deigned to lend a patient ear Go the 
KUffgestions of prudence : and this fatal delusion 
progressively extendiuir to the lower orders, the 
municipal bands ltcw every day more leiuiss in 
their mihiary duty. 

This dreadful infatuation was greatly augmented, 
when they found the enemy's fire gradually slacken, 
and finally cease altogether. No longer doubting 
that their deliverer was at hand, they could hardly 
be prevented from abandoning their stations. This 
unfounded confidoice was probably the sentiDKnt 
.which Tilly meant to inspire; for, dnring the fol- 
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lowing night, he saramoned the generals lo a coun- 
cil, in which, after explaining the impossibility of 
continuing; the si^c, anrf at the same time lietach- 
im: a IVirco >uftieii'ut to opposi! tlie Swedes, hi; sub- 
mm,] 10 their roi.siil^nitioct the followii]- altl-rua- 
tiie: whether (o break up the camp, and march 
directly to give up battle to Gustavua, or imme- 
diately to endeavour, by one desperate eflbrt, to 
make theniselres masters of the city. The difficul- 
ties attending ihe latter proposal appearing insn- 
perable to most of the commandei's, their sentiments 
were delivered with that cautious hesitation, which 
trequwUy attempts to conceal timidity under the 
SpecionB covering of prudence ; Bp that the enter- 
prise woald prob^ly bare been relinqnished as in- 
practicable, had not Pappathrim, with the impe- 
tuosity natural to his character, expatiated upon 
the ignominy of abandoning the sie^ wheo aboat 
to he rewarded for every toil with ao abundant 
harvest of laurels. 

The o^niMi of a man, whote intrepidity reqdered 
bim both the idol and oracle of tbe anny, aod who 
was no less c<UUipicnoin for those eierated qualities 
which are necessary to constitute a consummate 
commander, gave a sudden turn to the debate. At 
the dawn of day, when the two confederate burghers 
might he expected to repose from the fatigues of 
service, it was resolved to begin th« waaOltt and 
the intervening moments were sedi^ndy employed 
in transporting the scaling ladders to tbeii destined 
alatibns, and in raaishalliDg the troops for the 
attack.'

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Tlif uppoiiUcd liriur arrived, Vft Tilly is repre- 
seiifuii as beiii- siill iiiiceKniri wliut course lie 
uiiglit to pursue ; because, in Ihe event of a bilure, 
he plainly saw that the flower of the amy must 
peririi; and, that with a dinuaished strength, and 
sullied reputation, he must i!y before a notice m 
the art of war, for as such he still treated Gustavus, 
But while his spirits tiuctuated betwccu hope and 
apprehension, iutdligencc was sent by pensioned 
traitors, that every post was negligently guarded. 
Thia information at once decided hit conduct; the 
signal was given for an immedute attack.* 

Upon approaching the walls, thedea^like stiU- 
nc^s which prevailed within excited the most fa- 
vourable expectations. After passing the night 
upon the ramparts, in order to watch the motions 
of the besiegers, Falkenberg had jvst quitted his 
post to attend a council, summoned by the admi* 
nistrator for the purpose of returning a decided ne- 
gative to Tilly's proposal. Various attacks were 
simultaneously directed against different quarters, 
but the resistless valour of Fappenheim first ef- 
fected a lodgment, and compelled the munidpai 
bands, at that time entrusted with the defence of 
the outworks, to save themselves by a precipitate 
retreat. Not a moment was wasted. The scaling 
ladders were applied, and the so!diei-s mounted, af- 
ter experiencing a weak, ill-directed lire from a few 
straggling sentinels, whom their flying comrades 
had roused from their slumbers. The cannon being 
BOW iu the hands of the assailuits, were employed 
fer the destlraction of those sumptuous edifices, 
which they were intended to protect.

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Alarmed by tiie snden diechai^ of uliUery, and 
the universal tainalt vhicb prevailed, Falkenbei^ 
qaitted the senate-hoase, and flew towards the 
qaftTter where the fire was loudest. In his passage 
thither he met a column of Austriuns, driviug be- 
fore them a body of Eoldiers aud citizens. En- 
couraging the fiigitLvcs by his exhortations and 
(?\ainjjlL', lie preiailed upon tliem again to face 
the assailants, who in ihcir turn were com- 
pelled lo retreat. No permanent bene&t was how- 
ever derived from this solitary instance of con- 
rage. The overwhelming torrent, continually ang- 
mented by a flood of warriors pouring impetuously 
from different avenues, swept every thing before it ; 
ami while the gallant Falkeiiborg loiiteiided va- 
liantly against its riisislless impulse, he died the 
death ol' a hero," The loss of a brave and expe- 
ri^iced comsumder, at such a tremendous crisis, 
was not to be replaced by the desultory eflTorta of 
despair, notwithstanding the citizens, awakened by 
cries and shouts, rushed from tlteir dwellings, 
armed with pikus or swoi'tls, or whatever weapons 
terror or accidenl, llie zeal of a domestic, or the 
parting legacy of a dying friend, administered to 
their exasperated passions ; while in the unequal 
conflict they displayed a contempt of danger.

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wliirli, if iiriiperly ii-;;iilati;(i by c')illgtitc]ied pni- 
dciiLc, iiiiglil l.:ivi; avpiled their crtlajiiitOHS destiny.* 
But tlie litiid, iiucustoiiied fo providn an iidequate 
remedy, was ue looger capable of rational coinbiua- 
tioii. Neither were tbeir's the exertions of sya- 
tHnatic defence, but tbe ft-aotic stru|;glea of men 
rendered desperate by tlie conviction of iininoid- 
able (iiisery. (ireat and universal wa>> tlie coiisfer- 
nation liial jiicvailed. From more lliau twenty 
ateeples Ihi pealing bclla sounded au alarm; the 
drums beat to anuB, wbile the artillery thuodered 
in every directioii. Housed from tbeir pillows by 
the terrific tumult, though as yet uncoitscious <^ 
tlie extent of their calamity, the women with tears 
conjured Ihe partners oC tlieir affection, whom in- 
stinctive bravery, or Ihe dreadful anticipation of 
impending destruction, hurried from their cmbi'aceB; 
Qot to abandon them in the hour of distrcBS. Twio- 
ing round the neck of a beloved son, tbe disconso- 
late mother intreated him not to bfizard a life so 
precious to her, and so necessary for the protection 
of his sister's honour. With bleeding hearts, and 
silent tongues, they tore themselves a^ray, for how 
could they reply? what consolation could they 
offer? when, the groans of the wounded, and the 
shrieks of feinales Hying from the brutality of un- 
feeliag Croats, too plainly indicated the exteiU of 
their misfortune, f

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No sooner ha<I Pappenheim established bimself 
upon the ramparls, (han he sent detach ments to tbe 
principal gates ; tvo of which being carried \rith 
little oppoBitioQ, Mere imaie<l lately openedto Tilly. 
That rntblcsB chieftaiii bow entered at the head of 
his mfhntry; and, baring platited cannon to com- 
mand ibe prmcipal Mreets, iasued orders for the 
citizens to retire to their houses, and await their 
doom In silence. 

Content -with the glory of having subjugated a 
city, which had so presiimptuouuly braved bis re- 
sentment, a less sanguinary victor would hare been 
satisfied ivith imposing heaiy contributionB, and 
alKilishing factions independence. Hut, to appease 
Ihe'anger iitid iiigntry ol' Ihe iiie\or;iUii Tilly, a li- 
bation of bloud »as required^ and the ljct:nlions 
fury of cvtiry savage tribe, which Austria disci- 
plined to pillage and massacre, was accordii^y in- 
dniged in the fullest gratification of ^1 those bate- 
fal passions, which degrade and brntalize the 
(^aracter of man, when inflamed by last, slimn- 
lated by. avarice, or rebdered insensifole to the 
dictates of hnmanlty, by the Tiolmce of rel^oas 
animosity. 

It might have promt .difficult, perbaps, to bare 
restrained the ferocity of similar savages ; bat the 
attempt, even if unsucceBsfitl, would have done 
honour to the feelings of the conqueror; whereas 
the li-rtiiie of Tilly is indeliby inscribed in charac- 
ters of blood, an object of everlasting abhorrence. 
Abandoned to the guidance of every brutal pro> 
pensity, the soldiers gave nnhonuded scope to their 
inordinate appetites. Ho tie was respected; no 
Bsylom secure. Invading the sanctuaries of do- 
mestic retiranent, tiie Walloons nolated numbers 
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of ftotnen ia presence of tiieif distracted tniBbatidflt 
and of rirg:inB before the ey^B of their motbm. Nq 
rank, however elerated, was exempt from insiiltt- 
no place, howeTcr venerable, afforded gecnrity. 
Neither the innoneiice of childhood, nor the decr^ 
pitude of age,* found mercy in the Eight of tboat 
barbarians, who, Avhca fatigued with eeneual grati* 
fication, are said to have amused themBelves witk 
the hellish diversion of morderiDg infonts at the 
blieastB of their mothers, or throwing them, with de- 
UberatB cruelly, into Ihe tlanies which tb^ iiu»-

flfliiKS spread with so much rajHiiity, that, befone 
night, out of four tiioui«afid bouses, only one tmn- 
dred and scT^ity were left staodiDg; and w iotente 
was the heat, 4hat the Austrians wer« unable to re- 
main in the city. No sooner, however, had the fire 
abated, from want of materials, than t^y retonied 
to pillage Willi such thou^itless rapacity,' that num- 
bers wcru fetifTocated in searching after treasures 
atnid the ainokiog ruins.

From that hour the pillage ceased ; bnt, ou 
the following day, a Are broke out in that qaarter 
of the camp whei-e the spoils of Magdebmg bad 
beoB deposited, of which, by the jitit TetribntiaB of 
Providence, the greater part was eonsanied. Zhirii^ 
the canfuaion, many of the prUonen recorared their 
liberty, and among others Stralman, the' fliiiilkli 
envoy ; who having traversed the Elbe wiflioBt be- 
ing discovered, joined his master at Spandan. 

It would ha a waKic of time to endeavour to spe- 
cify with minute pre^'ision the number of slaugh- 
tered citizeu^ it i.s a question concerning which 
historians differ materially. From the most authen- 
tic documents, however, it appears that upwards of 
thirty thousand perished;* of which more are sup- 
posed to have been destroyed by fire than by the 
sirord of the conquerors i fi>r soarce a cellar was 
op*ated which did not contain the bodies of several 
women and children, supposed to have been suffo- 
cated by the intensity of the v^tonr. Between six 
and seven thousand were almost immediately 
thrown into the river ; but this circumstance af' 
fords no ground whatever for accurate calculation, 
because several moiiths elapsed before the ruins 
were completely cleared away, and the extent of 
the calamity ascertained. Neither would it prove 
less derogatory to the dignity of history to enume- 
rate the prodigies, by which, accordiii;^ to theopi- 
DKW of the pious Lotichhis, the ruin of iUagdehu^ 
was predicted-t Among this description of facts'

Fbw events could have occuired more dutrewDS 
to tbe feelii^, or more repngnant to the interest of 
GnBtRTUs Adolphns, than tbe destanctioii of Ma^ 
debErg ; because it not only afforded to Ihb enaineH 
tbe prendut triamph, but furnished to tbe timidity 
of hU nKullatiiig allies a plausible pretext for d&- 
eertion. Astounded at a calamity no less dreadful . 
than unexpected, most of the protestant princes 
cantemplated the conduct ot tbe Swedish Bionarch 
with surprise, if not widi anspicion. On tbe con- 
trary, tlie expectations of Fndiittnd and of &a 
catholics were raised much bigber than ever, aod 
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■mtd with MuStteMe to the hnppy mbtneM, 'itbea 
ewry flfimerical (»-oject should be reallEed. Tbe 
courage of Gustavns however remained utibhakeih 
Conscious thai the misftiMnne whicfi ajipAtled hi* 
friends, rould not justl;f be imputed to his neg1e<^ 
and convinced that he must ex|>ose iiimsclf to con- 
stant dimppointments if he truei«d any longer to 
the fidelity of a nation, whose attarlimenls were 
fluctuating as the tid« of fortune, he determined in 
future to adopt a different system, and to extort 
from tlic apprehensions of the protcstant electors 
that steady support, which it tvas in vain to expect 
from a more elevated motive. 

Though the difficulty of bis situation might have 
jnstifled an action of doubtful morality in the esti- 
matinn of those who vindicate oppression upon the 
plea of expediency, yet his lofty spirit disdained to 
purchase the must solid advantages at the expense 
of Justice. He accordingly resolved to evacuate 
Spuidau, when aommoned hy the Ekotor of Bnmd- 
cobaif to ftilU his c^ftgetbeBt^ tbo«gh by tMft- 
senting to do 60, he unqnc^ionably subjected btta- 
self tonaan^f inconvenienciee, which a less scruptllona 
politician wonid have avoided.

The bearer of thitt unwdooim 
meMBge was almoat immediately followed by 
Thnm, charged with dispatches which Gonfinneil 
the resolutiona of the Swedish moaarcfa, ia term 
calculated to alarm a stronger mind' than that of 
the pusillanimous Prussian. Disgusted at die 
weakness and duplicity of his relative, Gustavus 
formally nui.iied to him. that -Aa the geographical 
position of his dominions no longer admitted of his 
reutainiug neuter, he would allow him only three 
days to decide, whether he was in future to be re- 
garded by the Swedish army in the light of aa ally, 
or of an adTevsary. In case he should prefer the 
friendshiuof Sweden to that of Austria, he engaged 
iini against the reKentineiit of FiT<linand, 
vitint: iif: tiad 3 soldier lefl for lii^^ defend.'. If on 
iiii; comrary he chose to place liimHelf under the 
shetier of ibe imperial eagle, he must expect hini in 
fniurc! to regulate his behaviour as the necessity of 
bis aflair»< might require, and must not be surprised 
lu set' nis fovlrosses ocnipird by the Swedish 
troops, mid Li- cnuiiU) ■■uhjuifftl lu heavy contri- 
butious.'

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This summary mode of proceeding iby po jneana

§ided. NcilJier were the apprehensions of die 
citizens lees vivid than those of tb«ir unnarlilte M>- 
vere^D, when tbey beheld the fierce anjd ^jqitfic 
Dalecarlians surround the metropolis of Fmssia. 

General Amhdm, after abandoning tb« imjiisrial 
Bsrvice in consequence of , the Duke ot Frift^ond's 
idi^race, had been promoted to the commantl of 
the Saxon army; and having bees sent to Berlin, 
in order to counteract the deugas of Gustavus, 
waa easily persuaded by the territied elector to ^b- 
aume the office of mediator. But, thoughhe.was 
.HBqueatiooably gifted with splendid talwts, and 
accwtoued to diplomMic affuirs, be shortly ^io- 
eOTered that no impresaiou €ould be made, upon 
the Swe^h monarch by the usual arts of intrigue. 
Two days hstving been consumed in fruitless nego- 
jcialions, the patience of the king was exhausted, 
.aqd he ordered his cannon to he pointed against 
the city. Confiding in the humanity of an ancient 
ally, George William protested that he had rather 
bury himself beneath the ruins of his dismantled 
palace, than submit to the humiliation of behold- 
ing his capital occupied by foreigners- But while 
the . Saxon plenipotentiary was expatiating upon 
the indignity of such a proceeding, he was sud- 
denly interrupted by Guslavus. "Has he uot," 
said the indignant monarch impatiently, "received 
the imperialists into every town in the electorate ? 
Have they not gairiwmed his .pasties, cousuuied

This spirited declaration haviu^ destroyed every 
kope of averting the slonn by ne^ociation. a depti- 
tatioO) consisting of Praseian Lidies, at the iieiid of 
irhich the mother of tlie unfortunate Palatine ap- 
peared like a second \ eturia, rlepn cateit the wrath 
of the exasperated Suede, ivho drsiroiis of Hiani- 
toting lo the world jiis admiriilion for the virtues of 
that illaatrious priDcesK, consented at length to

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Icing, however, would not consent to relinqniaK 
tliose points, which he considered as esaential to 
his future security, though he contented himself 
with die occupation of Spandan, together with the 
liermiaaion of entering Cnstrin whenever he iiiio-ht 
require it, and even reduced his subsidiary demand 
lo a monthly contribution of thirty dtousmid AoU 
lars. Every thing being thus at^nsted in an ami. 
cable manner, the elector vu ^Mted with s mili- 
tary ealute ; bnt the artillery men hattny fo^tten 
to unload the CMiKm,se»w(Jhonie« TOW danced, 
by the shot, ih(mf^ fortmntely no Ulm -were de- 
stroyed.* 

ThisrigoronstrMtmeatofasenairiKn, sooearty 
connected with ike Swe£sh crown, exposed Gu»- 
tavns to unmerited oU«qay, and wa> represented 
by bis adversaries as totally faiconnstrat with those 
elevated sentiments of moderation and equity, which 
he blazoned to the world as the leading principles 
Of bis actione. But this accusation, when imparti- 
rily exanuae^ appears tolidly destitute of fouoda- 
tdon. Sol only his pcvsonal glory, and the welfare 
of thonsands whom he led to battle, but the future 
stability of the protestant religion depended upon 
the result of the negociation. Sitaated as he wiB, 
and contending in a cause which eventually em- 
braced the happiness of the remotest posterity, it 
would have been the excess of imprudence to have 
allowed the noblest projects, ever conceived by the 
magnanimity of mortal, to have been fnisfrated 
by the wqak an*' flnctaating councils of a prince. 
eqwily*Mlci«atitt'cowage'aBd sagarity, and sur- 
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nmnded by miaiBters, wboia aablBahing, venalitj 
waa corrupted by the breasiues of Austria. 

No sooDer was this conreutioii concluded, wkidi 
identiaed the fortune of (jwirgc William w ith that 
ofGustavua, tliau the I'oruier di'diiuii it expedient 
in a atudied apology to justifj hia conduct towards 
Ferdinand; and, as he naturally expected to be ladeif 
with reproaches, he prudenlly resolved to be the 
first to complain. He accordingly be^aa by expa- 
tiating upon tlie evils to which be had heea expotied 
by the disorderly conduct of the Austrian^, who, 
after stripping his territories of every thing neces- 
sary for human sustenance, had abandoned them 
to the discretion of the .Swede.s, whose rigid ad- 
duced ihi^in tu i-L'S[)ei;t Llie iLi iilr;ilitv- (if liiauden- 
bui'g, had it not been previously violated by tiieir 
«uenueB. Xoo feeble to viudicate his rightfi by. the 
avoid, bfi h^d be£n cooBtraiped by the rcEiatless 
lav of n^ceesity to attend only to self-pres^vatioii. 

Unable to controvert a »ilatement supported by 
clear and undeniable facts, and equally unwilling 
to compromise his authority by a weak and uu- 
fonnded justification, Ferdinand, in his aosirar, 
confined himself to general topics, without conde- 
wending to enter uto particuUiTi 'tbs rapid luc- 
£eeB of the Swedish aims he imputed to the dis- 
union which unhappily prevailetl among the differ- 
ent members of tlie vnijjiri', and uhieii iiad been 
plaitdy nianil'eiited in the unconstitutional proceed- 
ings at Leipsic. Witii respect to the licentious be- 
fa&Tionr of his troops, be simply reiBarked, that 
the elector would be fortunate to be treated by 
the Swedes with equal htiniaiiily, because U was 
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iiiiposeible-fera cmnitT7 to become- the theatie-o£ 
war, witholtt bdng ssbject to a thonnuid inc<Hi- 
reniencea.* 

GintaTDB brang" deliKred ftvm all anxiety by tbe- 
tmty «f BerHji, and fe^^ wudovs to oblit^ta 
every nn&Tonrable impression, which bis apparent 
indifiereitce-ror the fate of Magdeburg might have: 
excited, addressed a manifesto to the German nar-. 
tioii, in which he explained hie reasons without the. 
snaltest disg;uise. Of the parsimony of the senate 
he particnlarly complained, which prevented them 
from ra^og a force sufficient to man their extensive 
lortifications, winch, if properly guarded, mi^t 
have securely derided the impotent vengeance of 
the assailants. He farther contended, that this ill- 
judged economy did not proceed from pecuniary 
embarrassments, because he had himself advaiiccd 
considerable sums, which had been unpardnnably 
diverted to other purposes, by perfidy or pecula- 
tion. The negligence of the magistrates, in every 
other department, had contributed likewise to ac- 
celerate their ruin, as it had induced them to con- 
nive at the treachery of their fellow cirizeiis, tliough 
repeatedly warned of the danger. This fatal indif- 
ference to their dearest interests, had afforded so 
much facility for the venal and disaffected to main- 
tain aclandestine correspondence with the enemy, 
that TiUy not oo^ «Mdaiaed ' the ininntest raCMsur 
taoA raipeetiiig the-Btrength and, ditpositioii oi tbe 
t&maaa, but waa i|ega1arly appris^ even of thp 
nosttttoret-delibentiaBs nf.the senate. . . 

AdvertiBg to bis own situatloti, be boldly aMsrt-, 
ed, that nothing on his part had been left unat- 
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tempted, to prevent the dreadful calamity; but, 
before he coald venture to face the Atif trian army, 
' it was necessary for him to secure his flank, by the 
pAMftWiW of Franofort aad Lamberg. Diadkidng 
cooeeaitiientt m mi ko mm t t* his aatare, hevettdi^ 
adiitetMl; Uiat be had Tepcvtedfy pmniiwd to. imrch 
to tUe snoconr of the b«raeged; bmt, at the nme 
time, insisted that a similar engagement coultl not 
imply the attempting impossibilities. Those im- 
pwlHt fortreasea, bowerer, had no sooner lalleoi 
tiMt»:>b« tagsaf'bwmareh without the smallest delay, 
«tf|rttotil#hkito inevitably attempted to raise the 
sieget ho^ he not been prevented by unexpected 
occurrences, which no human prescieni^e coulii 
foresee ; for how could he siip|)Osc lliat the Elector 
of Brandenburg, his friend and ully, would not only 
kwmdeeMMd'Ibeboaonr of participating in an en- 
iBH Wi W i 'imt^immmM^ W the stebilit; «l the 
pvoieat&ntciiiTrcfa thao totiMsnfeiy of bb own d<M 
njinisMi i^nld even refuse to gPHit tarn tte Uat- 
pofary occnpation of Spandan, so indi^miaable 
to the success of the undertalcing. N^her vaB it 
easier to have believed, that the political head of 
the Erangelical Union would have carried his com- 
^Ntieance toward the imperial court so far, as to re- 
fiiSe him a paesnge over the Elbe.* 

While, by wisdom and activity, the Swedish 
tnonarch was I&ying the foundation of his fotiire 
glory, Tilly was no less busily employed in making 
preparatians for humbling the Leipsic confederacy. 
Having taken possession of the see of Magdeburg 
in the name of the A rchdnke Leopold, second son 
of t4ie emp«w, and appointed Mansf^dt governor 
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of that desolated spot, which bore a far greater m- 
ijemblance to a fortitied camp than to one of 
riiehe«t ewporift of northern coHiiuente, but wjikh 
wae:«tiU Ughiy iiipwrttnl^ on aci»MBt »f ito cem- 
nwd^gntm^ upcm tfae b^liBef tfaeEUi^'bc 
left j foi i ^c Bbeim with r feree snfficinit to repd a«y 
desultory attack, and advanced himself at the head 
of the main amij, uhU (lie intention of cittling off 
oil, commuHtcation between Ca.ssel and Dresden.* 
Though never opposed by a rt^ular force, this ex- 
peditivB was attended with consideraUe kss; be- 
CMK tbe hvdy iobabitants of the forest of Hartz 
retaliated upon (he stra^lers the dreadful enor- 
mities perpetrated by the unbridled &rod^ of (heir 
companions-t For many milee the country waa 
covered with the bodieB of thoie who had fallen 
victims to the fury of the peasants, whom despair 
bad armed with utviacible courage ; so ^at when 
^ly anind »t Erfort, bis delalcatioB in nnabera 
Iris flcnrosly isf«npr to wfaat a sanguinary battl^ 
might have occa»oned. Tliat dty, though oaleu- 
lated from its «itnation to retard the pnogrett|-^it)ie 
Austriaos, had been 1^ destitute of provisions, 
unmunition, and artillery; yet so anxious waft &e 
inyierial genend to redace it, that ite suffered the 
magistrates to remain in office, upon paying a mo- 
derate otHitributMn. Weiniar, Eisenach, and Go- 
buiB swccenaiwly wawied. tl^ Bafi^tl*- ^(Iff^

Undismayed by tlio tempest nhicli ttiieatened to 
ovenvhelm him, the Landgrave of Heaae collected 
liis forces in the Ticinity of Cassel, prepared to en- 
counter the impending danger with heroic fortitude. 
Formidable alike from the extent of his resoiirces, 
and ihe cli'VLlled i|Uiililies lit' liis iniiid. that prince 
tad lieeu long ail object of terror to Liiany of his 
neighbours,! whose oollective strength, even if pru- 
-dently consolidated for thi; reduclitH) of Caaacl, 
might have been foiled in the arduous trtteiflpt. Un- 
less aided by the co-operation -of an Austnan army, 
thev lookt d lonvard with anxietv, if nut with di's- 
mav, u.ih< j,o^s.l,ilil^ of a l■nle^^ al of those melan- 
choly ^oeues whieh 'tlicy had ^x,.. ri..i., xd from 
Mansfeldt and Brunswick; with the most pressing 
'«o)tcitabonB, they aecordingly snpplic^ed the pro- 
tection of Tilly, who flattered himself, that the 
conHtemation, universally excited by the downfall 
of Magdeburg, might enable him to reduce the 
Landgrave to unconditional submission before Giis- 
tavue could arrive to his succour. Anticipating the 
dissolution of the Leipsic confederacy, as a neces- 
sary conseqnence of his Tictory, and looking fbr- 
ward with confidence tO' the j^vrf reserved for his 
declining y^ears, vrhen he fiboold trinmphantiy close 
bis militery career, by drinng the Swedes oat of 
Germany. 

The evenly however, was so far from correspond- 
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itig witli tliese exaggerated cxpeclatioiis, tiiat, even in 
the outset, insuperable difficulties urosc. A li;mglit y 
message from Tilly summoned tlie Landgrave imnie- 
diately to declare, whether he wished to be consider^ 
ed as the fi^end or tlie enemf of Ferdinand ; and, if 
he deeded for the former, he was re<]uired to receive 
an Austrian garrison, botli at Cassel attd Ziegen- 
lieim ; he w as likcwisi' couiuianiietl lo disband 
the (roops, wliicli he liad trained and disciplined 
with indefatigable industry ; to desist from all 
fatnre earolmente, and even to fiimish the im- 
penal amy with Boney, pTOvisiODs, and acooui- 
nition."" ! . 

Under similar circumstances the generality of 
princes would have yielded submissively to the im- 
petuous torrent, too happy to purchase a moment- 
ary exemption from the horrors of war by the 
sacriSce of hononr and indepfendence. But the 
friend of GastattB waa cast bjrnahire in a different 
mould ;' his idol was gloT7, and he nobly preferred 
a warrior's death' to ignominious vassalage. TJnter- 
nied by the immense disparity of force, and inca- 
pable of averting the gathering tempest by deceit 
or prevarication, he replied, with lacmic dignity, 
that, " without abandoning every principle of self- 
preaervation, be could not surrender bis fortresses ; 
that he wanted his troops for his own protection, 
and had neither money nor provisions to spare; but 
that if the Austrian general was in distress for 
either, he would advise him to apply to the Duke 
of Bavaria, who was abundantly provided with 
both, and who was so deeply interested in the suc- 
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cess of hia eoterprize, that he would contiibubi 
with pleasure towards it."" 

Highly exasperated at being treated nith irimy, 
wheji he expected the most servile respect, Tilly 
resolved, by the severity of military esecution, to 
make both goveieiga and subjects repent; and, 
li-oiii his general chai^cter, we may ^ly infer, that 
be would not have proTcd reaniM. in cw^ing thii . 
menace into exeeutioi^ had he been allffwei) tima 
by GuBtavus to fulfil it 

After securing the co-operatian of the Prussians, 
the king departed for Stettin, having entrusted 
Banner with the temporary command of the forces 
fH>llected in the vioiuity of Berlin. Immediately 
ttCler his arrival in Ihe capita of Fomerania, he 
gate andieajce to « Rucaun tunbaasador, commis- 
fiioned by the chief of those inhospitable r^ons. 
to feUjoitate him upon his rapid success, and to oSer 
to assist in the glorious undertaking with hordes of 
auxiliary savages. To this amicable assurance a 
most ;3attering answer was returned, and a treaty 
was signed, by which the Czar engaged to inundate 
Germany with his barbarous hosts, whenever his 
aid should be required. Though nothing short of 
the most . «iga»t w siily : gonld hay* tounpted

After dismissing the Muscovite plenipotentiaries. 
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laden with caresses and presents. Gnstavus hasten- 
ed to Gripawald. the only Pomeranian fortress still 
occupied by the impenalists. but closely blockaded 
by Todt, an able and enterprmng officer. The 
strength of the for tih cations might havt long defied 
the efforts of the assailaiits. had not its reduction 
been accelerated bv the nitempeiaie cm:rage of the 
commander. Tlioiiffh jirdol ul^jiusI the threats or the 
temptations of ihu fiivudtjfi. Pcni'^i could act behold 
the prospect ot glory with equal indiHerence. Find- 
ing tbeinselveB uiiauie lo make any uupre&fiion, the 
beriegm ouleaToured, by taunts and' iasalts, to ' 
make tbe-governor abandon his aflylnm. The strata- 
gem succeeded ; Perusi having- pursued a small de- 
lachmeut, with the hope of being able to cut it off, 
was surrounded and slain, after a gallant resistance. 
His successor, less romantic in his ideas of honour, 
waa easily iadacad to c^pttnlaU, upon conditioa 
that the fprnmm ahoold b« allowed to ratire to 
Rostock, escorted by aSwedish detaehinent; whick, 
proving too feeble to enforce compliance, was dis- 
armed and ill-treated by the prisoners. No sooner 
was Todt made acquainted with the enemy's per- 
fidy, than he ordered hie cavdry to pursue them; 
and the commission was exeCBled with so m&ch 
celerity, that they were soon rnvhaiexa, and tUbvt 
cut to pieces, or compell«d to enrol nnder the ban- 
ners of Sweden.* 

The capture of Gripswald was almost imonedi-. 
ately followed by the reinstatenunt of the Dukes 
of Mecklraboig; which ceremony was perfbrmed 
' wkb all the pomp a«id Mletnni^ which couid give 
■dditiawl htttn to tbor ioatlgarMioB.t No time. 
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Iiowever, was lost; duriiiii; the f.'sfiiilii's, (iii^laviis 
gave directions for investiug Wisiuiir and Rostock, 
and dispatched a confidential minister to Lyons, to 
give the ultimate' arrange ineDts to the tteaty of 
Beerw^dt, and to provide for tiie regular paymeiit 
of the subsidy. 

Wliile the Swede iras thus exerting Iii.': iilniost en- 
deavours in order to aiipnenl (lie nunidcr o( his par- 
tisans by wisdom, justice, and iiioileralioii, Terdi- 
nand was following a different course, and by his 
tyrsBnical proceedingM, not only alienating die «f- 
fecttons of his natural allies, but converting into 
open and irreconcileable enemies many, whom indo- 
lence or timidity might have tempted to persevere 
in a disgraceful system of ncntrality. Hy an in- 
temperate edict he hastily annulled all the acts of 
the aBsembly of Lcipsic, enjoining the members, 
under pain of incurring bis ntmOBt displeaBnre, 
cordially to unite with him in the meritorious un- 
dertaking of expelling the Swedes from the empire. 
In order to facilitate that important enterprize,- no 
less essential to the internal tranquillity of Ger- 
many than retjiiisile for the preservation of its mili- 
tary renown, they were Bummoned to provide the 
imperial ar^nies with money, furs^ and aramnni- 
tion, and to allow them at ^1 times an nnintei<- 
rupted passage through their dominions. Advert- 
ing to the complaints so repeatedly urged against 
the rapacity of the soldiers, he aflccted to treat 
them as originating chiefly in that spint of disaffec- 
tion, which was rapidly spreading for the destruc- 
tion of religion, iuid the utter subversion of all legi- 
timate authority." This haughty mandate was suc- 
ceeded by another, addressed to the members of the 
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Germanic coiis^titiitioii, nn \n'll as to all magistrates 
and geiiLTtilis, fopljiddinj; them to issue any fresh 
commissions for the recruiting service, and re- 
qniriog them to exert tiieir infiuence in order to 
prerrent the new levies from joming their standmrdB ; 
and lest the conventioDs subBcribing; with Sweden 
might he alleged in excuse of disobedience, it Con- 
cluded by absolving the German nation from every 
oliligation inadvertently contracted with the in- 
vader, as if he seriously believed, that the privi- 
leges of dispensing with the most solenm engage- 
ments was a prerogative annexed to the impaial 
aceptre* 

But monitories and menaces were no longer in 
season. The eyes of the protestants were at length 
opened to the danger by whieli they were sinv 
TOiinded ; the inhumanity of Tilly hnd closed every 
bosom against- the ilhisioiis of hope; and, as the 
conatemation excited by the destruction of Magde- 
burg began gradually to abate, the timid counsels 
of indecision were rejected with disdain ; and even 
where the necessary resolution was wanting, it 
found a powerful siibstitule in despair. Instead 
of disbanding their troops the recruiting service 
was carried on ivitli iucTeasing activity in Mis- 
nia, Francunia, and Swahia, jiartinilariy in the 
great commercial cities where tiie love of inde- 
poidencei the neceBsary consequence of a repob- 
Jican constitntioD, gave additional ardour to re- 
Blpoiu enthomnn. 

Highly incensed at the contempt with which his 
authority was treated, die emperor nnbrarod tite 
buty resolntioD of enforcii^ obedience by cowdon ; 
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and, for this parpasfl^ be sent inilractioin to his 
gener&Is, as tbey retiuaed frm Italy, to mu^iend 

their march towards the Elbe and th^ Weeer, till 
t)iey slioiild liave fixtioguished disaffection in the 
soulh. 'I'hfsu orders were executed with a vigor- 
ous jiunctuality wliicli did little credit to the feel- 
ings of the commanders. The titiperial cities of 
Ulm, Kempton, and Memmingen were compelled 
by the cruelty of Furstcinbcrg and Aldringer, not 
only to renounce the confederacy, and to purchase 
an e,\eni|>tion from military rapacity by a heavy 
contribution, but even to submit to tlie "edict of 
restitution." Terms no leas oppressive weresuccesr 
sively imposed upon all the Swabian states, and 
aniung the rest ujioji the Duchy of Wirteniberg, 
at that time subject to a feeble ^'(iverinnent, tlie 
natural consequence of a minority. Ail the rt^i-, 
in«itf. eq^qtped ip coat<Hiiiity to the remlntimu 
embraced at Leipsic w«ve oompelied to enter into 
the Auslrian service ; a circumstance wfiich afford^, 
ed a formidable addition to the force destined for 
the annihilation of protestantism.* But as this reso- 
lution in the pohtical lioriMn was solely the effect 
of compulsion, its duration was coeval with the,,, 
aaceodaocy of the power by whose tytanny it waSf, 
im>D^ted. Hence the olili(^tioDs contracted -wttk 
the satellites of deepotisoi were virtually abrogated 
by the tdnmphs of Gustavus in Saxony, 

Having established his power in Mecklenberg 
and Fomerania, on the solid basis of universal 
eBteem, and fijced the Huctnatiog attachment of 
Prussia, the King of Sweden concaived that the 
moffleat was anired, when he nig^fat adventure 
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southwards with security. With this view lie as- 
sembled the different corps encamped in the vi- 
cim'ty of Spandau, and direcled his march toward 
the Elbe ; but as it wag an invariable maxim with 
him never to entrust to others any important conn- 
mission, which it was possible for him personally 
to perform, he explored the country at the he»l <rf 
his cavalry, till he arrived within eight of the samp- 
tuous monastery of Jerichou, when, being satisfied 
that the enemy entertained no thoughts of molesting 
him, he pushed boldly forward to the g'ates of 
Magdeburg, where Pappenheim had retired for 
shelter.* Convinced that activity is the soul of 
War, he fi>rdedi the £lbe at a spot wbete till titeu 
It had been deemied impass^e, ud carried Tan- 
germnnd by assault; an important acquisition, 
as it enabled him to extend his qoarters in a 
country plf^ntifiiJiy stocked with cattle, and abound- 
ing ill thi: richest productions of husbandry. It 
h said that at one time he had conceived the 
design of retaking Magdeboi^, font^ after delibe- 
rately weighing the diffieottf <^ the undertalcilig: 
against (he splendour incidental to snccess, he re- 
solved to sacrifice the brilliant chimeras of ambi- 
tion to iBore permanent objects of glo: y.| 

Is order to &dlitate tlie execution of his future 
projects, the king deemed It expedient to render 
himself mastM- offlavelborg and Werben ; tbe latter, 
vi^^le from Ibe streng^ of its sitnatioot being 
built on an eminence near the coidueace of the 
HaVel and the Elbe. Banner in consequence re- 
ceived directiotis to storm Hardberg, which be 
executed with his nsnid intelligence, while Werbnt

The rapid progress oi Gui^tavus readering Pap- 
penbeims position no looger secure, he retired to 
Halberatadt, from whence he dispatched couner 
after couner, lotrt-ating Tilly not to waste a single 
moment in distant enterprises, which even if at- 
tended with the coinplele success, would ill «nii- 
penaate the loss of an aniiv. 

Notwithstandint; he was occupied in the de- 
lightful employment of gratifying hu pride and 
resentment, by subjecting the langrairate of HeaSe 
to military exccntion, that veteran general sus- 
pcndoil Ins schemes to a more convenient oppor- 
liniilv. not lijt;iliy displeased perhaps at beuiir 
fiunjshi^d with excuse for ahandonina: a coun- 
try, n liere he met with a more obstinate resistance 
than he eiipected, and which was completely ex- 
hauBted by the insatiable rapacity of the iuTaders. 
Having mustered his forces under the walls of 
Mulliausen, hu proceeded to Wolniersfadt, and 
IjHiis joined l>y I'appenheim, conthiued his march 
toward llio Elbe, declaring publicly that it was 
Ills fixed resolution to give battle immediately to 
Guatavus.f 

No sooner was the king apprised of his intention 
than he quitted Tangermund for the stronger posi- 
tion of W^ben,:^ secretly detemined not to hazard 
an engagement, till be ahonid have obtained the 
co-operation of Saxony.

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Meanwhile Tilly advapced by Lasty marches, 
anticipating the laurels which he waa about to ac- 
(jHire at the expense of a prince whose courage he 
fcsteeineii, but whom he was still lempted to regarii 
ill the light of a daring adventurer. Impreswd with 
the fatal conviction of thu unrivalled excellence of 
Austrian taelica, and the asieiidaucy of veteran 
genius, he haughtily disdained thoae common pre- 
cautious which are rarely neglected with inipuuily. 
Persuaded that the tuiTor of his name would over- 
whelm the Swedes with dismay, he appears entirely 
t^ba/ie excluded from his tliou^dits even the re- 
motest contingency of a reverse, and to this de- 
Btructive iuipressiioii the succeeding disasters ought, 
in a great ineasure to bo a.scribed. Gustavus was 
iufonned that a detaclmieut of Austrian cavalry, 
encamped every night at a considerable diatance 
from the army with less attention to security than 
to convenience, not supposing themselves in danger 
from the attempts of an adversuy, whom they arro- 
gantly believed to be dil^utly occupied in throw- 
ing up breast-works and digging iuti'enchnients, 
instead of meditatiiig plans of aggre.ssioji. 1'his 
intelligence having been verified by au official re- 
.port, the king determined to chastise the presump- 
tioo of Tilly, and concerted hia measures with so 
much address, that the enemy were attacked in 
different tjuarters before ihey had time to prepare 
for tbi-ir d>:(vncc. The result of a combat con- 
ducted aziiid the coufusiuu aii<i darkness of the 
night, proved no less honourable than advantage- 
ous to the conqueror, since it so completely dis- 
concerted the projects of Tilly, that he remained 
imctiTe for several days; thus allowing lime for 
Gustaviis to concentrate his forces in the camp of

At this important juncture, when the «yCT of 
Europe were atteatively fixed on tbe actions ot 
GustaTua, his royal consort, Maria Eleonora landed 
in Pomerania, accompanied by numerons reinforce- 
ments. On tier arrival at Wolgast, she was re- 
<'pive(l iiy Boi;i.sl;u(H with every flattering mark 
ofrespe<:t; hnt what ptoved fer more grateful to 
her affectionate hciirt, she was present at the cel©- 
brati<Ki of a public festival, in commemoration 
of the soniv«^ary of their deliverer's landing. 
A sh<tft time afterwards the Marquis of Hamilton 
entered the Oder at the head of six thousand 
hardy mountaineers. An expedition, so little ho- 
nourable to the military character of a warlike na- 
tion, imposes upon an Englbh historian the pera- 
inoBut (^ligatioo <rf inTeatigating tfae causes of its 
faOure. , 

Hioi^ the talents of Hamilton were by ao means 
calcniated to add increasing lustre to tbe Caledo- 
nian name, yet bis illustrious descent, the romantic 
gallantry of Ub disposition, a taste for magniR- 
cence which bordered on profusion, and perhaps, 
more thim all, the advaatage of being allied to tbe 
r:Oyai faODse SttHUt, captivated the adnaratio* of 
the exiled Queen of Bohemia, who not only treated 
him wttli the consideration due to a kinsman, but 
selected him for her confidential adviser. This ill- 
founded partiality pointed him out to the court as 
the fittest person to be tetrasted with the com- 
mand of Uie troops, intended to asBtst in reoorering 
the palatinate.

lioth ia which Cbarl^ was entapgled, prevented tils 
actji^ witli vigow- Instead of publicly espouaing 
the ^teatant catwe, w he waa exhorted to do by 
bit uibs«ador,t he suffered hinuelf to be aipused 
h;^ the inaidious profesBions of Spain and Austria t 
and ema when taught hy repeated failures that it 
was in rain to attempt the re-estfUiliahmoit of bis 
unfortuoate brother-in-law by the lenient modea of 
n^;ociatioD, he resolved to preserve a pacitic coiiti- 
teuance, chusing rallier to allow a powerful sub- 
ject to trench upon the prerogatives of royalty, by 
miaing an army in hia own name, than to involve 
htmseV in hostilities with Austria.^ 

No sooner had Hamilton obtained the king's per- 
raissioD, than he sent proposals to Sweden, offering 
to raise six thousand men upon certain conditions. 
The bearer of the dispatcbesjt was cordially wel- 
comed by Gustavus, who after complimenting the 
marquis upon the zeal which he cnanifesled for the 
protestant religion, and the attachment which he

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professed for bis rOyKt persofi, requested to be 
made acqusunted with the time and place of his 
landing, that he might prepare an escort of four 
thousand infantry to receive iiiin; tliis escort was 
■to remain with the British troops, and hp. supported 
during a year at the expense of Sweden. The 
marquis having requested a reinforcement of two 
thousand cavalry, as essential to the success of ias 
future operations, Gustavus promised that every 
)>ossiMe exertion should be made to procure them. 
It was farther agreed that unless the king should 
be present, the marquis should enjoy the supreme 
comsiand of all the troops ; but ia order to give 
additional ene^y to his ddib»vtioiu, aa well as 
to obviate &a poinbillty of any miaiuidenlaiuling, 
he should be conBtanUy attended by a Swedish 
officer, well acquainted with the country, and com- 
petent to assist him tvith salutary advice. With 
respect to the territories which Hamilton might 
conquer, it was stipulated, that they should belong 
to tiie crown of Sweden, but the revenues and c(Uf 
bibutions were to be left entir^ at £UauItoB'» 
disposal, provided no nnwarrantsble depredatnns 
were committed. And lastly, both Hamilton aiid 
bis followers were required to take an oath of fide- 
lity to Gustavus.* 

It is a singular circumstance, that no notice 
aboald hare bem taken of the unfortunate Palatine, 
the' ostensible object of British interference: but. 
whether this omission proceeded from negligence, 
or inattmtitm, has nerer been satisfactorily ex-

he. had embarked, Uiat Tolunteers in crowds flocked

The, known integrity of Gustavus precludes the 
SQ^icioikof [Hsowditated.djiplicity, and the clear- 
ness of bis intdlect renders it eqa^ljr in^nvbable^ 
that he.eliDnld have been mistaken; we are there- 
fore coibpelled, notwithstanding the laboured apo- 
logy of Burnet, to admit, with the partisans of the 
Swedish monarch, tliat Hainiltou was in fault, 
though it is highly prob)U>le, that his was an error 
of the nndeTstandiDg, and not of the heart. Ac- 
customed to admiration from the servility of de- 
pendants, ever prone to offer idolatrous hotnaji^e at 
Ihe shrine of power, he may ha( e been led to enter- 
tain exaggerated notions of his personal conse- 
quence and abilities ; an opinibn calculated to 
expose him to the severest mortification, when 
be found those talents less highly appreciated by 
4 prince too much enJigblened to tolerate prc- 
. TOsption and vanity, notwithstanding; they were 
decorated with all the splendid insi^^a of royal 
brour;* and who valned men nathw ^or tbeir 
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descent, their weoldi, am tkaiv tilltd, but tor iBe

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whence Ilorne was recalled, with directions to leave 
four tiioiisand men, to reiuforce the Caledomans.* 

Justly mortified at having suffV-red some of his 
best d^plined r^uneots tn he surprised, Titly 
flattered himself to efiace the inlolerabli^ stain hy a 
dec'iBive victory, and accordingly he advanced, by 
hasty marchee, in the hope of being able to over- 
whelm the Swedes in their camp at Werben, before 
their entrenchmentB were brought to pertection. 
Unwilling, however, to truRt eudrely to the prowess 
of histroops, he contrived to estabKBh a secretiior- 
respotidence with some officers in the service of 
Gnstavus, who undertook, in consideration of a 
competent reward, to spike the cannon, and to set 
fire to Werb«n, at the moment Tilly shoald com- 
mence the attack. The plot being discovered; 
enabled the king to entangle the enemy in the snare 
prepared for his own destruction ; and he accor- 
dingly Buffered them to approach within musket 
shot, without manifesting an inclination to oppose 
them ; but just as tliey were preparing to leap into 
the trenches, a tremendous fire was suddenly opened 
fh>m all his artillery, which instantly threw them 
into confusiou. A vigorous sally completed their 
overthrow; they fled precipitately, and were fol- 
lowed by the Swedes to a cansiderable distance, 
leaving little less than six thousand dead upon the 
field of battle, according to the testimony of many 
respectable writers. f These numbers, though pro- 
bably much exaggerated, shew at. least that the 
action was highly advantageous to the victors, and

came more ferocious (han ever* It was in this ac- 
tum that fiernart), Duke of Weimar, gave early 
proofe of that cODsuinmate skill wliith aftcrwardB 
UluBtrated bia military career, in consecj uence of 
irhich he vas raised tiy Gustavus to the rauk of 

Fbulii^ the opioien which he eutertained of the 
King of Sweden's talents to be totally erroneous, 
and that to valour the most enterprising he united 
the opposite, and almost contradictory qualities of 
prudence aud penetration, Tilly despaired of being 
able to force him to an engagement upon disadvan- 
tageous terms ; and perceiving tliat his troops began 
to suffer severely from want of water, he retired to 
Eisleben, a town of Saxony, justly conspicuous in 
the annals of modem Europe, as the place of Lu- 
ther's nativity. UnwilliDg, however, to waste his 
strength in total inactivity, he detached a column 
to chastise the Archbishop of Bremen, who being 
too feeble to. resist the overwhelming torrent, was 
not only forced to deliver up his levies to the impe- 
riai commissarieii, but even to renounce his engage- 
nents with the Leipsic confederacy. J 

Meanwhile, Furstenberg having overrun the 
circles of Swabia and Franconia, without expa- 
jie^piog the slightest resistance, was preparing to

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diiect his victorioQs anus against the landgrave of 
Hesse Cass cl. fl;ittering himself to be able, in a few 
weeks, to accomplish what Tilly bad left undone. 
Impelled by the desire of gralifyi^ boUi a>^ce Mtd 
)»i<lfl, be h&d Bctuall J arrived, hf hasty narchab 
ta the Yidutf of Fulik, wEteo »Q bis pttgocta wcm 
enddmlj suspratdcd. 

Convinced of hia inability to resist the storm, and 
ihtennibed nsm to Hnbmit, tbe landgrave repaired 
to tbe Swedish camp to solicit tbe protection Of 
GuBtavus, Duriog his short residence there, tbe 
final arrangements were given to a treaty, of which 
the groundwork had been previously laid, and 
which served as a model for all the subsequent 
alliances contracted betwcw the protestauts and the 
crown of Sweden. 

The security of the landgrave being the chief ob- 
ject in con temptation, the king engaged, during the 
continuance of hostilities, to defend him tetheutmott 
of his poiver, to consider the enemies of William as 
bis nil u j)i:rsnnal foes, and never to conclude a peace 
wilh Austn;i, nnlcss that gallant ]irince should i)e 
rv;i(isTa1iHl in Ihn full tiiju.vmenl of i vury prtTOgatiic 
which he possei^scd before the troubles in Bohemia. 
It was farther stipulated, that ail tbe towns and tar- 
tnesses belonging to the landgrave, which ntigbt be 
-occasionally occupied by his allies, should begivea 
back with all their military stores and artillet?. He 
was alM til rclaiii tho Miprt'iiio command of the 
IIef.?iLiii troops, and evf^n to direct the operations 
of the auxiliai y Swedes which might join bis stand- 
ard, provided tbe king wm nat present. £y.sa 
addition^ clause, pemnsriiRi was granted t* the 
friends of tbe landgrave, to join the confedeaiacy, 
provided they did it within the space of three 
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months. WillUn ^edged liiibself in return to ad- 
here to Gmstarm ividi untbidcei] 6<ielity, to pltce 
iris towBS aitdcosdeB ealir«jy at his diepoBal, and 
tiever to eatnr into any aegociation, wiihout having; 
pVetimuily obtained his consent. He moreorer 
pn>sri8ed'toiiMie'a<j«cree, enjoining his aubjectB of 
every rairic, who might be engaged in foreign 8er< 
nee, itiBtaatly to irepair to the national standard, 
(ind to punish their neglect by confiscation.* 

Intelligence of this transaction haviiig reached 
^Ac^ A'WAriiiii general, he addressed a iBanil'e«to to 
Aelnliabitdatsof Caesel, exfaortiagtlumtoproride 
<heir <iwn security, and to avoid the destmduin 
about to overwhelm tltera, in case they perristed 
any longer to defend a sovereign, rash enough to 
mcrifice the prosperity ot' his people to uabouMled 
schemes of ambition, and who had justly foiftited 
«very ctaitn to th«r allegiance, by his nwh and in- 
<eonsii}erate conduct.^ These admonidOBB, how. 
ever, being recd-red with scorn, Tilly at length di^ 
eov^d, to otter astoniKhmeot, that no power 
Is 80 cecare, as that which reposes upon the solid 
Wdeof action. 

The ei]iiiv'ocHl jKilicy of the Elector of Saxony 
had for some tiiueaffordwl spnons alarm to the court 
of Vieiiim. After every attempt had ^led to dis- 
eolve the coul^deracy of Leip^ic, tbe pride "rf Fer- 
dnaad'disdaiDed fui^earance, asd bdievingbiniMtf

This deterj 
tninntiou was no sooner embraced, than prepar»- 
tious wt're made fur carrying it into execution. At 
army was aiiseuibled on the borders of Silesia w* 
der the coiiunand of Tieftenbach, destined to pe- 
netrate into the e.-wtern provinces of tiie electorate, 
^^ liilti Tilly, advaiiciug on the opposite side, carried 
terror am! desolatiou lo the gates of Dresdeo. 
Previously, however, to tlie adoption of this vi- 
gorous systeoi, the emperor, in consideration of 
fnrmw services, or more, probably from the wish<of 
justifying to the world bis subsequent conduct, di- 
rected Tilly otLce more to offer terms, before he 
couMueucc'il liostLliticiii. The language of &uthoi%, 
liowever, beiiii; far mure congenial to the ferodoua 
temper of that veteran clueflain, than the gAiitle 
lone of porsuaaioii, he sent two pkaipotaBttpaes to 
MaaAmt, .wboe the slectw resided, to tdpaoniih 
him.of hU danger, or rather to sigaify with dicta- 
torial insolence, the only conditions upon which fae 
«vould be permitted to retain the empty title of a 
Kovereigu. Tlie persons selected for this important 
mission were the Barons Mettemich and Schon- 
berg i tl>o fbraKc si whom wtt the catholic ad- 
mioiiintor of the dbcaie of' Mcgdeburgh, a aaa 
of jnoderato principles and insinuating address, 
and of course calculated to succeed iti diplo- 
matic affairs. But leet his ualiiml tirhatiit^ iiii<;lit 
indnce him to relax from llmt li:uiglity style 
which was mistaken by Tilly for iiiagnauiiiiity, bis 
ctdleagoe waa endowed with qualities exactly the 
rerme. Proud, insolent, and presumptuous, he 
would have r^arded it as hi^y derc^tory to his 
dignity to have obtained by aigumeot, what it was 
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possible to extort by compnlsioTi. Contemplating 
majesty of the imperial throne throegh the mag- 
niiyiiigltneditim of;^judice, becMsidered gnndeur 
mi deapotisni'as'sfinminoiis'tenna.'Md tfaovght 
iMnrerdetesedif Mteroiecd with modflntitw. 

Behg tMdiitted to an awiiteCe, thef deK*ereiI 
their credentials in a letter from Tilly ; in which, 
;ifler expressing his astonishment that warlike pre- 
parations should continue in every part of the elec- 
torate, notwithstanding die repeated admonitions of 
the emperor, he proceeded <to enninerftteUe various 
evils which must DeefeAsarily accnte, :shiMild> the 
present system be Buffered to «ontinue; "The 
elector's conduct, " he ^d, " being taken as a pre- 
cedent by moat of the protestant' princes, it becatne 
doubly important that it should sffbrd an example 
of loyalty and obedience, instead of tending to 
disBenunate tlie seeds of disafiection." He forther 
contended, that a spirit of hostility had}been mani^ 
iested spon various occasions by the Saxon bmily. 
b«t more particularly by tlie nsfAiiuded sanrmDrs 
so stadf<&n^y oiranlaUd M^ctii^ tlie<tDdiMiiriiiM 
bf the Aostmn armies. ' He tiien pioceeded to ob- 
serve, that notwithstanding the transactions lof the 
illegal assembly, convened at Leipsic under the 
patronageof the elector, had been publicly annulled 
by an imperial edict, uo steps had been taken to 
stnpend the levies, no symptoms had been mani- 
fested of intentional compliance. 

To tolerate any longer these undif^iiised attacks 
upon all legitimate authority, ^vould he uo less de- 
rogatory to the dignity of ihe sovereign, than ri'- 
pngnant. to the true iiilprests of the nation, and lit 
accordingly admonished him, that the emperor wa^ 
resolved no longer to suffer himself to be insulted 
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with unitUHity, but to exerciee the power ^iUi 
wbich he was invested by Providence to viDdicaM 
bis Kgal pr«ro^veB. Admitting tiM memmts 
Biigb mm^tam haiv tenptwi the iaifwrNM tfcmp* 
to trvaagreaa tbe bovnts «f nndwUHM fc* WWr 
tendsd tbtt thw bt&«»io«r towwd the 8«xon 
prwcefl had iKen invariably reflated by the strict- 
est [mBOqrieft.ttf justice aad amity.

meaHm. After {mf^riitag ' that bmIub); could c^nal 
Ida legTM OB BOCBntt of the bronUei which agkMcd 
Germany, he concluded by adverting to the im- 
portant services which he bad rendered to the em- 
peror upon various occasions, and which justly en- 
titled hitn to the most friendly treatnieiit, instead 
of exposing him to threats and reproftchen.'t' 

Tilly plainly foreseeing MBUit«( a nidation 
crtlcuUtixl to aggravate and not Co appease, Itad 
prepared for aggressive hostilities,' without wailing 
for the return of his ambassadors; and being joined 
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by Fimt«d>eig, he resolved no longer to defer tbe 
executisn of a project, from which 1m expected to 
nap oB'abaadaBt faftrveBt.trf.^Iorf. . Id ft coancil of 
wsTi it was decMfld, to paw the 8m1, at Halle, and 

tojiantthe'ntHonons e^le^ on the towers «fl)re% 
d€a. The plan of the campaign being tbns aVf 
I iiimiil. witliout attending to the difficulties whiolt 
it iMcseoted, the imperial amy poured into Hiwiu 
Bpntdiagjsrror and desolation whoever tbey came* 
' . BtMfcwi fiuioiia byillwiabdlig»Bce«diielillNli^ 
amnd of tibe baifaaritiei perpetrated by the 
vadere, and satisfied : tbat no midgatioB could be 
■ expected from tbe clemency of Ferdinand, John 
George embraced with reluctant resolution the only 
hope which presented itself to a mind lacerated 
alike by anguish and despair. Resolved in future 
to nnite hia fortunes with those of CiuMavus, he 
issued orders for assembling his forces under the 
walU^of Toi^au, axkd dispatched Amheim to sup- 
plicate the protection of tbe warlike monarclid 
whose proffered friendship lie had so often 
jected.* 

Tliough secretly delighted at finding the elector 
reduced to the necessity of imjiioring his succour, 
the King of Sweden received the Saxon plenipo- 
tentiary with cold and dignified reserve, telling him, 
that " he had long foreseen the tempest abmit to 
burst over his master's Itead, and bad even tee- 
warned him of the danger, which m^ht bave been 
averted, had he condescended to atteod to bis 
firieodly admonillotiti, instead of >^ufferiiig bimadf 
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to be misled by the ftillaeioua counsels of men, no- 
torious!)' penfiioned by Austria. Had the elector," 
continned he, " been prudent enough to listen to 
the offers nliieh I formerly made him, I should 
have considered myself bound to defend him, by 
the double tie of gratitude and honour. Uoable 
to resist the overwhelming storm which his awn 
imprudence has raised, he now solicitB my allisiice 
from necessity, not from inclination. Under sMch 
circun) stances, it belioves me serionsly to reflect, 
that the Swedish army aflbrds the only remaining 
barrier, nhicli tlie pj'otestants can oppose to the 
despotism of Austria. I must also remember my 
Rigagemmts with the Elector of Brandeiibnrg,-«li^ 
irith tke pvlnces of Lower SaxoHy, who mnrt be 
mevitably stripped . eroi of the shadow of power, 
should I rashly eudant^r their only resource, for 
the sake of a sovereign, ivhom his perfidious minis- 
ters would advise to desert me, in case the emperor 
should disavow the insolence of Tilly, and order 
IfOstiUdesto be suBpeoded. -Aao^^ coBHdmtkia 
«fno leas inqiortaDoe is the Tetattve-Mtnuttaa of tke 
belligerent armies. What mi^thave been efieGtod; 
before the junction of Furstfnburg, could not now 
be allempted witli prudence; yci it shall never be 
said, lhat I avoid an engagement, provided I ain< 
certain of finding a safe retreat, in case it should 
termiMle ckiradTanUgeoilBly, and that my gallaaA 
conipasions afaaUoot perish from -faiinger, before the 
erentfnl moment antres.'* 

Amheini was too wdl acqnainted with the cha- 
racter of GnstaTos to donbt that hia reaentoMot 
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m^lit be easily disarmeil by a forcible iippenl to hia 
geiieroatty. Besides, itw&s impossible for the king 
to reject the alliance of Saxony, ^vitl10llt deviating 
essentially from the precqitB of policy. Feeling, 
however, that Gustavus had real cause for com* 
plaint, he attempted to mollify him by every arga< 
Dieiit nbich an artful statesmaa conld employ, im- 
puting tlie reluctance with which the elector had re> 
ceived hia former offers to the ti^d suggestions of 
incapacity, " Since it is no longer possible," said 
Anihtiiin, '■ lo recal the past, let us endeavour to 
obliterate ilie unfavourable icDpressioit by acting 
niore wisely in future. I readily acknowledge the 
yucantioiK to be just, wbkh your Bu^featy ia 
pleaMd t0 raqrae; let nm fltCKfon intrait 7011 
clearif to exfdaiir tb« temis upon wfaicli the electw 
niay hope to recover yonr friendship ; for to yon 
alojie he looks for protection, convinced, that how- 
ever great his errors may have been, yonr magtun 
jiimity will remember only bii preseat distress." 

" Bnoof^'' rqiliod Gustanta baatily, "the n»> 
csrity of faH pn^Hiona rtkll be nuHe^^y toted ; 
let Wittemfoerg be coBBigned to a SmdiA garrison ; 
let the electoral prince Kpair to tny camp as a 
hostage for his father's fld^ity*, let my troops re- 
ceive three month's pay; let the dector dismiss, 
and Ijring to trial the fiithleas umistets who have 
■90 oftoi deceived biin ; let tuoi sigD * defensive 
and ofiutra treaty, and I will matastly march to 
his asostsmce.*

requested permiEsion to return fo Mersebiirg, wLich 
GuHtavus readily granted ; but, as the distressing 
tiituatioD in which the elector was placed, presented 
no pOBSible alteniAtive between unconditional com- 
pliance and inevitable destmctiou, his determina- 
tion might be easily foreseen:, the king accordingly 
broke up his camp, and had actually advanced 
within a few miles ot" Wittenberg, when he was met 
by Amheim, now authorized to accede to his wishes 
in their fullest exfent. Delighted to obtain a res- 
pite upon any conditions, JohnGeoi^ directed hia 
nmbassador to liustcn back with the utmost ex- 
pedition, and to acquaint his generous benefactor, 
that not Witteni berg alone, but the strong fortress 
of Torgau, and even Dresden itself, should be 
placed at his disposal ; and that so unbounded 
'was the confidence reposed in his honour, that he 
was ready to repair to tbe Swedish camp with all 
his family, and to remain tbse, if required, a!* 
hostages. He farther requested the king to desig- 
nate the persons whose fidelity be suspected, as- 
suring hiiu that they should be instantly delivered 
into his hands, to be punished at his discretion. 
The Swedish ;irmy he promised to pay with the 
exactest puncinalitj , iiiUfLilin^' Gu■^tavas to con- 
sider him in fittiui; as uNnlluiaLi)) devolod to his 
service, and prepared to sacritice even life itself in 
defence of his interest and his glory. 

The hea^ of Gustavus could not endure to be 
outdone in generosity, and as be no longer doubt- 
ed John G^oi^e's sincerity, he instantly relaxed in 
his demands. " Tbe want of confidence," said he 
candidly, "itith which I have been treated, was 
sufficient to excite my suspicions; but the un- 
twunded reliance placed in my honour has elfai^ej

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tbem. All that I now rcr|uirc, is one month's paj 
to my soldiers, and I fiiitlitiiHy promise the elector 
that lie shall never repent his liberality."* 

When both parties are incliticd to nnderBtand 
(iach other, the forms of diplomacy are few and 
aitbple. Gustavns hi^ving engaged never to sheath 
the anord till he should have driven the imperi- 
aliBts out of the electorate, Amheim departed in 
Order to procure his master's ratiGcation to the 
treaty. Overjoyed at the fortunate issue of a n^o- 
dalidii, «hi£h at least suspeDded hia Ml, the elec- 
tor flimi^t it impossible to do too moch for so 
gnaetaaa an ^ly, and accordingly promised to join 
the Swed«i with his whole army the moment they 
AoUlil have crossed the Elbe ; kaviijg fo the supe- 
rior jtfd{{tiieiit of GuBtavus the entire direction of 
all Ailitury aSkirs, and covenanting never to nego- 
t^aJl^ with any ijf tiie belligerents, unless his con< 
MDt should' be previously obtained. All the for- 
tnsaes npoB the Elbe were placed entirely at (fae 
kiag^ di^lbsid, and forage and provisions of every 
idnd were abundantly provided for his soldiers-t 

Hie ^situation of GueQivns was now materially 
changed ; tie had cMitracted an dliance with the 
most powerful prince of tbe pioteatant party; had 
obtained possession of several fiwtified townSi whi^ 
if adequately garrisooed were deemed impregnablef 
had nearly doubled his force by the acceenoa 
6t Saxony, and had gained footing in a country, 
cttv^red with rich and populous cities, and plente- 
ouslystocked with corn and cattle. Thus he en- 
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(ircly disconcerted the projects of Tilly, who with 
shame and iDd%iiatioa behdd himself compelled 
by a juvenile warrior to alter the whole |)tan of the 
campaign ; and, what teiidetl still more to eiubitter 
disappointment, was the galling reflection, that 
this sudden revolution in the political Itciuisphere 
would be generally attributtd lo )iis own indiB- 
cretion. 

The infatuation of Ferdiiiaiiil. in obli-ing John 
Geoi^e to throw himself into Ihe arms of Gustavus, 
Cfuiiiot be accounted for, except by supposing, 
that he regarded the contest to be finslly termi- 
nated by the capture of Magdeburg, and was eager ' 
to liberate himself from those heavy obligations, 
which he was dtht-r unwilling, or uiiablr to dis- 
charge : for by the coiifi;ssion of Tiiiy, after the ' 
battle of Leipsic, it clearly appeared, that he had 
acted in conformity to orders transmitted froni 
Vtenna, and not from the impulse of wounded prid^ 
or the irrilatjon of hasty resentment. But even 
supposing this assertion to be correctly true, it by 
no means effaces the stain which attaches to the 
reputation of Tilly ; because, though he may have 
never been consulted respecting the policy of the 
enterprise, for the errors of the execution he was 
•dldy reqxHudble. 

tbe plafi which be finmed for the inntsion of * 
Saxony could have been justiRed only by the sup- 
position, that he was desirous of concealing from tb6 
eyes of the world, the devoted object of his hos- 
tility. Bnt so far from attempting to disguise hi* 
iotentione, he publicly announced that he was 
marching to Dresden, in order to pnnish its reCno- 
tory sovereign. Without attempting to controvwt 
the practicability of the undertakiimb it oMy'b* 
S M 2 
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sufficient to observe tb^ according to tbe (pinion 
of the most Gompeteat judges, he was far irom dis- 
playing any extraordinary talents in the executioRd 
By ci'ossing the Elbe at Magdeburg, he might pos- 
(iibiy have succecdi'd in siirpriniiig Wiltcmberg, 
and even Torgau, bcCiJL'e llie (.li'Ctoi- \\as aware of 
bin intention;* tlie possession of which would 
have prevented the junction of tbe Swedes and 
Saxona, and would probably have compelled Jobn 
George to deprecate deatnicljon by tbe immediate 
dissolnlion of the Leipsic confederacy. The dis- 
tance from Wolineratadt to Witlernberg; by the 
way of Magdeburg, is considerably shorter than 
tliat by which Gustavus must have marched ; and 
as the garrison of Wittemberg was far from nume- 
rous, and ill provided with military stores, there 
could be little danger of meeting with a repulse. 
How far these conjeclurea are founded in truth it 
is difficult now lo decide; but when we reflect 
upon the indecisive character of the elector, aud 
tbe acknowledged venality of his ministers, it is 
hardly possible to doubt, that he would have sub- 
mit^ to the yoke widiont a single effort, had 
it been practicable to reduce him to a similar 

The natural harshness of Tilly's liispositioii being 
exasperated to the utmost of human ferocity by the 
untoward current of events, he endeavoured to 
compensate fo>r want of prudence by want of hu- 
manity, devastating the country through which he 
passed with tbe sanguinary fury of a barbarian. 
Zeist, Mersfibet^g, Naumburg, aud Jena, having

Iieeii reduced within tlie space of a ftw days, by 
the resistless valour of Pappeaheiin, and treated 
with a severity which, fortunately fdr roankitid, has 
been rarely imitated by the lenders of civilized 
nations, the generalissimo recalled his predatory 
columns, and advanced into tlie fertile pfaiu of 
Leipsic, swccpiiii; an ay evri-y tliiug ihul could 

violeiice of a imrricane.* A haughty mandate 
having required that wealthy city to admit an Aus- 
trian garrisoii, the> governor, who had previously 
destroyed the suburbs, requested permisaion to 
consult his master — an indulgeuOc wliich was pe- 
remptorily refused. It is fair to acknowledge, that 
his means of resistance were extremely circum- 
scribed, the city being surrounded by a simple 
ditch, which, though filled with water, was neither 
deep, nor difficult of access; the works for the 
most part constructed of earth had been suffered 
to fall into decay, while the garrison consisted 
solely of municipal troops, unacquainted with the 
mont connnoii principles of tactics, and more at- 
tached to the palpable ]>rolits of commerce, than 
to the unpalpable glory of military renown. Yet 
in spite of every dtticulty, the governor amused 
himself, while the danger was remote, with the 
parade of preparation, alarming his fellow citizens 
with the boastful det«ininatioii of burying faimsdf 
amid tbe rbms of Leipsic, rather than sully the

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aploidour of the Saxoa name. A Becond message 
from Tilly, hoivpver, threatening the inhabitants 
frith death, nnlesR the gates were instantly opeiwd, 
dispelled this heroic resolution, tliongh the dread 
of exposing himself lo univernal contempt, or of 
incurring tlie piinishmHnt attached to cowardice, 
prevented his complying immcdiateiy. But as 
soon as he heheld the i>atteries nionnled, iinrl the 
obscurilj of night irradiated at inlervai.s by a. 
shower of homlis, lie thought it prudent to enter 
into a capitulation, which was shorliy co^tcluded, 
as the Austrian geiierut conseiileil to grant the 
most fiivoui-dhle teniis, upon receiving a moderate 
contribution.* 

The capture of Leipsic was no sooner announced 
in the Swedish camp than Gustavus inrited the 
two electors t» a council of war.f Ton segacious 
Bot to foresee the posraboUty »{ a reverse, he ex- 
plained to his friends the evils which might arise 
from hazarding a battle with the diffidence insepa- 
rable fruni enlightened iieroism, ne\er pione to 
overrate its own resources, nor lo undervalue those 
of an enemy. He then detailed the advantages 
which could not fail to accrue from remaiDHig cb- 
tirdy in a d^nnve posture, harassii^ Ae imp^ 
rialists by frequent -gkinnisbes, iDtercepttDgr- their 
cooToya, and cnttiilg off, by safe and jiidicio» 
movenienta, their foraging parties. Snch a system, 
be conteoded, if adhered to with steady and pme-

without endangering the security of the protestant 

religion, or risking their own independence. " But 
should you prefer, " said he, his countenance kind- 
ling with animation, " to measure your arms with 
those of Austria, remember that your stake is infi- 
aitely greater tliaa raiue ; for rappoaiag even that 
I^rovidence should oidain my nrin, and that of af 
army, the throne of Sweden will be still secure. 
A warlike people, and a wetl-disciplined fleet, 
will protect our coasts from invasion; but in the 
event of a defeat your fortunes are desperate ; for 
what compassion can be expected from an im- 
placable foe, already in the heart of your do- 

mUHODB?" 

The doubts of Gnstavus were those of piety, 
submitting with the resignation of ain enlightened 
Clirislian to tlie divine decree; the confidence of 
John Geoi ge wiis that of presumption, no less sud- 
denly elevated by the first glimmering of prospe- 
ri^, than it had been depressed by the gloom of 
adversity. Stimulated by the desire of recovering 
Leipsic, and rescuing his subjects from plunder, 
the latter deprecated the smallest delay, and burned 
with impatieucc for the momentous conflict, on the 
event of which his future destiny depended, de- 
claring that be had rather encounter Tilly nith his 
new raised levies, than suffer him any longer to tay 
waste a country enriched by the speculations of 
succeesAil commerce, and adorned by the improre- 
tBeafB «f agricaltnre.* 

" If SMb, mr, be yomi determimtiOB,'' replied 
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Gustavus, with a gaiety predictive of BUCcesB, "the 
Swedes .shall partate in the glorious undertaking. 
Wo march," continued he, "with tlie firm re- 
solution of libLTiiliiig Ueriiiaiiv from tlic- opprc-sioii 
ofAnsLriiL, or perishing Liobiv in the alteiiipt. "* 

Tliis plan being emiiraced with nnaniiiiou^i aKHtent, 
uo more time was lost in deliberation, because it wae 
highly expedient to bring Tilly to an ei^genient. 
before he was joined by Aldringer and Tieflenbach, 
The united armies thert;foro were iust-jntly put in 
motion, and having croi-sed the Mubhi advanced 
towards Leipsic by haslj ni;irehes, under llie com- 
mand of Iheir respective sovereigns: previously 
however to their breaking up, the Elector of Brao- 
denbnrg took leave of his friends with the most 
srd^t wishes for their, prosperity, and returned to 
Berlin, though his motive ibr abandoning them at 
this momentous crisis iiaa iini-r been clearly ex- 
plained .f 

. Tilly, after leaving a garrison sullicieut for the 
defence of Leipaic, encamped at Breitenfeld; a vil- 
lage situated in the midsl of an extensive plain, for 
the most part allotted to tillage. It was there he 
received the unwelcome mtelli^rence that ajunctioti 
had been effected between the Swedes aud Saxous^ 
and that their united forces were advancing to give 
him battle. The most secret dehberations of states- 
Dten and generis are freqiwntly recorded by hia- 
lorical writers with an affectation of accuracy, 
which could only be tolerated had they been pie> 
sent themselves at the consnltation. But without 
fear of incurring similiu ooware, we may fairly infer, 
that the mind of Tilly was tnmnltnonsly agitated

by violenl emoJioiis, wli6!i preparing to set on a 
single cast the fortunes of Austria, his own repu- 
tation, and the pennaiient asi'iniiiaiicy of the papal 
religion. In conlradicfioji lo liis usual n]0<(e of 
proceeding, iie is said to ha\e iiiaiiilested strong 
marks of indecision, and long to have fluctuated 
between the opposite extxeaies of caution and con- 
rage. The fonner however at lei^^ prevailiag, he 
determined to remain in a defensive posture till 
joined Ijv AMrin-er, of wliO^u arrival at Erfurt 
he v as inlonnr.l. 

Tliiri siigacious pbi), MiK'u Mibmilkd lo the con- 
sitkTiition of the general officers, was strenuously 
combated by I^e,ig4>^uosity'of Pappenheim, wjio, 
when glory pr«^eat^. .i^elf to hla dazzled ima- 
gination, disdainediiaU .foiincils but those of te- 
merity.* V-' -i • .-. 

The enthusiasm of. Pappenheim was always se- 
ducing, and received additional weight from his 
popularity. Though unconvinced by his argu- 
ments, Tilly felt that it wouhl he difficult lo reject 
his advice without snbjettiiijr his motives lo misre- 
presentation, and perhaps seeing liimself deprived 
disgracefully of the conuuaiid, to which Pappen- 
heini openly aspired. Too protid liowever entirely 
to abandon a scliemo witicii his judgment ap- 
proved, and too weak to pursue il in opposition 
to the majority of the Austrian rommanders, he 
aj)pears to have chosen a middle course, the most 
pernicious of any in such a situatiou ; because it ia 
liable to all the inconvcsiencies attendant ou both, 
widiout posseBHDg the advantages of dther. Having 
thrown up iatrenchmenta in front of the camp, and 
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selected the extensive ptaiu whicli stretches from 
Bratenfeld to the gates of Leipsic, for the field oT 
battle, he awaited the event in awful expectation, 
as if conscious of the ruin whicli in]|)endc<i. A<:- 
cording to the fesfimoiiy of contemporary writers, 
his character had undergone a complete revolution ; 
his courage and confidence, the ri'sull of viclory in 
thirty-six decisive engagements, at once forsook 
him ; and the guilt of Magdeburg overshadowed 
his soul, leaving it a prey to the most gloomy an- 
ticipations.' 

The allipd army ad\aiLCed with so much rapidity, 
that on the evening of the day on which they broke 
Bp, their camp; they orriTed within sifht of the 
eaem j.f No sooner bad Gustavas obtaioed a view 
at their numerous tents, covering an eminence on 
the opposite side of the riehly-cultivated plain, 
than calling together his generals in the open air, 
and placing himself in the middle of the warlike 
circle, he conversed with them tor a considerable 
time, respecting the important business in wfaich 
they were about to engage. Observing Uiat wme 
of them seemed to treat it lightly, he endeavouied 
to impress t^em strongly with the idea that they 
were going to contend with troops of a very dif-- 
derent description from those so often defeated in 
Poland. "Fellow soldiers," said he, addressiiig 
his conversation to all who heard bim, ** I wi^ 
not to diqpaiBe the da^;er by Bnderratmg lbs merits 
of a veteTBn'army' inured to serncc ; bat I conAde 
in tb6 valoor my own officers and men, fittle 
(toubting ttat they will i^ew tbetnselffes Worthy 
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of the glorious cause, for which we coifibaL It 
is probable, that we shall be greatly outnumbered 
by the etiemy; but let us trust implicitly in the 
protection of Providence, and remember mag- 

DEBURO.'* 

Riding through the lines he inspected each re^- 
ment with the mbutest attention ; and, with a coun- 
tenance beaming with cheerfulness and resignation, 
explitined the nature of the service which it was 
particularly dLSlined to perforin. He could not 
however conceal his uneasiness, when he compared 
the accoutrements of his cwn cavalry with those 
of the imperial ciiriassiers ; the hitter being com- 
pletely casied in iron, and motuited upon large and 
pov\erfQl chargers, while his own, for the most part, 
were destitute of armour, and rode on horses com- 
parattvely weak aod diminutiTe. In order to reader 
the Buperiority (rf the Anstrians leva deciidre, he 
directed his dragoon to advance briskly, without 
discharging their carbines till within pistol shot 
of tlie cnt'iny, and to aim their blows iit the heads 
and necks of the horses; iiy whith ujeans the 
ranks might be more easily broken, and in case 
the rider should be dismounted, his cumbersome

The Swedish army passed the night in the open 
ur, prepared to begin the momentous conflict at 
tbe dawn of morning, while their heroic monarch 
conversed in his carriage with Teuffel, Horn, and 
Baiiier.

conld be avoided without the sacrifice of cliarac- 
ter ; and that Fappenheim, having penetrated his 
intention, resolved to prevent its execution ; and, 
in consequence, offered to reconnoitre the enemy's 
dispositions at the head of two thousand cuiras- 
siers. Unwilling fo comply with a proposal that 
U--u<h .\ <lir,Tlty ft) fru.-,triife "his sclicuK-, 'J'illy starl- 
(■(I \ iirioiis iihjci'lions, iiiid f\cn at Icii^lli, li hen he 
gavca reluctant a.sseiit, it was in consequence of a 
promise from I'appcnheim, no far to bridle his natu- 
ral impetuosity, as not to be templed by any cir- 
cumstances to engage even in a desultory skirmish. 
Led on by an insatiate passion for glory, and rather 
courting than shunning a conflict, Pappeiiheim ad- 
vanced with his accustomed impetuosity; and, being 
naturally short-sighted, found himself envelloped 
by a detachment of Swedish horse, before he was 
ftware <tf the danger. Determined to expose Mm- 
self to every risk, rather than tarnish his reputa- 
tion by a disgraceful retreat, he sent information 
lo Tilly, that uiilt ss ;i ri inforcenient of two Ihou- 

both he and his escort iimst |>erish. In this dis- 
treasing dilemma no alternative remained ; faecBUse 
the s^ty of two, the best disciplined re^ments 
in the Austrian service, depended upon his instant 
GOinpliance. But, in issuing the order, he clasped 
his hands in an agony of despair, exclaiming, in all 
the bitterness of a wounded mind, "That madman 
is born to rob me of my reputation, and to deprive 
the emperor of his crown!" The colonel, who coitt- 
inanded this detachment, was directed to ftcquaiat 
Pappenheiui, that if he did not immediately com- 
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nence a retreat, his head should answer f*r hit 
diaobedieBce.* To tam hn back upon an enemjr, 
however, was a disgrace to which Pappenbeini 

could never coiisoiif. ; anif, pven had he been in- 
clinL-d to atUiiijit ;i I'l^tri-iil, his siluation was actu- 
ally become ho ciilictl, (hat llic measures inOHt 
agreeable to his uuJaimted character were perhaps 
the safest that he conld have paraued. 

Satisfitctoril; fo delineate the intricste mofe- 
Bients of contending artniee is the province of the 
military historian; yet I am led to indulge in mi- 
nutei' details, m Iicu 1 consider the vast importance 
of this memoriibk' engagement, which was des- 
tined to extend its beneficial influence to the latest 
pOBteritf.f 

Upm yecdrii^ iotrit^ence that the vanguard 
bad traversed the morass witiiout opposition, Gus- 
tavus exclaimed, " Now, comrades, we must pre- 
pare for serious fighting !" A responsive acclama^ 
tion of " Long live the king!" vibrated through the 
line, manifesting the alacrity and the affection of 
the soldiers. 

At this moment an officer presented to Gustavus 
the plan traced by Amhdm for the disposition of 
the Saxons; which he examined attentively, making 
several remarks with a pencil as he proceeded. The 
Swedes now advanced in order of battle ; the king, 
clad in a simple uniform of grey cloth, but suffici- 
ently distinguished by the green feather which 
adorned his hat, and the uncommon colour of his

for hie lieutenant ; General Tenffel, assisted by the 
galtant Hepburn, commaiidcd the centre, while the 
left was aitmsted to liie genia& of Horn, periu^ 
the ablest of all. die Swedish commanclere.'f The 
troops were drawn up in two lines, only mx deep, 
the infantry formed into slender divisions, and in- 
terspursed witli small bodies of cavalry.^ The 
elector, who comiiianded liis own army in person, 
took post in the centre, having Binthauf on his left, 
and on hia right Amheim. 

Theimperialista, to the number of four-and-fbrtf 
thousand, were drawn up in lai^e and ponderous 
squares, in conformity to the ancient system of 
tactics, as practised by Alva and Spinola. Pap- 
penheim being opposed to the Swedish monarch, 
while Tilly undertook to direct the centre, leaving 
the right \fmg to oppose the Saxons, under the 
gaidauce of Fnntenberg. The Austrians wore, a» 
they did at the assault of Magdebui^, white rib* 
bons in their hats, or helmets, and on their ri^t 
arms scarfs of a similar colour; the Swedish capa 
and casques were ornamented with green branches, 
their only mark of distinction^^ As they gradnallf 
ascended the sloping ground, after crosBUig tin

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TtTolet, a tr^nendouB fire was opened from the im- 
perial batteries, which was iDstantaneously retumed 
by the Swedish artillery. The Auatrian commatider 
'imiag had the choice of position, bolh wind and 
sun were in liis fiivour; and severul of the liclds 
having; been recetilly jtlouglied, a cloud of dust, in- 
tennixed with smoke, e\li-eiaely iDCoininoilod the 
assailants. Determined to extricate hinitself from 
tills distressing situation, the king attacked tlm 
right wing of the enemy with so much impetnosity, 
that he drove it from its station, notwitlistanding 
the intrepid ri?siKtance of Pappenheini. This move- 
ment having iina\oidahly occasioned an opening, 
the Duke of Uolstcin attempted, with masterly 
skill, to penetrate the Swedish line; and probably, 
would have succeeded, had not Banier advanced, 
with the utmost celerity, at the head of the reserve. 
A sanguinary conflict now ensued, in which tin; 
duke, after displaying lieruic bravery, was niorlally 
wounded, and the greater part of his regiment an- 
nihilated. Pappenhcim, however, thongh compelled 
to retire, was not defeated. Rallying his troops, 
with desperate courage, he led them on to seven 
successive chaises, iu the third of which he had 
nearly overpowered Gustavus, when Banier again 
arrived to bis assistance.* 

- Though the king was vicloHons wliere he com- 
manded in person, the left winff « as exposed to 
imminent peril, from thf dusfarctly lirhaviour of thi: 
Saxon cavalry, consiiifius almost i?nlirf I; of provin- 
cial levies, serving according to feudal principles, 
nnder some of the wealthy barons.'f' nattering; him-

upon the disheartened Saxons, persuaded that, if 
they were put to flight, the Swedes would be up- 
able to maintain their grouud against an Hiemy so 
superior in numbers ; while he BimultaneonBlr at- 
laolwd t3m left in^<rf the Swedea. at the head of 
tboae ntoMB banla <rf inftntry, so long the tenor 
of GerL any. Coi^dent of success, when the Sax- 
OOB fled, be exhorted his Tictorious cohorts to ans- 
peod the pursuit: "Let us tctum," said he, "to 
complete die business so prosperously begun, and 
the empire will he our own forever!" The thirst 
after plimder, however, was not to be reatrmned, 
either by the prospect of glory, or the dread of dis- 
grace ; the baggage bdoi^ng to the fugitiTea pre> 
seated ^tractions too strong fiir rapadty to wid^ 
stand, «lnla tho glory of btb^i^ the insoted ma- 
jesty of Anstria hnpdled ferocity to contimie the 
eamage." 

Hurried away amid the ^neral tumult, or paiiiir 
struck at contemplating the disastrous spectacle 
which presented itself to his siglit, the elector aban- 
doned the field, of battle : outstjnppiiig his sub- 
jects in the career of terror, he was the first who 
BTriTed with the melancholy tidings at Eidenberg, 
a hbbU town apon tho Mulda, about ten miles dis-

Furstenberg meanwhile, having returned from the 
purniit with the Italian and German cavalry, di- 
rected hia trinmpbant squadrons agamst the lefl 
wing; of the Swedes, then closely engaged with 
Tilly, and their flank being uncovered by the flight 
of their allies, nothing less than the heroical cou- 
rage of Horn could have resisted the impetuous 
shock. .. The incalculable superiority of Swedidi 
tactics was uow deariy i)liutrat«d by & variety of 
evolttlinn, no leas cooBpicnou tar the iatell^[Mice 
with which they wa-e conceived, than Datonishto^ 
for the celerity with which they were executed. 
Accustomed to the slow and clumsy movements of 
bis heavy battalions, Tilly was so confounded by 
the novel spectacle, that he no longer retained the

ever rallying sgain ; tfae king therefore waa left vith 
a disposable force to be employed aa necessity 
iiHght rcqiiirf. Lcaviiig the right wing under the 
(lii ijctioii o1" Bauier, he hasteoed to the centre, and 
ordered it to advance. Teuflel obeyed with his 
accostomed alacrity ; but, aa be was leading on the 
cdIubu), he Tras unfortiuiately killed by a miiBket- 
ball. Uuacqnainted as yet vith that melancholy 
event, Gustavua animated the soldiers to fresh ex- 
ertions by the prospect of an adequate reward, 'or 
remunerated their prowess by hasty commenda- 
tions. Observing some regiments under the com- 
mand .of CaUenback less warmly engaged than their 
CfKaiadeB, he exclaimed with eagerness, " Charge, 
man! In God's name, charge!" Stimulated by 
the exhortations and the example of his sovereign, 
that <,stllaiii otiici;r undeaioured to merit his appro- 
bation, liiit fi;I) :iti he led his gallant companiona tO' 
a fresh and more vigorous attack.* 

The king's atUntion was suddenly attracted 
lai^bodiesofmbntryadmicuigra^i^y. Hiongh 
assured by the officers nearest his person that they 
were Swedes, he mistrusted their infqnnation ; be- - 
can^e be tliouj;;he it impossible that any part Of his 
army should have deviated so matermlly from its 
original destination. Spurring his chaiger, be gal- 
lopped forward to ascertain the &ct " They are 
imperialistti," said he, xetuming hastily, "as I sup- 
posed, fbr I can clearly distinguish the BHtgaudian 
cross Bpon their banners." Hanng made 'every 
^rangement for their vigorous reception, he hast-

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ered iqipctnouily to another quarter, where he 
thonght his presence still more essential.* 

Thoi^h it wa.s near four in the afternoon, the 
nuin body of botli aniiies were still unbroken, 
hafiiiG^ conlincd tlii'inselves almost enlirely to a 
di»(aut canni)[i,i.l-.'. On both wings, however, the 
issue of the combat was so decidedly unfaTOurable 
to the Aastrians, that Gustavus, no longer doabt- 
ing of ultimate snccess, collected hie forces for 
one decieive effort, against the centre of the ene- 
my. That massive body originally comprehended 
eighteen regiments, for the most part Walloons, 
sccnstomed by an unintermpted series of triumphs 
to H^wd the imperial aathnity mi tMr own in- 
petaou ratonr u eqwdly irreiutiUe. Againrt thn 
hitherto impwvions phalanx, now constdersdily 
weakened by succesBiTe detachments, the Swedish 
monarch led his Dalecarlian infantry, men of gi- 
gantic statnre, ferocious countenances, and inured 
from their cradles to incessant fatigue. Till now 
tbose hardy, vaitiars had never encountered an 
enemy wlM»ttey deemed it glorious to orerronsf 
fiwdiey looked down widiooBtaiiptapoii the pom- 
pous eifenmacy of the undisciplined Pole, di8tin> 
guished only by the epiendonr of his accontr^- 
meats; and disdained alike the sanguinary cos- 
sac, whose callons soul mistoc^ ferocity tor con- 
rage. But they now confronted adveraerieB, whose 
firm and skilful resistance was destuwd alike 
to consign to immortality die Ticton«iid the nit> 
4]tiisfaed. Erery inch of territory waa maidUly 
cdn tested ; and, thongb the Swedes gained ground. 
It was dmost iraperc^itibiy. 
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The 8«n WftB set, oiid the premature obscurity of 
Bn autumnal evening rendered the conflict more 
terrible, if not more destructive. Notwithstanding 
they had been repeatedly pierced and divided, the 
^nks of the imperialiitB wa« again closed ; and M 
obstinate was the perseTcrauce ,with vhich they 
contended, that they may be said rtilher to have 
bewextermiiiatt'd tli.in (luri>u.te(l. Notwithstanding 
diey were hurried Ijy an overwhelming force to a 
considerable distance from each other, five veteraA 
T^mente* formed thMnselves again intoamHnpact 
body, impdled by inetittctive conng«, and i i<mg 
acqnatntance with military evotations ; and, thoogb 
abandoned entitdy to their own discretion, they 
retreated wltti slow and sullen steps to an eminence 
skirted by iJitKiSt impervious thickets. Determined 
to resiet to the last man, they withstood the fury of 
R victorious army ; and even when reduced to less 
-than six hundred, they disdained to uik, or em 
to accept of quarter.f 

With this small remnant of ahitherto invincible ar- 
my fled tbeonlyremaintngliopeof Tilly, who amidst 
the wreck of his ruined fortune preserved at least 
the melancholy consolation of feeling, that thoogh 
he possUily might be blamed for erroneous 
mmt, he never could be accused Of want of inti^ 
pidify.f "mi the moment when he was borae from 
the fiitel field by the officious tenderness of his 
friends, he displayed fortitude truly heroic^ ; bat

The Swedes being now undisputed masters of 
the field of battle, Gustavus threw himself upon 
his knees, testifying his gratitude for this liignal 
instance of divine favour, by the fervour and sin- 
cerity of his devotion.}; Having thus discharged 
a duty wbich to- raiightened piety appeared india-

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penaable, he gave ordere for his cacalry to purnue 
Ibe fu^tives, as far as the obscurity of the nig^ht 
would permit,* vhile pealing belh irotn the ad- 
jacent churcbet alarmed the vigiimce sod the re- 
MBlment of an' irritated peaaantry. Seven thou- 
sand of the impertaliats were Idl for dead on the 
plains of Breitenfeld, and many more were killed 
during the pursait, which being added to the mul- 
titude of wounded and prisoners, occasioned such 
a defelcAtion in the Augtrian army, that Pappen- 
heiin acknowledged that they wore, never able to 
collect more than half tfteir original niiBber8.f 
Hieir camp equipage, also, with hearda of plunder, 
disgracefully amassed by years of rapacity, was 
Hbandoned lo the victorious Swedcs.J who took all 
the baggage, great part of the artillery, and up- 
wards of one hundred standards.Q On the side of 
the victora the losa did not exceed three thousand 
men, two thousand of whom were Saxons. After 
minately examining the Austrian camp, the king 
gave directions for a Swedish regiment lo occupy 
the spot where an AiiHlriaii had been formerly sta- 
tioned ; nor was any man pf-rniitted to plunder be- 
yond the limits of this allotment, under penalty of 
incurring the sfierest pTinishment.^ 

Thus terminated the battle of Leipsic, tiian ttbich

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the pages of history record few erenta mere inpert- 
ant, or more decisive. It may appear prawjaytioil 
in aiiy except a. military liistorian to oensure the 
disposition of a celebtated tactician, or to investi- 
gate the causeN of his defeat. It may not, how- 
ever, prove unwelcome to the intelligeDt reader, to 
be made acquainted with the error§ of which Tilly 
has been accused, and to which his ruiu is generally 
imputed. ?jeither cau it be denied, that the accu- 
sation, if substantiated by satislactory proofs, ap- 
plies to faults .almost incredible in a commander, 
to whom contemporary authors are food of ascrib- 
ing talents not inferior to hi^ experience. But may 
it not, therefore, be reasonably in&rred, that his 
high reputation was less the result of ii)truu)c 
merit than of the fortunate ceocurrence of for- 
tuitous circumstances, which enaUed hinl to achieve 
exploits comparatively splendid, against men whoSe 
resources virere inferior to bis own, and whose abi- 
lities were still more inferior. Hence his dimi- 
niebed star, when brought into contact with that of 
GustavuB, was otfuscated by its transcendant ra- 
diance. 

The moment Tilly beheld the Saxotu in conAision, 
he beliered the battle won, and accordiBi^f dflt«> 
Qiinad to complete the victory by directii^ his efbrts 
against the fugitives, without attending sufficiently 
to the situation of Pappenheim.* The formation 
of his infantry into ponderous masses, may, in 
some measure, be justilied by the highest authority, 
though it contributed essentially to his ruin, by 
necewarUf obl^;»g Ihui to cob tract Ua koat, sod 
^ns ez]>0Biiig himself to be turned. 
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These remarks are iiiteiKleii nieroly to slicw i'n^it 
the talents of Tilly were imit:iliie and iiol treatiif. 
He took up his profession exaclly as he found it ; 
and, satislied with eKcellijug in the practical pari, 
seems wholly to have neglecte'd the theory, and to 
hare studied war like a geometncal problem, and 
not as a science of invtmtion. 

By erectitig batteries on the heights which lie 
afterwards abandoned, his artillery, by being placed 
in the rear of his army, was ia great measare ren- 
dend luuwrviMaUe. Ontu^ the wtioa hia atteo-. 
tif>a seems to have been exehuiwly coaioed to Die - 
post irhere Ite was statioaed ; hence he omitted to 
Mod reinfbrcemetitji to Pappeaheim, who bad sepa- 
rated himself from the mnin body, with a view of 
outflanking the enemy. 

Indeed, tfae whole conduct of the action did little 
credit to any of tbxi imperu^ generals ; and it has 
beat frecpuotly rawtrked bj competeat jadges, 
Aat although mnrt of thoa displayed the intiepidity 
of grenadiers, not one of them performed, witi 
tolerable ability, the more arduous duty of a com- 
mander. No orders were issued with clearness or 
precision; no precautions were employed to cover 
ft* retreat, wbtch aakm it had beea facilitated by 
tteobwanty of night, would. bara beooiae abm- 
Intdy impracticable. 

If, on the contrary, we examine the plan of Gus- 
tavHS, we shall find every thing arrangeil with sttch 
admirable judgment and perspicuity, that even the 
eowardice of the Saxons created but I ittle confusion. 
And so perfectly did he aoticipate all the movomeste 
of the eaemj, that bad he been gifted with the 
power of. diving 4oto futurity, be woold scarcely 
bava foand it jUsamsj to vary.a «i%le dbposition, 
which the pmeience of genius inspired.

That formidable army was nearly annihtlsMd; 
whieli had so long held Germany captive^ andnith 
it was dissolved lliat potent charm, which, by siib- 
jagating the mind, had almost effaced every vestige 
of Teutonic independence, and subverted the pro- 
teatant religion. The battle of Leipsic ought in con- 
Bequence to be regarded as forming an important 
epocha in the amials of the reformation, becauHe A 
atrakened its partisans from that di^;Tscefhl torpiH-, 
into which the; had been plin^ed hy a. lonp Hoies 
of calawitiee, nd whidi yit,M n^dij spproachinC' 
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to ciespiiir. The dawn of a fresh ■.md Un-hWr liay 
Jiow broke upon llieir misery, iiradiiilc il liy ihc ilt- 
lightful Tisions of hope, and confirmed by the t^ober 
8iigf;estiMiB of re^n. 

When the mfelniidioly intelligence was first com- 
mnnicated to the emperor, he was so entirely sub' 
dued by the violence of his feelings, as to be iitlerty 
incapable of concealing his disiippointmeiit: but 
long habits of dissimulation soon enabled him to 
resume a more clieerful countenance, and to at 
tend to tlie Tiirious and momentous concerns trhicll 
crowded upon him ; and couriers were accordingly 
dispalclied lo Itiil; to recal his troops witb the 
ntmost expedition to the assistance of Tilly.' 

Neither was the injpression less forcible, wbich 
the splendid success of the Swedish arms pro- 
'duced upon the minds of the protestants. The en- 
4huaiBBm excited by the virtnes and the valour of 
-the cenqnemr was saddei^y kindled into idolatry. 
To have doubted that he was commissioned by the 
bounty vi Providence to become the champion of 
the Lutheran faith, would have been reprobated as 
the foulest of heresies. Various prophecies and pre- 
dictions, which till then bad been treated with con- 
tempt or ridicule, by all except the illiterate rabble, 
were collected and distorted for political purposes, 
and even received with veneration by the more en- 
lightened classes of society ; ivhtle the absiirdest ro- 
mances of dreams and apparitions, the delight and 
nourishment of vulgar superstition, were no longer 
contemplated with merited scorn by men of polished 
educations. Never was the image of saint or martyr 
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more vtidely dUpened, or more affectionately che- 
rished. It vna wore in the boeom of almost every 
Lutheran ; it was eospeaded aii]te in the cottage and 
the castle; and was even regarded by many aa gifted 
with those extraordinary powers, which \vere attri- 
buted by the catholics to their most precious relics. 
Wherever he appeared, Gnstavus was treated with 
the profoundest respect, and the warmest effusions 
of love, and even sometimes compelled, however 
reluctantly, to become the object of honours a|>- 
proaching to deification, and &r too excessive for 
a mortal to receive.* 

The zealous catholics, on the other hand, (ovaA 
themselves reduced to a most distressing dilemma. 
Having treated the triumphs of the imperial army as 
incontestible evidence of the predilection of Heaven 
toward the orthodox church, and being; loath to 
acknowledge that ihey had eithet for^ted the di- 
vine protection, or had been misled by mistakeB ta- 
thasiasm, they endeavoured to reconcile preanmp- 
tion with piety, by treating the intelligence as an im- 
pndeut fiction .f

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- Meanwhile the conqn»OT of Tilly wu left at li- 
berty to follow lip liis brilliant saccess vitfa little 

fenr of ititcrriiptioii. On the morning after die bst- 
\\D suiiiinoui'd tlie gartisoii of Leipeic to snr- 
render; but |><'rceiviitg that preparations w«re 
making to resist, ho left the coadnet of the ai^e 
to the Saxon general, wboi apprdtraaira ol raining ' 
that wealthy city by a borobarfbuent, allowed it 
to capitulate npon hoooarable terms. Meanwhile 
the king, having gained possession of Merseburg 
without the neceasity of firing a single shot, ad- 
, vanced to Halle, and made himself master of the 
town and dtadel with almost equal facility.* The 
greatra: part of the prisoners who foil into hia handa- 
enroUed themselves in the Swedish artny, which thna 
became considerably stronger than it was before ita 
contest with the Austrian^. Finding the city of Halle 
abundantly proiided with every thing reijuisite for 
the comfort of soldiers, Gustavtis allowed them h 
few days r^Ktae, which , were partly allotted to 
public acta of derotioa, and pertly in arrangiBf 
in concert with hk alliea a plan tor their fntare 
Operations. Letters were also written to all 
the German princes, who had seceded from tb« . 
commnnion of Rome, explaining the advantages 
which might be expected from Ihe recent change in 
the political horizon, provided (hey availed them- 
selves of the fortnnate crisis, and co-operatetl with. 
Sweden in her patriotic efforts for restoring inde- 
ptiidi'iicc to the empire. Such the king solemnly 
protfhted ■«;is hi.s only motive for engaging in a 
coiLtt-t iviih Au-,(ria; declaring himself ready to 
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grant protection and indeinoily lo any catholic 
state, even though (subject to an ecclesiastical sove- 
reign, provided it faithfully oIispiimI (lie laws of 
neutrality. Chemiiitx and Tii'liiiuheii wfri- like- 
wiae dispatched upon an aiiibulai^nj mis, inn to 
the protestant members of the circles of Fi-anconia, 
Snabi!), and the Rhine, with proposals for fomuDg 
a f^ener^l confederacy, for the purpfwe of vedncti^ 
tlio imperial authority within its ancient and GODsti* 
tntiiJiKil liiiiit>.'

tidHy, and to exart dl bb iaflueiice with tbe pny. 
teataut puty, that be might be chosen King of the 
RomHiis.* In the first effusions of ^rfttitade, Jobs 
George may perhaps have poured forth tlie genuine 
sentiments of an overdo>Tiiig heart ; but if his feel- 
ings at tbe moment were sincere and ardent, bis 
ministers and gauarnls, all Teaall; devoted to the 
Austriai) court, soon found mem to abate his eu- 
thnfdasm, by insttlling iirto bis weak and vmaJile 
bosom a thousand unfounded suspicions. f 

Tlie system lo be adopted for prosecuting the 
war was debated in a mihtary irouncil, at which all 
tbe Saxon princes assisted. The inutility of at- 
^Hoptiog to f(d|ow tbe imperialista, now ra|Hd]y r«- 
ttwting towaird the Weser, was readily admitted 
without one dissentient voice, because it must nn- 
avoidably have transferred the theatre of hostilities 
into Lower Saxony, and thus exposed the pro- 
testants. who constituted the majority of its inha- 
bitants, to plunder and devastation. For these 
leasons it was deemed expedient to direct the brunt 
of the war against tlie members of the Gatbolie 
League, and particularly against the emperor's do- 
minions, where a large bodj of people, justly ex>^ 
asperated by the Infringement of their most Talun- 
ble privileges, might be expected to declare in fa- 
vour of a joooarch, the champion of liberty, and of 
leHgisw -MletaliAii. 

Hmw 'prdimnwry inm^ilee 'having been eato- 
bliahed m die bMu of tbar future operatioM, only 
two roada presented tfaenselves, by which it was 
pmeticable to cury the project into execntkn; 
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iint. vespeLtiiiiT ihe fielecdcin of these, bonte variety 
of opinions existed. The direct route to Vienna, 
tliroti^li Itoliemia, presented neither many, nor in- 
siipenilile (li)stacies ; on the contrary, with the ex- 
(•p|ition of a few defiles, such as usually occnr in 
mountainous countries, it was accessible both for 
CBVak? and artillery, and conducted throngh pro- 
vinceat rthose natanl exnberance was rendered 
still more prodnctiTe by industry. With a licto^ 
rions army the conqueror of Tilly mig'ht enter the' 
capital of Austria in triumph ; neither Prague nor 
Preshurg were prepared for a siege, and both Bo- 
hemia and Hungary were nearly destitute of troops. 
Too fcebls ts resiit the ora'wfaelmiiig torrent, the 
hiuniHated emperof wonld be compelled to aban-^ 
don tbe imperial residence, and' seek an asylutn 
smoog the mountains of Stiria ; while a treaty, dic- 
talnl by the victor in the palace of Ferdinand, 
eould hardly f<iil to ensure to the protestaut party 
tbe most ample indemnity for every grievance, as 
well as the fttlleststcwityfor the Aiture enjoyment 
of thor eivil.and idigiou imtnunilies. 

The boldness and brilliancy of thus cBfryiagtbe 
war into tiie heart of the enemy's country, and per- 
Lapfi of reducing him to unconditional submission, 
presented attractions so seducing, that scarcely any 
itmn, placed in the situation of Gnstavns, would 
have possessed fortitude to witbaMbd tht tmpt*- 
tioB. .Btrfif weatt8ntivcly«caniB«tfae-4|Mdaet«rf 
that illustrious monan;b, we sbal) inTariobly di> 
cover, that Im sagacity in the cabinet surpassed 
even his prowess in the field. Before he suffered 
ambition, or tiie love of glory to decide in favour of 
any splendid undertaking, he consulted prudence 
withdii^Bsnoimte judgmeat; and haTtng bslBBced 
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llic difficulties likely to arise againRt the dictates of 
vanity, and tlie admiration of mankind, he never 
hesitated to sacrifice the most tempting chimeras of 
popular adoration to the substantial benefit of his 
allies. 

By marching to Vienna, through Bohemia and 
Moravia, the direction of the war in the provinces 
contiguous to the Mayne and Rhine must neces- 
sarily devolve upon the Elector of Saxony, whose 
moderate abilities, and unsteady disposition, ren- 
dered him totally unfit for that important command. 
The weakness of his intellect inspiring presump- 
tion, a defect cherished by flattery and artifice, be 
still aspired to the glory of becoming the head of an' 
independent party, capable of preserving an ef(ual' 
balance between Sweden and Austria, by throwing 
occasionally its [jreponderalin",' intliiLnce into the 
lighter sciile. To place such a man in :i situation, 
where his exainph^ might furnisi, pbnsihie e^-ci.sc 
for every weakness, must have been attended with 
numerous evils, particularly as Tilly, after his junc- 
tioa vith Fugger uid Aldringer, was enabled to re- 
sume an offensive posture ; and, if opposed by no 
better general than Arnheim, niiglit find himself 
strong f'dongli to compel the [irolcsEants to re- 
nounce tlie confederation of I^i ipsic; even sup- 
posing the Saxon to act for once with prudence) 
reaolatiou, and eincHit;. Should tlie Austrians be 
snared by mistake or- treachery to recover their as- 
cendancy in the empire, it would be of little im- 
portance for Gustavus to extend his conquests to 
the banks of the Danube. Neither could he reason- 
ably chprish awell-foundcd expectation of exhatist- 
jng the resources of a mighty mouarcliy, whose

Far less s|)le[i(lid, indcid, but more certain and 
jiennanent, were llie advantages to be derived from 
<]irecting the torrent of hostilities against the tnem- 
bers of (he Catholic League, notwithstanding; many 
local impediments still remained to be surmounted. 
The Thuringiati forest abounded in deliles, and 
not in provisions ; the roads were, for the moat part, 
deep and narrow, and in a rainy season impractica- 
ble for carriages of every deecripdou. Yet, in spite 
of these obstacles, the Swedish monarch determine 
to confine hia operations for the present to the west- 
ern circles, leaving Bohemia and Moravia, more easy 
conquests, to the precarious fidelity of the Saxons. 

That this decision was founded on the justest 
principles, fen men perhaps would be inclined to 
doabt, did they not know ^at it had been disputed 
by two consnmmate judges, Folard and Oxen- 
stiern.f When that enlightened minister met Gub- 
tavus at Francforl4: he insinuated his disapproba- 
tion of the sir]! !if h;id liikcu in ihr followiug inge- 
nion.s complinuiil : " Sir," s;iid (lie chancellor. 
" though I rejoice most sincerely at your uninter- 
rupted success, I should have been still more de- 
lighted to have ofiered you my congratulations at 
Vienna than at Francfort."

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Sticb are the different arEruinentti adduced in de- 
fence of either opinion by the friends of GuetavuB, 
wlio, of course, bcheved him actuated by no other 
motives than tliosc wliich lie publicly professed. 
There are niariv, however, who justify his conduct 
upon different principles. " What satisfactory eri- 
dcDce, ' they demand. ■■ has ever been produced,' 
that the views entertained by the Swedish monarch 
were really as disinterested as his enthusiastic ad- 
tnirers have pretended. — ■■ May be not," they in- 
quire, " witu some appearance of reason, like many 
who preceded him ) in the career of glory, have 
covered ambition with the seducing garb of pa- 
trio^sm, in order to render the hearts of the protes- 
tants snbservient to his secret designs."* The sub- 
jugation of Germany, and its natural consequence, 
the aunexafion of the imperial crown to that of 
Sweden, could not be accomplished without pro- 
longing hostilities ; because, by extending the flame 
over a wider surface, events might occur, amid the 
general conflagration, to realize his most chimerical 
wishes. Neither are they disposed to admit, as an 
incontrovertible fact, that his luai ch to Vienna would 
have been unobstructed ; on (lie contrary, they con- 
tend, that the smallest retardation mti^ht have al- 
lowed time for the emperor, llien vigorously as- 
sisted by the Elector of Bavaria, to have assembled 
an armymfficiratly strong to have protected the 
capital of Austria. They further suppose, that too 
rapid a progress would haTe existed the jealousy 
of every member of tiie Ldpmc confederacy, as it 
did of their volatile leader; and this they mamtaio 
could not have been avoided,- except by adopting 
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such meauureH as tended to inspire unlimited con- 
fidence,' and thus connected all the enemies of Fer- 
dinand by the permanent link of gratitude, interest, 
and affection.* That the Saxona. when aban- 
doned to their own discretion, would have been 
able to check the operations of Tilly, none were 
sanguine enough to believe ; on the contrary, when 
joined by the numerous reinforcements mai-diing to 
bis succour, he might have cut them olT from all 
communication with the northern provinces, whence 
their military resources w ere derived. By establish- 
ing himself in the iiciitre of Germany, Gustavus be- 
came the soul. ami jirbiter of every deliberation; 
and was in a situation to watch, with an attentive 
eyt-. the intrigiii's and Ilt;.'Li orsalions of the elector, 
ready to si'ize the tirst laiourablc; opportunity of 
cancelling obligations, gro«u burtheosome from liis 
tBcapacity, or bis unwiUingueas to discharge them, 
by abaadonuig bis protector, vhtst tw no longer 
needed his assistance. Another motive, supposed 
to have operated powerfully upon the conduct of 
thi.' kill;;, was his ilisinclinntiou to remove to a dist- 
ance iVuLiL I'VaLLcfurl, k>st Ferdinand, by assuming 
a tunc of moderation, and by consenting to suspend 
the " edict of restitution," mi^t assoage the feara 
of the protestants, whos& generous credulity ac- 
cepted excuses, though palpably fallacious, from 
insiinnountable indolcnre and timidity. This 
latter considijration a|)|itLii-(d so important to (iiu- 
tavus, that lit* rosolu'd to |>roi:i'e<l with the utmost 
circumspection, and to subjugate the Electorates of 
aieatz and Coblentz, even at the hazard o£ ex- 
citing the jealoufly of France^ before he attempted, 
to paietrate into Bavaria.f 
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The plan of operations thus judiciously traced, 
John George was entrusted witli the rednction of 
Bohemia, while the kin<;; directed his march towards 
Erfnrt, the capital of Tliuriiigia, but in some mett- 
Biire dcppniluiit upon the Elector of MentK. Con- 
Brious of thi'ir iiiiihility to resist the torrent, the ma- 
gishiilcK ittti'iEijitcil to avert the dangiT by the 

that they should ever regard it aa a sigual honour 
if he would condescend to reside amoog them; but 
humbly iDtreating; liim to spare tbem die diagrMe 
of admitting a garrison of foreigners. Tbe king 
solemnly protested that his intentions were amica- 
ble, but at 111.' saiiiC tiuii^ declared, that while he 
had a rejiiiiieiiL of his own to guard his person, ho 
would never trust to the fidelity of strangers. De- 
sirous, however, of aToiding tbe necessity of miiitu'y 
coercioii, he directed the Duke of Wdnur to follow 
the dq^ti<(Bj«nd to fake possession of tbe gates as 
they eoUteir'^^ttieee orders havinji been punctually 
execnted, Giistavus repaired to the town-house in 
Uiamph, where io a studied oration he thanked the 
<^tizens for having by their early Kubniission pre- 
vented tbe effusion of blO»d, and explaineil to them 
the motives which inAiced him to interfere with' 
the internal politics of Gennany ; assuring them, 
that it proceeded from a zealous attachment to the' 
protestant faith, and not from the wish of extending' 
his military renown, or of adding to his paternal 
dominions. " Provided yon demean yoUf^selves' 
peaceably," be graciously added, " yon may con- 
Sdently rely upon my protection ; and, as a pledg;e 
that my inteDtion is not to deceive you, I shall leave 
yott my queen— dieobject (rfmy tendereat auction."* 
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He uext visited the cathedral, where lie was re 
ceived by the chapter with ae maay niarkB of vene- 
ration a» could have been paid to the sovereign 
pontiff; but, ae he observed, that their homage was 
the eflect of fear, be hastened to dispel their appre- 
hensions by declaring himself tfae friend of religtous 
toleration. But bis behaviour to theJesaits was 
leas oicouraging. " I fear," said ke sternly, " that 
you have much to answer for before the tribunal 
of heaven, on account of the troubles which you 
have excited. To your intrigues and artifices, the 
blood which has flowed in this destructive contest 
is chiefly imputable. I must therefore admonish 
you, to attend more cueMly to the duties of your 
proiiessiou, and the pone offices of charity, prcach- 
iog peace instead of discord to mankind."* How- 
ever severe this censure might appear, it was mercy 
in comparison of what they expected ; because 
tbey knew no better way of expressing their at- 
tachment to ttie religion they professed, than that 
of persecuting the members of all other commu- 
nions. Happy to escape with reproaches alone, 
tliey poured forth their gratitude in the mellifluous 
language of hypocrisy, in which practice had ren- 
dered them the greatest proficients.! 

William Dukfc of Saxe-Wdniar, a prince de- 
servedly popular, ht-iug ap|)oinlpd governor of Thii- 
riu:;iii, rtccivi.'il ilin.'i'tious to rKpair the Ibrlitica- 
tioiis of Erfni'I. uiirl t(i livj troops in the adjoining 
provinces. Coiiliding in the discretion and tidelity 
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of bis ally, for tlie safety of a place so valuable ou 
every account, Giistavus prepared for his depar- 
tare, having entirely gained llie affection of the in- 
habitants, astoui^licd at di»;covering so much justice 
and humanity in a aoveieign, whom his enemies liad 
represented an more ferocious than Altila. 

Bf^fore wK follow him any farther in the career 
of viclory, let us pause to examine his situation 
more niinutt'ly, which, in spite of the glory with 
which he was surrounded, was by no means ex- 
empt from embarrassment. At the first gUnce he 
appears looking down from an eminence upon the 
rest of mankind, ivliile all the protestant states 
were compelled to sniiscvilie, \ritliont the smallest 
hesitation, to whatever conditions he nnposed. 
But a critical eye will already discover, m the ex- 
tent of bia conquestB, the cause of their control 
roent For m the terror excited by the ascendancy 
of Ferdinand prt^ressively subsided with every 
defeat, the feare even of the protcstants took a dif- 
ferent direction ; and they beheld with ji alonsy the 
triumph of a golhic conqueror, who in (lie intoxi- 
cation of victory might attempt to overturn their 
ancient constitutiaa ; while the papists persuaded 
themselves, that lanatical zeal mi^t lead him to 
abolish die catholic worship, so venerable from its 
pomp and antiqni^.. Hence, scarcely had the 
Latbersns recovered from their fears, than they 
b^l^an clandestinely to Uiwart his design. Thus 
he had not only to contend against the gigantic 
power of an exasperated enemy, but also to struggle 
gainst the secret machinations of pt rtidioiis allies. 
Persevering courage, unbounded generosity, and a 
judgment too penetrating for artifice to deceive, at 
len^ enabled him to sunnonnt every obstacle that 
BUperstiticHi or treachery could oppose. While by 
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Ii is magnanimity he snhjugateii Ibi' cnli^ijtnu d 
by his bounty he captivated tlic iiittn ^IliI, A cliii- 
tious respect for national prejudices, the exuelleiit 
discipline maintained by his army, unvaried reve- 
rence for ancient establishments ; but, above all, his 
veneration for the religious opinions of every sect, 
awakened universal esteem. Even his enemies them- 
selves were compelled to acknowledge, that they 
suffered less from the hostility of the DaJecarniaus, 
than from the protection of Cossaca and Walloons,* 
Though it is impossible to deny that the King of 
Sweden was chieily indebted to the transcendant 
powers of genius for his rapid success, yet it is 
equally true, that he was superlaliiely favoured by 
extrinsic circumslances, and llie foriunale coin- 
cidence of evi ril^. liy removing the theatre of hos- 
tilities into the territories of the members o'" the 
Catholic Lt'a;(Ui', he both recruited aqd supported 
Ills numcious iirinies at the expense of the enemy, 
itiifi \vas iluis enabled to wage an offensive war in 
various qiiiirlcri?, without exhausting his revenues, 
und even without fettering industry by fiscal expe- 
dients. His opponents, on t!ie contrary, divided 
liy (he pursuit of different objects, and frequently 
rmniss in their exertions from the well-founded 
dread of Austrian despotism, acted without con- 
cert, and of course without effect; their com- 
manders being no less deficient in authority thaa 
their troops in discipline and obedimce. Scattered 
over a wide-extended surface, and glided by no 
regular system, Ihey pursued distinct, and srane- 
liriK's discordant objects, ivliencver the pride or 
raiiai ity of an indcj^'udcjit chieftain tempted bim 
to deviate from the general outline. 
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. Thus, ^rfaile the impeml commands ra freqtiaitly 

set at defiance the Austrian cabinet, and eveii iieg- 
lecled the orders of Fcrdiiiuiid, the pliiii and exe- 
rulion of uiery ciileriiriw t*xpcliisivi-lj- cmitertd in 
Gustiiviis. I'lOJii liiiu uuLlioriU (■luaiiated ; lie 
\yaa tlie soul of tliu coufederucy, unuc 1:0 uii table to 
no one for what he undectooit, and consequently 
secure the designii which he meditated could 
never be betrayed ta the enemy. With such iocal- 
culable adviiiitiiges, il is not astoiiishiiiv, that a 
prince endowiid with abiiitios, iw less rare llian 
transcendent, sliould lia\(: |>vov<;d irresistible. 
,,, Breaking up from Erfurt, he prepared to tra- 
yerse Thwingia, a country abounding in woods 
and mountains. His amy, consisting of twenty 
thousand men, was divided into two colnmntt, 
in order that they might perfoi'in the long and 
painful march with sweater t^xpedttion. The corps 
destined to proceed by the wehteru route was en- 
trusted to Baiiditzen, an olticer of coot uid intrepid 
courage, hat of a mean and rapacious dispositional 
Pushing forward with celerity, he crossed the 
dreary hills which encircle Franconia; reduced 
Meiruugen, Gotha, Smalcalden, Hamelberg, and 
CarUtadt ; and on the eighth day joined his matster 
under the walla of Wurtzburg.* Meanwhile, the 
king, advuicing with equal rapidity, scarcely al- 
lowed his soldiers time to repose ; and as the 
sbortncBS of an autumnal dnyf would otherwise have 
obliged him to abbreviate his joiirnles, he caused 
lanteruB to be snspended oo loAy poles, at proper 
distaoces, as beacons to guide them by night A&kt 
taSmg Ilmenao and Masfeld, he appeared tmex- 
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pectedly bdbre KSn^hofeB, a atrotig tottieas b& 

longin* to the Bishop of Wurtzburg, and jwstJy 

reirarili'il as the key of Franconia. On account of 
it.r^li>4i:^(li, if h:xt] l>cen soli-ulf.l by tlie Atislrians 
iis ii (li pill f(i[- iiiililyrv storts, uiid ciioseri by the 
neighbouring barons as a secure asylum for iheir 
plate and jewele. ^'otwitlistaDdiDgr it was defend- 
ed by a Dumerons garrison, and wU prorided with 
food and ammuui^OD, it capitulated without any re- 
sistance ; imd this dastardly behaviour was adopted 
by the commauder of Scliwcinfurt, as a precedent 
for bis ova imitation.' 

- The rapid pn^ress of the Swedes, which ap- 
peared fully to justify the severe remark of W^- 
lenstein, " that they had made themselves masters 
df the empire.t before a courier had tjme to carry 
to Vienna intelligence of their irruption," spread 
universal dismay and consternation. The Bishop!^ 
of Wurtzburg and Bnniberg, who had imprudently 
confided in the protection of Austria, b^an seri- 
ously to tremble for their revenues, if not for thdr 
&ith ; and they already beheld in idea the b^s of 
their power irrecoverably shaken ^ their churches 
profaned by heretical pollution ; the sacred images 
of saints and martyrs trodden under th$ feet of 
impious Viindals ; and their relics, deprived of their 
miraculous charm, exposed to vulgar derision. 

l^e same gronudlesi alann, which excited the 
team of tlie opulent prelates, operated still more 
efficacion^y upon the unlettered minds of 
vulgar. The thousand tongues of Fame repre- 
sented the Swedes as equally the enemies of 
God and man ; and so strong was this preju- 
dice, that it could be obliterated neither by pro- 
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testaliona of clemency, nor by the most striking 
examples of justice. Wliile the wealthy land- 
holders fled ill .-■vprv diw/ioii fi-'>iii III., siin'-uiniry 

abaiidoiitid Ins ilin i ]],i-,ti'jii-il in l';Lvi-, iii 
hopes of persimil iiig llii; all-ponorfui cnrdiii.il to 
atratch fiortfa his arai in defence of the ortiiodox 
church, and to rencoe its altars from the fury of a 
barbarian; more crn«l than Gcnseric or Toftila.* 

Availirifj himself of the t(;iTor which preceded his 
arms, the victor pre!iented hiiitKelf hetore the gates 
of Wurtzbiirg, a rich and pnpidoiis city, situate 
upon the banks ot the iMavne. Ddended only by 
k decaying rampart, and a municipal mihtia, the 
citiflen fdt happv bv a moderate ransom to pur- 
chase an exemption Irom pillage. The castle of 
Mari«iberg, erected on the summit of a cragp;v 
rock, rising perpendicularly from the banks of the 
river, had been rendered almost impregnable by 
well-coDBtr acted fordflcationB. Thither, as to a 
place of perfect security, the opulent butchers had 
retired with their tamdicN. and most precious eflects. 
Thither also had fled the whole order of priest- 
hood, with their cnanees, reiics, ana treasures ; 
and, having blown up the bridge which communi- 
cated with the city, dtey derided the impotence of 
the besiegera. 

Determined to make himself master of a place 
which commanded the navigation of the Mayne, 
GuBtavus had not a moment to lose; because Tilly, 
reinforced by the Duke of Lorraine, H as marching 
with an army forty thousand -^troii!;, for the pur- 
pose of raising the siege. The difficulty of the 
enterprize, however, was greatly increased by the 
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fjuliiriil bcijj^jiity of hiij disposition, which revolted 
at the thought of exposing lielpless children, and 
iunocent females, to tlie ilatigtTH inseparable from 
ail assault. Anxious to s]tnri: those who regarded 
him as a (h-troying heiul, be fonnd means to trans- 
port a considerable hoily of troops across the 
Btreiun, though every boat was moored on the op< 
posite shore under the guns of the fortreax. The 
courage and dexterity of a Scotch lieutenant, 
named Ramsay, undertook the ardnona task of 
traversing the broken arch upon a single plank, 
raised forty -eight feel above the water, and exposed 
to the fire of the Austrian batteries. By his ex- 
ertions, a boat was at length procvrad, and a 
handful of soldiers bavio^ crossed the riTer, sent 
back two or three additional vessels ; in which, 
daring tbe obscurity of an autumnal evening, 
Bumhers were conveyed to the opposite hank, 
who by incredible exertions effected a lodgment 
upon die summit of the hill, within musket shot 
of the CBslle. From tbis commaadii^ spot the 
Swedish artill«'y soon effected & breach ; bat, as 
the governor etill refused to capitulate, an order 
was issued for storming. Though twice repulsed 
with considerable loss, the perseyerance of the as- 
sailants at length prevailed, Keller the commander 
being taken prisoner by Tortenston, so celebrated 
for heroic exploits. Iritfated by a renstance now 
totally unavailing, and osgMt to retaliate npoa s 
sanguinary foe for the barbarities in which oHen- 
times they had wantonly indulged, the Swedes ex- 
terminated all who fell in their way, crying out 
with indignant futy, " Magdeburg! Magdeburg!" 
Many hundreds are supposed to - hate perished 
durii^ the carnage ; and among the number sevec^ 
friars, who, foisting that their vocation was to 
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piearii to mankind, liad Inkrn ii)> anm ivitli llie 
pious intention of extirpating luTtsy.' 

Tbe rage of ihe victors beiugat Jeiiglb restrained 
by the personal interieraice of the king, the monks, 
citizms, aad women, were pennitted to depart with- 
out &rtber molestation. The liooty, however, fax 
Riirpassed the espectatioi] of the conquerors; a 
secret vault linviug been (iisruvered, laboriotisiy 
excavated m the solid rock, a.ud tilled with ines- 
timalile treasures. Iti this cavern the wealth of the 
diocese was deposited, together with 'a lai^e sum 
in specie, sent by the Elector of Bavaria to Tilly, 
Thirty pieces of ordnance, arms sufficient for the 
equipment of seven thousand men, immense magx- 
ziues of corn and atnnmnitiou, a splendid service 
of maBsive silver, a stable of horses, remarkable 
atike for strength and beauty, and a well-selected 
library of books belongii^ to t^e Jesuits, rewarded 
the valonr of the conquerors. This valuable col- 
lection was immediately presented to the university 
of Upsal, by way of reprisal, as the Elector of 
U'jvaria, after the capture of Heidelberg, had seat 
the Palatine manuscripts to the Vatican.f The re- 
mainder of the booty was abandoned to the soldiers, 
as an incentive to similar enterprizes. It is well 
worthy of observation, because it clearly demon- 
strate,^ the admirable discipline which at that time 
prevailed in the Swedish amiy, that amid tbe gene- 
ral tumult, not a nun was violated, nor a matron' 
insulted.

The example of the capital ivas followed by tiie 
eotire diocese, which suhoaitted ivithoiit iiirther re* 
sifltance. GtutaTiiB baTing recedved an oath of al- 
legiance from the different munidpalitieB, e«tabliab- 
cd a council of regency, consisting of twelve mem- 
ber!!, half of whom were protestants, and half ca- 
tholics. The dreadful alarm, which bad been art- 
fully excited, in the breasta of the people, began 
Tieibly to decMaae,- when thej' had an oppcutanity 
of- coniparing the behaviour of the Sweda with 
that of their ancient protector. For notwithstand- 
ing the members of the reformed communion re- 
gained posserssioti of those cbnrcbes from nhic^ 
they had been forcibly expelled, no oppression 
was exercised toward the papists, wbo so long as 
they demeaned themselves with prudence and mo- 
deration, were sure to be treated wiUi humanity .f 

The great ijnportance of Wurtzburg determined. 
GustaruKto ^trriigthcn the fortifications; and, a8h» 
daily expected y visit fi-iiiu 'rilly, his soldiers la- 
boured wit!) siuAt iitderallgubie industry, that the 
work was shortly completed.

This fatal resolution, which exposed the jndg' 
meiit of Maxiuiiliati to the severest censure, and 
ereatemptr'il to f|iii'stiou his sinri-ritv, alloivetl 

time for Gusiavus to coniplptR the rdiKjuest ol 
Wnrtzburg.i' The situation of Tilly, tlius cmelly 
forced to inactivity, became bigU; (kBtreasing to a' 
lofty spirit, not reconciled aa yet' to MlvsrBity; 
neither Tvas it less injurious to his reputation, be- 
rause in the opinion of the world hp ivas unjustly 
blamed for the rtsiilt of measures, which he was 
no longer permitted to direct. The necessity of 
consulting the Elector of Bavaria, before he.codM 
T«>tnre to make any decisive inoTeiiient.-f^fMO'An 
air of iadecisiou to all his subsequent actim^ wfaifih 
led matiy now to undervalue his talents. as much-B» 
they had formerly fiverrated them. Notwithstanding 
he was entrusted with the cotninatirl of forces nearly 
double in number to those of his opponent, he wsB 
oi)lig-ed to content himself with recovering those 
towns, which the King of Sweden was unable to 
gavntioiu Oiice iudeed he came in si|>ht of the 
Swedish army, eiicamped under the walls of Wurtz- 
burg: but finding tiiat tJiey were already mastars of 
the citadel, be rebred behind Tauher. with dieuc 
ward conviction, that it vi-as tofallv m vain to con- 
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tend against a Warrior, who snfajagated provncM 
in us little time as was nsuftUy speot ki tnvdling 
tlirough them.* 

Too weak to resist tlie ovenvlielm ing torrent, he 
Utraipted to avert it bv eit^rv cxlernal mark of re- 
■pect, in the hope of lieicig permitted to reUiii Ijis 
dominions, till the asL^eiidaiity of Austria might 
once more enable hiiii to hriive the Swedes with 
impunitv. Too liotiest himself to snspect Other* 
of deceit, Gustavus nctived the bishop's excuses 
with his accustomed benignity, and signified the 
coaditionB upon which lie was ready to adroit his 
neutrality. No sooner, liowever, was the theatre 
of hostilities transferred into the Palatinate, than 
the prelit" iiiimindiul of eTery promise, delivered 
all his fori re mto the hands of the Austriatis. 
This perfidy was of little avad. A body of troops, 
under tlie GOUHnaiid of Horn, inflicted the chastise- 
ment which perfidy mnita, Wld the unfortunate sub- 
jects of awortideasecclesiwtic.were thus exposed to 
thealtmMte depredations of friends and eiicmies.f 

T^e retiBEt of the imperialists J « liose unsteady 
behaviour had encouraged the indecision of the 

-Mbila,ii.U. 
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Frnncoiiiaii stutps, left tliein at liberty to follow 
tlieir luclmatLons in t'Htiire. Ciiistavus was accord- 
ingly received at Huseoberg with every mark <rf 
ireneratioa. In Bongs-aiMl acclsaiattatis Uw citiz^as 
extolled tiK bei>q;nity.«f a conqmrar, nho tmted 
the raaquiBbed viith patcnial regiard. Th« exuber- 
anl fertility of a well-collivated proviuce filled the 
cam p of Gnstavus with abundant supplies, while 
hia naturjl courtesy augmented daily the number of 
his adinirel-a, and liie popularity of his cause dr6ir 
^eeraite by tho«aiuub to trw irtaadsnl.* 

HftTin^ ebfiruBted Hon with d» daAmde f

«nemy ; and as the greater part of the garrisons in 
Ihe captured to^ma nsnally entered info tbe Swedish 
service, his numbers augmented wiih his confiuests. 

The imperial city of Francfort, so jnstfy r&- 
tiowned for its cotmaerce and its furs, was bowertt 
Ibe principal bbjcKt vbMi attracted bis attention.)- 
Vpon his 'first landing in<Tennaii7, ^leendeavoutea, 
hy a clandesthie correspondence, to pave the wary 
for an aniit^ablc rer.'ptimi, ivbenerer a favourable 
opportunity fihouli! Jccur. That moment was now 
Arrived, and he accordingly dispatched aa offiCGV 
■bom Offenbftdi, requiring a pass^e for his arnsj. 
ThAngb secrdfly disposed to fiivourlbe chanptofa 
■of the estaUished clmrch, the mercantile timidity 
of a commercial senate shuddered at a step so deci- 
sive, and sicalously pi'lilioiird for |irniiksioii to 
adhere fo that happy sl^itu of n. utniiily tVoin svliich 
they had derived sncli essential advant^ige, and

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which was the only one compatible with their real 
interests, as a trading and induHtriouti people. 

Borrowiog from the Scriptures an imporUut 
maxim, and one highly applicable to political 
afibirs, the Swedish monarch declared, that " )tt 
must in future consider all those who were not fiy 
hiui. as being agniiiKt him." Experience having in- 
Bti uctcd Ilim 111 ii'^'iird iieiiti-alitv as the reCuge of 
trfiiichfiry, be iiiinoiiiiced his prt'leiiMOiis in a tone 
of autlioi'itv which prf^cluded farther prevarication. 
Great was tiie terror inapired by the Austrian aims; 
but the dread of Gustavmwaa greater still ; fprthey 
felt witli anxiety, that the smallest hesitatioa might 
blast ill u moment the RuccesKfnl speculations of a 
reiitiiL v, iipstri>y nil llieir iLmiiicipal privileges. 
It H a?. Ill vain for llie deputies to implore a ftw days 
di?lay, to allutv time for con!>uitiug, the Elector of 
Meuiz, iipou whom they were to some measqre 
pendant ; it was in rain for them to expatiate upon 
tlie danger to which their Incralive traffic and free 
constitution might eventually be exposed from ini' 
perial resentment, in rase the current of fortune 
should vary. This liingnage wus unintelligible to 
the magnaniiROUs sovereign to whom it was. atiU 
.dreued ; for his liberal mind was unable to compre- 
hend, that the feelings of the heart conld be so nac- 
rowed by barter and calculation, that men should 
talk of staples and contracts, and furs and china, 
when religion and liberty were concerned. He iu 
consequence told tbem, with honest indignation, 
that " after finding a way into every fortress be- 
tween the Baltic and the Mayne, he had little 
apprehension of beii^ 'excluded from FrancforL" 
He farther declared, " that the auxibua desire of 
emancipating Go-many from the Austrian yoke, had 
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Bolely indaccd liini to iinslioatli tlie sword; but 
liaviiip; once ombarkcJ in ttip glorious utidcrtakin^, 
he could not sacrifice tlie interests of the protectant 
worship to a mistaken delicacy for the |n-pjudices 
of !i peo()lr, wlio contemplated every object tliroiigh 
the narrow medium of trade, niid not as members 
of the Christian republic* Having solemnly pro- 
tested, that no consicIeradoDs ebontd iiiduce him to 
relax ill a Single demand, the deputies returned to 
consult their superiors, and were followed by Gns- 
tavHs lo tlie gales of Saxenbaiisen, a well-built 
suburb, connected with Francfortby a magnificent 
bridge, where, having drawn up'hiB troops in battle 
array, he awaitedtiie result of Iheir deliberntion.f 
The hetotation maoi^ted by the senate- having 
proceeded solely from commercial apprehensions, 
ajid not from the bias of ]>olitirnl fitlMc lnnciil, the 
balance did not reinuiii Innir \n Mispr-j f-, Miicu 
summoned to decide heruTeii tin- 1; cmt .lud I lie ilo- 
liverer of (Germany. Besiiles, they .secrcllv liaUcrrd 
themselves, that the inability to resint, i-viii in ilii" 
estimation of a despot, might serve lo milipili the 
guilt of apostacy. The gates were arciirilingty 
thrown open, and the Swedish army in tnmii[ihiil 
pomp traversed Ihc city, after leaving a garrison in 
Saxenhausen, Its heroic leader, monntcd on a 
beautiful charger, rode through the streets with his 
head uncoiered, <'on versing conrteonsly with ererf 
order of citizens, who flocked in crowds to behold 
the splendid procession^ He aAanvards aBsisted at 
B smnptuiaus banquet prepared by the iDagistrates 
fbr his entertaisment ; but when requested to occu- 
py a stately apartment in the imperial palace, hede-

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elined: Out invltatiMi, adding with a smile, " iHaft 
tto oever reqaiiwd a more ootiTenient lodging 
bifl piouea-s were able lo prepare."* The rejection, 
however, arose froei motivea ifiore valid than the 
eoatetnpt of p^Tade. The rsdtKtiuti of Hoechsl 
w«s ia coatemplation ; and vitb such impenetrable 
secrecy had the plaabeen conducted, that the town 
was surprised, and compelled to surrender, before 
the im|ierial commauders, who were stationed in 
the neighbourhood, received any intimation of 
ila danger. 

While oa thebiinka of tlie Mayne, (he king was 
ftdTanciugiu an uninterrupted careen of victory, his 
gmerak were Muployed, witb eqam\ succesa, in 
eampleting the coaqnest of Bfeddeabnx. RoBtock 
Wismer, the only fortreasea which the impe- 
rialists had lieen able lo retain, having surrendered 
to Todt, were rcstoreil to their legitimate sove- 
reign.! Even the niinK of Magdeburg were at 
length abandoned, when the mieerftble hoTsb 
whiah disfigured a spot, the oace ctlehBted<n>- 
IMrium of trade, vere ionnHtstri f occupied hy Hkm 
Swedea.J: 

This sadden revolution in the tide of affairir pro- 
duced one cquully striking in the public opinion. 
The slates of Lower Saxony, by a conslitutioiial 
vote, proTided funds for the equipment of ^rce 
jprovincial r^jnents, to be employed fat the delbnc* 
Oif the drcl& Even George DqIeb' of Lnaeburg, 
Botwithstaoding; he had formerly aerred in Ae 
Austrian armi^, embraced Ibe cause of the victor, ■

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to whom, by liis enterprising courage, he after- 
wards rendered essential service.* 

Meanwhile Tieflenbacli and Goetz, to whom Fer- 
dinand had entrusted the defence of Siletiia, no 
sooner heard that the fjwedes had directed their 
march toward the Thuringiao forest, than they made 
• qwtdepirrqptioit into Electoral Sajcooy. Pusi)ing 
Mgerly fornwd ioto Vpp^r Iftwatta, th^ fonner 
made himeelf master of Bautzen and Zittau, carried 
terrorand desolation to the gatesof Dresden. The 
success of the latter in Lower J^iisaliii niis no less 
rapid and destnictive. AdliLTjn>i; inipliciily to the 
saoguioary tactics of Tilly, he suffered no village 
44 «ac^t>e niiplund^ed, and even wantonly set fite 
t9 BUAy. Fortunately, however, lot the indus^ 
trioua peasantry, the inundatioD wae transient; as 
the Saxons, advancing in conjunction v ilh Banier, 
compelled both to retire. This une.xpecled reverse 
created at Vienna a general alarm for the safety of 
,Si(^mia- Ashamed of hia folly in having driven 
tto doctor into the arms of Guslavus, the emper(u: 
lOflCriwd to recover Lis influence at the Saxon court, 
if bribes or hypocrisy could retrieve his impra- 
denoe \ and, as a preparatory step to the conciliatory 
offers which he was preparing to make, he directed 
bis generals to evacuate the electorate, and even tp 
abstain ia future: Ammu all acts of hostility. But as 
he nould have regarded condeBceosion toward a 
rebellious f aaial (apd iu that (ight be treated alt tlie 
pnneea (|f Genuany who ventured to resist his au- 
thority) aa highly derogatory to the paramount dig- 
.iiity<^ the tm|ierialBceptr«, he engaged the Spanish 
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ambassador, then resident al. Vienna, to undertake 
the office of mediator. But as it would have been 
eqttiilly degi-iidinfr to Castilian pride, to have quit- 
ted tlie spleudonr of Vienna for aii elector^ conr^ 
the btiwiiicss was entrusted to Colonel Parsdeiser, 
an able and active negociator. 

Convinced that it was irapossihle to jnsilify the 
hehariour of Ferdinand, the insinnafin^ dijiliinjiitist 
attempted to throw al! thp odium of the invasion upon 
the violent temper ofTiity, ivhom he fLdsLlyaceused 
of hnvitiG; t illered Snxoiiy without tiieronsent or even 
knortiedire of tlie emperor. Af!ere,vpntialii)gi:pon 
the regret which that monarch had feit wh«! made 
acquainted with his general's-teuieritjr, be assored 
John George that all possible repantion should be 
inataatly made, and even ofltred to gtve a aatis&c- 
tory guarantee to the protesfantsiforllie unmolested 
cnjoyrtjent of tlieir privile|il■^, bntli reliixions and 
civil. The many advantages "hicli )i;nt resulted to 
the electoral house from the alliance of Ferdinand, 
vere artfally exhibited in the most atrifciRgGoloar^ 
as well as the inranveuieuMs which were likelj to 
occrir from adhering to the fortunes of an adven- 
turous stranger, wliose ra'^liness had been crowned 
with transient sncce--s, l>[it wlio, in spile of the 
capricious favours of Irirtiinc, could not long con- 
tend, without certain destruction, against the gi- 
gantic resources of Austria. These constderatioM, 
he said, joined to the ardent wish of restffling 
tranquillity to the German empire, had induced tile 
King of Spain to offer his mediation. As a preli- 
minary step toward a permanent rceonriliation, the 
elector was requested to state iri writing, the va- 
rious grievances of which he complained, and to 
nominatea plenipotentiary enipowered tonegociale 
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witli the envoy of Ferdinand, in presence of the 
Spanish aiubassador.* 

The modest language of Faradeiser contrasted 
so jlnrcibly with the overweening arrogance of die 
imperial ii^>Uet^ -that it was difficult tat John 
Geotge to conceal his indignation at theinaultso 
mdisgBiHedly offered to hie nnderstandin^. A few 
nimiteB reflet^tion, however, enabling him to reply 
with tolerable calmness, he enumerated the many 
services which he had rendered to Ferdinand, even 
at tlie e.\|>ense of his o\in reputation. Rejecting 
with disdain the contemptible enbterfugc by which 
the court of Vienna attempted to palliate ingrati- 
tude, " Jt was ridiculous," he said, " to suppose 
tliat a commander so remarkable for prudence as 
Tilly, should have ventured to attack the dominions 
of nn ancient ally, without positive instruclions 
from the emperor. H:id iiot tiie di -i^ns of the eni^ 
niies of the protcstant relif;ion liei.ii providentially 
frustrated by the genius of GuKtavus, the invaaion 
of Misnia would have been celdj rated as a trinmi^ 
instead of bdng deplored as a niirfortnne.'' He 
farther declared to Paradeiaer that he was grossly 
mistaken, if he believed him ignorant of the em* 
periir's |it;rridiims designs : as he knew, from un- 
questiijiialjle ;.iitliority. lliat aplanhad actually been 
formed, for transferring t\fe electoral bonnets of 
Saxony and Brandenburgfinto other familiea as tiie 
rewards of servility, bad they not been preserved 
■hy the valour of Gustarus. . " With reflect to the 
injures to which he had been snbjectt tiiey were 
too notorious," he added, " to need fiutber illastra* 
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tion; neitber did the alliante contracted with the 
King of S>H'd:^ii riiijuii-e (o lie jaalilicd iii llie eyes 
of Europe, eince he liad been compelled to implore 
bis powwfuLaid by-*b« iagrfttituiU af fardimyMlk 
dwitoiuof itrifkiiiDg him of his pRUtownitil dnnir 
nioiut &• a iMsnqiense fbr havaig; pieced him upM 
the itipeiinLlbrone. and preserved Itohemia fVo« 
tmpeBdlacideiitEUctiKii. Afivr n coiLTing liis inde- 
gandeaae bff ',the as!ii>laiicn- of Sweden, he should 
d«wto«a<b»8tigtDatl'.ed hy tlie contempt of mar 
i^mA, as the incftnnft and moat uutliankful of moe- 
tals; WPe be ever to for^^et that impor^f)t<i(ditiipK- 
litui," lUa cMKluded by expresBiQg hiq eWB«vti4fr 
■in Car-peace, iMit positiwljr deoliaed to eater ist* 
a BCfiaratB JiegeciatioB. haeauae it would be bo leM 
rapagnaatto t<u individual iat«ireat, than iocqiitist 
mat with bis politick enga^ieiDeDta.'' ■,: .i^j^;

Antfadm wM.<dii»ot«d to eetfr Bokeoiia'; 
and the foroea which he commuuled beinjf f^r.sft- 
iperior to those ^vhich opposed hini, his progreat 
without iiiterru|>tiuii. Preceded by a cul^Ina 
Viider the orders of the elder Thoru, he occupied 
Tescliw, Auaaig, Rcudiiitz, and Leitmaritz, where 
he found abundant magazines both of luililary 
•tores. aud provision a, I' TUe oppreeeive conduct 
of FeFdiuond had so, completely alienated the 
lieerts of tliu fiohemiuii^ tliat they regarded the 
Saxons in the light of deliverers. The torrents of 
i>lood inhiUDianly shed aflvr the battle of Prague, 
and 1^GODflaeatio««r property which accQmpaui^ 
it, bad pvsTed inaofficient to ntinte, a tyiaat's

E\eii a few days ^jrevioiis to tiie iiua^LOii of the 
Saxous, the fraternity of Jesus had bei;u activeljf 
eoiployeU in the holy work pf proaelytiso), and ha4 
c&rried their perquiBitioDq' into the remotest vil- 
lages, dL-iivei'it]); over to the vindictive fury of an 
infetiiatcd eoldiiry all whose delicate coneciencea, 
recoiling at the idea of a perpetual miracle, re^ 
Reeled the irra.lioLial doctritie of trao substantiation. 
Aware that such a system wau ill calculated to 
Gouciliate the niiuds of a people cRlhusiastically 
wedded to the Qpioious of Uusa, the loembers of 
die goveninient grew seriously alarmed for theiT 
personal safety, as well as for the riches wMoh 
tjiey had unjustly amassed, and they accordiufirlf 
omitted neither threaten nor intreaties to iuduce &e 
citizens of Prague to ooucur with them in defeodiogf 
the city. The treatment which awaited their wives 
and ilaui^hter.i, from the brutality of an undiscir 
plined army, was represealed in colours most likdy 
to alarm the teqder feel's of hnsbanfif and &thent 
The ftcilit; of defending a forlificad tpwih tiU Tief- 
I'enbach could arrive, was employed as an argument 
to dispel tiie a|>prAeiiBioiis which mercantile timi- 
dity nii-hL indulge; «iiile as au addiUonal incen- 
tive the dLLiiger ivas iiiagnitied which n-ould justly 
await them from the indignation of Ferdinand, 
should they. attempt to surrender with dastirdly 
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precipitatinn. But no rpasnna which siihtlety ttaS 
able lo adduce were half so perMnasive as the hope 
of escaping from the shackles of a despot so odious, 
tkat looked forward to every possible chuge 
With tiai confident hope of smdiomtioii. 
■' BttltbasBr di MairadftB the impena] coiBmander 
\ras unwilling to take any decisive step without 
the concurrence of Wailetistcin, who, as the reader 
has seen in a prccediiii; cliapter, resided in the 
capita) of Iio)<emia, Too jiroud tn advise, when 
dcstidit'." of authority lo eiiforrc htw opinioii. Fried- 
land, thoujjh assailed by repeated solicitations, de- 
clined to interfere, and retired lo his estate in Mo- 
ravia. Indeed by many he was suspected of having 
invited tite Saxons; but if this charge was nnfouiid- 
ed, it is Certain, at least, that he greaffy facilitated 
the rednction of Prague by his inactivity. 

Being Ifft to the fruidance of bi^ o«ii' discrelion, 
and rendered irresoliile by his niastcr's unpopu- 
larity, Marradas deemed it expedient to abu.ndoii 
tiie city, white a passage was open for his escape. 
His retreat being regarded as a signal Ibr flight, 
»tf the members of the government who foresaw 
that an opportunity would soon be afforded for an 
exasperated people to avenge the blood of their 
friends, repeatedly shed under tiic proslitiited forms 
of legal prosecution, departed in secrecy for Bud- 
weis, where they carried the crown and regalia,* 
and vret« A)llotred by a numerous train of monks 
and edclftnftstics, eager to escape from the furj of 
iiovtics,' jostly proroked by the most sanguinary 
persecution. Ofall tJie religions orders the Capn- 
tbms alone renained in tiirir pious retreats ; Ibr 
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they felt secnrte m the ceavictioii, that when kne* 
have Botbittg to luat, dwy C«n Itwe little t* fbSr 

' A» the SutOH' tdvanoed, tbay woe MtaMbed 
■t meetiDg with M i^pondon, and at finding tfae 
capital a« frc« fWmi commotioa as in times of pro- 
found est traDqiiillity. No preparations were made 
for its defence ; not a cannon was fired in defiunce. 
Attracl«d by curiosity, the hmshers, luiarined, 
walked oat in crowds to contemplate a spectacle 
no lesa Ktrikiug than fdngular; whose cheerful 
coant^ances seemed rather to indicate liospiiality, 
thw stern aad repulsive hostility. From their coo- 
'Cnrrent testimony tlie Saxon general first acquired 
intelligence of the evacuation of the city. An «wiit 
so unexpected could not fail to qKcile his su^ 
picion; hecaitse, haviniiprevionsly leLinil tliut power- 
ful succours were cxpccl. d IVoiii Siii-sia, he tiiouKht 
those pacific appear iuuvs might he eiiiploved as 
stratat;enis to allure his aruiy to certain destruc- 
tion, in case an assault should be rashly attemptedi 
In this state of suspense he accidentally qieta Cwh 
fidential domestic, belonging to WalleoNlein, aodas 
the general report liaviug received coiitiniialion from 
bin uinjueslioiiaLle veracity, ''The city is our own 
without strikius a blow," crird Anilieiai, in a trau^- 
port of joy, and immediately ordered it to he suia- 
nUHted." , , . , ' 

This awminoiiB was ohejed with almaity, as • 
great iD^oHty of the cttizenSf being secn^ly attached 
.to the doctrine of the rebnners, were delighted at 
the prospect of chaaginKRiftsteTs, upon a promiM 
beang giveit that no iajaxy shonld be offered either 
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lo their prrsniis nr llir prnpiTly ttf llje iiiliabilaDfs. 
Tlie gates were tlii'own open, aud Arulidiii ejitered 
in triumph.* He was shortly followed by tliC 
fefectoTt anxiDM to- gratify hn vanky <mih the bo- 
mge of » pmple to vfaMi be hari granted hia-pm- 
lection, witboat ever r^ecting upon the preomrii- 
enenesM of the tenure by w hich he held his autfao'- 
rity. The iuisolonce and severity wth which they 
had exercised power, alarmed the papists with the 
dread of reprisals; but all their appreheiiHioua were 
qni^ly removed by the clemency nndi nodeMtiM 
ot the new government. Th* ciitfaotion, iDdn^ed 
ID the nninterrnpted enjoyment of their &vonrite 
ceremonies, were deprived of no more than four 
churches, which had formerly belonired to the 
Lutherans. #f all religions rmternities the Jesuits 
alone were excepted from the general amnesty ; for 
being' justly regarded as the promoters of all the 
flanguinary edirtsfor the extirpation of heresy, thej 
received positive injunctions to <|uit the kingdom 
■without the smallest delay. 

The capture of I'rague Iwing followed by that of 
most of the principal cities, produced a total revo- 
lution in the general aspect of affairs. I\Iany of the 
protcstaut barons, who had bfen driven into exile 
by the intolerance of l-'erdinand, recovereil their 
flSlales. The reinstatement of hi^ adherents afford- 
ed Thum a noble recompense for oil his safenagf 
m viadioatioii of liberty. He new fonnd himself 
lo«i6ed witik blessings snd honours n the wry pi«ce 
where b0 had fernierly been prosoribed, aad wiBie, 
imd he M\aa into the hands of an implacable de- 
spot, be would inevitaUy have peridied npoa a 
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scaffold. Indignant at beiioldhig tiie heads of those, 
whom lie regarded as iiwrtyr« in llw raiiso of free- 
dom, exposft'il on the gates of liie city, he ordered 
them to lie liurii'd with funerid jiomp in a eliapel 
belonging to !hf (Jalixlines. lie now took posses- 
ston of his valuable estates, and mBgniticent man- 
siim, ftbkb bad been teaeatiy decora ttd by the 
vaoity of Mittlna, by whom it toaa scieeted hs « 
toidenve. Neither Itttd the Tal«« of the fkms is 
the least deterioratpd iii the hands of the usurpers-; 
«n Ihe contrary, tlie hm-i\ ot'ciiltle hud been greatly 
i[n|>riived tiy a jnojier iitii.'iilii<n Li) rural economy. 
The happy ehange introduced in every departmait 
>ot dve goMnimttit revived the drooping spirits idf 
Hie protValtiDts, who now- repaired to the c^eb««- 
tio'n of 'the Lutheran rites with an eagerness ifaof- 
deriiig Upon effthiiBiaiJm.* Many who had fori- 
Werty abandoned their rt^ligion as the only means 
of preserving their lives now publicly recanted the 
errors of a coercive apostacy, to iiidalge in a wor- 
ship which then- coRflcienoeB «ppH>Ted, iritii alH 
the zealom ferVour ttf NeopMten. .A icvaluAM 
M rapid conid hardly be effected witfarAit soiRO- 
tifflea exciting commotions, and we accordingly 
find that in variour^ districts the |n!ople revenged 
their hijiiries in the blood of their npprt'.'i^ors.t

Ill (III' public (i|niiioii eviTv tonirurriujf circiim- 
stinirc Mriiitil clcarlv to iikIichIc the ajiproach- 
tiis; tail ol Austrian iiioiiarcliv- A |)wlriicled 
contest had conHumed the vigour of the here- 
ditaiy states, impOTeriBbad tbeir resowcc^ ao4 ez> 
Jiftiuted their auueroua populalion. TboBc migliljf 
armies, which had formerly spread terror aud deso- 
lation frnm the Irontiorhi of Bohemia to the banLs 
(i! Uir lihiur, im 1dh;;i.t posseased the power of 
f.ppresMo.1. '1 11.' spl,.ii,loiir of llicir victories waa 
.suddeiilv erli;>s('(t. the iiij]>re.s.siou of invincibility, 
which liko a mni^ii: cImi iii hiu\ »o materially aided 
theoi 111 Ihe career of eoiiijiiest, waa eAaced.by thv 
supenonlv of Swedish diiscipline. Dispersed, and 
diahearteiieil, the broken columns were oo longer 
*ble to extort irom the fears of an impoverished 
natiOD, those enormous contributions which had 
iiupplied iiiateriuls for oppression by the plunder 
Bnd exhaustion of its members. Of the numwus 
allies who had hitherto supported the tbrOne of- 
despotism, a considerable portion had been dis- 
armed, ami the fidelity of the remainder was 
scarcely proof against the rude ordeal of adversity. 
Even Ma;timiiian of Uavaria, Uie firmest pillar of 
the Catholic League, appeared to be wavering 
between interest and inclination; and it was evi- 
dent, that if he rejected the neutrality offered'him 
through th/etiu^diation of France, it was sot from 
attactuBeat to Ausdia. The bitbt^ of Bamberg: 
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and Wurtzbui^, the Elector of Mentz, and the 
Duke of Lorraiue, were either compelled to aban- 
don their dominions, or trembled for their personat 
safety. Too feeble lo withstand the. orerwhetmlug 
torrent, the Elector of Trevea attempted to avert 
impending ruin by courting the protectigu of 
Richelieu ; while Hungary was exposed to the iit- 
curflions of Ragstz;, who with the power of Betbr. 
leiu Gabor had inherited also his turbalent am- 
bition. A dangerous ineiirrectiou had likewise 
broken out in Upper Austria, where the doctrines 
of Luther were bo de^Ly rooted, that perEecution 
might tncreaBe, bat oonld never extirpate ih^ui. 
Thus, after au almoat invamUe aaries pf pros: 
perons fortune, Fa^oMtd iitm af^a ituftlved m 
thesameiltfficaltieB and dat^ers, which tlureatened 
hlin with destruction at bis accession to the throne ; 
and should Bavaria be tempted lo ab^jidon hi? 
cause, and France openly declare in iaiour of 
Gustavus, the power of Austria alight receive a 
blow from whidi -it wovid never recover.* 
Jlffto then fonaidable. eriis FcrdiiwDd onwsed 
^oceauoDfl aod pilgrimages; fl»ttc!ring himself that 
ceremonies the most puerile might possess efficacy 
to alter the divine decree, and render Heaven pro- 
pitious to tyranny and persecution. To his asto- 
nishment, howerar, he found that neither pilgrim- 
age* nor prowaaiou could wr^ the rapid pro< 
gren of GostenF! ^ w»«aiijoiiaded 
>t the wiei^aaM ducamry, that t)ie Almigbty 
should fovonr a hemtiO' Desirosa of propitiatiiig 
ttaifl&nded aaioU, he aweadbM coanpi luEter c«>i^ 
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cil, consulted monks and cmlians, i^d became 
more rig^d than ever in all his reli^ons dttties; 
bilt Btill no miracle was vrought for Us protectfoti. 
His cares were then extended to more hntdable oh- 
jecta; Bie puUic expencfiture was curtailed, hN 
hoaMhtild Mduced, and all useless offices were 
abolished. Embassies were dispatched to stimu- 
late the zeal of Ms desponding allies, while the 
Pope was earnestly solicited to contribute to the 
support of a cause so important to all orthodox 
Christian B. 

The bigotry of 8paia supplied abundant dOnfi- 
tions — the piety of Tuscany wa» scarcdy lem boon- 
tifal;* but when Cardinal Pasman addressed him- 
self to the Pope, instead of generously opening: 
the treasury of St. Peter, Urban complained of the 
poverty of the apostolical chamber, which he art- 
fully attributed to the unavoidable expenses in- 
curred by the holy see, when the invaders of Man- 
tua extended their depredations beyond the Po. 
and even threatened the fertile plains of Bologna 

More offended at the manner m winch his re- 
quest was reiected, than affected hv the loss of a 
subsidy, I'erdinand appointed aavclh untb^^iindor 
extraordinary, with positive inionctions to rpi>ew 
the demand with imposing solemnitv. and nt tli<' 
same time to insinuate to his numerous adherents, 
in die sacred collf^ tiie dai^er wfeich might ac- 
cme to the genoal interests of ChriBtendom from 
&e avaiice aud indi^rence of a pontlt^ ^ided en-

Eiilislitened aiiH impelled by the love of ecoiw 
my, Urban treated tlie fears ol llie imperial pleni- 
potentiary with the contempt of a statestnso, who 
pdKciT«d tiiat tfac fiBperftr «« wbuled cstiraly 
by mundrae ComtdenttiDoS, -wbile he pTOftswd M 
v)ii^icat« the cause of Christialtity. The be- 
tween Austria ami Sweden was repmeoted by Sa- 
velii as a coiilest in wiiicli tlie permanent ascetid- 
aiicy of tlie rival religions of Rome and Luther 
must be finally decided. The Pope, on the con- 
trary, ^bcted to tttai it.aa a itro^^ 6tr temporal 
power, hnpnting the dlstresB to which Ferdinand 
was reduced entirely to his own Imprndfflice, in 
having listened to the Tiolent counsels of Spain, in- 
stead of regulating his conduct by the salutary ad- 
vice which he had constantly received from the 
Vatican. '* Does the emperor suppose," said the 
pontiff indignantly, "the treasures of the church 
to be inexhaustible, that he applies for a mlwldy, 
after having compelled me to expend more than 
four millions of crowns in order to secure the patri- 
mony of St. Peter against the rapacity of his Croats? 
I am well acquainted," continued he, " with the 
artifices employed by the partiKans of the Lei^e, 
to persuade the worid, that the King of Sweden 
mtertains the Impious aiuhition of axtirpatiDj; <mt 
holy religion ; hat I am too wdl acqnainted with 
Ma TKai obnacter to gin credit to the ftUadoaa 
report. He ii mvch too aagadotu to have formed 
so 4eap«nta a flam, ttn disooray of i^iicfa m^t 
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in a moment cloud his ftatnre prospects, and over- 
whelm a name so deaervedly glorious with exiernal 
iitfamy. The disaaterBofAaatriaare much tobe la- 
mented, and I sjnqnAise mart enoaiAj u heir 
mii^rortunes ; but, w thejr orighwted eolely in the 
pernicious anggestions of the cswt «f Madnd. the 
jrichea of Peru, and not those of the church, ought 
to extricate the emperor from his diitrass."* 

Having thus vented his fury, and proclauMed hfs 
poverty, Urhan gravely assured the ^bassador, that 
notwithstanding his exliausted cuflti-s prevented 
him from affi>rding pecuniar}- relief, lie nould wil- 
lingly give, what might probably be considered by 
the piety of his master as more efficacious than 
millions of dollars. By prayers and proces^sions lie 
promised to intercede with Heavea for the success 
of his arms ; to grant him p«mission to levy a 
stipalated tax upon all ecclesiastical property with- 
in his own dominions, and even to extend bis p^ 
temal car^ to the unequivocal length of pubhshing 
a general jubilee.^ 

These concessions, though totally repugnant to 
rational policy, were so adapted to the pr^ndioet 
of Ferdinand, that they ceased to he ridiculous, 
and vere only satirical. But as the ryxeamty of 
bis sanation required a remedy more active dun 
the pageantries of superstition, to avert the niiii of 
a monarchy, which had hitherto concealed its i»> 
temal debility under the splendid delusion of a 
aiig^ity name, the imperial mioisters endeavoured 
to direct their master's attention to objects more 
tangible, and actually subject to huma.n niritrol. 
For German pride, revolting at the idea of acknow- 
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ledging the superiority of Swedish tactics, was 
forced to adopt some other solution lees toortifyiog 
to the feelings of a narlike people; and accord- 
ingly sttributed the victories of GaetaTos to the ad- 
nnti^ which he derived from beii^ at liberty to 
svul himself of every favourable occurrence, with- 
out the necessity of applying to superior authority. 
It ms neither to the genius of the monarch, nor to 
tiie discipline of his soldiers, that his rspid success 
was imputable ; it arose from a circumstance which 
tended alike to give harmony to his plans, and ra^ 
pidity to their execution. It was not in the num' 
ber or the quality of her troops that Austria was 
rfefective; she wanted nothing but a general. The 
reputation of 'filly was for ever tarnished, fuid with 
his reputation he had lost his popularity. Sap. 
posing him, however, still to retain the confidence 
and attachment of the army, it would be little less 
than insanity to confide the destiny of Austria to 
the fidelity of a commander so blindly devoted to 
Bavaria, that he never ventured to move without 
consulting Maximilian. For these reasons it was 
expedient to remove him from a station, to the 
laborious duties of which he was rendered incom- 
petent by the pressure of years ; and to select a 
successor possessing sagacity, courage, and activity, 
snfficient to contend against the modern Attila, 
and who woald be exclusively attached to the im- 
perixi funily by ^ triple tie of gratitude, affection, 
and intereat* 

Hiese tu^nments were so striking, that in the 
fiatlrasiasm of the moment Ferdinand propowd to 
head U* armies in person, hoinngb by his presence. 
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to kindle in the boinDinB of other men the sume 
ardent courapre with which his own was inflamed; 
but, with Ihe transiept fervoar of a iieated iniagina^ 
tion this rash project evaporated, to make way far 
counsels Itme fraught with peril. That scheme be- 
lag reli)U}uiRhed, the Spanish cabal, grown moi* 
powerful than ever hince the marria^ of the in- 
fanta with the King of Huii^dry,*' Hufigeeted that no 
measure was ao likely to restore courage and cou- 
fidenoe to tbe diafaeartened troops, as to ptaae tbem 
under ibe comnaiul-of thair future •BDrbrMgn, ai- 
ntdy oonapioiiaiiB for atren^of mni, k ciUtinled 
DDderstanding, and a eonl tmdaunted by danger. 
Called by his ilhiatrious birth (o the protection of 
fciugdoms, two of whose crowns he alreadj' wore, 
the sight of a prince, so deservedly cherished for 
bis t^eots and virtues, would give vigour and aai- 
■uUion to every enterpruee, and extingulA Kt onck 
Utat fatal jealousy, which had renderod tke w'meHb 
pK^ectfl abordve. It might indeed be objected, that 
Ferdinand III. was as yet a novice in the science 
of war, that he wanted maturity of Judginenl, and 
was totally unacquainted with active sen ice. 'i'hese, 
bow«ver, they said, were defects which must daily 
dimiiUBh, and might he totally obviated by a pro- 
dent selection of military advisers, who underoavw 
o^bie authority might direct the operations of lb» 
diiferent armies; and, while theygnided hisinexp^- 
rience, might restrain hie impetuoaity.f 

However nrgent the motive allied by the se^t 
partizans of Spain in support of liieir upinioat 
various causes combined to prevent its ad<^ticw; 
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itiid it is probable, tliat tlic jealousy entertained by 
a despot toward bis successor, was by no lueans 
the least prepooderaat. The baeard of cQit&ding 
tbs tftle at Aaabift to ft prince destitute of axp^n- 
Moe in ktilitor]' aSoira, tna forciUy puitted by tiie 
miinerona friends, who stil) adhered to the fortuDes 
of Wallenstein. Neither was the expense inci- 
<lt'iital to a royul 8><tal>Ush[ijeTit a tiitliiig objection 
ill the iinpoverislicd statu of llie iiuporial finances ; 
because those sums might be more profitably ex- 
pMidfid, in procuriiig troops to replenish the chasms 
accgaaati in every regiment by the rathnese of 
Tilly. Tbe impradence of exposing the |ttM|uii|H 
live hmr of so laaay crown* to tbe p«3%w.flv> 
aflbrded additional matter for aniaiadTersion. Snif 
suppotung the King of Hni^ary ta be actn^ly ea, 
daved with every brilliant qudity vhich hia fofid- 
eat admirers could deaire, atiU a moat important 
eoosideration remained; because it was not oaly 
necessary to provide a commander, bnt an army 
was also required. Since the Duke of Priedland's 
deposition, tlie imperial t^enemls had acled without 
concord and energy. No undertaking had pros- 
pered, as if Providence had intended to make the 
emperor sensible of his error. Since that unfortu- 
nate period Ferdinand had been reduced to the de- 
grading necessity of depending chiefly upon the 
activity of bis allies, instead of dictating laws with 
uncontrolled authority to all the members of tiie 
Germanic constitution. To extricate him from a 
siblBtion no less diN£;racefuI than dani^erotis. a 
}IOwerful army was HLinliii:;: hut wlii.'ic ivoif the 
resources to be founil:' *>nr <uilj « en- 
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dowed with talent? adcqitate to (Contend against the 
Donbern conqueror; one man only was qualified 
to surmoant every obstacle b; tfae tranacettdent 
{iowen«f Us geniHs; but thrt bul b«l beeo, no- 
i&ttmuldjr, imtm from the mrntx OMifai «f 
IndigBtly, which it wu hardly poMible for a mindt 
go feelingly alive to the most romantic sentiments of 
honour, to consi^ to lasting oblivion. 

These arguments were calculated to make a 
Btroi^ impression both upon the heart and the nn- 
derstandiog of . Ferdinaad. Yet, notirithalandmg 
be was ready to acknowledge im ■indiscntkn,. in 
having deprived himself of the services of Wallat 
Btein, he hesitated to lake the only step which ap- 
peared likely to retrieve bis aflairs. Pride revolted 
at the thoi^ht of gratuitously exposing the imperial 
dignity tothe dit^raoeofa refnNl; neither was he 
totally inHBaUeubtfitfae artfol bunuatioBB at the 
^niirt rtatfoBfe wlio eiideBvoared to alum Us a»- 
puionsiteiOperbj^atbonBaDdcfaiiiMnui. . FiiedlaiMfB 
haughty character, they gaid, had alienated the af- 
fections of the whole German people, and was su- 
premely odions to the electors; it could not be ex- 
pected, therefore, that the Duke of Bavaria would 
patiently endure- the ex^tatioii of a wao, no lew 
nmarkable for the nnbending airoganee of hat-dn- 
position, and the im{dacable violence of his re»ent- 
ments, than for the extent and splendour of his men- 
tal endowments. The friendship of Maximilian was 
too valuable to be slighted; because, if aeriotisly 
offended, his correspondence with France, which 
bitberto had been confined to Becondory object^ 
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might temisatem a definitiTe treaty^ Tb«y &rther 
coDtonded, that it would be higlily imprudrat to 
coBunit the destiates of Austria to the iolegritf of a 
nail wlio had been bo grievouBly offended, and 
If hose recent bebaviour was of a nature to excite 
the Btron^t auspicioin of his being actually engaged 
ID a traitorous correspondence with the Saxws, and 
eren of having excited theni to undertake the inva- 
sion of Bohemia.* 

Wallenstein, whowaa mittntely informed oitvaxy 
thing that paaaed intiie itnpemtlcafaiiwt, pomirad 
tftatlhemoraentwM at leq^annedfiHrgratiljiiv 
bia [Hide and his resentment. Fortune had avenged 
bis wrongs by a series of disaaterB, which prt^p^ 
sively assailed the Austrian monarchy with coati- 
-ooally accumulating di^race. fi«iBOved ata dist- 
ance from the splendid theatre, where riches and 
nttowB mre the rewards of ancceu, hii haugfaty 
mbI ooBtenqtlaied wiA SaUan deli^ tbe downbU 
«f am edifice whicii be had contributed to raise, but 
which he was no loi^r permitted to support; 
while under the pompous display of theatrical dig- 
sity,he studiously concealed the desperate designs 
wMch he revolved in his distempered imagination. 
Tbongh a prey to tbe tanoents irf disaiqioiDted am- 
iHtiOB, and bnnuag with impatience far the ddjg^t- 
fa) period, when the humiliatioD of an vngratefal 
master might afford him ample revenge, he afiected 
tbe utmost indifference for all political tnwsaclioos, 
declaring, that be bad never enjoy^ substantial 
happiness, till he tasted tbe charms o£ domestie re- 
tiranMnt All the fevoars conferrad by the imperial 
court, exalted rank, unbounded wealth,, and erven 
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the splendour of a ducal crown, nhen weighed iu 
the scale of vanity, were rej;arded aa lecoinpenses 
inadequate to his deserts; while bis -important ser- 
vices preaenteil themselves, through the delusivem»^ 
dium of pride, under forms of gigantic magnitude; 
The unmerited treatment which he had recHvcd 
from Ferdinand cancelled all forme robt^tioaiV.SQri 
rendered retaliation a paramount duty. Occupied 
incessnntly with the chimeraf of a wakiDg droaou 
aoA Mieving every thing attainable by perseverance 
■gJitiiiliilH,! . hia enthusiastic fancy was neither dii- 
tnayed. nor astonished by the vastncss of a concep. 
tion, hut indulged itself in fabricatiug plans so eX' 
travap;ant, that lliey mlgiit have been mialaken for 
the visions of freuzy. .... /'..me 

The uuhridled uuiliority which he had formerly 
exercised at tlie head of the Austrian armies proved 
sufficient to content his most inordinate wiihn ; 
cause, while he was suffared to tranqde upon aU 
the [urinces of the empire, he totally forgot thai 
there existed a superior, whose mandate he was 
bound to obey, till the blow inflicted hy the diet 
of Hatisbonne dispelled the flattering vision, and 
aw^oied him to a sense of dependance. While 
poMesMd of power, scarcely inferior to that of 
the aBpfmrt he coiuecrated his aword to the bus- 
testation of despotiun, satisfied with the honour 
(or rather the infemy) of occupying the most dis- 
tinguished place among its numerous champions. 
But no sooner did he I'eel the sling, which he had 
so often inflicted upon otltera, than contemplating 
tyraray with the iudignatioh (tf a patriot, he secretly 
lemlved to orertum the idol, whose notions be 
wais no longer pennilted to direct.* 
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With a nibd wwlterably bent upon revenge, he 
no Boooer haard of the victorious progreas of Gu!j- 
t&TBS, thaB be.earncBtly strove to obtiiin his estreni, 
and employed Thurn as an ngont hi thiil iiihicale 
uegociatioo. Through him ht'. a.-suvcd tlie king, 
that if wouhl detach fifteen thousunil troops iulu 
V0bemw.>e (Wallenstein) wouItJ raise an ef(ual 
niUHtKfttbtooWBejtpanee; and, putting iiimsetf at 
tlitihead<tf united force, woulil engage, in ihe 
CQurse of a single oampaign, to wrest lhat kingdom, 
together with Moravia, from the dominioii of Aus- 
tria, and even to drive the emperor out of Gcr- 
ijiAliy- In return, lie ^ak^d to retttin, duriog life, 
Mpcklpnb^ri;, i» ^ddvtiaii to bia 
fMtm^Mi 0«t»tei; mi ftrtber, r^qniMd t)ifl King 
qf ^wed^n tu gata^ntee to him th« nDinterrupted 
pSS^Mon of all the territories which he night 
eyentu^Uy subjugate in the prosecution of hpsti- 

Up49Jfp1ed by the brilliancy of an offer, by which, 
if eacciMff«l> AmtnawouMlwvebeend^tv^dedto 
tft6|M«k of 4 B«Q>sd»ry power, Gutl^vos pweed- 
ed with his wonted caution ; ^d, in spite of ths in- 
treaties and protestations of Thum, continut'd 
equally to question the practicabilitj of the enter- 
prise and the siucerity of its autiior. Unwillins. 
however, irreparably to offend the iinplacahle duke, 
ife P0q&B«4 tiiinself bp expressing, in g^^nil tmnts. 
Ugh adm^ation which bis ^eots inspired, as- 
suriog hiip, that be should bo hsf^y, upoB ^^\ oc- 
coBipas, to contribute to bis aggq^iseqmtf P«- 
ligbted at a message, vltjch -waa cmpli- 
Dieatary, WallcuBleqi rapeated the lite

battle of Leipaic ; when he discovered, to his dis- 
appoiutment, that the ivary conqueror was too pro- 
dent to confide in the fidelity of a person, who 
Gonrtedliis alliance by proclaiming himsdf a traitor. 
But, 88 Gustavua wae dceirouf of contimi^ npm 
terms of A'iendship with a man, whose' talents he 
admired, though possibly without duly appreciatioff 
them, be endeavoured to soften the refusal by stu- 
died 3))ologies, expressing much regret that the 
losses which he had sustained would not allow of 
his detaching more tfaan two Tegimmts. Itmnstbe 
acknowledged, that the king seetna entirely to hare 
mistakni the chsracter of Wallenstein, and to have 
r^arded him in the light of a desperate adTenturer, 
rash enough to set fame and fortune on every throw, 
and con^ntly indulging in chimerical projects, 
which he wanted resources, and perhaps ineiina^ 
tion, to realize. Convinced of hitt error, he attempt- 
ed in Tain to renew the correspondence ; the deci- 
sive moment had been suffered to escape, and Fried- 
land's pride was too deeply wounded for him ever 
to forget, or eren to pardon, the tndifierence with 
which he had been treated.* 

Though frustrated in his expectations of support 
from hwedco. W alienstein could not relinquish his 
scliemes ol revenE;e; but turned towards Saxony, 
whose aaiiistance might afford the two-fold gratifi- 
cation of punishmg both Guslavus and Ferdinand. 
It appears, nideed, that his correspondence with 
Arnheim had never been interrupted, and the know- 
ledge which be possf^psetl of fhe elector's character 
left litllr douht on bis imn.\ Ibiil be would catch, 
Willi e;igerin.ss, al any projxi^iil wliicli tended lo li- 
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Iterate bim from every engagement wliich necessity 
had compelled him to contract. After detaching 
John George frem his connexion with Sweden, he 
foresaw the possibility of forming an independent 
parly in Geiiiiuay. whose proceedings he donhted 
not to be able to guide by the preponderating iaSu- 

of genius. - * 

. SpMHOas, however, as this project appeared, an 
arroy me required fbr its execution devoted to its 
commander with obsequious attachment, and ready 
(o support him against every competitor ; hut how 
was it possible to assemble such au army, without 
excitiug suspicions of disaflection? No hope, there- 
fore, preMoted ilsdf, of ultimate success, unless 
be sbontd once more be placed at the bead of the 
Atutriafi forces, a&d commissioned to recruit for 
the imperial service. Pride, however, forbade him 
tosftlicitthe appointment; because, independently 
of the humiliation to which it would expose !iim, 
he could aerer expect voluntarily to be invested 
.w^ that nnlibnted authority, which appeared e» 
Mn&l-to the ^ccqmplishmeDt of his vast designs. 
Fully satisfied that uothiag, except the extremest 
peril, would overcome the emperor's scruples, or 
induce Spain and Bavaiia to consent to his eleva- 
tion, he resolved, by secretly bvouring the projects 
pf the enemy, to augment the embarrassmeDt of 
Ferduiand. Hence there is great reason for beltev- 
jng, that the isnsion of Bohemia, by the Sazona, 
was undertaken with his approbation, if not at liis 
leqoest- It was also generally supposed, that in 
■n interview wiUt Arnheim, at the castle of Kau- 
niti, he explained to his friend the extent of his 
prctjects, and even traced out a plan for their attain- 
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menl.* Mean^ik, his portiiand were etnployetl 
at Vi«ntia in expatiating- npon every topic most 
likely to irritate the public feelings, or to add 
to tte'^nerfli consternation; not t'oi-getting' to 
dwd) upon the incapacity of th** cnnimai.ders, and 
the imprudence of Ferdinand, in displacing; a hero, 
to whoso triumplmnt car victory had heen iusepa- 
tably Ciiained. " Had the Duke of Frieillnnd coti- 
tinlicd Rt the head of our arniies. the^e disasUTR 
would never have hiippeiied," exclaimed the credu- 
lous popniace in i^rcry street; and their reOiariCB 
M'ere repeated with venal exaa^ration by the 
couMiers in the imperial palace. 

No artifices, however, were any longer required, 
to make the emperor ficnsible of his error; I)ecan8e 
repealed defeals had illiistvatecl his folly in language 
too plain (o be niit^litken. IS'cillier did it require 
mncf. rheloriclo conviiichini, Ibat Wailenstein was 
the only person copiiblc of repairing; his misforlnzies. 
The enornions riches ivhich he possessed, the rapid- 
ity with which he had formerly aaaembled an army, 
supported ei)tireiy> by his own resqtirces, without 
ever recurring to the imperial treasury, and the zeal 
with whicli he vindicated, upon every occasion, the 
honour and dignity of the imperial crown, had made 
a latitiiu;; impressioli upon Ferdinand. Yet still tlie 
struggle between pride and intel-est was highly 
puoftil ; and it reqtlired no inconsiderable share of 
aagbahitutty, for k tuottarcfa edncMed is atl tbs Idl^ 
pK^udiees of the court of Madrid, so hr to sabdne 
his natural character, as to supplicate die ssaiBt- 
anceitfan offended subject. Yet, uotwithstmditig 
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th« oppontion of the SpanUh ambassador, and the 
dread fit displeadins Haximilian, Ferdinand yielded 
■f - length to flie suggestions of reason, and em- 
pow«ed WftlleiiStdn'R friendf^ to no^ociate for his 
Ktutn; 

I'hol^^hly atiqa^ted mtb all thi; transactions 
of the Austrkm cri>fiiet, the Duke of Friedland 
resolted to satiate his iaordinate pride. The honr 
of retrfbtnloB, alttfc which he had lont; and inelfec- 
tuall^ panted, was now arrived, and hi»< imperious 
soil! exnlliid at tlie prospect of asserting tlie well- 
founded superiority of genius over the accidental 
distinctions of birth and fortune. He accordingly 
recdved with affected iudifference the first propo^s 
which were brought by his cousin, Maximilian Wal- 
lenstein, whom Ferdinand had selected as a person 
most acceptable to lue illustrious relative, atid sup- 
posed to be hoBAHi^ witli his unlimited confidence. 

With preconcerted eloqn^ice, Friedland expa- 
tiated upon the delights of retirement, protesting 
that, titi he had relinqnitihed all political ocoiipa- 
tions, he had been a stranger to real felicity. To 
his enemies, he said, he felt greatly indebted, be- 
cause they had taught biin to value the only bles- 
siugs which can alleviate the burthen of life ; for 
without their malicions attack, he should never 
have tasted (he pleasnres of independence, and those 
refined gratifications \ihich a rnllivated under- 
standing mnst ever derite from c o usee rati Hg super- 
fluous riches to the improvement of agriculture, the 
pfttMDage Ot the arts, and the encouragetnent of 
gHtiiw all its snleDt mid various pursnitA.. These 
tMnquil enjoyments induced bira to look down with 
m a rito d cu a te n ipt on the ph a n t om glOTyj w^jdi he 
bwt bcnwrly. woidyppod wiHi olnost idolativits 
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devotion. Fortunntely, however, be liad disco- 
vered his error before it was too late to reUeve it ; 
and ho Eoleinnly protested, that nothing should 
lenipt him, during the remaining period of life, lo 
Hacrifice tranijuiltity to popular admiration, or, what 
was stilt more precarious, to royal favour. For 
tijose reasons he declined, though with the strong? 
est e.vpressions of gratitude antl respect, an invita- 
lioQ from Ferdinand to Vienna; but, after much per- 
Huasion, he consented to remove lo Znaim, lu Mo- 
ravia, that he might receive the emperor's orders 
more expeditiously.* 

Qaestenjberg and Wertemberg, who had fwtnet- 
ly been chosen lo convey the intellig;ence of hiit di9- 
grace, were now selected for the more welcome 
office of appeasing the implacable temper of Wal- 
Iciistein. The liurailiation of Ferdinand, liowewr, 
was so irr;i(ifjins lo liisvanily, that all llieir solici- 
tation* were uiiuvailiug. IVmlht-r was llic <iuthorily 
ofl'ered hiui sufHciently extensive to satisfy his un- 
bounded affibitiou. The ilt-judgiug jealoustjr of 
the imperial minutera bad nearly friutnted the 
gociaSeD at its commeucemeut ; for though the; 
could Dot but know that his haughty spirit would 
disdain the idea of subordination, they itnprtideDtly 
attempted to control his power, by proposing, that 
the heir of the Austrian mon^hy shoutU be .^r- 
mittcd to utadj- the iciaice ot war usder a niaatw 
of suchcovanmmatealMlkr. ludigoaDtataaebeiM^ 
of which he instantly pwetraled the real moUra, 
he declared hia resolutitm never to accept oT a di- 
tided caaaaaad. " Do trat sni^MMe," said be, 
ujuble to check the jmp^oow^ of bis tmaftr. 
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"AfttI rhiiw eadty'dbcaTed. le the aspcrar still 
such a Btranger W my character, tiiat he can believe 
me capable of d^ading my honour ? Can he sup- 
pose, that I will aofieV attotber to enjoy the fame of 
Tictorieij, the resatt of my combinations and fa- 
tigues? If BDch be his opinion, he mistakes me 
stni^ely. No; ware the Almighty Ruler of the 
uDirane to descend from hraven to comnmnd ehi 
army, the Duke of Friedland wonid acom to be- 
coiue his lieutenant." 

This haughty reply convincing Ferdinand tiiat 
Wallenstt'in's services were to be purchased only 
by the most humiliating concessionH, he instantly 
dispatched bis confidential ministeif, with pennis' 
non b> anbscribe to any conditions, not totally in- 
consistent vith the imperial dignity : the long in- 
timacy which had subsisted between Eg^cnberg 
and Friedland gave additional wd^hl tg his cii- 
deavonrs. Yet notwithstanding he alternately clii- 
ded and caressed ; now extolled the transcendent 
talenta of his friend witli exaggerated commenda- 
tion, now censuring his obstinacy for refusing to 
shield his expiring country from absolute ruin, and 
even condescended to bumble the imperial sceptre 
at the feet of a Bohemian baron, Walienstein still 
continued inexorable. With truth Eggenberg pro- 
tested, that notwithstanding appearances, Ferdi- 
nand had never ceased to regard him as the cham- 
pion and the ornament of Germany ; and of this 
^vourable opinion he actually gave him (he most 
Buequivocal proof, in wishing to conhde the safety 
of the empire to his superior genius. " If would," 
continued he, with increasing animation, ." be a 
aacrihce truly worthy of a soul that emulates the 
qileudouT of Soman magnaatniity, to immolate re- 
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sentmpnt at the shrine of patriotism. It is by ihe 
lustre of his actions that the Dake of Friedlaod 
ought to silence the imputations of calumny. A 
victory like this over offended pride is the briglitest 
triumph which a hero can obtain, and is the only 
thing wanting to transmit tlie name of Wallenst«in 
to the Utest posterity, with nnrivatled glory, as the 
savionr of Germany." 

These humiliating condescensi»n8 appearing as 
ample atonement for every injury, the indi^aat 
chieftain ultimately yielded with affected relucv 
tance to the pressing solicitations of his friend. 
Too artful, however, to extricate an ungrateful 
master from all his embarrassments, by an act of 
(mqnatified generosity, he acceded only in part to 
the emperor's request; in order, by apparent inde- 
cision, to enhance tlie value of the service, which 
still remained In be performed. He accordingly 
signified his determination to accept the command 
for the short period of three months, during which 
be undertook to rais^ and to organize «b amy ; 
but positively refttsed to chai^ himsetf with dte. 
directjon of any militery ppemtioDS, or even to re» 
eeive the Bmalleat recomprase fbr bta ezertioM: 
desiring tlmt the raormons sdary destined for hU 
ifltHWierationmig^t be appropriated to warlike pre- 
parations. 

The minister of Ferdinand was so entirely satis- 
fied tbat his friend's retolntion was not to be shaken, 
that he demited from ffartber penmasion, and re- 
turned to VieDoa to conmraoieate to the emperor 
the result of the negociation. Bat that prince's 
condition was now- so desperate, tllat he r^iarded 
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even the momentary acquisition of Wallenstda'tf 

serrices as an object of serious triumpbr 

Sucb indeed to Wallenatein it proved in reality ; 
and he now looked forward with confidence to the 
tpeedj accompUshment of his most chin^erical 
iHshes. B; the formation of an army, strong 
enough to cope with the northern conqueror, he 
flattered himself to display to the astonished world 
tbe magnitude of his resources, and to Gonvince 
mankind that the preservation of the Austrian mo- 
narchy depended upon the caprice of a subject. 
He was perfectly certain that an army, created by 
the magical influence of his own popularity, could 
be kept leather by no power less impulsive than 
ttet by which it was originally organized ; and he- 
falt that the consciousness of this important secret 
must necessarily constrain the emperor to subscribe 
implicitly to every condition which his vanity nii;rlit 
hereafter exact.* 

Elated at contemplating the unbounded prospect 
lAich opened to W ambition, Friedtand exerted 
all the enei^es of his active mind to realise a pro- 
mise, which to the generality of mankind appeared 
unattainable, and which even fiustavus ridiculed 
as fantastic. The machinery of liic lUidwJaking 
however had been long prcpart'd, and iiotliiiig was 
required except to set the difl'erent wheels in mo- 
tion. No sooner waa it known that .WalliaiBtein 
bad resumed the commsnd, than officerB of expe^ 
rience came flockiiq; in crowds from die remotest 
provinces, to seek &me and fortune nnd^ so re- - 
nowoed a leader. Many of tbein had j^artaluD ia 
bia former victories, and knew from estporience 
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that if he punished miHconduct with more than 
Roman severity, he recompensed merit with at least 
equal profuBioD. Delighted at finding himself still 
an object of Bdraic^on to his ancient compauioaa 
in glory, he received with ben^iity their ofiets ^ 
service, recalled to thdr recollectioii a thonund 
dangers vbich tbey had shared together, spoke 
with enlhusiasm of various actions in vrhich their 
valour or intelligence had been displayed, and, 
even won them for ever by the magnificence of his 
promises, of which he was no less liberal than of 
his praises. The poor he assisted with presents, 
the rich he encouraged by the hope of renowDt 
thus engaging many to levy r^ments at their own 
expense, upon the assurance of obtaining the com- 
mand. In the appointment of officers, he wisely 
abolished all sectarian distinctions, inquiring only 
into the talents of those who sought promotion, 
without attending to their religious opinions. By 
augmenting the pay of the common soldiers, he 
enticed thousands to his standard, who preferred 
the rapid emoluments of plunder to the tardy re- 
turns of husbandry, rendered still more precarious 
by martial visitations.* Convinced thiit nothing 
could be effected of permanent utility without 
the most absolute devotion from all his followers, 
he threw aside that unsocial and forbidding aus- 
terity, which, though it created respect, could never 
inspire i^ction ; conversing with the officers in a

Neither waa he leas actively occupied in varioas 
Mgociatioiis with fbrdgn powers for procnrin^ a»- 
idttance in men and in money. From the l>iike of 

Lorraine he received the strongest assurance of 
speedy and efficacious support, procured a con- 
siderable ri'infurceineiit of cossacs from Poland, 
and collected arms and ammunition from Italy. 
Before three months were expired, forty thousand 
men were actually assembled in Moravia,')' pro- 
vided abundaiilly with military stores, and panting 
for the signal of glory. 

Dnring the eventful period which this enterpri- 
sing chietlain had allotted for the regeneration of 
the Austrian forces, his bosom was torn by every 
tDmultuous passion which follows in the train of 
ambidpn. At one nionu-nt he con turn [ihited the 
arduous undertaking wilh the de^poniJency of su- 
perstition, alarmed by some sinister occurrence, 
which credulity treated as ominous; hut if Seni 
enconraged liini by thu cheering assurance that the 
constellations announced a propitious result, he 
anticipate<l with rapture die delighfful moment, 
when he should be enalilei! lo liurl defiance against 
all his enemies from the throne of liohemia. 

JThe promises of Wallenstein having been com- 
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pietety reajized before the period aitotted for his 
retirement, he intreated the <;inperor to name a 
tXHutnaiider, into whose hands he might reeiga the 
anthoritf. He wm however fiiily aware, that ia 
making the oSer, he tan no risk of its being ac- 
cepted ; for so devotedly was the army attached to 
ite leader, that the momeat it had been deprived 
of the vivyfyiiig influence of that, extraordinary 
man, to whoae exertions it owed its existence, it 
would have disappeared like a magical phantom. 
Scarcely an officer could be Amnd upon whose tit- 
Aetions he had not a powerful hold, lather by tbe 
grateful recollection of former favours, or the stilt 
firmer bond of recent obligations. Many of the 
regiments were commanded by his relations, or 
dependents ; the most confidential of whom were 
^trusted with the superintendence of several bat 
taliotUi npon the plauaible pretexts of redndi^ 
expense, and oi training the recniito with greater 
facility.' 

No sooner however was his inclination for retire- 
ment made known at Vienna, than the ambassadors 
of Spain and Bavaria exhorted the emperor to 
accept hia resignation ; the former with a view of 
placing at the head of the Austrian armies a prince 
whom, by the influence of an amiable consort, 
they accepted inipHcitly to goveru i while (he latter 
ynei actuated by the dread of being exposed to the 
resentment of an all-powerful rival. This advKe 
was supported by various arguments, which it is 
UDtiecessary now to repeat, because they differed in 
no material point from those employed by the ene- 
mies of Wallenstein in order to prevent hia recal.

No reasons however were capable of producing; 
the smallest effect, when opposed to the torrent, 
which threatened to oTerwhelm the Austrian mo- 
narchy, and to sap die foundatioiu oithe Mrthod^X 
chuTcb. ' Such at least it appeared to the despond- 
ing emperor, who justly attributed die oppoEstion 
of Maximilian to interested motives ; persuaded 
that the elector would williiigiy hazard the exist- 
ence of the imperial criiwn, provided the sacrifice 
was likely to conduce to the preservation of his 
pemoDal authority. Aa intercepted letter is aup- 
poaed to have Ulen^^ito Ferdinand's bands, from 
which it clearly appeared, that a negociation wea 
carrying on between Sweden and Bavaria ; and 
this discovery escifed a suspicion, that the principal 
motive which impelled the latter to oppose the 
ranatatement of Wallenstein, was the apprehension 
that the yigilaiice of a wary politiciaii might create 
additional obstacles to his treachery. 

Convinced that nothing short of tiie extremest 
distress could have tempted Ferdinand to restore 
him to power, and no leas satistied that tlie moment 
the storm should be dissipated he would be im- 
molated to the jealousy of his enemies, Friedland 
determined to profit by the favourable conjaactnie, 
and establish his authority upon a fouodatiOB UQ 
solid, that it might set envy and ingratitude at da- 
fiance. Adhering pertinaciously to this resolution, 
ha iqected every overture successively made, till 
the humiliated emperor was reduced to the ne> 
ceasity of granting every demand, however extrava- 
gant, which, the presun^don of Waltenstein im- 
posed. Thinking nothing too d^ading to pacilj 
the hero on whom the safety of his dominions de- 
pended, Ferdiaaod sent a deputation to iTnaim.

At the head of the mission wae placed the Friace 
of E^ggenberg, accompanied by the luetropolitan of 
Austria, a respectable prelate, and by Chiroga, a 
Spanish capuchin of insinuating manners, an in- 
triguing character, and eminently gifted with the 
versatile talents of a ncgociator. 

The same farce that had been acted during 
the former conference was repeated with still 
greater affectation, till Eggenberg's patience being 
completely exhausted, he warned him of the danger 
to whi<^h bis obstinacy might expoee him. " The 
emperor," he said "had olT^ifed every atonement, 
which the most delicate honour could require ; 
niid sliuuld be lind his concessions treated with 
disiliiiij, a (Imp rogard for the dignity of the im- 
pm-.i] v\i>\\\\ mi^ht compel to adopt a different 
system, in order to convince the world that he was 
Dot unable to punish, though he greatly preferred 
to reward.'"* 

Walleostein, whose extensive estates were for 
the most part situated in the Austrian provinces, 
was fully iiivare t!iat the menace jviight easily be 
carried into execution. It was not however to 
fear that be yielded, but to the certain conviction, 
that the terror inspired by the victories of Gns- 
txvaa had effaced every scruple from the bosoin of 
Ferdinand. 

In order to preclude the possibility of future 
misunderstanding, Eggenberg requested his friend 
to specify his pretensions in writing, aseuring him 
that the emperor would readily accede to any pro- 
posals whidi migbt appear , essenlial to his future 
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security. Stddioiis to avoirl tlie imputation of pre- 
meditated preMiinptioii, \V;llle!l^lfcin demanded a 
day for reftection, at the expiration of which he de- 
livered a papar to foUoniDg purport ; 
. Id the first place, he required the most unlimited 
authority over all the troops employed in GennaDy, 
of whatever uation they might be compoeed, toge- 
ther with the amplest povrcr to punish, or remune- 
rate, without ever becouiiiig responsible for his 
acltons. He positively insisted, that neither the 
onperur, nor the King of Hui^ary, should visit the 
army, nor in any way interfere with bis militar; 
arrangemeots ; and that the former Bhould engage 
neither to pardon an offence, to bestovr a gratifica- 
tion, nor even to till up a vacancy, without haiing 
previously obtained his cotmcnt. As a remunera- 
tion for lua services, he claimed the reversion of 
some Austrian principality, as well as the entire 
disposal of all tlie conR.scated property, with full 
permission to appropriate to his private emolu- 
ments the territories which he expected to conquer, 
without being subject to the jurisdiction of the 
aiilic council, or of any other tribunal whatsoever. 
He farther demanded a solemn promise, that peace 
jriionld never be concluded without bis approba- 
tion; thst his own re-establishnient in the duchy 
of Mecklenberg should be -made an indispensable 
article in the treaty ; that every requisition he might 
make for pecuniary supplies should be instantly 
complied with ; and that, in case of necessity, thi} 
iiereditary dominions of Austria should be open to 
his retreat* '

mans iuveated a dictator. To all tbeir argomrats, 
however, he conteuted himself with opposing the 
difficulties of hi^ own sifuation, and the danger 
which threatened his country. Decision and vi- 
gour, he said, were essentially requisite for the 
preserratiou of the empire ; and how could eithei 
be expected, unless the authority of the comoiandav 
should be uncontrolled. Should the King of 
Hnngarjr be allowed to join the anny, it would be 
totally inconsiBtcnt with his exalted rank to fill 
any, except the highest station ; and to entrust an 
iaexperienced youth with the conduct of the war, 
would be no less inconsiBtent wilh prudence. The 
absolute disposal of all confiscated property, m 
well as the power to punish, or reward, was equally 
OBsential to future success. The emperor might, 
otherwise, be misled by artful suggestionfi, to par> 
don txansgressions which admitted not of extenua- 
tion, or to leave meritorious service unrequited; 
thus paralyzing the operations of hope and fear — 
thOBe powerful incitements to heroic exertion. 
Few men, he contended, were induced to submit 
to the fatigueB and privations of a military life 
from the love of glory alone ; on the contrary, ava- 
rice and ambition were the ordinary motives which 
impelled them to sacrifice their health, their com- 
forts, and «vea their existence, in the pursuit of 
ridies atid power. By constantly presenting to 
their dtozled imaginations wealth and honours, aa 
the rewards of exertion, they were rendered capa- 
' ble of the moet hazardous enterprises ; while the 
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asaurance, that a speedy ami i^nomiDions death 
would be the inevitable consequence of indiaci- 
pline, and disobedience, preventod tbcm from be- 
coming robbers and assassins. 

Tbtae leasoiu were plausible; but had tbey 
4nea been destitute of all appearance of epecious- 
ness, the agents of Ferdinand would have beeij 
equally constrained to submit without farther hesi- 
tation. 

Notvith standing the emperor was tempted to 
ratify this preposterous treaty, it is probable that 
faiB impa^oos temper never cordially pardoned the 
bitter hnmiliHtioD attending it, though he concealed 
luB resentment with studied composure beneath the 
iDsidions Teil of hypocrisy. In every province of 
his extensive dominions pnblic prayers and pro- 
cessions were solemly enjoined for the purpose of 
propitiating Heaven, and drawing down its bene- 
diction upon the efforts of a warrior, w hose success 
would have proved, the destruction of Austria." 
Too enlightened to believe that the slu^ish virtues 
of a monk cat) be grateful to a Being, who destined 
the first and noblest of his creatures to the highest 
attainments by industry and perseverance, Wal- 
lenstpiii resolved to merit the favour of Providence 
by procefdii)^s more rational than the pageantries 
of Rome ; convinced that they only are likely lo be 
crowned with laurels, who deserve them by the 
■agaoity with which their expeditions are planned, 
aad by the energy with which they are executed. 

Though the pride of Spain was deeply offended

The ap|)ointment of the Duke of Friedland, like 
a magic lipell, revived the drooping spirits of the 
soldiers; and his name in a moment became so 
popular, that even his vioes were idolized, while 
the singularity of his character was regarded as a 
symptom of superior wisdom ;* so true it is that 
eccentricity, by vulgar nndmtandings, is almotit 
always mistakeo for genius.

The acquisition of Francfort, without the neces- 
sity of firing a single cannon, produced compli- 
ments and congratulations from erery quarter. 
These, bowerer, were not always dictated by 
honest admiration ; because the rapid prt^iess of 
Gustavus had already created a serious alarm, even 
among those who possessed for hira the warmest 
attachment. These princes of Hesse were im- 
pelled to worship the rising sun from opposite mo- 
tires. William Landgrave of Caasel, a steady 
friend to civil and religions toleration, spoke the 
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language of fnilh when he offered up bis prayers 
for the prospi^rity of Sweden; nor did he coufine 
himself exct<i!<ively to barren vows ; for he not only 
conducted a powerful reinforcemeDt* to tbe camp of 
GiTstavus, but contributed personally to the humi- 
liation of Ferdinand, by reducing Minden, Gbttia- 
geii, and Vacca. George, Landgrave of Damstadt, 
was of a different character. Notwithstanding his 
birth and education had rendered him adverse to the 
errors of po]icry, he secretly adhered to the Austrian 
iiili;ri'Sl, thoMijh lie conct^aled his duplicily nuder 
the mask of piil.viotisni, deluding the protesl-irits with 
pacific overtures, and even with proposals for assem' 
bling a genera) congress, in whiph he offered to as- 
some the o3i6e of mediator. Guetavijs, vho woe 
tliorougbly acquainted with his principles, received 
bis professions with studied indifference ; nor did he 
hesitate to tell him, that it would have been far more 
consistent witii the dignity of an independent sove- 
reign, to have united with tbe confederacjof Leipsic, 
instead of aoffering himself to be diverted from the 
path of bouonr by the illusory promis«i of Ferdi- 
nand. In consideration, faonever, of bis havii^ 
espoused the daughter of tbe Elector of Saxony, he 
cotUeotetf at length t6 hisremafaiing neuter; and 
eika ^pensed 4tth tlie paymeBI of any military 
oOfttrttHUioti, thoKf^ he positively insisted, that a 
S^tfedtsU ^anisOn should occupy the castle of Rus- 
»edh^.f 

Meanwhile Tilly exhausted bis rage ai;d disap- 
poiobnent in laying Waste the Margraviate of Ans-

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pach. Not satisfied with plundering the retreats of 
industry, tlie bigoted barbarian c\lendi'd his pro- 
fanation to the venerable mansions of tht- (lead ; the 
magnifireut se|jnlfl)res, where the reigning family 
slept for geiier;itiotis. were inhumanly stripped of 
OTery tributary decoration, which pride or piety, or 
filial affection, had consecrated to the memory of 
Adr iUnstrious progenitors. 

The misunderstanding, which had arisen be- 
tween the generalissimo and Pappenheim, in conse- 
quence of the battle of Leipsic, made it impossible 
for them any more to act with concei t. The latter, 
therefore, was sent with a separate commaod to 
opposetbeSwedesia Westphalia, while the former 
attempted to Aram Gnstavus ftom the baoks of the 
Rhine, by undertakmg the siege of Kuremberg'. To 
a summons to siirrendei'. Iiovvever. the governor re- 
plied by a gen 1 1 I f il y Con- 
vinced that it would bo diihcuk to mtmiidate a 
man of so decided a ciiaractcr. and uuwillmg a se- 
cond time to contend with Gustavus. who was ie- 
tually on bis march to Francoma, the imperial ge-' 
Herat thought fit to retire to tiie fi^ntiers of Bo- 
hemia, under pretext of allowms his harassed 
troops a little repose," 

Being now delivered from all apprehensions on 
the side of the imperialists, the Kimr of Sweden 
croMed the Mayne, and m a short time reduced 
tiiat romantic rraci ol cukiviitt'd mountains, which 
is knoSs-B in Germany bv the appellation of Berg- 
stra»8, and which extends with tittle interruption 
from Darmstadt to Heidelbeig. Before hey^tnred

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to beside tlie latter cily, lie deemed it essential to 
bis future security to [iiake liiiiiself ma^^tei' of 
Oppenheim ; because, by affording a retreat to tlie 
Spaoiih forcee, it enabled th^ to molest his open,' 
tions. Prerionsly, howercs', to commencing the 
siege, it was necessary for htm to ctobb the Rhine; 
ail enterprise not easily accomplished, as all the 
ve^jsda in the yicinit; had been deiitroyed by the 
enemy, wlio were strongly poeted on the opposite 
bank, with tlie firm determination of disputing the 
passage. Hurried on by an impetuosity of t«n|tO', 
ivhtch too often disdained the control ot prudence, 
he crossed the river in a littie boat, in order lio in- 
spect the position of the enemy with greater preci:- 
sion; but scarcely had he landed, when he was 
suddenly attacked by a party of Spanish iiorse, from 
whom he escaped with the greatest difficulty. At 
Iragth, however, foy unremitting perseverance, tie 
succeeded in procuring a couple of barges, capable 
of containing three hundred soldiers. Aware of bis 
intention, the Spanish general permitted them to 
land uithout mo testation, * and then assailed them 
with .superior force ; but, contrary to his expecta- 
t\<iu. tliis ciidsen band resisleii tlie efioils of bis 
heavy cavalry with such undaiuiK^ii hravpry, that 
they maintained their position till llic kiii^ hiid lime 
to arrive to their assistance. The passage of the 
Rhine, effected without the smallest loss, while it 
gave additional lustre to the Swedish armsLOver- 
whdmed the imperialistB with coiuternatioa.j>

trdopa of Lorraine evacuated Worms, after commiti- 
ting a thousand depredations ; vliite the Spatriards 
sought shelter within the walls of Oppetiheim and 
Frankenthal ; the former of which, however, ww' 
taken by storm, after a long and gallant re- 
sistance. * 

Not a moment was wasted by the Swedish mo- 
narch, which it waa possible to employ to advan- 
tage. PreparationB were therefore made, with un- 
abating^ activity for the reduction of Mentz, where 
the flower of the Spanish army had retreated. FoP 
this purpose, the Landgrave of Cassel was directed 
to encamp on the right bank of the Rhioe, in orda 
to prevent supplies from being thrown into the taty, 
while the Swedes invested it on the left. In tiam 
hopeless state the besieged at first displayed mocb 
resolution ; and Don Philip Sylva, depending upon 
the valour of two thousand Walloons, who had been 
recently added to the elcetoial garnMMi, pnblicljr 
bo^ed, tfcd to IrimMtf ati4 faK gaUMt cOiBVBiiiau.

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self into the RhitiP, and Urge fragnieuts of rock 
were likewise Ruok more efl'ectually to obstruct the 
nETigation. Yet, no socner had &i« enemy ad- 
vaaced to ttie toot of tke rampMl*, tbaa the con- 
fidence of tlM comnnttdcr abtMA ; bo longw ram- 
siUe to the draulfal (lestinr which awaited the io' 
iiabitants, should the victors be tempted to render 
the mag^iificmt rraidence of an ecclesiastical elector 
a memorable estample of justifiable voigeance, in 
r^liation for the crnelty of Tilly ; Sylva proposed, 
a ca^Htulatton, and shortly obtained DrMRageanDM' 
conqueror pemiMioo to retire to LnxeiabiHg.* 

On the thirteenth of December^ 1631 , Oueterns en- 
tered in triumph, and fixed his residence in the elec- 
toral palace. Delighted with the romantic beauties 
of the scenery, no less than with the valuable booty 
which lell into his hands,'!' he strengthened the 
city with additional fortifications, which were car- 
ried to such an extent as to be capable of containing 
twenty thousand conibatant5. Bridges likewise 
were constructed over both the rivers, which unite 
under the walla of Mentz, to facilitate the communi- 
cation with the adjacent country ;:|: which, bein^ 
supplied with every thing requisite for an army, the 
kmg prudently resolved t« allow liis troops a short 
relaxation after aU their ftt^es. Previously how- 
ever to Uieir entering into winter quarters, Uie Hes-

mian sceptre; among the latter were Vane and An^ 
etrulher, as the representati?eB of Cltarles I. and 
de Bre2^ and Chamice as those of Louis XIII.

tliat meanness and je^ousy are usualty the bane of 
aJI political confederacies.* 

- While the King of Sweden was occvpiecl in sub^ 
jtigatii^ tl)e provinces contiguouB to tJifl Rhine, bid 
emnies were endeavouring, by every aAUce, t* ex* 
citB' the piouR scruples of Louie ; and' would nn- 
^uestionabty have succeeded in detaching; him from 
a cause, which they represented as hateful in the 
eyes' <rf the Almighty, had not their macbinationR 
baett tortMiiatety counteracted by the superior dis- 
cernment of Richelieu. After tuiving fotttishly sa- 
crificed his temporal emolumeatB to a blind attach- 
ment to Austria, die Bishop of "Wurttfeui^ sought an 
afyliim at Paris, where he availed himself of the 
plan adopted hy Giistavus ftir humbling the League, 
to represent him as more inveterate toward the ca- 
tholic church than Julian, N^ro, or Dioclesian. It 
was generaHy cxpucted that thf Swedes would have 
directed the lorrwit of hostilities against the Elector 
of Bavaria, after reducing the circle of Franconia. 
But when the enlighteited coaitaeror fenook the 
^fltb «bieh vulgar understancWft had- traced Ibr 
hi» pvogKM, few were able to pcnetmfe lris'I<ea^ de- 
and being ashamed to acknowl^ge their 
Vtmtl capacity, they had recourse to explanations 
DD>Iles9 absurd than contradictory. The ntt^ sub- 
venrton of the catholic worship, and even the ro- 
mmtie project of marchiHg t» Rome, in order to 
expel tbe venerable Bnccessor of St. Peter, dmo- 
-nmated tbe imtichriat in Ids bhspfaemooB T<ycalMi-: 
lary, from tbe throne of the apostlea, as a prelude to 
rearing tbe empire of Uleodioric, were amofig flie 
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lollies attributed by the.Iesuitu and iheir partisans, 
to tlie most humane aud itjost .sagacious of heroes. 
As a step toward the completion of Ihis impious 
eiiterpriNK, lie was represented as carrying on a 
clandestine correspondence willi the Caitiuist^ ui 
Fr&nce, couvinced that it would be impossible to 
accomplish his nefarious purpose, while a sovereigni 
devoted to the orthodox faith, should govern that 
powerful nation. They farther asserted, tltat liis only 
object iu crossing the Rhme, was to occupy a 
3 country, from which he might easily assist the 
malcontents when tliey should be prepared for iui 
insurrection.*' 'I'hese uisinuations were calculated 
to make a histing impression upon the luind of a 
prince, wlio would have Ijeen regarded hy posterity 
as one of the most despicable puppets which ever 
disgraced a crown, had ho not been rescued from 
contempt hy tlie geuitis of his minister. Too pru- 
dent to »larm tlie prejudices of his master by treat- 
ing the liactiou with ridicule, the cardinal pretended 
to examine their allegations with cautious attention; 
aud the result of his inquiry was a positive assur- 
ance, that nothing was to be apprehended for the 
internal tranquillity of his dominions. 

No man knew belter than Richelieu to disguise 
iiis feelings, when the occasion required hypocrisy ; 
he accordingly received the German prelate with 
-IS many protestations of attachment toward the 
papal Hee, as if he had really believed the triple 
crown to be the drmest pillar of Christianity. His 
sovereign, he said. Was so laudably devoted to the 
religion of ills ancestors, that he would aever hes i- 
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tatfi to sacrifice evpii life itself iii its defence, 
"This you may eitsily imagiiK',' nddwl the ri-afty 
statesmaa, " to be a sentiment which 1 zealously 
encourage. But if the Germau cfttholice are ex- 
posed to danger, it ariseg entirely from their OM>n 
indiscretion. The hum illation of Austria (1 speak 
with confidence) in the only object for nhich the 
King- of Sweden coiiteniis; mid if he ncrusionally 
directs his lictorious aniLV against anj of the mem- 
berB of the OaUiolic League, it in because they have 
been the aggToeora. By recalling their troopa, and 
engaging to tfbaerve a strict Neutrality, even tbe 
Sake of Bavaria, the head of the League, may de- 
pend upon receiving no farther injury. But if they 
persist in hostiHiies, rilher open or concealed, it is 
absurd for them to expect to escape with impunity. 
Cannot the catholic worship be supported in Ger- 
many, and even maintaia its ancient pre-emioeDce, 
independently df-tfaedespatistnefF^dimnd? IVae 
poHcy dictates a different system; BDdti>«etbMindB 
to the extravagant pretension's of AnatriB, sppeen 
to me no less necessary to the- happineaa of all m- 
thodox Christians, than it is essential to the 
pies of Luther or Calvin."* 

The cardinal s behiivionr at this important Crisis 
displays admirable prudence and sagacity. -TTie 
clamour excited by the Jc:«uils, on accotint of the 
allegiance contracted by his Christian majesty with 
the avowed champion of licresy, however con teraptiT 
ble in the eyes of reason, was too loud Bnd too 
prevalent to he (iespi'^ed liy a man, decorated with 
the liduom-^ of iIk; Romaii pinple. The ol^er of 
jnedijlion artfcll} made, served, however, to 
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rescue the chai-acter of Riclielieu from the charge 
of impuDity, without forciog him to abaadon the 
noble project winch he had traced for the aggran- 
dizement of his country. If he succeeded in pen- 
■uading the members of the League to withdraw 
their contingents, a most important object would 
be attained ; because tlie emperor, thus deprived of 
ell his allies, tvould be reduced to his hereditary 
resources ; while tlic King of Sweden would be 
enabled to employ his undivided efforts for the hu- 
miliation of a power, openly aiming at universal 
dominion. But even supposing the offer to be re- 
jected, it Was a point of infinite importance for 
France to have manifested to the world her iuFiola:- 
bfe attachment to the ancient rehgion; in so doing 
she had fulfilled her duty to the utmost extent ; and 
in case the catholic princes should think proper lo 
reject her advice, it was not to the im^erence of 
Louis but to their own invincible obstinacy, Uiat 
their ruin must he ascribed.* 

-t^i.This plan was anbroced by Riclielieu with 
greater ardour, because it tended to deliver him 
from the embarrassment occasioned by the pressing 
solicitations of Maxiuiiiian. For some time past 
that wary prince had been engaged iuaclandeS' 
tine correspondence with Louis, not totally coii- 
wstent with his professions to Austria, but by 
whkh Jie hoped lo lecnre under every reverse tiiB 
fltectwal dignity to -Ins dacendants. Notwitb- 
atiuidiiig the spedfic objeet of thia alliuice was too 
ctearly de&ied to' sdinit of an equiveeal interpie- 
tation,- MaxinriliaD endeavoured to extend its ope- 
ralioD'to hia actaol distress; and os'dnecessary 
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oWMaqiwace of tl<ia explanation, iaiplpne4 bU 
nwirThinrri ngniiMt ""'irtn i nn The sagadty of 
ditn WW lot to he duped by inBidioDS codsItuct 
ttoas, BaA he Bccordingly informed the Bavarian 
lainiltari' tll^ tlie treaty was confined exclusively 
to AnataMv was moreover merely defensive; 
whereai the diScliltieB. into which bis muster 
Ulea, were created entirdy by b» own ioadvfl^ 
tmee ; for ao long u bis troops wera Mai^0}'e4 
agftinrt dte Elector of Saxony, the ally of Swer 
des, it wea in TMD for him to hope for tranquillity. 
4/owilliDg, howevo-, irrecoverably to offend the 
only Gennsu prince entitled to dispute the im- 
fierial crowa m case of a vacancy, he promised to 
exert bis utmost influence with the Swedish mO' 
narcfa, in order to induce him to consent to the 
ncBtK^ity of Bavaria. This offer, though highly 
advant^:eou8, proved very ioadei^uate to the elec- 
tor's expectations, whose chief object was. by 
treating a coolness between the courts of Paris 
and Stockholm, to stop Gustavns in his rapid 

During the time employed in this delicate ne- 
gofiiatioa, the French court resided at Metz, 
-wbetetrsqtB had bam calloGtad in the pwpoae 
«r coMpriling the Dnke trf LamiM to ditbuA 
aa amy, snppOsed to have been assembled vritk 
thetkei^ of supporting the Duke of Orleans, at 
Ibat moment at variance with his brother. Louis 
and Gnstavus took advantage of their vicinity to 
addreaa complimentary embasciea to ea<^ other; 
bnt as tbe la^ was areiae to perform by dcfega- 
^on, what be could evecute msre azpeditioiuly ia 
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pOfW^i 1|# directed Horn to propose a personal 
ifUcnwwwthe wrest means of prevejiting ^11 fu- 
tnne wswadeiBtaading. This plan, though per- 
fectly consistent with the habitnal »<iiicerity of the 
Sw«<le> wut^. no means etjttally a^rroeabli: to his 
voyol >lly> who treiubleii at tite idea of e.xposiog 
binu^fto derisioD, hy bringigg hk defects both 
WeMal &ad bodily,* in competition with the elo- 
<|«ence, sod manly graces of a prince, so deservedly 
die idol of Europe. Brez& accordingly received 
ioBtructions to elude the proposal; but finding 
lusaself unable to combat the ailments adduced 
by Gustavus, in support of his opinion, he indis- 
cretely attempted to screen his master's incapacity, 
by offending the pride of Gustaviis. Pretciidlng 
thutthe blinn consiitution of Louis \^ould make 
it dangerous for him to undertake a journey in 
the depUi of winter, he voitnred to request that 
iUcbeliea m^it be enfiered to appear as hiatmb- 
Htitute. GustavUE took fire at the insinuaticKi, not 
being accustomed to view the merite of the car- 
dinal through the dduslvc medium of fialtery. 
" Know, sii'," said he iiKliguantly, " that 1 hold 
myself inferior to no potentate in Christendom.

The brothev-iii-laiv of Riclii-lipii now dearly *b. 
.covered, that in spit.' lit ilieir disci.'mmait, noithep 
the cardinal, nor futlii-r .losupli. had penetrated the 
real character of GustavuR. 

When the qiiestioa oi iieutralitv oame iintler dis- 
Oussion, stiH greater impediments arose. However 
urgent the motives which Etiroulated Louia to 
shield the c^thoiice from t^e calamities of war, 
those which inflnenoed GnstftFus to witiihold his 
ctmsmt were no less imperative. Conmced hj 
imfrafablfl [H'lK^ that the ammoi^itv of the League 
toward the protestant rel^ion viae irreconcileable, 
and ' their attacbioent to Ferdinand too deeply 
rooted to yield to' persuaeion, Gustavus felt that 
he had less to dread from their <^n hostility, than 
from their '^wdiailiBe jntrignes, if they were al- 
lowed to eonceal l^eir insidious attacks under the 
aUbiguowokM^ of neutrality. Besides, as he was 
eeW^M' torproride resources Ibr the prosecution 
Of hostilities at the expense of his enemies, he 
clearly subjected himself to ijreat inconvenience, by 
AOiUfnting to diminish the number of his foes with- 
i>at«)gineitting that of his allies. 

anxious, however, to manifest to th& 
<ran|< ft .padftC' diepaaitiMr he ttaaod the outiin« 
df i phn upon wfaidi alone be cdnMMed-lo mlimt 
Ae neatrpdily of Bavaria.- The te'rms prescribed, 
tbot^b undoubtedly fierer£, were neverUieless such 
OS a victor might be expected to impose, I(i the 
first place,, he insisted that Maximilian, as well as 
all the other members oftheCallujIic League, should 
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restore to the protestanta whatever they had 
iisurpfd since the commencement of the troubles 
in ISohetnia; that they should reduce their forces 
to twelve thousand men, «nd employ them solely 
for the protection ot their am dominuMis : hs 
ftirther required, that the disbanded troops abontil 
not be permitted to enter into the service of Aati- 
tria; and, that Ferdinand should no lon^r be suf- 
fered to recruit in the territories of those princes 
who profe.ssed themsdvea neater; neither ehonid 
au asylum be granted to hts sdmriee.* From tiie 
benefit of this treaty'tbfl BibhOfi of Baniberg wa« 
expressly excluded, betnuge he kad particularly 
incurred the conqueror's disple&sare by premedi- 
toted perfidy,

to Pappenheiin, furnished indisputable pmoft of 
Maximilian'!! insincerity ;* andcleNlyevinced,.lbst 
his only sinHve for carrying on a negociatioD, was to 
^in time to complete his preparations. 

The Elector of Treves proved more successful n 
bis attempts at neutrality, because hie situation was 
too critical to admit of duplicilj. The n(!go fiat ion, 
netirithetanding, had nearly failed tliioitgli ilie in- 
diBcretion of tbe prelate, who being previously as- 
sured of the good offices of Riciielieu, assumed a 
tone too lofty for a supplicant, 'i'hougb deeply mor^i 
titled at beholding bis dominions a prey to the rapa-' 
ciov.s insolence of the S|)aniardS| his bigotry was 
still more -jlurmcd :it ihc idea of ronlidiiig hi-; capi- 
tal to the prccariouK honour of a heretict In tiiis 
perplexing dilemma he tlirew himself upon the pro- 
tection of Fruice, whoae «Dligh(eued aiiuiater cauglit 
wHb avidity at an opportunity of eztendniK her iw 
fluence in~Gennany. A numerous armjr was occordi- 
ingly aasembied for tbe defence of the dectonUe, at

The cabioct of Vienna: grew seriously at^med at 
the iatMomne rabstatiag between the courts of 
Munich and «f ; ap[irebeiiBi«e that if Maxi- 
miHU) should abaadoB tiie contest, his example 
would be followed by tbe^ otlier niembevs of tM 
confedergicy. liut wh«trtbeelec[a«diaoo>r*Mdt)mi 
tbe influence of Iticbelieu with Ibe ^edisFt mo- 
narch wa» too limited to ensure tbe safiaty of Ba- 
varia, and that so far fi-onr attending to the re- 
HKmstrances of France, Gustaviw announced his 
intention of reinstating the palatine, he immediatety 
dispatched a minister to Vienna, with positive in- 
structions to conclude a treaty upon the most adt 
Tantageous conditions which could be obtained. 
For as he foresaw the possibility of losing llie pa- 
Intiiialo, lit' iva>; ciigrr to extoH iVoiri his ancient 
t'rifinl it rciii'wal of the serurity I'oniicrly granted 
upon the liereditary dominions of Austria. 

Conscious that his maatcr's conduct was oof 
exenptfroUa dn^eity, DoDOerabevg ead^fcvomved 
to obliterate the nidbTonrdtle impressioft by the 
wannest assurances of attachment, protesting so* 
lemnly, tliat Maximilian had never departed in the 
niiiiiifest article from his original professions, though 
be admitted that events had recently occurred cal- 
cnlated t» excite nafiwaoraUs BaspicionB. He 
Irankly acknowledged doA Walle[isteiu''8 devatiou 
had proved fat(^ljr diai^reeal>le tO' his masta*, b*> 
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Cause as lhat general had been deposed by tlie 
vicetof the diet, he ought not to have been reinstated 
without their consent. His confidence, however* 
in the emperor's justire cunlinued still SO iinbound- 
ed, that he Has* disposed to attribute this hasty re- 
solution to neceasity alonet not doubting that pro- 
per instrnctioiis woittd be giTeo, in order to secure 
the fi^ty md tnwqniUity of Bavaria. 
■ Thus far the demands deeerved serious dtt^itioD, 
but tbe main object of tbe embassy was far mors 
objectionable, becaui^e it was difiicult to suppose 
that AttBtda would coneent to alienate any part ot 
her extensive dominions* cither to indemnify Maxi' 
luliaB for the expemea of the war or to cOmpeDoato 
tbtf loM of tbe palatinatci A qndatisn so delioate ' 
required to be treated withtiie trtmost precaatitnii 
and Dotm«vberg accordlni^ly referr^ his Claim tO> 
tfie geuerosity of Ferdinand; offering, as an addi- 
tional incentivei the entire disposal of the £avariu> 
forceS) and magnifying; the services wbieh the elec 
tor had t«^ered, in havii^ snnniDwd the pobiU^' 
to arm th«r v^alsi uid fortified every place hj- 
which it was pmctioaUe for the eneaty to penetcitte 
into AnstriaL* 

However gi'atifj'ing tliese offefs mig^it have for- 
merly appeared lo tiie imperial ininiaters, they lost 
much of their value n|)on the prenent occasion, from 
being evidently dicMed by neceeatty. Gonvhiced 
that it was Ho longer piac^cAble; £»■ IWftximilnn to 
abandon Auslria; without expowng brimedf to ine* 
l4f«ble nrib, tiiey adraed theip Mver^^ ia Us res 
fif to confine himsdf cntirdy to ambigaoaB pro* 
tesioae, but stndioady to avoid all specific eugagei 
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metitsi With this view they imputed FriedlaodV 
recal to ita real motive, ihe impossibility of findisg 
anothra general ^ith talents adequate (o the danger, 
neither did tbey hesitate to promise, that no pre- 
caution should be omitted wiiicli could tend to the 
aecnrity of Bavaria ; but with respect to indemnities^ 
they G^^lly abslaiiied from inveBt^atiiv fbe ub^ 
ject, conteating, titemselTeB with aBmring the By' 
Tarian envoy, that the elector might depend iipon 
never ultimately suffering from his meritorious at* 
taclimeiit to the imperial throne.* i\olwill]sI;iiidiug 
t!ie laiiiJ'uage of tlie Austrian iiiitiisleis unijucritioii' 
ably indicated that the intrigues of Mai:imiliaji hail 
not heea ocmducted with sufficient secrecy to eacap* 
th^ obaervatioit, yet no alt^^tivereintHfted, ^icc^ 
to seek shelter imder the wing of tite imperial eagl,e« 
or to he swept away by the hurricane which rapidly 
epproaehed. Wallenstein, however, was less ea- 
sily satisfied. Being made acquainted with the 
conduct pursued by Maximilian respecting his ap- 
poiiitmmt, he was wnble to restraiD tlie warmth 
of faiB feelings, bat pnblidy threatetwd to make id* 
rival repent his iadiscretiou 4 a menace which was 
shortly accompliahed.-f' 

At the expinttioii' of -tbe annislire coricluded 
with Bararia,^ BO {tfeparalions wen' omitted by the 
Swedish Buonarch fbr. renewnig the vraf with in- 
orenaiBg aetiTity. Daring, the oesntioB of bos- 
.tiUties, tlie Swodieh amies had bow greatly aiig- 
meoted by fresh enrc^ments, or the aceesnon of 
powerful aUies, so that Gnstaraa flcitiiid himself ill 
a ^KtioQ to oppose the houee o£ Au8^i» iu^try 
quarter vith the feirest prdspeot of sucfass, . |n 
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Saxony. Bauier was sent a^Qst Fappenheim, the 
ablest of the imperial commanders. Horn was lefit 
to defend the diocene of fambei^ against the supe- 
rior stnngtii pr 'TiUj. *To Arafaein boA Tbora 
the redacUoB of Boberaia aiid the adjateit ftv 
vinHea was entrusted. William, Dake of WeinMr< 
commanded in Thnriiigia ; Ruthven and Todt, with 
sefXkrafe corps, were left to act as occasion might 
fequire; while the Dukes of Hecklcnberg and of 
iMwbetg were placed at the head of strong detaeb- 
ncata, destined principally for the |)rotection of 
their paternal dominions. The Marquis of Uamil' 
ton remained at Francfort, accompanied by VshC, 
the English ambassador, cndeavonring to nt^ociale 
tbe testitntion of the palatinate. Gustavus, tajB 
Harte(of whose information I avail myself muct^ 
Hiore re«dily than of his languagfl), has been cen- 
sared by niany of the B^iti^^h historians, for assn- 
ming a tone of dictatorial authority, which they 
nAct to consider as totally inconsistent with his 
fbnner pralbasions. To this accusation, originating 
aaUij in natJenal pr^ndice, no candid inquirer can 
■nbscribe. The conduct of England, on the con- 
trary, appears far more rcpreiiensible. The pnail- 
lanimityof Jame.s, and Hie indifference of his son 
Ibr the distresses of a sister, were not only liable 
to siniBter interpretations, but were calculated to 
expose tbe Battonal character to universd doinagai 
Nothk^ tfaerdbre, could be obtained from Ite 
JBwadHh cmqueror. except s gcsend a«s (trance, 
tfaat h« wonld invarhbly condaot liiwif confortn- 
My to tbe dictates of jnstice and binonr.* F» 
.Hgoed hj continued impertouties, he «S length <^ 
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fered to guarantee the restitution of the Palatinate, 
provided Charles would maiiitaiu an army in Ger- 
many, coasiBting at least of eight thousand foot and 
Hmee tliouKud caraJry ; bat this proposal, h&ag 
receirad with iDdiffer^ce, served only to corrobo- 
rate tbe king's siiB^ucions respecting the sincerity 
of his British ally* 

Guslai us, however, never lost sight of an ob- 
ject wiiicli had been blazoned tu the world among 
bis jirincipal inducements for commencing hostili- 
tiea. It is also certain that he bod lepesledly urged 
tbe King of I^nmce tb concur with him in the r&«R- 
tabtishment of a prince, whose ancestors had- sup- 
ported his illustrious father against the machina- 
tions of Philip II. Apprehensive that the obliga- 
tions previously contracted with the Duke of Ba- 
varia might prove an insurmountable obstacle to 
this proposal, he is said to have ofiered, ad an expo- 
dkat for obriatiiq; this difficalty, the creation of 
another electorate, a measure afterwards adopted 
by the Congress of Munster.t Finding, however, 
that little vias to be expected from the generosity of 
Louis, he thought it essential to his future reputa- 
tion, that his projects should be rightly understood ; 
and ha accordiii^y sipuSed to tbe friends of Fre- 
deric, that it vras his sincere intentit^ to replace 
that UBfiirtimate prince on the elecbwal throne,' pro- 
vided be would eng^ to grant hii Lutheran sub- 
jects the free.exc«nse of tbeir religion ; bnt at the

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same lime he declared, that the fultilaient of tlib 
prouiue mu*t necessarily l>e subject to the coatin- 
^eiicies of forttuie, like every event whose accoiu- 
plishiuent depended upon iDilitary success.* Ad 
intimation heing also coininunicaled to Frederic, 
that a personal interview would be highly agreeable 
toGustavus, he immediately prepared far his de- 
parture ; before he quitted the Hague, in full agaeni- 
bly fae Mtunied thanks to the slates for tbeir bospi- 
tati^, reoommending, with all liie warmth of pa~ 
ranlal afiection. bia family to their futuj'^ protec- 
tion. A numerons escort of horse accompwied 
bini to the frontiers of Hessia, where he was met 
by a delachnient of the landgrave's troops, which 
alli.'iidfd liiili during the ri'iuaiiidur of the jour- 
ney. His reception at rrancl'ort, both from the 
King and the Queen of Sweden (for the latter 
bod latdy jQiaed her iUii8jtriou»:OOuiDrt),jfnia highly 
tailiiy*'! «o fealipy of tfaa royal tudle, tJawibB 
MAraothm bseir Ueaitd with great«r reepect; 
faftd he been aetaally sttted on tfaa tbrmie of Bo- 
hemia.f 

While Gustavua was occupied in preparing for 
more splendid achieKmenta, the Saxonit carried on 
tfieir opmtitma im Biditaift wkli aa nuvuyuig (w> 
rent«feaGcesB. TheAnMbiaa^veriatbtf ftqdAa 
contigHOiH pronnoM was wduccd so low, that A«n- 
hein, by ponniiig the plan wliich had been traced 
for hia eondatt* at tho comuoic^eat of the cam- 
paiga, nught have penetrated, without difliculty, 
into IttoiftTim apd even aucceded io overwhelming 
the Dew paiaad levies of Walleiuleui, before they 
were ready to take the field.- ' But so negligent did 
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hfi Af*r ]nmfHf upon every occasion where the ftr- 
tune of Friedland wbs concerned, that be never at- 
tenipled even to prevent the desertion of liis own 
soldiers, wlio, attnicled by llie luagiiilieence of 
that ambitious ctjiet'taiD, went over to the eiicKiy 
in prodig;ious numbers.* Tha perfidy of the 
geatetal wM naquwtiowblr fTerlooked, if not 
wnetttiy fBOonraffBd .by kis 'Mster, who con- 
templirtpd thf rfkpijd (i|^prai)diattiiieat of Sweden 
with DO less horror than he did the deepotism ot 
Anstria ; and who probably intended by unneces- 
sary delays to allow leisure for the emperor to re- 
t^mit his forces, that he might be able to arrest the 
impetaoiui lorrait which threatened to tnuDdiU* 
the whole of Germsj, flBttefiBg himMlf to pre- 
serve, by his superior st^;acity, an «qna) bduoo 
between the belligerents. 

That this was his design may be fairly inferred 
from the general teiior of bis actions ; for though 
he Btudioualy refrvned from ruining a prostnte fi>e, 
wjiRn im f <j «Utew> iJ <ff<H« Biigbtb»te^(»aniplieM 
faifi d«Btn|ctioB, still he rejected every ATOrtute £wa 
sq>ar*<e treMf- Ferdinaiid was too wait acquaint- 
ed with the elector's character, to beliere that his 
attachment to tlie Swedish monarch wQuId bepi«- 
served with unshaken liddity; and as he knew 
^im IwsideB to be always open to the suggestions 
of miteiwt) bp delmninciil, if poMiUe, to r^;ani 
ida^ea^p by.fttftfripg hjpnni^ mai araricr. 
DMirons <tf pnvg the nlnost wtpomaa to this 
4cUc#e MyKMlto. he Mleclid Amen Albert, 
ft retmSW biQlhir of the Dak* of Snxe-Laneo- 
.^ffif, fiwbwaiBbewwlar; a man fitted bynatore 
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lbr^ilwkeBtintr^eB,cald and unfeeling, trench- 
erova and ionniuttiBg, ud who never reflected 
Yrhetbar an acilioo w«r« virtnoas, provided he knew 
it to be im>fitaUe. Under tbe pretext of a aadden 
disgust, be reaigDed b» comtniBiaOB tn tbe Hnperi&I 
Bervice, and repaired to Dresden, hoping that hb 
arguments might operate more efficaciously, when 
apparently dictated by disinterested Friendship. 
The project, however, completely tailed ; because 
tbe afl^n of Swedes were in too prosperous a state 
to allow a prince so xealonBly devoted to worldly 
advantage, to embark in an enterprise, wbich if 
uDsoGcessful, was sure to overwhelni him with ruin 
and disgrace." 

The operatioiia of the armies in northern Ger- 
many require a moment's attention, before we follow 
GustaTua to tbe Danube: bat as they refer only to 
objects of sMondary importance, diey shall be 
treated witfaall p«aaU>le brevity. The duplicity of 
Gramb, aa Anatrian commander, in violating tiie 
articles of capituialion after the surrender of Wis- 
nar, added to tbe atrocitieB committed during his 
march, exasperated Todt to such a degree, that he 
B^t a dejtacbment of cavalry in pursuit of the gar- 
rison, with positive directions to give them no quai*- 
ter, CKcapt upon condition of their entering iuto the 
Swedish service. The fugitives being overtaken 
and rudely assaulted, after losing their commander, 
whose baaeoess had justly precluded mercy, rea- 
dily accepted the proferred altemative.f 

The capture of an important maritime station, 
and its conaequent amiexatitm to Uie dominion of 
Sweden, alarmed tbe jealonsy of Denmark, wboae 
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unwartike soverei^ immediately dispatdied a con- 
tidential officer to remonstrate with To dt upon the 
occasion. The answer returned was bold and la- 
COTUC: for it was an invariable rule with Guatavns 
nerertobeg^uilty ofan action which he was ashamed 
to acknowledge, or unable to justify. "My mas- 
ter's intenlioa," said the giatlant Swede, " in occu- 
pying Wistaar, is to prevent the Spaniards from 
penetrating into the Baltic ; an object impracticable 
for its ancient sorereiccn, because it cannot be ac- 
complished without a iiiuvcrtnl iieet, aiu! a ijiirit 
to employ itefficaciouhly. "' 

The conquest of Mecklenber^ being now com- 
pleted, it beoame unnecessary any longer to employ 
aa vmy in that quarter, and Todt in consequence 
edTonced toward tiie Weser, that he mi^t be ready 
to act U cirevmltftnces should require. 

AAtr mnldng fainiself master of Magdeburg, Ba- 
nier ww sent into Bohemia, that he might inspire 
tkeSMtWMwiA activity ; and he accordingly waited 
with tite ntnKMt impatience for the expiration of the 
tem, when thatdty was to be' evacuated, according 
to a convention with the Austrians. Bat while 
anxiously expecting the completion of his wishes, 
he accidentally discovered that a plot was in agita- 
tion for his dfstruction. Two Bnglish soldierK, as 
they were wanderi^ about in search of plunder, 
met a peasant carrying a loaf of bread; Resolved 
not to return watii cntrtyhude, tbey sewed it with 
iiwtiDCtiTe rapact^, md dnMii^ it between tbem 
diwoverod e Ittter, addreeaed to the commander 
of ifagdeburg, Tbie paper being instantaneonsly 
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conveyed to Banier, wati founil to contain a promUe 
from Pappenhelm to raiat' the t<ivge, provided thu 
garrison would co-opprate by a vigorous sally. 
While Baiiier nss meditating how beat to counter- 
act the Kchi-nii'd of tlie I'liemy, a message was 
brought him from MansfehJt, by which lhal gallant 
officer, too proud to avail himself of dishouoiirubte 
means, sig^iilied lii^ intention of defending the city 
to the last e.xtreniity. Ic vraa aovr impossible for 
Bonier any longer to doubt that Pappeuheim had 
employed some safer mctlioti of conimilnicatin); 
■with the governor; and as he had positive orders 
never To hazard a battle without a moral cerlaiuty 
of sncceSB, he determined immediately Id decamp.* 
Another motive which impelled him to embrace a 
resolution so inconsiittent with his euterprfsing spi- 
rit, was a misunderstanding which had ariBeii be- 
tvreen hibi and Hamilton, witose arrogance was 
grown iasupponable. Soon alter his separation 
from the Swedish general, the haughty Srot re- 
Inmed to his native island, accompanied by liitle 
more than five hundred men, llif miserable remnant 
of six thousEind gullatil njountuineers, who bad 
been sacriliced to the folly of their leader, and 
'w hose loss was compensciled by no adequate bene- 
fit — not even the barren advantage of glory. -f 

William Dtike of Weimar being informed of the 
embarrassment to which Banier wbs exposed, 
hasti iied to his assistance with so powerftil a rein- 
forcement, that he compelled Pappenheim to lake 
refuge behind the Weser. The superiority of the

Elbe for vut of 
horaoB to raaove it* Sdtrce a building was lef^ 
except the cathedral) whose nuwaive walls resisted 
the shock of an explosion ; yet so strong is the at- 
tachment of men to their native soil, that the citiieus 
dung with reUgious affection to the ruins; nnmbere 
also returned, wh«i a proclamatiw was issued by 
the HmdiiA gwanri, ioviliic to »vi«t that 
deaolateepe^ andprwrnisingtaamatinrebuildiog 
the nuariow where thor industrious aaceelors had 
ftnntriy 4a«lad (he citsruu of prosperity. An ad- 
AmM so fiatteriag to the teaderest sympathies of 
hniBaB BBturO, could hardly be read with iudiffer- 
ence; new colonists arrived by hundreds, whose 
patriotic exertions at no distant period produced 
one of tlie strongest fortresses of Germany, And O&i 
of her richest commercial empofia.f 

Meanwhile Fappenheim retired without molesta- 
tion, and displayed military talents which would 
.have immortsJized his natne, had ke not sullied his 
repnlatioa by acts so atrocious, that they would 
have dtBholumied the leader 4»f n bwlitti. lib 
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march wu designated in traces of blood ; rape and 
asrasrination, th« usual relaxation of undisciplined 
Bavages, were' alirays connived at, and sometinies 
even encouraged, ae a compesMa tion for ref^ttlnr pay.* 

The capture of CreutKoach having liberated the 
Palatinate from the Spaniards, Oxenst^ers was en- 
trusted with its defence, while the king, at the 
head of a numerous armj', prepared to transport 
the torrent of war into the provinces south of the 
Danube.f He possession of Franconia had beeR 
obBliiiatdy cODlnted between Horn and fUtlji ftjr 
thougb ike latter attempted to ovenvtrafan H» Ut*- 
tagooist by numerical strength,]: Horn COMtacUKl 
his ret'rea^§ even after the loss of Bamfae^, With 
so much ability, that he was no less adDitnd for 
his skill in fhe field, than beloved for the'detnency 
of his goremroent. 

A force Snffieient tor the preservation of Lower 
Saxony baTnig been placed under the command of 
Todt, Gnetavus ordered Duke Bernard to join 
him in Franconia.|| Too weak, or too prudent, to 
hazard an engaE^ement, Tilly f^ll back upon BaTa- 
''a, cautiously abstaining even from desultory skir- 
mishes. At the liead of littk less than forty thou-

Tiie manly beasty of his per- 
sou. corresponding exactly with those ideal graces 
which fancy attributes to heroiam, confirmed the 
favourable impression which bis conquests bad pre- 
viously excited ; white the courtesy with which he 
replied to the addresses of the senate, rendered him 
the idol of univertial adoration. Afier ratifying in 
person e*erjr article of the treaty, originftlly nego- 
ciated on the shores of the Baltic, he animated the 
citizeBS by iriendly exhortations, to peraevMe in 
the contest with unshaJcen fortitude,, till theenemf 
of their religioB should be constrained to ackuowr 
ledge, that it is the inalienable right of every hu- 
man being to worship his Creator according to the 
forms which bis conscience anii understand ing pre- 
scribe. While the burghers beheld v.hU deliffbi 
the brave advocate of iiuiverHal toltTUtiim, the king 
could not contemplate his rapid pros]iprily u'ilhout 
the strongest emotions of wonder. To liud (liiii.^t-ir 
received with triumphal lionom s id a (:ity .sitimlo in

learnt tbat all the bridges, except that of DoHan-

iMHild be praphred for his reception. Kbdolph. 
3>tik.e of 'Huts-Laumbnrg, having refused to capitu- 
late,t tiM king ktVeeted the place tVith sd mnch 
itlgonr, that It became impossible to defend it, eveil^ 
long ebdogh tbr IHtly to be consulted, determined, 
however, to encounter the extremest dai^r rather 
than Borrender himself piisotief of War, Laaenburs 
Attempted to ev&cUatti the city, and exet;uted his 
design with such consiimmat^ ability, that the 
gMater part of the garrison escaped unhurt, tiot- 
Witiistandii^ the bridge, over which they retreated, 
was flanked by the Swedish arlillery.j: 

The rapid progress of the Stredes astotiiahed 
MaAimilian, who had calculated that Loiked&ttVg

N'either was the eiup«ror ^jh^ 
pleased at his geiierars behaviour, because he was 
desirous that liis arim should lie more perfectly 
organi/e.i, h.'fore it laced the iiiiiiuible Gpth. He 
could not, however, cousisisteutly with decency, 
avoid meuttouiug the subject to Friedlfvui, and apr; 
pareatly ui;gitig him to comply ; but ttie &cility with 
which be accepted the most trifling excuses, clearly 
indicated, that he was not displeased to see the 
Swedes ila^r;^s^ed (ij 111,' lal,-ni's ol a e live service, 
while his o"ii ivposeii in perfect .-eenrity.* 
.1 The impending danger, instead of appalling tlie 

CQur^. of JUa^timiliau, served only, to stimulate 
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hiB activity; and he manfally resolved eidier to stop 
the career of the northern conqueror, or to perish 
on the banks of the Lech, which serves as a frontier 
lo the dcctoi-ate. Onlcis were lu i oitliu-ly is.^iied 
for the iinmetliatf domoIilioN of all (he bridges be- 
tween Rayne and Augsburg, as well as for throw- 
ing. Up intreucfaments at every point, where a. pas- 
Bage was practicable. These precautions taken, the 
army was Stationed in different divisions on the 
Bavarian side of the river -, and, as Tilly anticipated 
the [dans of Gnstanis, lie hiid erected numerons 
batteries at the very spot where the effort* of the 
enemy were principally directed. 

It was the beginning of April when the Swedes 
appeared on the shores of the Lech; a season of 
the year when the Alpine streams are swollen by 
the dissolntion of the snon', which, acciinnilated 
during winter on their frozen siimiiiils, pumvj down 
in cataracts, in every direclioit, under the iiitiueriee 
of a milder atmoi^phere. The idea of forcing & pas- 
sage over a rapid torrent, impetuously rotlii^ be-^ . 
tveen and m^;ed banks, in face of an anny, 
not inferior in strength to the assailants, presented 
difficulties almost insuperable. Gustavu^i hesitated, 
and deemed it prudent to assemble a conncil of 
war, before he ventured on the desperate enter- 
prise. The high character which Horn universally 
enjoyed for jndgnaent and conrage, cioboldenecl 
him to combat the wishes of his sovereign, by argi^ 
ments so forcible, that they appeared unanswerabla- 
to most of his colleagues. A ftfr commenting suc- 
cessively upon every local impedimenl, he contend- 
ed, that a repulse would not only revive the droop-, 
ing 8|Hrits of the enemy, but might be attended 
with disastrous conseqaeoces, in a country inter-

eected hy rajiid rivers, where it ^vould be vi^lf 
inipo$sil)le to avoid a battle, in case Wallenstejn 
should approach lo cut ofl' their retreat. He there- 
fore eameally besoufjht llie kiiif; to ri-nounce, for 
Ibe present, the conquest of IJiivaiiii, and lo em- 
ploy the army in forlifyiiig the froiilicr towns, both 
iu the Upper Palatinate and Hoheiiiia. This plan 
of operations would not onlj frustrate the projects 
of Fni.'illand, should he in reality haye formed a 
plan for inleicepling ihe Swedes, but might pro- 
bably injpcde his juiir-lion with Tilly, and even 
furnish an opportunity of attacking him to advan- 
tage, before his enormous preparations were com- 
pleted 

The king having listened, with visdile unpatience, 
scarcely sufl'ered bi^j favourite geuerpl to copclude, 
'when be excj^iiaed, witli art einotjon bordering 
vpaa anger, " H^ve we not passed the lialiic, the 
Elbe, the Rkioe, and (he Panube, without suslam- 
iag tite smailesit lOM 7 and shttll we EufiVr ourselves 
to b« stopped ia our glorwui ovtut oy * wviervae 
rivnletP Bewles. fM U fhtm t^-^iKluni, w 
long as Donauwert qecurea ft ratrB«t?

Thia decision, houeref, rash as it may appesr, 
was neither lUcteted by prainp^tioi], mtr by tlw 
eOQterapt of Aastriao t^cties ; bat ve* %i ^^nU 
B^ectioii, after haling exainiiHi) tite spoit vitb tfm 
ninateRt attention, and divcoreied tbfttit pr^smitei}. 
many local advantages ta ' Oi^ wt^iitpta, tIik}i 
wsold have «cap«d n lw» iu«u«tp gibfvrtt. In 
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the first place, the river formed a curve,* project- 
ing toward the Swabfan shore, a circumstance 
wfaicb would enable him to erect bis batteries at 
the extremity of the areh, so as entirely to prevent 
the iui|»eralist6 from approachiug the centre of the 
segment, thepoint chosen for consUvctiiig a bridge.f 
The elevation of the bank on the side from which 
the attack was to be made, contributed also essen- 
tially to the success of the enterprise, because it 
gave a decided superiority lo the Swedish artillery. 

Gustavus had no sooner cuihracuil the resolution 
of passing the Lecli, than he jm'|ia.i-ed for carrying 
it into execution. All the artificers and engineers 
belODgiDg to the umy were diligently employed in 
Mmoti^ a bridge, upon a novel construction, 
under tbe immediate direction of their indefatigable 
sovereign. In order to provide timber for this im- 
portant undertaking, the king was reduced to the 
painful necessity of causing several houses to be 
demoliehed. Having ascertained, by repeated ex- 
pmaaeatt, thai ^ bed «i tb» river was far from 
bo 4»dti«d trevtles to be made, of difieicnt 
hejghtc, which haag firmly attached to le&g polea, 
and sank by means of ponderous stones, appeared 
just above the surface of t'le water. The difficulty 
arising from the inequality of the ground having 
been thus overcome, the trestles were connected 
hf planl^ and beams, in such a manner, as to re-

Mewviule Die Swedish inimtfj, led bj Wmigel 
and Gassion, pawed conqwnies, and fomied 
under cover of the batteries. Convinced that Ba- 
varia must be irrecoverably lost, unless something 
decisive was attempted, the imperial commander 
again changed his plan, and, descending I'rom the 
he^^jts, at the head of those veteran bands which 
he h«440 often cotidii£ted to victory, he attacked 
the Swedes with an impetuosity which clearly de- 
monstrated the intraition of perishing, unless he 
sbonld prove viclonous. The nature of the ground 
preventit^ Gustavus from extending his line, he, 
for the first time, shewed symptoms of hesitation ; 
but, while absorbed in doubt,* the Swedish ca- 
valry, having fortunately discovered u K|)ot where 
the river was fordable, advanced in order of battle, 
and, atiter routing a body of Bavarian horse, push- 
ed forward to the support of the infautry.'j' The 
issue of the battle seemed still precarious, when 
Tilly, being struck by a cannon ball, fell senseless 
from his horse, and was transported to a carriajro 
belonging to the elector, A few minutes after Al- 
dringer received a wound in the head, which com- 
piled htm also to leave tlie field. The of their 
aUeet commanderi! was enough to dijpcQursge the 
boldest warriov. Itisnotth^relbK surprising, that 
the efibrb of the impetialiBts ^nkl Jbwe .visibly

to defend the «itry of mj donynions, even though 
mj beard had been singed by a cannon ball."* 

The passage of the Lech conlirRied so naqueft- 
tiouably the protJigious superiority of the Swedish 
tactics, that, wJiiie it excited the amazement of one 
half of £nrope, it covered the other half with dis- 
may. Upon receiving intelligence of this memo- 
rable exploit, the imperial ambassador at the court 
of Bomef is reported to have exclaimed, in ac- 
cents of despair, "Then all is over !"J Bntwhether 
it was the fall of the papal dominion, or merely the 
humiliation of Austria, that he lamented so pathe- 
tically, is a question not easy to resolve. iMuih 
XIII. also discovered much uneasiness at the splen- 
did success of his ally, and, in the course of con- 
versation, said to Soranzo. the Venetian minister 
" that it was time to oppose some efficacious bar 
rier to the overwhelmiug torrent which threatened 
to inundate Europe.§ But, as sincerity was by no 
means the characteriatic virtue of the sod of Henry

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IV. it is possible that his object may hxw been 
merely to disguise his real sentiments, in order to 
penetrate those of the Venetians, 

Abandoning liis capital to the mercy of llie vic- 
tor, Masiuiilian relreatfd to Infiolstadt, where the 
unfortunate Tilly lireathed his last, afier lingering 
for a fortnight in the must excruciating torture. 
Ttib celebrated personage, once the hero of tiie 
catholic world, had the misfortune to outlive his re- 
putation.* Till brought in contact with Gustavus, 
whose transcendent talents w ere calculated to im- 
prove every science to which he applied, he was 
equijly admired for valour and ability. That it- 
InstnouB monarch, howerer, so <^tiiely chaB|;ed 
Ihe «hole systen of tactics, as' to reader war ft 
SifierCnt study; And Tilly, to his confusiou, at 
length perceived that the cnmbersome erolutlons. 
go highly extolled by the admirers of Spanish dis- 
cipline, served only to expose liim to disgrace and 
discomfiture. This iatal discovery appears to have 
depressed the Austrian veteran with die itnniiltatii^ 
conviction of constnous inferiority, thongh be con- 
tinued to adhere with unconquerable obstinacy to 
the lessons of Alva and S[Mnola, too pioud to im- 
prove by the example of a Ute. «■ho^e joiuh, and 
whose country be equally despised. Candour, how- 
ever, mnst acknowledge that he had been highly 
distinguished upon various occasions, and rendeml 
essentiid service to Austria; but, unfortunately 
for bis glory, his setting star was eclipsed by the

In him the religion of Rome lost a zealous cham- 
pion, !ind the Elector of Bavaria a foithful servant, 
viho witli his blest breath exhorted him immedi- 
ately to make hituHelf master of Batisbonne, Ihfit 
he might secure a passage over the Danube* 

By the catholic writers he is extravagantly praised 
for the monastic virtues of temperance and chas- 
tity ; but even admitting that he possessed them 
in the highest degree, their influence was confined 
within a narrow compass, while extensive was the 
misery occasioned by inhumanity at Magdeburg 
and new Brandenbu^. Many of his moa^citnft- 
meodsble qnalities were carried to so great an ex- 
cess, as to be scarcely distinguishable from the op- 
posite vices; thns his piety always was sullied by 
superstition, and his srM'rity frL-qnently degenerated 
into ferocity. His disintemstwhieas id having re- 
sisted the temptations of wealth, at a lime wheu 
prodigious fortunes wure amassed by so many GOD>- 
manderfl, was an abject of gmeral adnuration; but. 
while he nobly disdained to enrich himself by 
plunder.t it would have redounded still more to 
his honour, had he e\ert<?il i^is authority, in re- 
straining the rapacity of his lieutenant.s, and pro- 
tecting the bnocent peasant from their depredat- 
ticms. 

After making himsdf master of Rayne, tbier- 
haupten, and Friedberg, the Swedish mouarch, apr 
peared with all his forces before the gates ttf Augs-

eurrender. Justly alarmed at the idea of sustain- 
ing a siege, the maglatrates attempted to avert 
their fate, by representing to the king, that the op- 
position he experienced ought not to be imputeid 
to them ; because they had not courted the protec- 
tion of the elector, but had been reluctaiiDy com- 
pelled to receive it. Guslaviis's liumaiiir>, revolt- 
ing at the thought of destioying a rich and )io|>ulous 
city, the cradle of protestantisni. he consented to 
saspenii all hoalile proceedings, t^at time may be 
allowed the Bavariant to evacuate the city. la 
the capitulation, however, which immediately fol. 
lowed, he positively objected to the iiiscriion of 
article in favour of iioporv, ha\ins pi.'vionsly 
resolved to reinstate the Lutherans in the full en- 
joyment of all municipal authority, which Ferdi- 
uand had recently transferred to their oppoueots, 
by an arbitrary ettict * The ancient magis^-atea 
having resumed their functions, and the proteet- 
ant religion beinj restored, the king entered the 
city in triuiinihal pomp, attended by a numerous 
train of princes, generals, and nobility. His first 
fouBiness was to visit the magnificent church of 
St ^nea, where service was performed accordiog 
to the Lndieran ritual, and a emnon preached by 
Fabritins, one of his domestic chapluns. After 
returning thankB to the Almighty, for the protec- 
tion vouchsafed to the protestant cause, he walkeil 
to the splendid mansion of Fugger, one of the 
richest merchants in Europe; Pnd placing himself 
at a window, where he mig^t be diatincti; seen 
If J tiie numCTOus spectators, be received from th^ 
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burghers aii oath of aWt-^auci:, iiiitl confirmed in 
return all tlie larious ]irivili.'}fes which they claim- 
ed under the sauctiou of ancieut charters." The 
o»th being read b; Count Kohenloe, was repeated 
by the citizens in SQCcession, who were at the 
same time informed that no coercion would be 
employed to enforce their compliance; but that all 
wlio might fee! the smallest repugnance, would be 
permitted to remove with their property. And it 
ia worthy of remark, that not a single person took 
advantage of the permiHsion. 

There are few actions in the life of this illna- 
Irious monarch, which have furnished such ample 
materials for invective. " At last," cried the Ca- 
tholics with miili-iiaiit (.■xultatior], «e ha^e di,- 
covered the ii-al object ol' this ilisintercstcd de- 
fender of religion and of liberty; who so zealously 
Idbfurs for the good of mankind from the most 
exalted motives of oniversal philanthropy, and 
whose magnanimous soul is superior to the sug- 
gestions of personal interest, or worldly aggrandise- 

These insinuations, though destitute of solid 
foondation, were calculated to produce a deep im- 
pression upon understandings uuaccnstom^ to 
It^cal preciuOD. For nothing surely can be more 
repugnant to reason, than to expect that a sove-

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reign should expose hiinseif to the hardships and 
dangers of war ; and sacrifice his healtli and na- 
tional treasures, without tbe smallest indemnity for 
such unwearied exertioiu. A generous Bjmpa&y 
for the sufferings of tlie protestanta, was nnqnes- 
tionably thk originBl. and the stnngeat motire 
which impelled Gustams to make war agiunst the 
emperor; but does liis anbeeqaeot beiisTioar, if 
impartially examined, in any respect militate against 
his professions ? 

Another event, which took place almost aimnlta- 
neonsly, gave rise to additional calmnny. Tbe 
infirmities of Sigismnnd had long excited an ex* 
pectation thit the throne of Poland would soon 
become vacant; but toward the close of the pre- 
ceding year," the proBpect of that event was greasy 
accelerated by a sudden attack of an appoplexy, 
which deprived the king of the use of his laculliee. 
The intrignes of &ctiou comtnencad aa vanmi with 
the greal6st vivacity. The sons of Sigismtind had 
each a numerous party, though they had to con- 
t«id BgaiDBt the powerful influence of Austria, 
which.being exerted in favour of ArchdukeLeopold, 
essentially weakened the Catholic interest. To 
these the Prince of Radzivil, one of tbe moat potent 
members of that turbulent aristocracy, beiiig aoxi- 
ouB to oppose a protestant candidate, directed bis 
eyes towsrd Gustavus. In a joTimey expressly 
imdeMaken for the purpose of inducing tl^at illus- 
trious monarch to become a competitor, he isfTer'ed. 
him the crown, assuring him thiit he would no 
sooner enter the lists, than h,-: vh:\U «0Hld aban- 
don tiicd contest. Deliglited wiUi tht glory of adtl- 
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ing another sceptre to that wliicli he had received 
from his aucestore, the Swedish king listened to 
the proposal with those rmolion- if plt'iiistire, so 
natural to youthful aiuliitiuii. I'l, ii(>twifh-;tij:id- 
itig he was endowt'd willi (■■.cry biilliiiul ijuahlv, 
which can seduce the imagination, or captivate ihe 
beart, tiie business was conducted with so little 
address by his ambasaador, that ft memorial, im- 
prudently presented to the diet, was condeiimed 
to be publicly burnt: this sentence was accom- 
panied by an order for the envoy instantly to quit 
the territory of the republic, ander pain of the most 
exemplary punishment.* Ashamed of having; cho- 
eea so dmaaj an agent, )dag endeavoured to 
screen faimself by disavowing; his minister, whom, 
in order ^ better to'deceive the world, he com- 
mitted to temporary conlinement. This attempt, 
however, as might easily have been foreseen, failed 
to produce the desired effect, because his enemies 
were too deeply interested in the diaclosnre, to 
suffer a transactioa to eacape observstkHi, whicb, 
when adorned by tbo fertile invention of the Jesnils, 
might SCTve to afford irreftBgable proof that their 
implacable enemy ambitiously aspired to universal 
diiiiiinioit. 

While Gustavus was appan^ntly divertiii'; iiicn- 
self with the festivities of Augsburg, the German 
politicians irith indastrions folly pre^cted that it 
wosld prove a second Capoa to die nor them An- 
nibal, die Swedicb generals were far from inctive; 
bnt, after making UemtelveB masters of MemmioB- 
faen, Kempton, and Nordlingeo, tiiey ranonnted 
the Lech, extending th^ conqnesla as fiir as Ftio-

The wi.to tiipu of Austi-ia however shortly dis- 
covered that the; had calculated npon ernHMOUs 
principles, when they Buppoeed that t^e formidable 
foe of Ferdinand was detained solely by pleasurable 
pursiiile ; for no sooner w(?re tlip necessary arrange- 
ments compfeleii, lhnn he advancKt! againsl Iiigol- 
stadl, tiiidi'r llie wails of wliidi the elector lay en- 
camped. Gustavus hoped, that notwithalaudinj 
the strength of the position, he should experience 
.litde difficnlty in dislodging an army, disheartened 
by repeated <Ugasters. While reconnoitring the 
TTorki, be apgwoacbed so near, that his horse was 
killed by a cannon ball. Upon beholding their 
betored UKnarch covered with blood, the soldiers 
vere orerwhelnied with consternation; but the 
' alarm was tnuuieDt, as scarcely a moment elapsed 
before they saw him vault with agility upon another 
charger. The happiness occasioned by this provi- 
deatial escape rendered the army less sersible, 
than it would ollRT«l>^e hine been, lo the death of 
the prince ol' iiaden, " lio tell by the side of Gus- 
tams * " Though tin; ^oicc of nature makes me 
seDBible. that I am a father, ' replied the old mar- 
grave with Roman fortitude to one of the generals 
who condoled with him upon his loss, " yet I hope 
never to forget that 1 am also a Cliristiaii. 'J'he fate 
ol' ni\ t-ijn oughl not to be lamented, because his 
iMiil uas ihal iil' a hero.f They only are objects of 
regret, «hii perish ingloriously. Besides, we have 




hn^vnllcd to mind the iicToiom of the uugravc, whvp bo put Uuit oobla 
KDlinaM into ths BOoHi of Clio ! 
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nil BO much reason to rejtnce oo accoont of the 
king's preservation, that every tnirfoTtaoe mmt be 
r^ariled as comparativelr light; however afilictii^ 
to the fe<4ing« of an iDdiTtdiial.'^ 
- While the Swedes were occnpied in the ei«^, an 
ambassador arrived from the King of J>eiiiiurk, 
under pretext of congratulating the victorious 
narch upon his rapid success, but with the secrd 
intention of retarding his gigantic career, by aa 
illusory treaty with Ferdinand. The duplicity of 
Christian did not eaeaj^ the penebwtioa of Gw 
tavas, yet he aftoted to receive his ptoffisred medi- 
ation with the otmoat cordiality, deolariag to the 
envoy, that a permaaent peace, calculated to se- 
cure to the protestants an equal eojdym<^ of all 
political privileges, would ever coatinue the .leading 
object of his ambition ; be howecer gr^tly feared 
that such a treaty could never be obtained, Bulesa 
it were practic^e to unite alt the diSereat mem- 
bers of the reformed religion in a general confede- 
racy. It would, he said, materially conduce to the 
success of tlie undertaking, if his Danish majesty 
would set the example to all the northern powers ; 
unless this should be affected, it would be a waste 
of time to enter into a m^^ociatioD.t - 

Scarcely was the Danish ambassador diamissed, 
when S. Etienne arrived in the Swedish camp with 
fresh proposals from Maximilian. Some faint con- 
ception may be formed of the talents of the negoci- 
ator from his undertaking an office, from which 
nothing could be expected but personal disgrace. 
DesiiooB of mortifyii^; the vanity of a man, whose 
fttuity excited' hii contonpt, GastsvoB received 
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Iiiiii 111 |>reseiii:c of lite Elector Palatine, and sur- 
ruiindeil by liis principal officers. Ha.vuig listened 
ivilh patience to a long harangue, he expressed his 
aHtanUhment that any one in the l«a«t acquaintad 
with bis dnncter sbonU have bdimd bin capable 
of being; so easily duped ; since no argnmrat ahonid 
persuade him to conSde in the professions of a 
prince by whom he had been already deceived. 
S. Etieane attempted to defend the elector, but 
was suddenly interrupted by the king, who angrily 
told him, " that he might spare hin Mw If the trmibk 
of &rfher prctestatiou, heoanie ha was actuallj 
in possession of an intercepted letter, which on- 
tjuestionably d«nonUrated the perfidy of Maxi- 
milian ; and proved that his only motive for en- 
tering into a n^ociation, was to allow time for 
the Uuke of Friedland to march to his assistance." 
"Hein«itioBedtbiscirciiiiutance,"heaBid, "iBeraly 
to shew that he waa tboroi^hly acquainted with 
the designs of the enemy, not because he dreaded 
their execution." On the contrary, he professed 
liiiii»elf delii^hteil at tlii! prospect of beholding fifty 
thousand Austrians assisting to devour Bavaria. 
" If such," he said, " was the elector's intention, 
he wontd advise him to prepam for the ho^taUe 
cntertaiameDtofsachgenM^aB guests; aabecoald 
assure him, that the Dalecorlians were not easily 
satisfied."* 

iNotw iih^iaiiding; the contjueror's firmnoss was 
calculated to afford no flattering prospect of suc- 
cess, still S. Etienue attempted to exculpate Maxi- 
milian at Tilly's expense, whom he basely accused 
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of IwviDg exceeded his instniGtioaif apon varioss 
occasiom; and even let fall some expresBions in 

the heat of debate, which Gualavus mistook for a 
menace. " Tliou^h for once I pardon y^ar igno- 
rance," said he witli a warmth of temper, which he 
was totally unable to restrain, " yet 1 think it 
neoMMir to uform yoa, tiiat such udecent levity 
can new agmhi be tolerated. From your laognage 
it appeara that yon are iuiaci]aaiDted wkh the con- 
vention Bobsisting between yonr master aud me ; 
and I have consequently every r^t to infiT, lliat 
you are not acting at present by his instructions. 
You must not therefore expect to be treated witli 
the distinction due to an ambaandor, unlesa you 
pradnce your credentials. Till then I advise yoa 
to assume a different tone, as this affected import- 
ance is totally inconsistent with Ihe character uf a 
supplicant,"" 

Aware of bis indiscretion in liatiiig exai^pevaled 
a prince whom it was so much his interest tii 
appease, S. EUenne apologized in the humblert 
■Banner for eve^ iBadvotaic^ earnestly beaeech- 
ing the kin^ to specify the conditionB upon which 
he would consent to the neutrality of Bavaria. 
"That," replied Gustavus, " requires little reflec- 
tion. Let the elector restore to my allies whalever 
he lias unjastly usurped ; let hhn deiji^t from af- 
findh^ the nnallest assistance, &thet directiy or 
indirectly, .my.raemies ; the nMment I receive 
. a satiiri^ctory pledge that he will feithAiUy ob- 
aem these engaganents, I promise to evacuate 
fait donunioDSa" 
lite powars eotrusted to S. Etieone being nne- 
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qnal to the acceptance of such humiliating temi!', 
he conteniled that nothing could be more unjust, 
than to render Maximilian responsible for the con- 
duct of Uoopa, which be wu no longer in a atna- 
tioD to coDtrol. These excuses coofinning the 
■uspiciona of Gustavus, he would Dot suffer the 
envoy to proceed, but terminated the conference 
abruptly, allowing no more than Iwcnty-four hours 
for the elector's decision ; at tlie expiration of 
which Maximilian, be said, should liave reason to 
know what it was to have him for an enemy.* 

" Tour majesty," replied S. Etiennewith incon- 
uderate ardour, "may possibly accomplish this 
menace; but it is my duty to warn yoo, that the 
king; my mastfr will be highly dissatisfied at ywir 
Seating his ally with so much asperity ; and allow 
me to say, that after the important sacrifices to 
whicb ^ has con»enled for the sake of the pro- 
.teataats, he has a r%ht to greater attration." 

Difficult as it must hare been for an ind^wt 
conqueror to restrain liis feelings, when insulted 
by the petulance of a coxcomb, still the king was 
sufficiently master of his temper, to answer with 
cold disdain, " I have communicated my wishes to 
M. de Chamace, who seems better acquainted witfa- 
his master's intentions. On Us fnoidly asraraiKw 
I confidently rely; but should my brother auSer 
himself to be inisleil by the artifices of the Jesuits, 
BO far as 10 lircuk his alliaticu wilb Sweden, I never 
will be (iiveBted fiujn my purpose. The cause 1 
have underlaken is sanctioned by justice, and 1 
may therefore expect the prolectioD of the AU 
migb^, which 1 have hitherto ezpoienced in no 
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coiDinon degree. At least, the world shtdl nerer 
have reason to say, that I have rendered mysdf un- 
worthy of it by iny daslardly conduct."* 

To a declaration so unequivocal no arguments 
could be opposed, without danger of adding freeh 
fuel to the flame, the en^oy accordingly availed 
himself of the liberty he still enjoyed, to convey 
to Maximilian the melancholy tidings, which over- 
whelmed him with di.smay and consternation. 

UnwilliDg to waste in the reduction of Ingolstadt 
a moment capable of being consecrated to more 
important en terprizes, Gustavns directed his march 
toward Munich, t taking Mosherg, Landshudt, and 
Freysingen in his wav. No reeular force attemoted 
to impede hia rapid progress, but fanaticism had 
kindled the most inveterate hatred in the breast of 
every Bavarian. The zeal ot an ignorant and in- 
toleraat clergy had taught the peasants that men 
wicked eneogfa to dispute the inlallihility ol the 
Pope, must be monsters nourished with human 
.flesh, to whom crimes the most atrocious were 
pastimes. Under the influence of this fatal delu- 
m»n, it was natural for the inhabitants, contendinsr 
as they believed against the outcast children of 
Satan, to dispense wilh every precept of humanity. 
All the tortures, winch the most sangumarv bigotrv 
could inflict, were accordingly exercised upon every 
Swede who fell into the hands of those infatuated 
savages. Neither is it surprising, that the sight 
of their mangled carcases should have subjected 
the murderers to a dreadful retaliation. Gustavns 
however omitted oo precantioa to restrain the just 
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indignation of liis troops, disdaining to .sully his 
epotlessrcputatiou by punishing a inisguidi^d people 
for crimes which did aot proceed from innate de- 
praritf, but which were solely imputable bo the 
miitaken fervoHr of tll-difoi^ed pab'totiam, toi tbe 
pemicioas connsela of superatitUKi. For he re- 
garded mercy as the nobleM attribttte of nSffiOa, 
ivhoHe fimdaLuental principle is charityi ftod whose 
sacred truths lie studiiid to diaMaiHBvle by a iH»e> 
tical illustrtition of that beautiful precqit.* 

The approach of an amy, mpmwtad by the 
clergy as tea times more ferocious thao that of 
Attila, spread terror and ctmsterafttioa throughout 
the capital, left totally destitute of defence. No 
hope therefore remainetl except what proceeded 
from the generosity of the victor, and to that, des- 
perate as it seemed to their perverted judgmjeats, 
the afir^hted iiUmUteils tesodcd. A deputatim 
composed of the ^iBuipal ci&ECiM adwuied to 
Freysiogen to supplicate mercy. To their hraoble 
address an answer was returned, " that no violation 
should be offered to private property, provided no 
resistance should be attempted. "f " Yon have 
acted most prudently," said Gustavus to the magis- 
trate who delivered the jkeTS of the cityi " your 
early tabmiBtioii has disarmed my rwentooit; 
lltougb I might have justified to the world the moat 
exemplary severity in returu for the dextroctioii <tf 
Magdeburg. Go back to your femilies in perfect 
security. My word is a pledge for their safety, 
and is better than a thonsaiul capitulations .''j; 

NotluDg now remained excq>t to determioe the 
amoaut jot Ae coatribatioD, which bei^ finally 
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wttled,* Gustavtis entered the capital of Bavaria, 
accompanied by the exiled King of Bohemia, and a. 
numerous and spleiiitid retinue. Havinj; taken up 
his abode in tlie eitrtoral jialiice, one of the mont 
magnificent edifices iji liermany, he ivas so much 
dehghtcd ivitli the beauty of the building, and the 
sumptuous decorations of the slate apartments, 
that he enquired the name of the architert ; and 
beinij told lliat every thing liad been planned by 
Maxiliiihiin- -" I "isli i)e was Iiere," said Gustavus 
Nmiliiig, "fori shouli) like to employ so able aa 
artist ill Sluckhohii. " -■■ That niiij not be so easy 
as your majesty thinks, " replied the attendant with 
naivete, " fur 1 am sure he will take especial care 
to keep oat oi your clntches."! 

Could any proofs be required to establish the 
niagnammity of the Swedish hero, his behaviour at 
Manich might supply them abundantly. Contented 
with the triumph of conducting Frederic into the 
palace of the prince, who had usurped his do- 
minions, he scoraed to tarnish liis glory witli igno- 
ble revenge, though repeatedly urged by the illus- 
triotiB companions of his victories (and even ac- 
cording to some historians by the nnfortnnute Pala- 
tine),:!, to destroy the pompous ri siilrnce of the 
Dukes of Bavaria, as a punishment Ibr llie atrori- 
ties committed by Tilly. Tliis proposal however 
was Tweeted with horror. " Let us not, ' said Gus- 
tATUS, " copy tiiB example of our unlettered ances- 
tors, who, by wsgbg war against every produc- 
tion of genius, have rendered the uame of Goth 
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nniyersallf proverlnal of the nid»t state of bar- 

All the plate and jewels belonging to the elec- 
toral f:iiiiily hail been previously transported to 
Salzburg, whither the electress had also retired; 
the king however expected to find a valuable booty 
in the arsenal, one of the finest at that time in Eu- 
rope; but to his utter astoniBhment no cannon 
conid he discorered, thongh their carriages had 
not disappeared. Thii latter circumstance seeming 
dearly to indicate that tbey could not )iu\e tra- 
vdled far, perquisitionB were made in order to de- 
tect the place of their concealment. Money seldom 
fiiils of procuring a key to every secret. In a 
second visit, OustamB went directly to the spot 
where they were baried; and, ordering the pave- 
ment to be removed, a spacious vault was dis- 
closed, contiiining one hundred and fifty pieces of 
diflercut calibre, twelve of which, adorned with 
exquisite workmanship, were denominated the 
twelve apostles. Many of them vere decorated 
witb the arms of Brunswick, of Denmark, and of 
the Palatinate, and in one of them thirty thousand 
golden ducats were hidden.* 

The disi.'losure of this important secret was by 
many imputed to the Jesuits, because Gustavus 
had visiteil a monastery belonging to that order, 
with scarcely any attendants, and passed a con- 
sid^ble time io private conversation with some of 
the fathers. But, according to the testimony of the 
most authentic writers, his tone had been less dedi- 
cated to less nsefiil pursuits, if it be trtie that he 
^tered into a theological disputation witb the rec- 
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tor, conceTBiDg the mysteiy of tnuunbstanlHttion.* 

Diacnssions which cannot lead to conviction must 
ever be nngatory ; biil, when ihey are managed by 
a royal ilispuiaiit, it is fortuiiali- for iiis aiila-oiiist 
if Ibcj :<\v oiily ri.ltc-uloiis. The most extraordi- 
nary feature in this polemical combat, is its having 
been conducted without virulence, and having ter- 
minated without animoBity. Gustavns treated the 
^Bcipl^ of St. Ignatius with a benignity to which 
they had been little aceiistomed from the piety of 
an orlhodox soveirinii ; ami left them impressed 
with the stroiijifst convitliiiL], that heresy, though 
it may pollute the purity of the soul, renders kings 
neither moniters nor tyrants. 
, To the capuchins, whose dtsinta^sted zeal in the 
service of reli^on appears to have excited his admi- 
ration, he made a handsome donation; and when 
one of them ciirried his gratifmlo so far as to at- 
tempt Id reelaim him from t)ie errors of Liithen>>m, 
he listened with patience to the dull exhortation^ 
attributing his folly to mistaken fervour, and not to 
die vanity of scholastic erndition.t 

Thus the suavity of his manners soon dissipated 
tlie terror which the exaggerations of hipolry had 
cxcili'd : for the human heart is formed of ■■ poue- 
trable .--Iiifr," and will be always aceessihie lo grati- 
tude and affection, when unperverted by sophistry.

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ansullied by supers tition, and undegraded by op- 
pression. Not only the citizens o( Munich, but all 
the inhabitants of Uie earth, may be conciliated by 
kindness, or estranged by severity. No wonder 
then that the former should contemplate with de- 
light the affability of the victor, which contrasted 89 
fori'lhly Hith the forbidding reserve of their heredi- 
tary soviTei^ii, who lived secluded in solitary graor 
deur like ait eastern despot, and who would ne?er 
have been known to the greater part of those vbom 
Providi ncc h;id subjected to hit Bway, bad they not 
bt eii orcasionally reminded of bis existenoe by the 
pressure of taxation.* 

Unfortunately, however, the change which had 
taken place in the opinions of nien was confined 
to rh' capital and its immediate vicinity. The in- 
fatuate I peasantry slill continued in arms, and the 
spirit of hostility, instead of abating, extended so 
rapidly, timt the king deemed it advisable to pro- 
ceed against the insurgents in person. A contest 
of this nature could not long remain doubtful. A 
few squadrons of cavalry succeeded in routing nu- 
uieroui' bodies of rebels, without sustaining the 
mosl trilling loss. Repealed discomfitures at 
length opening the eyes of the deluded populace, 
they threw down their swords, imploring mercy, 
which was readily granted npon (he conditjon of 
their delivering up the leaders, by whose desperate 
folly ihey had been instigafed. To this demand 
tliey readily consented ; because they began to dis- 
cover, that while they believed themselves hf^Oag 
the battles of the Alm^fhty, they were ia reality 
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■acrificil^ their dearest iotereels to tlie intrigues of 
fimaticisiD and rapacity." 

Meanwhile Osbo, an imperial general, bad ia- 
vested Biberach with serai thousand men, the re- 
sidne the Italian ann^ ; bnt, npon tiie approadi 
of the Swedes, he retired to Lindau, near the lake 
of Conatance, after submitting to the disgrace of 
being repulsed by the women, who, not content 
with exhorting their husbands to fortitude, assisted 
them in throwing down ponderous stones, and boil- 
h^waternpon'^headsoftheassBilantH-t Having 
left Dnke Bernard to parsne the fng^tivee, the king 
returned to Munich with the utmost expedition, 
upon receiving intelligence that Crala, an enter- 
prising officer in the service of Bavaria, had made 
a strenuous effort for its recovery. Foiled iu 
the undertaking by the vigilance of Hepburn, Cntz 
directed Wis fury against Wossaiburg; but, bdBg 
unable to subdui.' the resolntit^ of the garrison by- 
open force, he tempted them to surrender by the 
illusive ofier of an honourable capitulation, which 
was no sooner concluded than violated. Instead 
of meeting with the treatment to which their valour 
entitled them, and which had been conBrmed by 
tte solemnity of a specific convention, tliey were 
perfidiously massacred npon refusing to enter into 
the service of a prince, whose troops had degraded 
themselves, by their treachery and inhumanity, he- 
low the level of common banditti. J 

This atrocious breach of national honour e.\aKpe- 
lated the King Sweden to such a degree, that he 
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swore to have ample satisfaction. He ia'cooao- 
qiience deferred, till a more convenient opportanitjr, 
his intended visit to TJlm, where the moet splendid 
preparations were making for his reception; and 
proi:eeded to Douaiiwert, where all tlie detach- 
ments were ordered lo repair. 

Thus far the northern conqueror had conducted 
his operations with an unvaried current of prospe- 
rity. The greater part of the empire was already 
occupied by bis victorious legions ; every enterprise 
had been attended with si)^iial success, and the wis- 
dom of iIjc plan, so sagaciously traced after the 
l>attle of LcipHic, was exeinplitied in a series of 
triumphs. , Notwithstanding the interested timidity 
of some ot- the princes who had embraced the doc- 
trine of the reformers, and particularly that of Den- 
mark and Darmstadt, had prevented the formation 
of a general confederacy for the abasement of Aus- 
tria, be bad either tlisarmed or crippled all the 
members of the Catholic League, and supported tbe 
war at their expense. The free cities, with hardly 
a single exception, were firmly attached to the pro- 
testant party, both- from interest and inclination ; 
and BO long as he maintained his superioi'ity in the 
field, no change in their politics was to be appre- 
hcndfd. The possession of all the fortresses on the 
banks of the Rhine, by cuttinj; oiT the Spaniards 
from the Lower Palatinate, prevented them from 
co-operating with Austria. Even tbe volatile 
beroismof the Duke of Lorraine hud been cooled by 
the events of .a single campaign. Neither had the 
necessity of providing sufficient garrisons for the 
c^tured dtiea diminished tbe strength of Gnstavns, 
because the splendour of his name, and the {>opu- 
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larity of his canse, drew recruits by thousands to 
his standard, Thus with an army more numerouH 
than when he first entered Saxony, he found himself 
ia the heart of Bavaria, crowned with laurels, sur- 
rounded by finends, and prepared to accomplish 
his ultimate object by penetrating into the interior 
of Austria.

A^iTHOUT injuring hie reputation, or betraying 
his designs, it was hardly possible for tiie Duke of 
Friedland to remain long tmctiTe ; bat. being de- 
sirous for the present to abandon Bavaria to its 

own resources, lie Heteriniiied to amuse tfie public 
Willi tlif liliL-w uLid ljustli' iif v.-.ir, «illniu( doijining 
to li-ileii to llic iiilruaties gf iMiixiLiiiliuii, liioiif;li at 
iengtli seriously backed by the authority of Ferdi- 
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Hand.* At liio lii?a<l o! an aniiv. strong HimiKh 
to h It 111 lul tcl tl Six 1 II uj^lelil « he 
coufiticd Iiimself entirely to dcMiiltorv skirmishes, 
preferring, if possible, to accomplish by mtngue 
what might ha^e been more easily effected by vi- 
gorous exertion. These dilatory proceedings ex' 
cited a ceiieral lielief. that he wished rather to con- 
cdiate titan to siihiiiip llie cl<=ctiir. whose assistance 
he thought ecsoLihal lo tht^ ext-culioii ot ihosc am- 
bitious scheinos wliich he meditated, for the usurpa- 
tioaof BobeiBia; and h&viDg thready corrupted the 
fide^i^ of Arnheim, be hoped ia future to direct 
the Saxon councila, and evan to prevail upon the 
elector to abandon Sweden. 

Such, at least, was the opinion which f^encriiily 
pres-ailed amongst his coiitein|iQrarii-s ; yet we are 
fully aware, that from the period of his recoucilia- 
lion with the imperial court, to the latest motueDt 
of his existence, the conduct of Wallenatein 'waa' 
frequently involved in impenetrable mystery, and 
almost always presented a thousand iiiroiisiHteiicies, 
whii;h it is i.y tw miwis easy to explain. The diffi- 
culty of discovering' a salisfaclory i l in; is ;d:-o greatly 
BUguienled by the circumstances al tending his<leath; 
because the atrocity of commanding the assassina- 
tion of a general, to whom the citijicror was indebt- 
ed for the preservation of his domhiionB, required 
much ingenious casuistry to roidi'r it palatable, 
even in the eyes of a peopli^ arc.ir^lonied to regard 
the mandate of a despot as priranioiiiU lo every 
moral obligation. Various projects were therefore 
iiBptit«4 to this celebrated victim of royal ingrati- 
tude,' some of which are totally unsupported by 
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legal evidciici^, ami coiisc queiitly mav never Iiavp 
been seriously i'nti rtni.icil. T1k> J-taiii of blood 
could not bo L'fli\ceil froiii llie imperial diatleni, with- 
out loading ivitli obloquy the memory of a raaa, 
who. ivith all his eccentricities, and all his defects, 
van born to excite the astonishment of his contem- 
poraries, and to fix the admiration of posterity. 

Certain, however, it is, that he left nothing unal- 
tempted which appeared likely to induce the Elec- 
tor of Saxony to break his engagements with Gub- 
tavus.* Neither was the negociation enveloped in 
so much secrecy, as to escape tlic observation of 
Ferdinand, who seems at length to have repented 
his folly in having offended a prince, once so blindly 
devoted to his interest, and so totally immersed in 
sensual indulgences, that nothing less than the 
unprovoked invasion of Misnia could have roused 
his lethargic indolence. Convinced, however, that 
BO important concessions could be obtained from 
that weak and inconstant prince, without gratifying 
his avarice, which he endeavoured to conceal under 
the mask of religion, Wallenstein proposed, as a 
basis lor Ihe intemled treaty, that the protestant 
princes should be permitted to retain all the secu- 
larized bishoprics; tliat thiy should rocover those 
hereditary dignities and possessions, of uliicli they 
had been unjustly deprived ; anil, laslly, lh;ittothe 
imperial cities should be restored those ancient 
municipal privileges, which had iiecn successively 
abolished by arbitrary decrees.' 

These offers, it must be acknowledged, compro- 
hraded almost every, thing for which the friends of 
the Reformation contended ; and it is, upoo this ac- 
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coqnt, hig;hly improbable, that the elector sbould 
have Tweeted them, had he not been reatrained by 
the apprebensioD of incurring universal contempt, if 
he perfidiously abandoned his protector. It is pos- 
sible also, that he may have doubted ihc sincerity 
of 'Walleasteiii, or questioned the amphtuJe of his 
.powers: without pretending to expiaio the real 
grounds of his refosal, it may be sufficient to ob- 
serve, that John G«orge, with a fimmeas, by no 
means natural to his character, refused to enter into 
a separate negociation; though he expressed liim- 
self ready to treat in concert with his allies. 7'his 
apparent disinterestedness, however, was far from 
extiDguishing the hopes of Wallenstein, whose ex- 
pectations were fbunded upon the aeeistance of Am- 
beim, with whom be carried on a secret correspond- 
ence: but, as he kn«w resentment to be a prin- 
ciple more active than gratitude in a heart so cor- 
Tupted as that of tlie Saxon commander,* liis chief 
reliance was placed in ttie implacable hatred which 
Amheim was known to entertain toward Gustavue, 
by whom he had formerly been upbraided! with 
cowardice.! Intimately acquainted with the most 
secret sentiments of his master, the insidious fet- 
vourite was fully aware that he belield witli jea* 
lousy the growing intimacy subsisting hetwecn the 
Swedish monarch and the house of Weimur ; fear- 
ful that the services, which they daily rendered to 
the protcstant cause, might induce the conqueror 
to reinstate them in the possession of those an-

nions of I.iither. He knew also, that the elector's 
vanity, which was, if possible, even greater thtm 
his itieanness, leil Jiim to contemplate with envy 
the ascendancy of a foreigner, though to that fo- 
reigner lit' was indelitcd for independence. 

An.XLiiitfi to dissipate scniples, wliich ivere those 
of dci t'iLi'y, arid not of inlugrity, Wallensteiii di- 
rected his unciont friend to attack the imhccility of 
the I'leclor with the arguments best suited to his 
feelings. By magnifying the immortal dory which 
awaited the {Ktciticator of Germany, he stimulated 
his laiiily ; .by describing the advaotases likely to 
accrue from an office of such unlimited influence, 
he tempted his avarice; and, by reprcsentinir the 
conduct of the Swedish monarch in a siispiciona 
light, he called into action all tboae despicable pas- 
sions, which that mean-apirited prince, not daring 
to avow, attempted to disguise under the appella- 
tion of patriotism. 

Not withsfjin ding the impri^sioii |inidneed upon 
the mind of .John George was deeji and la^^fiug, yet 
the dread of incurring the resentinent of an indig- 
nant conqneror was attended with consequences 
eimilarto those which gratitude or honour might 
have generated. Convinced that the motives best cal- 
cnlated-to operate upon a sordid mind are fear and 
interest,. Gustavus recalled fo his recollection the 
tyranny of Ferdinand, the cruelty of Tilly, and the 
utter destruction of ihe protestant religion, should 
the edict of restitution he enforced, fie warned 
faim, moreover, to bewiire of the perfidy of Austria, 
whose affecltd moderdtiun was intended as a snare, 
to divide the friends of toleration, that she might 
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acquire the ability to crush those separately, whose 
united efforts she was unable to resist.* 

These arguments, reposed on a foundation so 
■solid, that they defcated llje proji iHa of Arnheim. 
Unwilling, however, to Irust eiiLirely to t be opera- 
tions of reason, and appi'ehensive, ibat in case John 
George should be persuaded to desert the coalition, 
a general schism wight ensue, the king endeavour- 
ed, by openly Mattering his vauity, to fix liis incon- 
mtaut disposition, and accordingly recoDim ended to 
hiivi, ill the stroiige^^t terms, to take advantage of 
Ills prosperous fortune for the establishment of a 
^iiiTal peace, as well as for the formation of a 
comprehensive confederacy, composed oi' the pro- 
teslant states. In order to facilitate the execution 
of a project, bo eniiiieiitly conducive to the good of 
humanity, he proposed to invite the members of the 
reformed church to a general congress ; and even 
offered to relinquish those pretensions which might 
interfere with the elector's dignity, as head of the 
I,Ulheraii party. f 

This plan, though intended merely as a poUtical 
expedient, to sound the inclinations of John George, 
served totally to disconcert ihe artifices of Waileu- 
stein; bi.";:ause Ihe elector was so forcibly struck 
with the candour and generosity of his ally, that he 
solemnly [irotuised never to abandon his interests, 
and even declared himself ready to concur in every 
measure which might tend to promote a general 
coalilion.J 

Convinced, by repeated failures, of thp inefficacy 
of in(rif;ue, I-'rddlrfrd prcpaicd to ijccomplish by 
force "hat lio hui .j.bfif dually iiiteiiipted by ne- 
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goci&tlon. Id directing bis march tovard the cai»- 
tal of Bohemia, he appears to have had two import- 

anf objects iti contemplation; first, to, compel the 
t lcclor to siiju a si'pai'nte pca.cc ; and, secondly, to 
muke hiii^x'lf master of a country, where he intend- 
ed hereafter to fix his dominion, conformably to 
that article of the treaty of Znaim, by which Ferdi- 
nand engaged to recompense bia services with one 
of the hereditary posBessions of Anstria. The in- 
diflTerence of the elector for every honourable pnr- 
suit, and the perfidy of liis !;tncral, conduced 
equally to facilitate tlic enterprise; though, from 
different moliTcs, they both beheld the mighty ar- 
mament colleclinj,' in Moravia with as little con- 
cern, as if it had been destined for the protection of 
Saxony. Neither did they open their eyes to the 
ruin which awailed them, till the vanguard of tlie 
enemy \vas distiiicllv seen from the' ivi.lls of Pra-ue; 
where the Savons, wa!lo»in- in lieonlious plea- 
sures, seemed totally to have forgotten, that there 
were any occupations belonging to a military pro- 
fession, except those of sensual indulgence. An 
Austrian regiment having been secretly introduced, 
by the treachery of a friar, the garrison retired to 
the citiidcl ; but rather with the hope of obtaining 
an honourable capilidalion, (ban «iththat of pro- 
tracted resislance. Finding themselves abandoned, 
without (he smallest prospect of relief, they soon 
consented to lay down their arms ; thinking them- 
selves fortunate to purchase life at the expense (rf 
their ammunition and their artilliTy) 

The recovery of I'rnsiiK bciii<r Ircaled liy the su- 
perstition, or the policy of Ferdinaiiif, in the light 
of a favourable augury, was celebrated at Vienna 
with OBteutatious festivities; but the delight which 
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it bccasioDed to the zealoas papists was far inferior 

to thnt of the victor, who justly consiilered it as an 
impi>rliiiit step toivaril tliG aciroinplishinent of liis 
amtniiiMis ili'si-ri-,- l'.y aWow iw^ llie Saxons to re- 
tire llio itr. jler piirl of tNeir ba-gage, he flal- 
(ereil hiiitself lo have secured the good opinion of the 
elector, to whom he immediately diapatched another 
officer, with fresh proposals, hoping, that while the 
impression of bis generosity was unimpaired, they 
might meet w ith a more favourable reception. But, 
whih* hf employei! the; insiilious arts of negocialioii, 
togi ther with their usual coiicomitaiits, corruption 
and flattery, he endeavoured perfidiously to avail 
himBelf of the security which hia oHera perhaps 
were solely intended to excite. By posaeesing him- 
self of the defiles between Leutmeritz and Anssig, 
he would have cut off the retreat of the Saxons, 
and seieral regimeuts were accordiogly sent to oc- 
cupj t!ie ilitiereiit passes. This plau, had it suc- 
ceeded, would have inclosed the enemy in a narrow 
valley, where the want of provisions mnst have 
shortly compelled them to snrrender at diacretJOD. 
Amheim, however, was too deeply versed in the 
science of treachery, to be easily entrapped ; and 
having penetrated the design of his old preceplor, 
carried on the negociatioii with so much arl, as 
completely to deceive that most consummate master 
ctf dec^tf Meanwhile the baggage continued to 
move; and, being at length arrived in a place of se- 
curity, he broke up his camp in the dead of the 
night, and centinned his mareli with uninterrupted 
aefivily. till ht- ariivf-d at Pinia, an impregnable 
position, in the virinity of i>n-sdeu. This retreat, 
though highly creditable to the military talents 6f 
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tlie general, occasioned the loss of Bohemia, whicli 
was anAia reduced iiuder the Austrian dominion, 
with its [[inch fai'ility as it been formerly conquered 
hy Ih,- SaxiJi,^,- 

Lcs-i i(iteip>li.-(l ill jnonioliiig ihi' giory of Ferdi- 
nand, than ill accoiii()li»hing his own sinister pro- 
jects, and exasperateid at finding himself circuia- 
vented by a man whom he had ioBtructed hi the 
wiles of intrigue, Walleustein prepared, vithont 
Arther delay, to carry hostilities into the enemy's 
country; persuaded that, when heappeared before 
the gates of Dresden, the elector would no longer 
hesitate to comply with his demands. Circum- 
stancee, however, obliged him to postpone the e^ 
ecntion of his plan to a more convenieiit oppoito- 
nity: for, while he was indulging his lore -of po- 
pular applause, by the reduction of Bohemia, the 
King of Sweden had penetrated to the frontiers of 
Austria, yiid liad even excited an alarm in the ca- 
pital. Between Munich and Vienna no fortress 
existed capable, of retarding his Tictorious career. 
Iiintz and Passau were both untenable ; while the 
discontented peasants in Upper Austria were ac- 
tually occu])ied in organizing an insurrection, in- 
lendiiif; to explode at the approach of Gustavas. 
No liope, therefore, presented itself to the degraded 
ilespot, who so lately trampled upon tlie laws and 
the couHtitution of Giermany, except from the exei^- 
tionsof Wallenstdn; and eren that was damped by 
the hnouliating conviction, that another such vic- 
tory as that of Leipsic conid not fail to annihilate 
all the remaining resources of lli;it L.'i-aiitie power, 
which had so lately intimidated JLarope. Neither 
was it unlikely that the gratitude and admiration 
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of lliosp, wlio.^o fetters !ic had broken, might be 
temj)te(l lo jiLiri^ the triiiiiipliant Goth upon the 
the throne of the C*sars. Courier after courier was 
dispatched, with positive orders for Fiiedland to 
iDarch towards Vienna; but the emperor disooTOiv 
ed, to his utter confusion, that he had surrendered 
his authority into the hands of a dictator, whom be 
was no longer able to control. Indifferent alite to 
the intreaties of Maximilian, and to the injuDCtiona 
of Ferdinand, that haughty chietlain appeared to 
derive an ungeDerous pteuure, from contemplating 
at his cue the distrewea of thosa by whom he con- 
sidered his honour to have been irreparably hi' 
jured. Till the entire conquest of Bohemia had 
deprived him of every pretext for further debiy, he 
constantly alleged, in evcuse for disobedience, the 
disadvantages which must accrue froili relinqoidiii^ 
an enterpriae so essential to the success of his fo> 
tare operations, and so nearly conducted to a pn»- 
perons issne ; and even when the Saxons no longer 
afforded an excuse, many di'fGculties still remained 
to be overcome, before he would consent to a junc- 
tion with Maximilian. The jealousy subsisting be- 
tween the elector and Wallenstein had been em- 
bittered by recent erants: the haughty tonper of 
^le latter was ntt^ly iDcapsble of disgidsii^ bis re- 
sentment; and, if the former could more easily com- 
mand his feelings, it was not because he was more 
inclined to forgive. Rendered more arrogant than 
ever by the unlimited authority he cnjojcd, Fried- 
land looked upon himself as little inferior to the 
Bavarian m rauk, and infinitely supeiior to bim in 
military renowu. Mazimiliao, on the contrary, who 
derived his descent from one of the most iUustrioiis 
fiunUies in Enrop^ bebddwilh disdain tiie apstart 
VOL. .1.

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ioaolence of & Bohemian baron, educated in Uie 
humble capacity of a page, at the little court of 
luspruck. . Supremely degraiiing, therefore, must 
it have uppi^ared to the dignity of a priuce, who 
had espoused the emperor's daughter, to be Bub- 
j(H:tf?(l toa man soinlinitely hdow liini in nil those 
factitious distinctions, whicli ihe pride of aristo- 
iTiicv idi.lizi's; bat Wiillonstciii, who ret-arded ail 
roiiventiiiiial iuslilntions as n:iturally subordinate 
to tliu splunilour of gfuins, treated the claims of 
Ilia rival witii studied cuiilenipl, alleging, in de- 
fence of his own exorbitant pretensions, tlie treaty 
of Znaiin; in virtue of vvliioh no person, liowever 
elevated, coiiM pn-eeiid even lo sliare with hira in 
tile roiinLi^tiid. " Were ihf eiu])eror iu person to 
join til.; onnLv," said tlie :,m.f;imt duke, "the SO- 
prenie authorily vonld be slill vested in me !"• 

i lovvover severe the inortiHriilicln of ))eing com- 
pelled to f^(.-rve under a lioheiniari Mibje* t, no alter- 
iiativi; reniaiiLed for MaxiuLilian. except (o gratify 
the vanity of an insulting tbe, or lo line^o every 
liope of recovering his dorLiinious. IVide, tlierefore, 
at length was constrained lo siihniil ; lliousti it was 
not till after warm and protracted discussions, that 
an a r rail genu; nt was eoncladed, which stipulated 
that M allenslein should liirect tlie niililary operap 
Tuitions of both armies, so long as they continued 
united, without snlll-rinj the eh ctor to make the 
sinailt;st alleraiioi), i iilu r lii iIm disposition of a 
batlle, or ihe gennal (,t ■„ l anipaign. In ro- 

tuni^for these impnrtacLt concessions, the imperial 
jspuimaader engaged uet er 'to iuteriere with the in- 
tmialecononiyof the Ba?ariaa trot^; ud, in tite 
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event of a separation, the supreme comniand of the 
electoral amyms a^m to revert to MaxiniiKui.* 

These preliininaries being settled, the riral chief- 
tains met at X^ra, after matnallf promising to bury 
inoblivkm evoy (ohbot grievance. All the nere- 
tuoniee of a reconciliatioQ were punctiliously ob- 
served ; according to agreeiBeift, they embraced 
each other in presence ot their respective annies, 
profestiiug in future the wannest atJachtnmt, 
though implacable hatred rankled equally in the 
bosoms of both. In mnte attention the surround* 
iq; multitude watched tlieir behaviour ; not a look 
escaped their observation. Deeply versed in the 
intricate science of dissimulation, Ma:>iimilian was 
SDflicicntly master of his countenance to prevent if 
from betraying the violence of his emotion, while 
with the cordiality of friendship he greeted the man, 
into whose heart he would have rejoiced at plung- 
ing a dagger. Wallenstciu, on the contrary, felt 
too elated with hia triumpli to play tlie hypocrite. 
External decency was the only thing to which he 
attended, but his eyes betrayed a malignant grati- 
fication, at contemplating the humiliation of a rival. 
His colour changed, and his lips quivered wilh 
convulsive agitation, while he reluctantly breathed 
out professions of amity, which his implacable 
temper belied. More than once he appeared on 
the very point of giving unbridled scope to hia in- 
dignation, had not the elector ingeniously directed 
the conversation to iniiifferenl topics. Scrupulously 
adhering to the character which he bad assumed, 
Maximilian observed the same delicacy, even in 
the retired society of his confidential fiiends, to 
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whom lie always spoke of the talenU of Wallat- 
stein with tin wwmett enpressioos of admifation. 
Not so tbe Duke of Friedland : for no sooner was 

the iheatrical exhibition concluded, than he not 
only forbore lo coiiRtal his ilelif^lit, but publicly 
ejiulted ill his uugi'iierous triumph. 

Walleustein now found himself at the head of 
sixty thousand mm-i a force ao superior to that of 
GnstaTiu, that all Euri^ anticipated hie destruc- 
tion. The imperial general, however, was less COC' 
iident of success, and estimated the abilities of his 
adversary more justly; conscious that genius can 
ofitn compensate jiiimerical deficiencies, or perhaps 
desirous of postponing a couHict, whicii, if it ter- 
minated prosperously, must strip him of his autho- 
rity; and, should tbe event prove unpropitious, 
overwhelm him widi disgrace.* 

Gnstavus appears to have been mistaken in his 
calculations respecting llie conduct of his antagon- 
ists. The iuvetcrute animosity which prevailed 
between them, inspired him with the belief that 
they would nev«r be reconciled, and he accoidii^y 
nqilected the necessary pRcautimiB to impeda tbaii 
junction, till it was no longer in his power to pre- 
vent it. 

Conceiving that the first impetuosity of the tor- 
rent would be directed against the Elector of Sax- 
ony, and nobly resolved to encounter every danger 
in defence of his ally, he sent Duke B^uard tQ 
watch the motions the enemy, direetiiig him to 
join the main army, in case Friedland should at- 
tempt the siege of Nuremberg instead of penetrati^ 
as he expected into Misnia.f The movements of 
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die imperialists, however, soon dispelled the mys- 
tery, and connoeed Gnstarns, that all the transceud- 
rat powers of kia nmivfilled genins most be caltsd 
into Bctloli, if he w&bed to escape from the over- 
vhelroiiig storm with unblemiBhed reputation. To« 
feeble to Cice the enemy in the field, no choice re- 
mained, except to throw liiiiiself into Nuremberg, 
at the hazard of being reduced to a disgraceful ca- 
pitnlation, or to submit to the ignominy of abaa- 
dooing a city, which iiad iotplicitly trusted to his 
tdwir. His decision, when summoned to the sac- 
eour of his allies, was, however, prompt and reso- 
Itrte ; and he determioed to bury himself under the 
nrine of Nuremberg, rather than shew himself in- 
(Kfl^ent to the call of honour. 
' This resolution, at» worthy of his spotless fame, 
was no sooner embraced, thaa be prepared for car- 
rying; it into immediate etecutioBt Ordera were ac- 
cordiiiglydispati hed to all the Swedish generals to 
hasten to his assistance, and a positive assurance 
was at the sanie time conveyed to the magistrates 
of 3N urembei^, " that he was decided to risk both 
Hfe .and glory, rather than abandon them to the fury 
of tbe Amtriwia'* 

It M'm not, hower^, to saibty of the city 
alone ttiat Be (mated for the consummation of his 
dnlltary rroOWn, but he aspired atsd to preserve 
ftom ruin the suburbs and the beautiful villas, so 
preoious' in the estimation of mercantile opslence. 
Atenterpriae more hazardoaswas perhaps never 
■Hai^ited by btiman fortltiide; for even should he 
snoeeed in- i^qpelliug tlie attacks <tf an enemy, at 
lea«t three times anperior to kim in numbers, by 
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what meuiB were proTisioiis to be procured ? From 
an a.rmy barely sufficieot for the defence of their 
lines, no detachments could be spared for convey- 
ing stores, drawn from distant provinces, or remote 
magaziDes. 

The first object, of course, which engaged his 
attentioD, was Uie selection of a spot for hia en- 
campment. After mature ddiberadon, be ordered 
the town, at the distance of about three quarters of 
a mile from the waLls, to be surrounded with a re- 
gular ditcli, twtlve feet wide, and eight feet deep; 
and, as an additional security, he caused eight 
towers to be constructed at regular diGtances, he- 
Bides an infinite number of redouhta and batteries, 
furnished with no less than three hundred piecee of 
heavy artillery,* The approach of the enemy al- 
lowing little leisure for the e.vecutioD of this wonder- 
ful undertaking, seven thousand men were constant- 
ly occupied with the spade and the mattock, who 
were regularly relieved at stated periods ; so that 
the labour continued withont the smallest intermis- 
fiion, and, ia the short space of eight and forty hours, 
was so fax advanced, as to render the position unas- 
sailable. The Swedish troops now entered the in- 
trenchments, and having pitched their tents in the 
intermediate space between tlic ditch and the city, 
continued the work with nnabating activity, till it 
was brought to tiie utmost perfection. 

Meanwhile, WoUenstein advanced, and having 
reviewed hie amy between Nenmark and Frey- 
stadt, he contemplated with ejcultation the magni- 
ficent spectacle. More than fonr hundred stand- 
ards floated in the air, enriched with varions do- 
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-rices ; eighty cannons of heavy catibre ihreateDed 
dcBtrnction to all who opposed him, while the 
march was closed by upwards of four thousand 
waggons, and an innumerable multitude of women.' 
Anticipating tlie glory wliich he was about to ac- 
quire, he exultingly e^tclairoed, " the world shortly 
will see, whetiier Walienstem or GuslaTiia ehM he 
ToaHter of Gecmuiy 1" f 

Terrible as the shock of such an army must 
prove, the SHPciiwb monarch belielil its approach 
with unshaken .■(,ii>fHiii'y ; :in<l Ua\mg rccoivtii in- 
telligence that tlie :.i'tilk'i-y bad been itnt foraard 
to Neumark with an escort of only four thousand 
sddiers, he conceiTed hopes of h&ag able to sur- 
prise it. Widi this view he dispatched Taupadel,:^ an 
intelligent officer, to reconnoitre the position; who, 
being misled by an erroneous report, attempted to 
antici|)ate bis n'm^tcr's wisiies by a gallant exploit. 
But the strength of the enemy proving infinitely 
greater than he expected, the action terminated in 
the captivity of Tanpadel.% 

Desirous of conciliating the good opinion of a 
prince, whose virtues he so highly admired, Wal- 
lenstein received the prisoner with many tokens of 
respect, and, ordering his ransom to be instantly 
paid out of his own ptivate purse, he sent bim 
back with a respectful mesfage to the king, expres- 
sive of the veneration which his matchless talents 
inspired. This compliment was accompanied by 
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an oSbr of peace, and a declantion WallcQ- 
ttan that be should esteem that momeot the hap- 
piest of his exiatence, in which he should be for- 
tunate enough to promote a penuaneiit reconcili- 
ation between Austria aud Sweden.' Tliese pro- 
poBalsWereipimediatelyconimuuicated to the senate 
of Nureral)^;! who were reqit^ted to decide for 
themBelvee, without atten^ii^ to any thing but 
their own immediate vrelfare. " I came here," said 
the king, " for your profection ; but should you 
be of (ipiiiion Hint a negfirialiou ivitli the imperial 
genera! is tlic most liktly iiiellioil of averting the 
sform, let me be no impediment to the treaty. I am 
ready to decamp at an hour's notice, and I do not 
entertain the smallest ^prehenuon respecting tte 
consequences of a retreat "f 

Fearful that his presence might fetter the freo- 
dom of debate, he instantly quitted the assenibiy ; 
but his example had inspired magnanimity, and 
awakened »eatinienta of the most generous devo- 
tion. By unanimous acclamation the senators v\- 
noimced the unshaken resolution of adherii^ to the 
fortune of their generous protector, and of sacri- 
ficing, if necessary, tlieir lives and theij' fortunes for 
the preservation of ihcir religion ami iiKle]ieu deuce. 
The fiame, thus kindled al liie shrine of patriotism, 
spread with almost electric rapidity. Every citizen 
capable of bearing arms offered his servicos to the 
state; and, so univeml was the entfaunasm, that 
before the expiration of the following day, thirty 
thousand names appeared on the r«^ter4: Out of 
this number twelve chosen battalions were fonnedt 
four of which regularly mounted guard on the lam- 
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ptartB. . The imnMiue maf^met, whne grun niffi- 
cient at leut for the conamnption of a year was 
always deposited, were immediately opened, and 
com regnlarly distributed to tbe Swedish soldiers. 
By this wise precuttioh daring; tbe long blockade 
bread was generally procured with tolerable faci- 
lity; and, vfaen any scarcity arose, it proceeded 
wtiNly fiom die waat of mills for preparing tbe 
flour. Other proviaiara of course angmented in 
price, and were not always attainable even for 
money : but so attentive were the magistrates to 
tbe distresses of their fellow citizens, and so admi- 
rable were the regulations established, that not a 
single person is supposed to have perished irom 
hunger.* 

In tbe opinion of most of the Enropean politi- 
cians the ruin of Gustavus was inevitable ;f and 
this apparent change in tbe current of fortune pro- 
duced a notable difference in the language em- 
ployed by the imperial ministers. ' With presnmp- 
taooB confidence they pnbHcly boasted tfart 
nnihem hero was Miveloped in a net from which 
be could never disentangle himself. Even tbe firm 
mind of Richelieu for a moment gave way to de- 
spair : seriously alarmed at tbe prospect before him, 
he earnestly endeavoured to effect a reconciliation 
between Louis and bis brother; but the folly of 
Gaston delivered liim at once firom all his apprehen- 
sions, involving in the min, which his temeri^ occa- 
sioned, the gallant and amiable Montmorency. 

Aware of Ihe unfavourable impression which his 
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^tarent diitrekB was likely to prodiice on the 

minds of all who were nnacquEunted with the ex- 
tent of his ri?ROHrces, Gusfavus addressed a letter 
to Louis, asMiii iiii; him tlial his overthrow was fer 
less c.'i'tairL tliau Ijis tommies predicted.* Wallen- 
stein liowever sfiems fully to have appreciated tbe 
difficulties which he had to encounter. From bis 
CBDip, on the westnn bank of the Fagnitz, ba be- 
held with admiration the aatoaishing efforts of his 
autnsotiist ; aiut probably regretted that he had lost 
the (j[>|ioriuiiiiy of ^Hacking him, before his in- 
trenciiiueiit.H wt-re coinplffted. But when urged by 
Maximilian to make ihe attempt, he calmly re- 
plied, *' Ttie interests of ika empeter iiiipo«e a 
fer«it system. Would to God his gsikerals had 
been less fond of fitting I for, in that case, we 
shoald not at the present moment have to contend 
for the existence of the house of Austria, in the 
very centre of Germany ,f 

The caution of Wallenstcin in avoiding an en- 
gagoment was highly applauded by Ferdinand,

enormouB carnage: and iiious-h Friedlaad might 
perhaps have beheld with indiflerence the effusion 
of bioou, proTitiea he uliimaielv earned his point, 
he was noi ignorant that the best concerted plaiiN 
are often frustraied bv accidents, against vhich 
prudence cannoi provide, anu was convinced, that 
a defeat in faia situation must be attended with ntter 
deatmctioa. He therefore determined gradually to 
coniume tbd hostile arniy by the slow bnt regular 
process of a blockade, which by aflbrding to his 
adversary uo opportunity for displaying his im- 
petuous cou'^e, deprived him ol' one of the most' 
powerful instruments which had hitherto rendered 
him invincible. Could he succeed in intercepting 
the Swedish convoys, of which he seems to have 
entertained but little doubt, he knew that the pro- 
visions accumulated in the granaries of Nurembe^ 
must be shortly exhausted, when he flattered him- 
self with beholding the famished foe reduced to 
uncoudi^onal submission. 

But while he auxiously expected that glorious 
event, his sanguine temper appears entirely to have 
overlooked a thousand obstacles, against which he 
hatl to contend, and to have foi^otten, that in pro- 
portion as his numbers were considerable, the diffi- 
culty of feeding them iucreaHod. This evil was 
grei^y augmented bj the ferocious behaviour of

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bia soldiers. The industrious farmers bad Aki 
with their property from the rajiacious fury of 
tlie Croats ; and ttiG few sources of susteaance, 
which it liad bten impracticable to remove, be- 
rame objects of daily coDteetatioQ. The neces- 
earieaof life could be acquired only by the swcwd; 
av tbat it was dangerous to forage widioat a nn- 
nerons escort* In Uie AnBtrian army the con- 
miasariat department was radically defective. Tbe 
troops were accustomed for tbe most part to auk- 
Hist bj plunder ; and what was obtained by injust- 
ice, was nsually squandered with prodigality. 

Among tbe Swedes a ditTerent syiitem pmailed; 
every thing was conducted with order aod economy:, 
and comfort and salubrity were the cffliseqseDces. 
So long an supplies could be procured frrai tiio 
adjacent territory, tbe store-bouKS of Nuremberg 
were untout^ed ; but, when the impoverished conn' 
try was do longer able to admiiuater relief, tbe wants 
of the army were abondantly provided for by a geee- 
nms ally, while the impnialists wars omntEaipcd ta 
draw d^r suppties from diataBt proriaces.t 

A valuable comoy collected in Bararia, at an 
eoormoas expense, had actually reached Freystadt, 
where it was waiting tbe arrival of a powerful es- 
cort. This circumstance having been privately 
communicated to Gustavns, Taupadel and Gassion 
were sent to attack it; and conducted the enter- 
prize with, so nuch ability, tbat the town was sor- 
prned n the dead of nigbt, and upwards of a 
thousand head of cattle, tc^;etber with two h(u>dre4

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waggons ladBQ with corn and military store*, weie' 
carried o^T in triumph by the victors.* 

Notwithstanding; tlie acquisition of bo important 
a prize diverted Hie liorrora of famine, t!ie Swedes 
biifi'fred riiiiti'ii:Llly from ihe want of wholesome 
water ; because liie dimiaislied Ftgiiitz, from wlitch 
they were ctiiefly supplied, became putrid from the 
iateme beat »£ the weather, as well as &om th« 
ciurGa8eB{tfhotM0a>d<M[en, with which iodiBcretion 
or malignity had almost choaked up its cliaanel.t 

Insubordination mav be retjariled as llie me\i- 
tabie coris.?i|u. iKe ol' .ii^tl \\'h\, i!i,s|K-uknble 
regret the king bei.eld (iiut adniiruble diseipline, 
which distingulKhed his troops from the banditti of 
Aiiatria, decUaiiig daily, to make way for lawlew 
npacity. Resolved to stop the progreu <rf the evil 
before it attained to an incurable height, he sum* 
moned the slaff-ofTicers to his tent, where he ad- 
dressed them in a speech equally honourable to 
his feelings as a mau, a soldier, and a Christian. 
" Gentlemen," said he, with an expression of sor- 
row, which peoetrated to {he bearU of hii anditors, 
" it is with insxiHWible affljctkm that I daily beur 
ef the extortions and cruellies committed by men 
who wear my uniform. Your negligence in suffering 
this disorderly conduct to escape unpunished, I 
blush to say it, excites n;y contempt and indigna- 
tion in an equal degree. God, to whom alone our 
■BDiOst tbon^ta are disclosed, knows, that no pre- 
.cwitiou has been ootitted by me, wtiich could tend 
to repteai tiieir enonaitiea. But my wisest regula- 
tkffls have been set at defiance ; and by your iuhu- 
raanitf toward those whom it is your duty to pro- 
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tect, fon bare offtHded oar ftlUes jast cause to 
comf^ain, that they have Bufifered more from tbdr 
defenders than from their enemiee. A reproach 
like this I cannot endure ; and, if you realty love 
ine, you will spare me the ignominy of ever bear- 
ing it repeated again. It wounds me to the soul to 
find my gallant Swedes compared to Croats. Cao 
it he aecesaary for roe, vfaen spesking to Chmtiaiui; 
to r^nd them of the pmqitB which the gospel 
enforces ? but you seem to have forgotten that the 
motive for which we drew the sword, was to pro- 
tect, and not to destroy. Need I recal to your re- 
collection the many hardships which I have en- 
dured for your sokes (addressing himself particu- 
larly to the Germans) : for you 1 have sacrificed my 
domestic comforts, and, what is infinitely dearer to 
me, the comforts of my people. It is your inhu- 
manity towards your mother country that has tar- 
nished the glory of my victorious subjects; for the 
perpetrators of tlie crimes, of which 1 complain, ar^ 
almost exclusively Germans. '-■•■t*' 
" Vou may perhaps attempt to palliate rtftt fW^ 
pitude of your bd>a*iour, by alleging your pecu- 
niary distress ; yet no man can upbraid me with 
want of iiitncliialily in paying my troops, which I 
have ahviivs <lony to llie lull extent of my ability. 
Your depiedations, however, by destroying my 
credit, must soon deprive me of the means of pro- 
viding for your support. Heaven can witness, that 
my only object in' commeocing bostilities against 
Austria, was to restore to every man his legitimate 
property ; and, with respect to the conqnests which 
our valour might achieve, it was my decided in- 
tention to divide theiu impartially among my Ger- 
tniiu allies. What portion have I reserved fw my- 
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mU ? No, 1 solemnlj proteBt, tiiat since my land- 
ing in PomeraDia, I have not sent a single dollar 
to Sweden; but, on the contrary, have drawn pro- 
digious sums from my patrimonial estates, as I 
can prove from uuqueationable documents. 1 do 
not mention this, becanse I set an improper value 
on riches ; for no one can behold them with greftter 
indiSa^Dce. , it ia from the .paucity of my vrsnts 
that I wish to be opnleot, and not from tbevs^oit 
of my possesBions. But th«t^ is another sacrifice 
which I cannot contemplate with equal apathy — the 
loss of many brave and excellent officers, whose 
merits no praises can equal. Nature and gratitude 
demand this tribute to their memory, and while my 
heart continues to beat, their services shall never 
be foi^tten. 

" I implore you therefore, gentlemen, as you 
value my friendship, seriously to reflect upon what 
I have said: for I must, and 1 will be obeyed. Sup- 
pose not, however, that 1 mean to tax you with 
want of courage, when facing the cannon of the 
etwmy ; for, m. that aUnation, 1 am proud to aay, 
yoa have alwi^ bcdiaved like heroes. It ia your 
licentionsness and your cruelty which excite my in- 
dignation, because they sully the splendour of 
every triumph.'* 

According to the report of an illustrious author, -f 
the king addreeaed his auditors with so much emo- 
tion, that msay of them were moved even to tears. 
Sot a fiyllable mis uttered in their excuse. By 
'^eir sitaace they, acknowledged the jnstness of 
Iho reprooC and secretly resolved never more to 
.det^TTjea sim^ar censure.

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After explaining his intentioas to th^ chiefe ia a 
pathetic discourse, he commimicated diem to tte 
arm; by a proclamation, in which he Bolemnly de- 
notioced the aeverest punishment against every de- 
linqtient, without the Rniallest regard either to idfl 
rank or to his aervices. " Beware of attempting 
to desert, or to mutiny," such was the menace ap* 
plied to tlie German auxiliaries, " fur 1 haveSwedes 
enough remaining to extermiuate you all, even in 
the presence of Wallenstein ; and, so long as my 
proceedings are sanctioned by justice, 1 am re- 
solved that my orders shall be implicitly obeyed,"* 

Detenu iued to carry this menance into execution, 
unless a total reformation should ensue, be caused 
a lieutenant to be hanged for pillagiiq;; and, abortly 
after, being tnfbrmed that a common scddier had 
stolen a cow, he ordered out the r^ment to which 
he belonged, and, seizing the culprit with his own 
hands, delivered him over to the executioner. "It 
is better friend," said the king, with lender emotion, 
"that thou shouldest expiate thy offence by the 
sacrifice of life, than that thy crime should diaW 
down the vengeance of the Almighty upon me, and 
thy gallant comrades : for though I consider every 
soldier in the light of a child, yet I am destined to 
perform the duties of a judge, no less than those of 
a parent "t 

Meanwhile, the different detachnients of the 
Swedish army were rapidly collecting ; but, as they 
were scattered over the various provinces which 
extend from the Baltic to tiie Tirolian mountains, 
their usioo was attended widi aiany difficulties, 
and afibrded room for the display of those asbmiBb- 
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ing talents, with which the geaerals of Guatavus 
were endowed. Aware of the danger to whi<:b rash- 
seas might expose them, the king thought it expe* 
dient to caution Oxeniteini ^sinat the perils ioca* 
dental to |n«cipitatioD. "Do not imagine," laid 
iie, " that I am reduced to such diatrees, as to. 
make it necessary for you to brave every danger for 
my relief; proceed with circumspection, without 
guffering your apprehensions for my safety to warp 
your judgment; for, depend upon it, I shall be 
able to look my enemies in tbe Ace much loDger 
Utaa Aey are Inclined to believe."* 

Hie meaaurea adopted by the difietmt com- 
madders corresponded exactly with these instmc- 
tions. William, Duke of Weimar, havingaasembled 
the forces in Lower Saxony, proceeded to Schwein- 
iurt, vhere, being joined by a body of anxiliary 
Saxons, be crossed the Thurin^ata forest, and ar- 
rived in safety at Wnrtzburg, the place appomted 
for his Junction with Oxenatiem. The chancellor 
on his part had lieen equally active in collecting 
the tior>|js oinployed in the iiroi iuccs contiguous to 
the Rhine; itiid, being reinl'mccd l>y Baiiier, und a 
body of Hessians, advanced to meet the Duke of 
Weimar, after leaving Horn, with a strong detach- 
ment, to Watch the moti<ms of the Spaniards. Find- 
ing himself at tbe head of little less than fifty thou- 
sand men, he directed his course liy the ^ilnn-lest 
route toward Nureniherg, win re lie in rived « iihont. 
experiencing the smallest mciicsi:ition,-| 

This fortunate event was celebrated by a generat 
tbanksgiTing; for, amid the public distress, the 
piety of Gnstavos regarded festivity as presump- 

voh. I. 3 a 
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tuous. ISeiitg now siipprinr to llie enemy in nomc- 
rical streni,'Uj, hi' rusuhtil no longer lo remain on 
the (lel'i'iisive ; Wallenslein, od ihe contrary, deter- 
mined Hi all events to avoid an engogeneiit : . and, ia 
order that Qotliiiig mi^t compel liim to rdinquish 
his plan, he surrounded hia camp with additinnal 
fortilications. 

The angniL-ntiilion of nunihers, fliongli it deliver- 
ed the king (rom all .ijipreheii^ioiis on the part of 
the enemy, waa far from putting an end to his Uis- 
tretis. To behold the brave conipanions of hia vic- 
tories swept away by fevers and <ly8(.'uterieK, was it 
calamity too severe for fortitude to endure; yet DO 
remedy preeented itself wliich reason could "ap- 
prove. He examined repeatedly the enemy's lines ; 
he consulted his generals respecting the possibility 
of storming them ; but all opinions agreed in pro- 
nouncing the enterprize impractioible. Drawing- 
Up his forces in order of battle, he daily endeavour- 
ed to tempt his antagonist to quit his intrcnch- 
meuta; but the prudence of Wallenstein was im- 
moveable. Batteries were constructed in front of 
the Austrian camp; no batteries, however, were 
raised to oppose them. Friedlaud pertinaciously 
adhering to his system, contented himself with re-' 
moving to a mure elevated spot, out of reach of ^ 
Swedish artillery.' 

The patience of Gustavus being at length ex- 
hausted, in a moment of irritation he reserved upon 
an undertaking so desperate, that nothing but the 
extremest necessity ought to have suggested the 
attempt, because nothing but victot? could justify 
it. 
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On the 24th of August, (the fifty-^tdi'dfty after - 
Ilia encampmept under the waits of Nnmaberg;) in-' 
teltigence was coinmusicated, by an Austrian pri- 
aoim-, tbat Wattenrtesi, reduced to the uitno^i dis- 
tress, was [n«puii^ to quit his portion.* Tlie cou- 
rse of OuBtarus kindling at the itlea of siirj)i-ising 
the enemy during a retreat, he ordered his troops 
to prepare for combat; great, however, was his 
diijappointinent, when, upon nearer inspection, he 
discovered that the movement was for tlio purpose 
of occupying an ancirat castle, whicli ronininnded 
their lines; and from which, if suitireil to ihll into 
bis hands, they might be severely annoyed. In- 
censed at having allowed himself to be so easily 
deceived, the king was no longer master of his 
temper; but, giving way to the dictates of wounded 
pride, hastily resolved to persevere. f Pnshing for- 
ward wilh an impetuoiKity which nothing could 
withstand, he compelled the Austrian outposts to 
retire precipitately to the camp, which occupied an 
eminence between the Rednitzand the Biher.;^ 

The post of honour was allotted to the Germans, 
who, after the most brilliant display of perttonal 
bravery, were compelled to retire with considerable 
loss. Exasperated at an occorrence which he might 
easily have fereseen, the king led the intrepid Fin- 
landors to slan^ter; mea UDGODScious of fear, and 
never known to turn titeit bocks on danger. But 
iatTepidtty now «%s of little avail ; fi>r all that it 
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could arrive at, was the sterile liomxii' of iniino latin"; 
]ife unprofitably. Brigade succeeded to brigade, 
exposed for hours, without the smallest cohering, 
to the tremetfdMs fire of one iiaadi«d aad for^ 
piecet of heavy MtiUerr; while' WaU«nteiB,aeeiu« 
behind a triple intreDcbineBt, deridod their impo- 
tent ftiry. The whole hill was involved in fiameg ; 
yet no aooner was one rq^iment oveqwwered, than 
mother v/an ordered to replace it; lo that in the 
conrae of an action, which continued without utter- 
BnasioD dorii^ ten b<rar«, erety corps was raoees- 
ii»ely engaged. 

' The oldest generals mnversklly agreed, that they 
never before witnessed so tremendoni a scene. 
Dnke Bernard and Walleuetein had their horaes 
shot doder thetn, and the king bimeelf experienced 
.a narrow escape, the heel at \m boot being cuTie4 
away by, a cmnon b^l.* Tbt emint contiimed 
wiOi nnabatiDg ardmr, thovg^ it deariy appeared 
to erery officer, except to OuataTM, that be wm 
sacrificing the lives of gallant men, whhont the 
smallest prospect of virtory. The. Landgrave of 
Hesse, atilicled to sue lliis wasteoCbktod, vcntimd 
to remonstrate : "Sir," said the mdignant monarch. 
Interrupting him hastily, " yonareatperfect lihnty- 
to retire, i will reserve the glory for my own 
jects, if German courage is so easily depreaaed." 
Hiis re|»oach was totaDy unmerited ; bnt rage and 
disappointment had so entirely occn^ed the sosl tt

tioDs of prudence, and deaf to the cry of humanity. 
Never, perbaps, was persevering fortitude display- 
ed more conspicuously; never, perhaps, was coni- 
niander more ably supported. Banier and Torstun- 
son were particularly distinguished, and Duke 
Bernard displayed those splendid talents, which 
rendered him worthy to succeed to the immortal 
Gust&vus. At the bead of the left wing he fought 
heroically against the right of the Austriaus; though 
conscious that he was leading his followers to cer- 
tain death, he cliiiibei) the ragged mountain, and, 
after incredible efforts, gained possession of an emi- 
nence which commanded the enemy's intreach- 
ments." But all the blood that had been shed 
had flowed ineffectually j the approach of nigfat 
made it impossible for him to pursue the advantage, 
and a torrent of rain, which fell before morning, 
rendered the ground impracticable for cannon. A 
few hours reflection convincing the king that for- 
tune for once had deserted him, he sent for Ber- 
nard ; and, after a Imsty conference, the trumpets 
sounded a retreat; nhich was conducted with so 
much skill and r^nlarity, that Wallenstein never 
attempted to disturb it, even by. the desultory evo-

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lutioiis of the Croats. Nothing is more <tiffici(lt t6 
ascertain than the respective losxes sustained ia' a 
battle, since both parties are intereated in nji8rGpr&- 
senting them; but we may fkirly cooclode ' tllb 
Swedes to have been the greatest anfl^crs, on ac- 
count of their exposed BitaatioD.* 

This sanguinary conflict appears to have inspired 
each commander with increaEing' admiration for the 
military talents of his opponents. f During fonrteen 
days diey continued m sight of each Other; and, 
Uoagb both of tiiem endured the ' severest dtstreaa, 
nether was inclined to renounce the barreo gratiJI' 
cation of beholding an adversary retreat. In the 
liosoni of Wallenstein pride, however, was the pre- 
Hominnnt passion; humanity in that of Gustavas. 
The former, in consequence, would have seen the 
last soldier expire wilii hunger, rather than depart 
fi^>m the resolation of never moving, till the Swedea 
had set him the example. But the compaagionate 
heart of the latter conld ill endure the thought of 
occasioning by his obstinacy the destruction of 
those whou) he had undertaken to defend ; and, so 
long as the armies remained in the vicinity of Nurem- 
berg, it was impossible that the malady should 
abate. Ten thousand of the inhabitants had al- 
ready fallen victims to a pestilential malady, which 
duly augmented with alarming rapidity ; and, in 
the Swedish camp, nearly double that number had 
perished. From the adjacent fielda every vesdge of 
vegetation had disappeared ; the farm-houses and 
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Villains were reduced to ashca; and their miserable 
tenants, stripped of every thing necessar]' for the 
suatentatioii of life, filled tlie air with thor cnrseB 
and lamentations. Impregnated vith dte noxious 
effluvia of putrescent carcases, every breeze dis- 
persed contagion. 

With a bosom bleeding for the evils which he had 
been compelled to inflict, and utterly despairing to 
subdue the stubbornness of his rival, the Swedish 
monarcL broke up his camp on the eiirlith of Sep- 
tember. This sacrifice of pride to ci)n]p>is>ion 
might probably have been sooner consinjnjiated, 
had he not been detained by the dread of expn^ing 
his ^thful allies to tfae fury of Wallenslein, who 
rqieatedly swore to punish their obstinacy by a 
memorable revenge. These apprehensions, how- 
ever, were in great measure dissipated by the gal- 
lantry of Knipliausen, who spontaneously oflered to 
defend tlie city with four thousand men, under the 
penalty of losing his head- Unwilling even at last 
to abandon his post \vithout the entire approbation 
of tlie ciiiiens, (iuslavue, having requeste<l that aa 
«xtraDrdinury assembly might be called, addressed 
himself thus to the senate: " Gontlemen," said he, 
pointing to their dcj^tined governor, " this gallant 
officer once (li'fnidi.'d an open village, for several 
days, against all the efforts of Tilly."* All f.ars 
being now dispelled, they not only agreed to tfae 
the king's proposal, but undertook to maintain the 
Swedi^th garrison at their own expense. Delighted 
at finding so much magnanimity among men of com' 
mercial pursnits, Gustavos explained to them the 
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many difficulties which Wallenstciii inusL eii- 
couater, should he rashly undertake a long and 
arduous siege at tlie approach of winter ; " but 
should he attempt it," added he, " no distance nor 
obstacles shall prevent me from imined lately march- 
ing to your relief."* 

The Swedish army, before it decamped, pre- 
sented baltle to the imperialists. Far however 
from acceptiug the challenge, their prudent com- 
mander p{t|itiyely forbade even a cannon to be dis- 
chargedj for^fear a skirmish might euRue. Con- 
linf^ hy repecUed failures that no insults could in- 
ducelii^ to hazard a batlle, the kiug proceeded by 
easy marches to Windesheim, where he allowed 
the troops a few days repose, in a country abound* 
ing in wholesome snsteuance, and enjoying the 
l^lesHng of an uncontaminated atmosphere. 
. Bar from ^tertaining any hoBtile designs against 
Nuremberg, Wall.^utein does not appear to hav^ 
considered his own positiou an perfectly securev 
Apprehensive that the retreat of the Swedes might 
be intended as a stratagem to draw him from hia 
intrench men ts, he never moved tilt he had recdved 
unquestionable informatioD that they were actually 
approaching the frontier of Bavaiia-t tHos int^- 
geuce having been confirmed from varioiu qturtaWi 
he prepared for his departure, afler setting fire 
to a prodigious quantity of baggage and military 
stores. f A great number of rasqut;M, and cuirasses, 
and other martial iinplcmcnts were ieSl behind, 
which were religiously preserved as military tro- 
phies in the aisenal of Nuremberg. 

Unable to satiate his vengeance in the blood of 
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the citizens, Friedland indulged his relentless fury, 
by effacing the few rcniaiDS of civilized life which 
had escaped the ferocity of the crouta. Thick 
coluEDiu of smoke, ascending in every direction, 
sanociDCed the melancholy destiny ivhich would 
hsTe awaited the city, had his power beeii equal to 
his resentment. Crossing the Kednitz, lie marched 
to Forheiiu, laying waste the counlry like an angry 
demon, whose highest gratification is to destroy.* 

In order to follow Gustavus with uRtoternipted 
attention, we have been tempted to n^ect dtose 
military operations in vhich be was not personally 
engaged ; and, as a moment of leisure is afforded 
'for the inquiry, to them we shall now retnm. 

In the preceding pages wp saw ihe Ardibishop of 
Treves endeavouring to escape froru the rapacity 
of the Spaniards, by putting himself under the pro- 
tection of Louis Xin. But the army destined for 
the defence of the electorate, proving too weak for 
die recovery of Cobleniz, the French were re- 
dnced to the humiliating alternative, of either aban- 
doning the enterprise altogether, or of soliciting the 
assistance of Sweden. However mortifying this 
necessity might prove to the feelings of a people, 
whose vanity was always nnboanded, they pre- 
ferred a conquest effected by the co-operation of 
an ally, to the disgrace of an nnsnccessliil cam- 
paign. No soonor was Horn apprised of their dis- 
tress, than he flew to their succour; and soon 
compelled the city to surrender. 

All communication being now cut off between 
the Lower Palatinate and the Netherlands, Gufc 
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tavuB is STippoaed to liave formed the design of fe* 
iDatatin;; the imfortiinate Frederic ; and, as a pre- 
paratory slep, ai^nt orders to Horn to follow np 
the udvantases already obtained, till he had forced 
the SpaDiards to evatiialc the Palatinate; while 
the Rhiiieirnive Olho Louis was dii-ected to attack 
the imjjeriatists in Atsnce." 

Moutecuculi, whose skilful and enterprising cou- 
rage was dpitiiied to great and merited renown, 
liad lately lieiMi appointed to the command of an 
anny, assembled in the vicinity of Constance, and 
designed for tlie protection of Brissac. The local 
strength of that important fortress rendered it at 
(liire a rerqitai'le for military stores, and a place of 
lendezvons for the nnmeroiis levies which were 
training in the adjacent provinces. Hearing that 
the Swedish force had been considerably weak- 
ened by repeated detachments, >Ionteciiculi. whose 
lioopa were daily deserting from want of pay, re- 
solved by the plunder of the Duchy of Wirttmbetg 
to procure at least a temporary supply. No sooner 
was the duke appri^^ed of his intention, than' be 
hastily asi^cntblcd the militia, and marched towaid 
the frontier to meet the enemy ; but, finding tiiaB 
superior both iu numbers and discipline, be pro* 
deutly retired to the impenetrable ftatnesset in 
which the interior of Suabia abounds, t 

Impelled by the necessity of providing subsist- 
ence for his famished sohiier.s, the Austrian gene- 
ral advanced wilh celerity at tlie head of the ca- 
valry, to whom he allowed, as a substitute for 
regular pay, the unfettered inda^fCBce. of every- 
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brutal appetite. Tlie small towD of Knitlingen 
was abaiidonci) to the flames, liecaiise the indi- 
gence of its inhabitant's afi'oi'fleci nothing to satiate 

While these I.;ii»litti "nv gmtilVinff thfir 

ferocity with this licml-lilie anmscmcut, intelligence 
arrived that a,a Austriau coluniu had been sur- 
rounded, as it was raarchiog for the pni-pose of 
sorprisingWiseloch, and unless spoedily siuecoiired 
must soon be furred lo surrender at discretion. 
Appreli endive oT Jli^' rois-fqiKiucs of entangling 
hiiiisi'lf in J connlry l ovci'cd iviih ibrcsts, iVIoiile- 
cucnli ]>riiden!ly hesitated ; but O^sa, an officer of 
great experienci-. u ho « as second in command, al- 
lured by the [irospect of an abundant booty, (as 
jnost of the wraith of the adjacent provinces was 
known to he deposili^d at Wiseioch) insisted that 
the eii!er|iri/e could not be declined without es- 

taking: tiro at the inipitlation, siiHired courage to 
get the better of judgment. The event however 
fnlly justified his suspicions ; for, bein^ attacked by 
(he rhinegrave, who issued unexpectedly from the 
adjacent wood--', the whole body was instantly 
tliroivii inlci lonfii-^ioii, and the greater part of 
tiieni cul III ]i.LC(-. It WHS to the speed of their 
horses that Monlccucuii and Os^a were indebted 
for safety-t 

The invasion of his dominions, without any pre- 
Tious declaration of hostilities, determined the Dtikn 
of Wirtemb«fg to accede to the treaty bo repeatedly 
propoMd hj the King of t^weden.;}:' 
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The exaitiplc of u prince, mOre cdebratMi for 
prudence than for courage, VM followed by nuay 
of ttie Alsacian barons, by whose asnatuoe Ga>- 
taTus was enabled to raise several addtdouBl re- 
gimeatB, aud to draw supplies from a coantry, 
whoee natural exaberance still affi>tded ample re- 
sources,* Availing themselves of the friendly dig- 
positioD of the natives, the Swedish commanders 
reduced the greater part of that fertile province, 
and were even recdved at Strasbui^ with cordial 
marks of attachroent.f 

In Saxony affain wore a leas &voanUe aspect, 
because they were conducted with lesa ability. 
All endeavours having failed to induce the elector 
to accede to a separate peace, the court of Vienna 
determined to effect by coercion what it had inef 
fectually attempted by solicitation. Orders were 
in consequence issued for the Silesian arm; to enter 
Lusatia. Fire and devastation acrompuiied their 
Kteps, according lo the usual practice of Austria, 
who constantly acted, as if she thought the calami- 
ties incidental to war too lenient for the gratifies 
tion of orlhodox fiatred, unless heiffhtened by gra- 
tuitous crnelty. Luhben, Zittau, and Gorlitz, hav- 
ing fallen successively a prey to the brutality of the 
victors, the elector grew alarmed for the safety <rf 
Dresden, and began seriously to prepare for its 
defence. Under pretence that a diversion would be 
the most effectual method of averting the storm, 
Arnheim entered Silesia, where he invested Glogau ; 
and, having carried it by assault, put every man to 
the sword, in retaliatioii for the ^roGitie» oom- 
mitted in the electorate. Crossii^ the Oder upon 
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a ta^iorary bridge, he followed the imperialists, 
wfao fled to Breslau, wliere they expected to find 
a&asj^lom. But as aeither tbreala nor intreaties 
MMild precnre thm admunon, they sought a refuge 
fadund the nu^arto 4^ Usn, while the Saxons 
adrandag, whtiont tbeenmlleBt opposition, reduced 
aearly tbe-whole of SilesMi . 
. XhiB etiterpriae, thoHgh apparently glorious to 
the Saxon arms, van so «niiieatly deficient in 
coMiliiou prudence, as to create a gOBpiciflD'that 
Arnhdbo had pushed his conquest tke froatiers 
•£ Hnngary, for the purpose of leaving hift masttfr'a 
doanmODS a prey to the fury of Wallenstemt for 
no sooner was the hanglity dictiitor informed «fUiB 
defenceless state of (lie ck-ctorato, than he- sent 
Hoik with directionB lo ravage the country with 
fire and sword : for tlie execution of a plan so 
r^ugoaut to the feelings of « generous mind^ no 
filter imtnmie^ «onld bave been seleoted. Wbat- 
ovcr was clothed in a humaa form, from- the ami- 
able innocenoe of helpless infkncy to the no less 
helpless decr«intiule of age, became the object of 
hia sanguinary fiiry,* To die without insult was a 
blessing reserved for such alone, an wanted attrac- 
tions to excite those carnal appetites, which nature 
implaiited in the breast of man, to shew bow nearly 
lie is allied to the brote creation, when bis passions 
are no longer under the guidance of reason. From 
the windows of his palace the trembling tiovereign 
beheld the towns and villages involved in flajnes ; 
and the fruits of the earth unmercifully blighted by 
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the torch of dev^istalioo, before Ihov liad altainod 
to maturity. 

With no less ferocity Gallas advanced by Hc^ 
and Placien. Qwaiaitz and AUenbuif;, both Aoa- 
risbing tovns, were reduced to ailus wiA wantoD 
barbarity." afler whicb glorioas exploits be formed 
a junction with Hoik, a worthy coadjutor, when 
tliey (ionipeiled Freyberg to pay an extravagant 
rdiiHoin, in order to save from pro&nacion the mag- 
siflccnt sepulchres of the Saxon lomily, whiclt 
Qallas with more than GoAtc iiD|Hetf was |h«- 
paritig rudely to violate. Fidlowiu^ Hie course <rf 
die Elbe tJiey took possession erf Meissen, eo cde- 
brated for its manufactory of porcelaine. and were 
actually preparing to glut their avidity by the plun- 
der of Leipsic, when they were suddenly stopped 
in their sanguinary career, by an unexpected order 
frotn Walleaetdn-t 

Pappenheim meanwhile had supported the war. 
in Lower Saxony with admirable skill, bat withr 
varying fortune. When compelled by Bauier to 
abandon the EIIk!, he bnrst into Hessia like a de- 
struclive torrent, sweeping every thing away which 
could embellish life, or administer to the comforts 
of man. After reducing the landgrurateto a per- 
fect desart, he made a wondeHiil efibrt for the re^ 
lief erf Maestrich, then upon the point of snrrender- 
ing to the Prince of Orange. Hda latter enterpiize 
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however r:oni[)letely liiiled tlirou^li llic jealousy of 
the Sjjunisli cornmaiidiTw,' wlio iiad tlie baseness 
to witneaH the heroism of Pappenheim, without 
being impelied by a sentimeat of honour to assist 
him-t fiecailed in faaste for the defence of West- 
phalia, where the Swedes, under the orders ef 
Lunebui^ and liaudisseii, were daily becominp:- 
more formidnbli', his preseiici; by lesturicig cont-' 
deuce to the disheartt-ciid troojis arrested the prtH 
gresB Q(,tfee enemy, and even compelled them to 
raise tlimin£;n of Pad^horn.j: 

AAer the bell ^ereut armies had quitted Niireiii- 
bei^, the King of Sweden expecfed that Maximilian, 
at least would follow him into Bavaria; but, finding 
that lie still eciilinued uith \V;ille[islcin, he began 
to suspect that tliey intended to abandon the conn- 
try south of the Danube, with the view of making 
thems^ves masters of the Franconian fortresses, and 
thtis intercepting hia connnuiii cation with northern 
Germany. Anxious, however, to provide against the 
impending storm, in whatever quarter it might burst, 
he divided his army iiitii two bodies ; one of h hiclt, 
under Duke Berna'rd, was deslinta l,i art on Ihe 
banks of the Mayue, wliileatthe head of the olher 
he detprmiiied Lo penetrate into the hereditary domi- 
nions of Austria. This latter resolntioii is said to 
liave been embraced in conforinitv to tlie advice 
of Oxenstiern, who felt a.^snreii lliat Wallenateiii 
wonid he rieailed («r the delenee of Vienna, before 
his niiLster arrriifd at i\luni, h. This supposition, 
though founded upon the most rational calccla- 
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tions, proved erroneous: because the plans of Die 
eaemy were guided by motives very different from 
those by which, under fiimilar circumstances, that 
houeBt statesmaa would have been actuated. 

Alter ineffectually attempting to surprise Culm- 
bach and Coburg. and sackmg Bareuth, Friedlaud 
renounced the project of recovering Franconia, in- 
duced alike by thi' dilljculty i>r tlie undertaking 
mod the hope of atcoinplishniir, without interrup- 
tion, the lonR-meditatcd conquest ol Isaxonv. Deaf 
to the intrciLties of M^iximilian. iie nhanddfted him 
entirely to his own resources; and. thoui;h the Ba- 
varian army was reduced to little more than seven 
thousand men. he suffered him to depart wUh the 
bitter reflection, of having wasted the blood asd 
treasure of his subjects for no better pDi^Nwe tfaao 
to gratify the vanity of a rival." 

After retaking Kavne. which had been siiffered 
to fall into the hands of the enemy, by the das- 
tardly conduct of the eoveriior. the king proceeded 
to Neubur^. in pursuit ni Montecuculi. who, in 
spite of the t'Acrtioti'. ot his vi;;ilant adversary, con- 
trived to lake shelter in Kalislionne. ]\o man re- 
Warded .merit with greater geiierositv than Gus- 
tavns, but be punished cowardice with no less se- 
verity. Raynfi having been plentifully provided 
with every thing necessary for its defence, the king 
was so exasperated at the timidity of Mitzval. that 
he caused him to he heheaded hi presence of the 
whole army, unmoved by the urgent petitions of 
the cjneen, who, with the characleristic sensibility 
of her sex, implored a mitigation of the lentence. 
Desirous of aecnring his conquests in B8TArt&, by 
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tiie posi^ession of some irtiportftnt fortross, lie was 
making preparatioii^i for besieging Ingolstadt, and 
had actually embarked his artillery on the Danabe, 
whai a courier arrired with the unwelcome intellt 
gence that the imperial anny bad burst into Misnia. 
Not a moment was required for deliberation ; bra 
cbaiacter for bononr "a« at stake; and though 
he ^^t perhaps havi'- l>ri']i nble lo justify to 
the worid the abandoinuL'nt of John George, his 
own conscience was lesa easily satii^fled. Having 
left a body of troops under Prince Christian of 
Krkenfeldt, as proridonary commander till the re- 
covery of Banier, who had been wounded in stortB- 
ing the Austrian lines, and sent directions for the 
different detachments to join him on his march, he 
hastened to Nurembei^, to arrange with Oxenstiera 
a plan for the defence of Franconia. Their confer- 
•ences wore protracted for three days, attheexpint- 
tion of which the king hurried to Schw^nAirth, 
where the virtuous Eleanora awaited bis urival; 
wlule Kuiphausen followed with the garrison of 
Nuremberg, no longer required for its protection. 
After uniting with Bernard in the Thuriugian fo- 
rest, he found himself at the bead of twenty tbou- 
sand mm, the bravest and best disclplineil in Eu- 
rope. 

Nothing less than the extraordinary celerity of 
his march could have enabled Gustaviis to get pos- 
session of Erfurt before file arrival of I'iippenheim, 
who no sooner received iiitelligi^iice of his approach 
than lie attempted i hy a bold and rapid movement, 
to occupy that ' important fortressj t<^ether mth 
Naumbni^, Justly regarded as the key of the Elec- 
torate. It was before bis departure from the fbimer 
city, that the King of Sweden took leave of bis 
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A'^febte eonebrt, With more tbaa wtititiMi sdettitity. 

if tie tiaijl antiici paled the fate that awaited hifn. 
Gnstavusljaving received intelligence that Pa^p- 
pciiln im was advancing, by hasty marches, to pass 
thf Siialc at Mersebnrg, dispatched Bernard, with 
some regiments of cavalry, to watch his motions ; 
leaving him at liberty to condnct Ins operations as 
tifrcnitnstanCes tnigb/t render expedient. Yet, in 
Spite of the skill and activity of that enterprising 
warrior, Pappenheini effected a junction with Fried- 
land; who, after his separation from Maximiliai), 
liad penetrated without opposition to the gates erf 
LtipRic, and compelled it to recdve an Aastrian 
giirrisoo. It was evideatl; his intention to have pro- 
ceeded to Dresden, but the rapidity of the enemy 
compelled him to adopt a diAerent system ; as be 
might otherwise have found himself entangled in 
ihc Meti which lie had ijeeii artfnlly preparing for 
the 1 lector, who lay with his forces in the vicinity 
of Torgau, and might have easily fallen upon f!i« 
rear of fhe AuStridus, while tlie Swedes attacked 
tlieu iti front.^ 

I'o frustrate the eitecution of this design, as we^ 
as to cut nffa column nnder the Duke of Lunebui^, 
which was actually on its march from Lower Sax- 
ony, appear to have been the principal objects 
which occupied Wallenstein. The latter wisnld 
have proved'nb easy task, had the duke coaformed 
to the mstructioaa of Gustams; but, jnatead of 
'Jiroceeding by Halle or ^cfafeldt, he &tter«d hiih- 
6elf to meet trith fewer obBtmctiDns An the opposite 
'bafa'k of the t^be ; but when he srrh^ U WittOB' 
H^g, he tUuD'd himielf htvotred in bo many dilE- 
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oultieB, that he abandoned the enterprise in deit- 
spair.* 

Onthelirstof NoTember, 1632, the Swedes enter- 
ad Nanmbnrg, »ituftt«d upon the Saale, in a narrow 
wOef, about half way between Erfurt and I^eipsic. 
The name of Gustavus was bo popular iu Saxony, 
that he was welcomed with an adoration almost ido- 
latrous. From all the adjacent villages the inha- 
bitants flocked by thousands to behold the hero 
who had so lately rescued theiu from the fatigi of 
Tilly, and who now returned to protect them 
against the ferocity of a commander no less san- 
guinary and rapacioue.' With prayers and bless- 
ings tiiey crouded round him. imprinting Itisses on 
his bootfl, or on the hem of hig garment. Thougb 
a heart so aliTe to every tender feeing 09 that ot 
(justavua, was far from msensible to this enthusi- 
astic gratitude, still be revolted at finding himself 
the object of veneration too profound to be offered 
to a mortal. Tummg to his chaplain, Fabritius, 
he made the following observation, which the event 
almost rendered prophetic : " ]Votwilb>jtanding 
every enterprise has hitherto prospered. I greatly 
fear that some unforeseen misfortune will shortly 
convince this deluded people of tiioir lolly, iu ad- 
dressing such unfounded lioinaijr to a. hriug, sub- 
ject like themselves to all the fiailties of mor- 
tality."! 

By possessing themi^jves of Naumburg, together 
with the accent defiles, the imperialists would 
havebeenfaahled materially to obstruct the opera- 
tifyiBof theenepy, tbenei^bonring; country being 
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paiticnlarly calculated for u dcft-iisive systf^ni of 
warfare, Wiillenstein, when too liiie, pcrfit ivcd Lis 
error in having; needed to occupy tbe pasKCii, and 
wonld probably have attempted to retrieve it by 
temerity, had he not been deterred from atlackiag 
the Swedes by the judicious remonstrances of Pap- 
penheim. The opinion of an officer, so conspicuous 
for entetprisioff courage, could not liiil of produ- 
cing considerable cll'ect, wiieii In' oijjecicil to a pro- 
ject on account of its rashness ; mid, on the pre- 
sent occasion, he estimated too justly the talents 
of Gufltavna, to doubt that he would avul himself 
of every local 'advantage, to render bis position 
uniissailablc* He farther contended, that at the 
a|»|iroarli of winter it would be highly imprudent 
to p.vpose lhr> troops to unnecessary hardships, ex- 
hausted as tliuy were by a series of sufferings un- 
equalled in any former campai^; and, as an addi- 
tional at^umeiit for avoiding an eng^;eiuent, be 
urged the propriety of endeavouring to relieve the 
city of Cologne,! and of checking the progress of 
Bauditzen in Westphalia. Under these circum- 
stances, he recommended to the generalissimo to 
canton the troops in the adjacent towns, which be 
thought might be efected in sach a manner, as to 
allow of their being assembled at the shortest 
notice.^ 

The idea of sending an amy ii^ winter quarters, 
at the very moment when aa aimy was advancing 
^aiust it, appears an enigma of no easy solution. 
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itotirithBtandiag the fxplanation already fpnn ; 
cause it was hardly possible to imagine, that the 
most I'll ter prising afin.Tal who hai! appeared in the 
world siiicf tlie diiys iH" llic tirst iiiid tU<: ijrcntest 
of thf! Ca-sars, should liave resisted llie fenipliHion 
of displaying his triumpliaiit banners on the walls 
of Vienna, for the sole purpose of remaining ia- 
active on tiie confineB of Saxony. It is, therefore, 
uecesHary to suppose, that the advice of Pappen- 
heiiii proceeded from motives of which we are igno- 

Walienstein, tliat he not only entrusted the author 
of it with the defence of Westphalia, but even im- 
prndendy weakened his own army, that he might 
enable Pappeolteim to act with additional vigour. 
Having Qina settled a plan for their fiitare opera- 
tions, Weissenfels was abandoned* by the impe- 
rialists, though Coloredo was letl with an inconai- 
derable force to protect the castle, and to watch the 
motiansof the enemy.'!' 

According to the opinion generally entertained, 
Guatavns did not intend to have ^ven b^tle to the 
Austrians till he should have effected a junction 
with the Saxons; 'who, in conformity to a plan 
judii-iously traced by that consummate master in 
the scirnce of war, were to cross the Mulda at 
Euteniburg, and to meet him in the vicinity of 
Griounauj: To &cihtate the executioD of this im-

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portant design, he directed hifl march by Wethsa, 
Flotha, and Gleitzberg; but having gained' intelli- 
gence that PappenhdiQ had been detached from the 
main annf, he resolved inunediBtel; to attack the 
enemy, before the ablest of tbeir generds conid be 
recalled* 

From th* most credible authorities, we learn that 
WallenBtein was nn ie^a aslonislied than discon- 
certed, when he was apprised by Coloredo thai the 
Swedes were approaching.t Surrounded by diffi- 
eulties, of which the greater part were created by 
bis own imprudence, he hesitated at first in what 
manner to act; pride, however, presenting lo his 
troubled imagination the ignominy in^epnrahlc from 
a hasty retreat, he sent orders for Pappenheim in- 
stantaneously to abandon the siege of Moritzburg,t 
and to join him with all bis fornes at Lntzen. 

The desth of the most illu-itrious of modern com- 
mandi rs lias given a melancholy ce!e))rity to the 
battle of Lutzen, which makes it scarcely less an 
object of curiosity to posterity than it proved a 
subject of affliction to the protestants. The eyefe 
of all Etirope were attentively fixed on tlif plains <rf 
Saxony, where the approaching combat was ex- 
pecti'ri to ilrtcriniTie a <|uesti6n, as momentous as 
any "liith had evKP ban decided by the sword. 
Coijipiired with the enormous hosts which are sent 
into the field by the powerAil nations of the present

wn^k; but, since the destruction oS republican

4Ud adventurous warrior, on whom forluue had 
invaribly smiled, contending in the cause of reli- 
gion and freedom; assisted by generals wlmni lif- 
had trained to conquest, and who wen- aii.\i(ius to 
deserve the approbation of a sovereign, no less ca- 
Babls qf appreciating merit, than prompt to rew^d 
it. Ntithetr vere th^ soldiers nuwortb; of their 
leaders. Accnpfomed from their infancy to (he tem- 
pestuous blasts which sweep the D.ilecarlian fo- 
rests, and inured fo hardship-,, which, to m n ener- 
vated by the comforts of a more ;;eiiial climate, 
would h»ve appeared intolerable, they conteoi- 
fl^tfid the raanarch, by whom the; were conducted 
fyom triumph to triumph, with sendm^nts of tbn 
t^nderest afiection, esteeming him as a fcjend, re- 
vering him as a father, and adoring him as a pr|>- 
tecting divinity. His presence was their phief gro- 
tificatioo; his safety their greatest security; iuR 
praise their proudest recompense. 

Though in the chafactcr of Wallen stein, qualities 
the most opposite, and even the most inconsistent, 
were strangely blended, yet even his failings were 
of a nature to dazzle those, who, incapable of a^a- 
lizing the human mind, mistook pride for magna- 
nimity, confounded profusion witli gentrosity, and 
regarded success as the criterion of genius. With- 
out troubling themselves to baliun e die ai tions 
which hi.' had perfonned, againsi the meau^ which 
he possessed for performing them, the ze^tons par 
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piats extolled him as tlte champion of the orthodox 
iaith, not because he was endowed with exlraordt- 
nary piety, but because interest aad ambition had 
rendered him an eoem; to the protestants ; while 
the base tools of despottem idolized him as the 
defender of that detestable system, which their 
iterance or their servility supported. 

Thns every feeling which can animate or pervert 
the human lieart was called into action. A bigot- 
ed attachment to ancient institntions, a hatred of 
foreign interference, the love of glory, the force of 
habit, and the cry of superstition, all combined to 
inspire the soldiers of Ferdinand with courage or 
ferocity; together with thehijjhest vtneralion for the 
splendid talents of Iheir comnKiuder: for nfter every 
deduction it is impossible t<i deny, tliiil tliongh 
Wallenstein had little to inspire affection, he had 
moch to excite admiration. Many certainly had 
surpassed him in the higher branches of tactics, 
bat in cunning and artifice he was perhaps never 
exceeded. Thougli sometimes deficient in foresight 
he abounded in resources, and if he involved him- 
self in difficulties from having mistaken the projects 
of an enemy, he invariably met them with an un< 
shaken resolution, which more than compensated 
the error. . 

No sooner was he made acquainted with the 
motions of the Swedes, than he sent Isolani to dis- 
pute the passage of the Rippach, a small river 
which rises in the vicinity of Wetsseiifels, and fails 
into the Saale at Doehlan ; hut being subject to 
freqveot inundations, renders the adjacent meadows 
deepand boggy. The narrow valley, through which 
it lakes its winding course, is eiiurely surrounded 
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by lofty rocks covered with wood, and ooiueqamtly 
affords many strong positions, eminently calcu- 
lated for delensive warfare. Isolani, however, had 
neglected most of these local advaiitiii;es, to concen- 
trate his forct-.- in ii particular s|»otH liere he expected 
the enemy ; by which imprudent arrangement he left 
another road, almost equally obTious, nnprotected 
by cannon. The pi^nlarity of the cause in which 
GuBtaTOS was anbarked facilitating the acquisition 
of intelligence, a peasant offered to conduct him to 
the abovcmeiLlio.inl phice, whore l,e mi^rhl cross 
the marshes M iliimir nioleslati<i!., an, I by a winding 
path gain the summit of the opposite hill, where the 
vanguard of the AustriauB lay encamped. While 
Isolani was deceived by a felse attack, the Swedish 
army ascended the heights, fell nnexpectedly upon 
the rear of the croats ; and, having put Ihem to 
fiight. a#anced with all the pomp of military arrviy 
against the main body of the imperialists.' 

Lulzen is situated at nearly equal distauceH be- 
tween Weissenfels and Leipsic ; the high road tra- 
verses the principal street, and after leaving the 
town 13 bordered by deep ditches and lofty banks 
tlirown up with r^larity sufficient to fonn a toler- 
able breastwork. The contiguous plain is likewise

The water, h^V" 
ever, in uiiuallv slLalloiv. unless eivollea by violeDt 
showers. Aftt.r crossiiiff the Floasgraben, by mesDS 
oI' a briili,'-e, the roiid for the s[jace of nearly half a 
mile follows the course of the caual, uhidi is there 
from twelve to eighteen feet broad, its banks beii^ 
ef neariy half that altitude. The iope^ MM 
was drawB up at tiio dietancf of about lbrM.fcMki 
flr«d yards from the f»uaeway, and extended ttom 
the Flossgrabeu (o a road which leads firom Lutseo 
to Merseburg. The walls belonging to the adjacent 
gardens, as well as the ditches, were lined with in- 
fantry ; two batteries were alao .erected on coob

Tile rli'lay occasion i'd in jm.-'^ing the Rippach

For the sake of expedition the greater part of the 
baegage, and all the hraiy artillery had been left 
behind ; so that Ihe kin;;, l).-ing tolally tlestitnte of 
a camp eqnipage, was i.ijligeil to the night in 
his carriage, A short spaee, however, was allotted 
to repose, the greater part being spent ia iotnul- 
ing disconraewitl) Dnke Bernard and Kniphxasen. 
The troop" were drawn np in two iines upon the 
field of hatlle, ready to commence the engagement 
attheilawnof day; the left wing reaching nearly 
to the wails of Lutzen, Ihe right extending beyond 
the canal to the wood of Schoeltzig. A battery 
containing twenty-eix of the lar|;e8t cannon wm 
erected tn fhnt of die army, wfaHe twenty pieeea 
of soiBller calibre were planted in the wings, and 
five were attached to each brigade. 

The morning approarhed.t but ao impenetrable 
fog prolonged the night beyond its usual duration.

The disposition of the army was nearly similar 
to that which had been employed wiib so much ad- 
vantage on the plains of Breitenfeldt : the infantry 
drawn up in two lines, and ihe battalions inter- 
spersed with squudrons of horse, while the main 
body of the caialry was stationed m tlie wihot. 
Gustaiux. accordiiifr to custom, commanded the 
right wing.

No historical detail is niovi- liable to error than 
the description of a battle ; even the result has 
been often a siibjcct of contention; neither is it un- 
common for both parties tu return thanks to the 
Almighty, for having crowned their arms with vic- 
tory. It cannot therefore be expected that histori- 
nns siiould agree respecting an event so interest- 
ing to their feelings as the death of a hero, who was 
the idol of one sect, and the terror of the other. 
No acconnt that has follen under iny inspection,

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appears to me »o satisfactory as the following, ex-

It was nearly ten o'clock before tbe homoa woa 
snfficientfy clear for the King of Sweden to dlB- 
cover the arrangements of the enemy ; he then be- 
held till! imperial army drawn up in order of batde 
witti every local advantage ; batteries being erected 
in front of tlieir lines, and the ditches (tboee of 
oonrse which bordered the road) filled witib mm- 
fceteera. Their ri|^t was covered by the town of 
Lutzen, and their left by the Flos^raben. Aftar 
attetitiveiy r:<amining their poailion.f the king ad- 
vanced in the finest order, iiotwillislaiiding his 
troops were exposed to a tremondous tire from the 
Austrian artillery. The Duke of Weimar rec«ved 
directions to commence the attack, which be did 
with h)B accnstomed impetuosity; and afteraetub- 
boni resistance he drove the enemy from their in- 
IreadimeDts, look several of thmr guns, and erea 
compelled them to evacuate Lutzen, after setting 
lire to some of the houses.^; 

The king was no less successful where he com-' 
manded in person, having forced the Austrians to 
abandon tlie ditches with so much precipitation, 
that they Left most of their cannon behind. Eager 
to avail himself of their confusion, he put himself 
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»t the heaA of the Steinhoch dragoons, and, cross- 
ing the trenches, got possession of one of the bat- 
teries.* Behfvini^ the fortnne of the day to hate 
hetn decided, lie took oil' bis hat, and expressed 
his gratitude to Heaien in a thoit thanksgiving; but 
perceiving two regiments of Austrian cuirassiers 
adrancing, he charged tfaem without hesitadon, ex- 
posing himself with so little precantioti, that fais 
horse was wounded hy a pietol shot, while another 
bullet shattered his left arm. The extreme agony 
of the wound compelling him to check his impetn- 
OTB career, he retired from fhe field, at(en(le<i hy 
the Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg, who had lately en- 
tered the Swediuh serrice as a volunteer.! ^tom

Gustavus fall, carried the melancholy tidiogs to the 
Duke of Weiniar,i' who, hastening to KniphanBen, 
communicated in a whisper the fatal event, re- 
questing his opinion respecting their future opera- 
tions. Overwhelmed with consternation, that gal- 
lant officer proposed n retreat, assuring the duke, 
that the army wa.s still in such a situation as to 
allow of ita being effected securely. " Retreat?" 
exclaimed Bernard, iodignent at a proposal so du- 
gntoeAil to tiie memory of departed beio, "No, 
never will I oooBent to abandon die cnitwt, till we 
have aveoged the death of Gostanu."

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mediately for renewing the attack, by putting liim- 
self aX the head of tbe reglDienl of Steiiiboch, and 
ordering it to charge the Auxtrian cuirassiers. The 
lieutenant colonel hesitated to comply, aud eveu 
manifegted an inclination to dispute bis authority. 
Without wanting & moment in useless expoatula- 
tions, the gallant Saxon ran him through with his 
snord, dtteEmined to enforce tlie roost implicit 
obedience by a striking act of severity. This bub- 
mary proceeding proved decisive, the Austriaas 
were assailed with desper^i' valour, and forced 
again to retire; but as they continued to resist witfi 
obsliiiacy, the batteries were successively taken 
and lost. Toward evening, however, tbe persever- 
ing bravery of the Swedish troops bore down all 
opposition, netting possession of the Austrian ar- 
tillery, and turning them against their broken, bat- 
talions, the Swedes compelled them to Ay precipi- 
tately towards Leipsic. 

Thai far the account, delivered in the dispatch, 
has been strictly followed j but, after the death of

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riOus pttcee, he escaped unhurt, hmug reserved 
by Providence for a less glorious destinj'. 

Pappenheim, however, the bravest soldier in the 
imperial service, was not so fortiinnte. Impelled 
by the ardent wish of encountering Giistavas, lie 
rushed into the thickest of the battle— for there he 
expected to meet the hero. The event of the con- 
test seemed once more uncertain, when his thigh 
was shattered by a cannon ball.' ' Fainting with 
pain, he was carried to His coach, in order to lie 
conveyed to Leipsic; but, recovering his senses be- 
fore he quitted llie field, he desired to be informed 
of the situation at tiie array. Upon hearing that 
the King of Sweden was slain, be sent for an officw 
in wbon b« cbnAded| and ordered him to acquaint 
the Duke of Friedland that he was mortally 
wounded. " Tell him also," added he, his closing 
eyes still sparkling with joy, " that I die contented, 
in having survived tlie f^reat eneiny of niy religion.'l"

The death of Pappenheim decided irrecoverably 
the fate of the battle, though the imperialists for 
some time continueil to defend themselves with des- 
perate valour.

vti^aTi the conduct of Wallensteiii proclaimed to 
the world a different story, since uolhiiig could be 
less con^^isteut with the character of a contjueror, 
than the haste with which he evacuated Saxony. 
But, dearly indeed w^re the laiuels purchased, 
which decorate<l the browe of the vietor^^ ! Scarcely 
had tlie tumult of battle cubaideii, when the tri- 
umph WHS oonvt'Tted iota mourning. No songs of 
exultation were heard; no shouts of transport re- 
sounded. Utt the CfiDtrary every brow was cloud- 
ed with sorrow, every heart was dejected wiih tlie 
(leepeac amiction. He who had so often conducted 
them to glory, would no longer Ntiinnlate ihiir 
ardour by iiia commendatioos ; he who had pro- 
vided for all their wants with paternal solicitude, 
was nnmbered no longer amoug llw living. 

Aner a painful aud almost fruitlevB reaetirch, the

This opinion has been adopted by most of the

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by liit) father almost destitute nf fortune, lie ofiereil 
liis services to tbe court of Stockliolm, where he 
was received with every mark of distinction, due 
to a relatiou of the royal family.' 

!S'otwith3laiidiu<; authors differ materially con- 
cerning tiie origin of the quarrel, they universally 
agree, that a violent dispute having arisen betneen 
GusUivua and Francis Albert; the former, impeHed 
by the impetuosity of his temper, struck the latter 
in presence of the queen mother. A moment's re- 
flection however having sufficed to convince him of 
the impropriety of his behaviour, he not only pub- 
licly apologized for the offence, but even offwd 
bis cousin any satisfaction which wounded honour 
might require. A linel in consequence would have 
rasued, had it not been prevented by the valance 
of Oj^enstieru, whose prudent exhortations at length 
eSect<:d an apparent reconciliatian.t The heart of 
GuBtavus was incapable of retaining the smallest 
rancour against Buy man, whom his tongue had 
honoured with the appellation of friend; but the 
character of L.tnenhurg. was not equally ingenuous. 
Though it might be unjust to affirm, that for many 
years he cherished in gloomy silence the hateful 
project of revenge ; yet it is imposBible to deny, 
that many circumstances in his condncl tended to 
confirm the prevailing opinion, that if he did not

The 
geuerons aonl Of Gustavus revolted at the idea of 
pr^ueditated treachery, particularly in a person 
whose elevated rank ought to place him out of the 
reach of tonptation. Daring the batde <tf Lutzen, 
Francis Albert Ufce a shadow followed the king; 
wearing that day over his armour a green sash, 
the distinctive colour of the imperialists. In the 
heat of the enga^ment Gustavus was separated 
from most of his suite, being accompanied only 
by two menial servants. His new friend however 
atttck close to his side, attended by Heynin, ha 
aid-dfr«amp, who ' is Bnpposed to have acted as 
his accomplice. The king received a shot in the 
arm, and shortly alter another between the shoul- 
ders. Yet Lauenbui^, though surrounded by 
Austrian cavalry, escaped unhurt ; and being que» 
t immU wiW tuu ing the manner of bis avoidinjf dMO; 
be replt^ *' that his prbsbbvatiok was nti^t^^ 
owiNo to THE coLODE OF HIS SASH." Instead of 
carryii^, as was natural, the melancholy intelligence 
to the Swedish jrf'nCTals, he rode with the utmost 
precipitation to VVcissenfels, and did not rejoin the 
army fill the followins morning, when he heard 
that the Austriaiis were routed. With the Swedes 
however he remained only two days, at tba ex{w»H 
tion of which be quitted Oam for ever, t^ resumes', 
his former rank in the imperial service.'*

Aware diat fa« was become an object of general 
■nspicion, Framto Albert- t tU m ^t ad t» riwdfaata 
hia charkftH in a dtndiAd ihiuiiliffitdi but, u iSa 
publication was totally dajbctirs in. prw^tiatl 
coBtttmd only uteniotis snAupported by Widetfee, 
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il failed of producing the desired effect, and tended 
rather to establiah than to effece the horrid impres- 
sion. The CBtholic hislorians treat the charge with 
eoDtempt, but they also confine themseiTea to ge- 
neral all^tioQs, and ioKtead of coinbating their 
adversarieB with argumeul, or facts, they deem it 
prudent to rest their defence upon the improba- 
bility that a prince descended from the illustrions 
house of Saxony, should incur the heinous gnilt of 
premeditated homicide; or that a sovereign, so con- 
spicuous for piety as Ferdinand, should have har- 
boured the atrociotis design. This however is mere 
declamation. For happy indeed would it have 
proved for m^kiiid, if probity and honour had 
been invariably the characteristics of noble birtii ; 
bat every page of history evincea the contrai7, and 
shews that the inaBk of devotion has often been 
assumed as a covering for the blackciit iniquity. 

No tribute more giorioua can be oft'ered to the 
memory of GuHtavua Adolphux, thai] tiie tears of 
bis subjects bestowed. Flattery has been often 
known to deify the vices of tbe great; |ioc(ry has 
adorned them with virtues to v/Wu-.h they were 
utter strangers, and even bistory has prostituted 
her venal -pen to palliate the ^vratest enormities; 
but the suffi-age of gratitude ia unimpeachable, and 
ne iliay confidently pronounce that monarch to be 
justly entitled to the ad mire ti cm of posterity, who 
lives enshrined in the affecttona o( bin people.* 

But was Gtislavus in reality so enshrined ? This 
ques^to^Edl be answered by aa impartial invesli- 
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gadoD of ki8 character, though after the Irequeiit 
opportunities afforded the reader for appreciating 
his merit, tills discussion must be nearly superflu- 
ous. Hia figure is described by the Swedish histo- 
rian as no leas remarkable for grace than for dig- 
nity,* efjually calculated to inspire love, and to 
excite veiiei-atiou. Though rather inclioiug to cor- 
pnleocy, he was tall and well proportioned, and 
possessed an air of majesty which impressud the 
beholder with reverence. His complexion was fair, 
his forehead elevated, and his hair auburn; his 
cheeks ivere linked with the glow of health, his 
features regular, and bis eyes large and peuetratirig, 
though unable to distinguish distant objects witli 
precision. Au open countenance announced can- 
dour and generosity, and never did countenance 
more faithfully pourtray the real feelings of a heart. 
Gay and afliible in confersatioii, an<l equally accea- 
sihle to all persona, without the smallest distiuctioo 
of rank, he disdained to intrench himself behind 
those repulsive formalities, which are mistaken by 
the ignorant for dignity. Pre-eminent alike in wis- 
dom and in (irtue, he left ceremony and ostentatiou 
for the decoration of those who had no intrinsic 
qualities to adorn them. To a competent know- 
ledge of the Latin tongue he united French and 
Italian ; was deeply read in the best historians, both 
ancient and modem, aud had made considerable 
progress in various other branches of literature. 

To the seductions of pleasure he was always in- 
accessible : the splendour of a court he beheld with 
indifference; but luxury and effemioacy he su-

aopy. These early habiis nol only rendered him 
the idol of a warlilce people, but had given Ench vi- 
l^our. both to his mind and his body, that no change 
of climate affected his health, no privations ruffled 
his t(?mper. Whatever appearad superfluous he re- 
jpcted from principle; because he knew that a so- 
vereign can never indalge in expensive p:ratilica- 
lions, wiihout abridging the comforts of his people. 
Sincere from an elevated sens^ of duty, as welt m 
from the natural bent of hia disposition, it is diffi-< 
cult to determine, whether flattery to him was most 
an object of contempt or abhorrence: and so 
fltroog was this antipathy, that when addressed by 
a person uiiaccnstomed to his humour, with the 
studied formalities of German etiquette, he replied 
■with impatience, "Let roe intreat you, in future, 
sir, to reserve these compliments for the queen's 
female attaiiiaDts. My occnpation in war ^ and ! 
have nmther leisure nor inclination to act the part 
ef a dancing-m aster."* 

To the protestant worship he was siuirerely at- 
tached ; uot because it happened to be- that of tin; 
country in which he was born, but bl'<:ull^^e it aj)- 
pearpd to his capacions jndgment the purest and 
mostrational of all religioos institutions. In pro- 
portion as he exatuiiied Uie sacred truths of the 
gospel his conviction was strengthened ; and thus 
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tbe example of this iUaMwu* inonan^ affentaw- 
additional proof (in 8pit« of all the chtSb at the 
Encycloptediats) that infidelity is the njetetu vf a 
weak and contracted, rather than of an enlarged 
understanding. Conscientiously persuaded of 
iuperior excellence of the doctriues of Christ, he 
«u far fnaa confining himself to faarreo specnlftr 
tion, but d^>lftj«d the fruits of conrietiM) by a 
practloBi UlustratitMi of tenperaDce, jmtice, aad 
humanity. His devotion, hottever, had nothing 
gloomy, nothing monastic. A friend to toleration, 
he allowed to otliers the gloi ious privilege of unfet- 
tered thought ; fur lie coiitcniplateii mankind not 
through the delusive medium of superstition, with 
the c<mtraGted feelings of an ioquisUer, but wUU 
tbe comprehcDuve charity of & Christiam pbiloss- 
pha, who considers all the cliildren of a common 
iattier as friends and brethren." Hencf , in ihe con- 
quered provinces, the catholics b''in^ ptriiiittt'd to 
^eccise their accustomed rites uiciioiit molesta- 
tion, soon grew ,to regard the change of dominar> 
tion in the light of a civil benefit, wheD they disco; 
vered that the triumphant standard of Gmtt&yuv 
was the symbol of equity and freedom.^ 

After what has been said in the preceding pages, 
it can hardly be necessary to observe, that the alterar

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tioos introduced by tlic King of Sweden into the 
■rt ot war completely clianged the nhole niililary 
system of Europe. The epleadid acbievetnenls of 
tb« Greeks a«d KooMBe fitraed hie most ttroarila 
tapjcof cowveraftien, and fae took ddig^ iik«iu»> 
pttfing the tactics of uaoderB timea with those whivh 
'were in use among ttic ancients.. In opposition to 
tlie opinion then generally prevalent, lie etreiiuously 
Conlciidod, thai it was milhcr the inipi'ovemcnta 
which had taken place in the science of fortification, 
nor the invention of gunpowder, but the inferiority 
»f genius, which h^d prevented any modern from 
Bubjugating the world. " Let an Anoibal, an Ale^t- 
Knder, or a Julius Cxaar arise, and no barriers," he 
iBsisted, " woiUd au; louger prove sufficient to re- 
tard their victorious career,"" 

No lees prompt iu execution titan inevhaustible 
in expedients, he uhited prudence with activity, 
moderation with finuneiis, and courage, too resolute 
for danger to appal, with vigilance too circumspect 
for artifice to elude. The dit«cipline which he estft- 
blisbed in the Sweditjh army baa perhaps never 
been eqoalLed ; it was a discipline of the mind as 
well aa the body ; for liis iji'iieroua spirit revolted 
at the idea, tlial iiicii, "In. i ijiiteiidod in tlie glo- 
rious cause of icli^iu.i ^iiiil t-flV,^r di,ni, shoidd act 
with the foroc'ilj of a luwlcsa bandini. No com- 
mander was ever more scrupulously obeyed, or 
more ardeotly loved \>y his soldiers ; because their 
naiacouduct was never overlooked, nor were tbeir 
services ever unrequited. 

Few persons ever possessed, in a more eminent 
d^ree, Ihe invBlnable talent of discriminating

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all the sliades and varieties of the liuman cha-" 
racter. Tliis was maiiifeBtei! in (he disposal of oil 
civil and military appoiotmente. It was neither the 
disttncdoiH of birtlt, nor the caprices of &TOur ; 
notber &a grace* of person, nor lbs attractions Of 
wit, #hiclt iafluebced the choice of OustBvns; otf 
the contrary, when a regiment became vacant, or an 
embassy was preparing, he regarded only the merits 
of the different candidates, and always decided, lilie 
the son of Philip with respect to the empire of the 
' ;*rorld, that U should be given to the moat deserving. 
To this sagacious syttem might chiefly be ascribed' 
the stability of a &bric erected by victory, and 
which, to common observers, seemed solely to re- 
pose upon the stupendous efforts of a hero. But 
every spring and wheel had been so nicely adapted 
to itM respective destination, that instead of fiilling 
in pieces Hke the Macedonian monarchy, when nO 
longer upheld by the gigantic strength ot its im- 
mortal founder, the splendid edifice augmented both 
in lustre and solidity under Oxenstiern, Weimar, 
Banier, ami Torslenson. 

Such weri.' the lirtues which adorned this illus- 
trious monmcl), and they nppear to have been un- 
coutamiiialed by any failing, except a warmth of 
t^per frequently ungovernable, which impelled' 
him to behave toward those who oflended him witfi 
harshness, and sometimes wilh incivility. A mo- 
llieiil's rrrti'ctioii, however, alivays sufficed to re- 
store the doiiiiiiion of reason, when he never oniilled 
to apologize, even to the nieanest of his atteudants, 
vith a magDafiimity truly heroical.*

flection of man's brightest endowments, and moat 
extensive power, when compared with the wisdom 
and oriiiiipott^iice of the Almighty. And, though 
he uij(|uostitinnb]y ranks high among the most en- 
liglitfiicil st:ite<>men of modem Europe, he enjoys 
tbe singular, and perhaps unexampled glory, of 
having never subjected bis unblemisbed repntatioa 
to the suspidon of treachery or d«cdt*
